William French was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery on 27 June 1848, and was advanced to Captain on 1 April 
1855. He served with the expedition to China in 1860 and was present at Sinho, Tangku, the capture of Taku Forts, the surrender of 
Pekin, and also during the operations against the Taepings in the vicinity of Shanghai, May and October 1862, including the capture of 
the walled cities of Tsinpoo and Tsolin, and the fortified city of Najow, the affair at Nanksiang, and the recapture of the walled city of 
Kahding. Advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel on 1 May 1873, he served during the Second Afghan War 1878-80, and commanded the 
Royal Artillery, Kandahar Field Force, during the Second Campaign, including the defence of Kandahar, the sortie to Deh Khwaja, and 
the battle of Kandahar (Brevet Colonel and Mentioned in Despatches). 

He retired with the rank of Honorary Major-General on 30 July 1881, and was created a Companion of the Order of the Bath in the 
Queen's Birthday Honours List of that year.

Henry Blackwood MacCall was born on 15 August 1845, son of Colonel George MacCall. He was appointed Ensign, by purchase, in 
the 60th K.R.R.C. on 16 February 1864, and served with the 4th Battalion in Canada 1865-67 (Medal with clasp). He served in India 
from 1868 to 1903, with the 3rd Battalion 1868-72, and as Lieutenant in the 2nd Battalion 1873-81, becoming Captain in 1875 and A. 

D. C. to Commander-in-Chief, East Indies in 1880-81. He was promoted to Major in the 4th Battalion in 1881, and to Lieutenant- 
Colonel, commanding the 1st Battalion, in July 1891, serving with the Isazai Expedition in 1892. He commanded the 1st Battalion 
throughout the operations of the Chitral Relief Force in 1895, including the storming of the Malakand Pass (Despatches; C.B.; Medal 
with clasp). He was commanding the 41st Regimental District, Cardiff, 1897-98, and was appointed Deputy Adjutant General in India 
in February 1899, commanding 2nd Class District, India, 1901-02. He retired in August 1902 and was promoted to Hon. Major- 
General in September 1917. Major-General MacCall, who was affectionately known as 'Jackal' in the regiment, died on 22 July 1921.

John Cox was born in the Parish of St Anne, Dublin, on 22 May 1790, was appointed Ensign on 16 March 1808, and promoted to 
Lieutenant in June 1809; Captain, December 1819; Major, August 1828; Lieutenant-Colonel, February 1837; Major-General, 
December 1855; Knight of Hanover, K.H. 

'Major-General John Cox, with the exception of a few months, served throughout the whole of the Peninsular War with the 95th (Rifle 
Brigade) commencing with the first affair at Obidos, 15th Aug. 1808. He was also engaged with the enemy in the following battles, 
sieges, actions and affairs: battles of Roleia and Vimiera, and surrender of Lisbon; subsequent campaign in Spain with Sir John Moore's 
army, including its retreat, outpost affairs at Talavera, night defence of the post of Barba del Puerco against very superior numbers, 
affairs of Gallegos and Bequilla; action at Almeida, and defence of the bridge against every effort to force it; affairs at Mora Morta and 
Jula; battle of Busaco; affairs at Alenquer, Aruder and Santarem; defence of the lines of Torres Vedras; actions with Marshal Massena's 
rearguard at Pombal, Redinha, Condeixa, Caza Nova, Foz d'Aronce, Ponte de Marcella, Freixadas and Sabugal; at Almeida five 
successive days; at Marialva Bridge; battles of the 3rd and 5th of May 1811 at Fuentes d'Onor; affairs at Naves d'Aver and Forcaylos; 
siege and storming of Ciudad Rodrigo; action at San Milan; battle of Vittoria; actions with the French rearguard at Echarrianos, 
Pampeluna and forcing the heights of Echelar; at Vera and carrying the entrenchments in its pass; battles of the Pyrenees; several affairs 
at outposts; battles of Nivelle and Nive; action at Tarbes; victory of the 18th of June at Waterloo and capture of Paris. 

He was wounded at Vimiera by a musket ball; received a contusion in the head at Redinha, a compound fracture of the left arm at the 
storming of Ciudad Rodrigo while clearing the left breach, and left leg badly fractured (ball lodged) in driving the enemy from the 
heights of Tarbes. Joined the army in Belgium under the Prince of Orange in the autumn of 1814. Served the Waterloo campaigns in 
that country, and with the Army of Occupation in France, until its embarkation for England in 1818. He has received the War Medal 
and ten clasps.' 

Cox served in Captain Jonathan Leach's Company at Waterloo and , according to his entry in Hart's Army List for 1862, 'defended a 
battery with his Company'. Awarded a K.H. for his services, he was appointed Colonel of the 88th Foot (Connaught Rangers) on 13 
October 1860. Major-General John Cox died at Cheltenham on 7 February 1863. His tomb in St Mary's Cemetery, Cheltenham, bears 
the following inscription: 

'To the beloved and cherished memory of Major-General Cox, K.H., Colonel of the 88th Regiment, who died in Cheltenham, February 
7th, 1863, deeply regretted; a brave and distinguished Peninsular and Waterloo soldier, having received the War Medal with ten 
clasps; and a sincere and humble Christian.' 

Cox's Waterloo medal is believed to be held by the Royal Green Jackets Museum at Winchester. Sold with research including copies of 
two unpublished letters from Cox to Lieutenant Siborn describing his observations at Waterloo.

James Forlong was born in Lanarkshire and commissioned an Ensign in the 33rd (Yorkshire West Riding) Regiment in March 1813. He 
served with the 33rd in the campaigns of 1813-14 in Germany and Holland, including the actions at Merxem, 13 January 1814; the 
bombardment of Antwerp; and the storming of Bergen-op-Zoom, 8 March 1814. Promoted Lieutenant in December 1814, he 
subsequently served during the Waterloo campaign at Quatre Bras, 16 June 1815, where he was severely wounded, suffering a fracture 
to his right collar bone and having a ball lodged in his right breast. 

Promoted Captain in September 1821, he transferred to the 43rd Monmouthshire Light Infantry in April 1825. Promoted to Major in 
July 1828, and to Lieutenant-Colonel in May 1841, he commanded the 43rd for the next decade, retiring from command in 1851, 
'owing to advanced age and frequent fits of suffering, induced by an unextracted bullet received at Quatre Bras/ In recognition of his 
services he was appointed a Knight of the Royal Guelphic Order in 1 835. He later emigrated to Canada, and died in Toronto.

A fine C.M.G., C.V.O., Great War O.B.E. group of twelve awarded to Colonel (Bey) A. G. Ingram, Egyptian Police, late 
Scottish Horse, who was Russell Pasha's right-hand man in Alexandria - where his dark complexion combined with 
detective ability, and his willingness to go under cover, helped combat a den of rioters, smugglers and drug traffickers 
between 1911-15. During the Great War he served with Military Control in Alexandria, and as Military Governor of 
Beersheba. After the war he transferred to Cairo, and was Head of C.I.D. when Sir Lee Stack, Sirdar of the Egyptian 
Army, was assassinated there on 19 November 1924. Having successfully apprehended and convicted the assassins, 
Ingram returned to Alexandria as Commandant of Police in 1929. In the same year he acted as Personal Aide to King 
Fuad I for his visit to Paris, and tragically died of Typhoid upon his return

Alexander Gordon Ingram was born in Montreal, Canada, in 1882. He was the son William de Booy Gordon Ingram, a banker in 
Canada. He was educated at Inverurie School, Aberdeenshire and St. Edmund's College, Hertfordshire. He attested for the Scottish 
Horse at Edinburgh, in February 1901, and served with the Regiment during the Second Boer War. 

Ingram was discharged in September 1902, and was employed as a Constable with the Egyptian Police at Alexandria the following 
year. He was promoted Captain and Traffic Superintendent in 1906. Ingram served as Major (Bimbashi) and Head of CID Alexandria, 
1911-1915 (awarded Order of the Medjidie, Fifth class 1907, Fourth class 1910; Order of St. Anne, Fourth class 1910; Order of the 
Nile, Fourth class 1915). During this time he assisted Thomas Russell (later Knighted, and known as Russell Pasha) in quelling riots and 
breaking up the thriving drug trade. Ingram is mentioned several times in Russell's book Egyptian Service 1902-1946, including for the 
'Tripoli' Riots: 

'Having smashed every street lamp and shop window in the Manshiya quarter, the mob reached the central square of the town in front 
of the Bourse, but there my mounted men had room to manoeuvre and the demonstrators were driven back into the side streets. I 
noticed one particular cafe that kept up a steady fire on the police with slabs of broken marble-topped cafe tables interspersed with 
revolver shots, so I called Ingram Bey, my number two, to go get a force ready and together we charged across the square and fell upon 
the enemy. I then found myself facing an enormous Sudanese armed with a chunk of marble table-top, and I landed him one on the 
jaw, with the result that I dislocated my hand and finally laid him out with a good Whitechapel upper-cut with my knee in the groin. 

Within a few days things quieted down and routine police work took the place of suppressing riots, but there was always good fun to 
be had for a young policeman in the underworld of the Alexandria slums. Bimbashi Ingram was the head of the C.I.D., and his chief 
detective officer was an Italian named Giovanini: they were both experienced sleuths and many were the sporting evenings I had with 
them raiding gambling dens, false-coining plants and other haunts of crime.... 
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Ingram at work in his office. 


A certain 'Abd el-Qadir el-Gailani was one of the biggest smugglers of the time, and we heard one day that he had sunk a big cargo of 
hashish in waterproof sacks off the coast. Ingram decided to trust no one with the information, not even his officer Giovanini, and for 
several nights he and I watched the shore hoping that 'Abd el-Qadir would fish his stuff up and make his run. On the second or third 
night Ingram, from his hiding-place near the beach, saw 'Abd el-Qadir's empty carts go down towards the shore and soon after return, 
but his experienced eye could see that the traces were slack, which meant that the carts had not been loaded and that our friend was 
just trying it on, hoping that if he were being watched, the watchers would jump at the bait of his empty carts and show their hand. 

A couple of nights later, I was turning in to bed when Ingram's messenger reached me and told me to come quickly. I slipped a 
Burberry on over my pyjamas and arrived to find a pretty scene. 'Abd el-Qadir's gang had made their run of some seven hundred kilos 
of hashish and got it safely up from the shore into the stables of a house next to the villa of the Governor of the city. Ingram, dressed as 
an Arab, had watched it up from the beach, but had been uneasy at seeing a Greek fisherman also watching and following. Once 
assured that the stuff was safely in its hiding-place, Ingram took his time, got up his forces and with a rush we broke in and held 
everyone covered. What then was our astonishment to see the Greek fisherman with a party of ruffians closing in at the same moment 
from the opposite direction! We then realised that it was Giovanini and his men who, equally suspicious of the disguised Ingram, had 
been trailing the gang on his own account and had coincided to the minute with our final pounce. Our luck was great as besides 
seizing the seven hundred kilos of hashish, we had arrived just at the moment when 'Abd el-Qadir, the biggest smuggler of the day, 
was paying one of his very rare visits in person to inspect the quality of the seventeen-thousand-pound cargo. His arrest with all his 
chief men was something to be proud of.' 

With the outbreak of the Great War, Ingram was employed as a Lieutenant-Colonel with Military Control in Alexandria, and as Military 
Governor of Beersheba (M.B.E. 1918; Order of King George I, Fifth class 1920). He was appointed Assistant Commandant of Police for 
Alexandria in 1921 (Order of the Nile, Third class 1923). He transferred in the same capacity to Cairo three years later, but also with 
the additional responsibility of being Head of CID there. Ingram came to prominence when the Sirdar of the Egyptian Army, Sir Lee 
Stack, was assassinated in Cairo, 19 November 1924. He brought the seven students who carried out the assassination to trial, where 
six were sentenced to death and five executed (Order of Ismail, Thirrd class 1925). 

Ingram returned to Alexandria as Colonel (Bey) and Commandant of Police in 1929. He acted as Personal Aide to King Fuad I of Egypt 
during his royal visit to Paris, and upon his return contracted Typhoid. He died 28 February 1929, and tragically one of his twin sons 
died of the same disease shortly afterwards. Ingram was afforded a funeral with full military honours, and was buried at the British 
Military Cemetery at Bab Sharqi, Cairo.

After the war Norman served as Inspector-General of the Royal West African Frontier Force, and of the 
King's African Rifles

Compton Cardew Norman was born in December 1877, and was the son of Colonel C. Norman, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, of Taunton. 
He served with the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, Prince Albert's Somerset Light Infantry prior to being commissioned Second Lieutenant, Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers in January 1899. He advanced to Lieutenant in May 1900, and served with the 1st Battalion during the Second Boer 
War. Norman was present at the Relief of Ladysmith, including at Colenso, and during operations at Tugela Heights where he was 
wounded in action, 24 February 1900. Further detail of the latter date is recorded in Regimental Records Of The Royal Welch Fusiliers 
Cary and McCance: 

'All that day the battalion lay exposed to a fire so severe, and delivered at such range, that the diaries kept by some of the officers of the 
regiment record that it was impossible to raise a finger above the skyline without instantly drawing fire. The whole of the Royal Welch 
companies were engaged - half a company being in the firing line, half in support in rear of the crest. 

The Boers had the range to a nicety, and Lieutenant Harris relates in his diary that by 10am about 11 men in his half-company ("D") 
had been hit, some in three or four places. Those who were unable to crawl down the hill had to remain where they were, as it was 
impossible to move them, or to bring up rations or water until darkness set in. 

The casualties of this day were Lieutenant-Colonel C. C. H. Thorold, Lieutenant Stebbing, Corporal J. Evans, Privates G. Cox, S. Pike, R. 
Birkett, E. Evans, and R. Joyce killed, and Lieutenant C. C. Norman and 29 rank and file wounded.' 
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After the Boer War Norman was posted on attachment to Sierra Leone for service 
with the West African Frontier Force. He arrived in Sierra Leone in October 
1903, and advanced to Captain (local rank), Sierra Leone Battalion, in May the 
following year. Norman served under Captain C. E. Palmer, R.A. as part of the 
Kissi Field Force for the punitive expedition against the Kissi tribes on the eastern 
border of the Sierra Leone Protectorate, 27 March - 28 June 1905. He advanced 
to Captain in November 1906, and in the following month commanded a 
detachment during operations near Lela and Wulade, Sierra Leone. These 
operations were to combat Chief Donna on the Liberian Frontier, and the History 
of the Sierra Leone Battalion of the Royal West African Frontier Force by 
Lieutenant R. P. M. Davies, gives the following: 

'Consequently, in December, another detachment under Captain Norman with 
Lieutenant Bill, was dispatched. Donna's last raid had been some ten miles away 
from the Wulade post and his men were eventually run into by Captain Norman's 
force near the town of Lela, about eight miles north of Wulade. The fighting 
which ensued was close and serious, and Captain Norman was severely 
wounded in the thigh and side [29 December 1906] and, after several other men 
had been hit, Lieutenant Bill was forced back to retire on to the post at Wulade.' 

Lieutenant Bill's report of the action on 29 December 1906, for which Norman's 
force consisted of Bill, 32 men and 4 carriers, states: 

'At 7am Capt Norman and myself started from Lela on patrol to Faero and on 
towards Fuindu to look at the place where the raiders were stated to have 
crossed. At 7.40 we saw many armed men running towards the river Maffissa 
assumed to be Yigbo's men watching the river side. At 8am about a quarter of a 
mile from Fuindu war boys in the bush levelled guns at our point; they were 
hailed and ceased threatening. 

Advancing 100 yards many war boys were met in a threatening attitude. They were called by the interpreter and said they were Yigbo's 
people and those close to us also ceased threatening, but one or two further off fired their guns probably not having heard the 
palavering and the firing at once became general through excitement. Not wishing to bring on trouble through any misunderstanding or 
alarm on their part we retired slowly only returning their fire when they came too close for safety. 

Captain Norman having determined to take no aggressive action whatever but to get Yigbo to explain to his people our peaceful 
intentions. At this time Pte Mormo Samura was slightly wounded in the leg. 

At 8.55am we reached Faero and left L/C Susa Kambia and 8 men there in case they followed up and burnt the town. The war boys 
reached the town soon after we had left. Captain Norman and I reached Lela at 9.15am and lined the town having sent for Yigbo so 
that he might assure his people that we did not wish to fight with him. He was not forthcoming however probably alarmed at the firing. 

At 10.10am the war boys made a sudden attack on Lela reaching our defensive line. They were driven out at once, but kept up a heavy 
fire from the bush all round. Captain Norman then took some men to turn them out and clear the bush, when he and Sergt. Pongas 
were unfortunately severely wounded.' 

Norman spent the following seven months on recuperative leave, before returning to Sierra Leone in August 1907. Serving as a 
Company Commander, he was once again in action the following year: 

'1908 was an uneventful year, and but little patrolling was done. In April and May, however, the peace of the Panguma and 
Bandajuma Districts was threatened, but the trouble was confined only to local disturbances amongst the natives, and a special patrol 
of "C" Company, under Captain Norman, returned to Wulade after touring the disturbed districts.' ( History of the Sierra Leone Battalion 
of the Royal West African Frontier Force by Lieutenant R. P. M. Davies, refers) 

In 1909 Norman returned to the UK, and served as Adjutant with the Royal Welsh Fusiliers from April 1911 - October 1913. He served 
as Adjutant, 4th Battalion Loyal North Lancashire Regiment (T.F.), February 1914 - June 1915. Norman was promoted to Major in 
September 1915, and served during the Great War in the French theatre of war from May 1915. He commanded the 15th Battalion 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers, 19 September 1916-27 January 1918, and 'the outbreak of World War I on the 4th August, 1914, found... 
Norman holding the rank of Captain in the Royal Welch Fusiliers and being employed with the Territorial Army in the rank of Acting 
Major as Adjutant of the 4th Battalion The Loyal North Lancashire Regiment. 

The son of a former Royal Welch Fusilier Officer, he was destined, like so many of his fellow Captains in the Regiment, to play his full 
part in the front line struggles of that long and exhausting campaign until, like them, the Armistice found him in command of Brigade in 
the field. Space does not permit a detailed record of his services but the highlights were the command of the 15th Battalion in the 
summer of 1917, when he was wounded in the heavy fighting at Langemark and the command of the 17th Battalion in the final 
breakdown of the enemy resistance before the Armistice in 191 8.' ( The Journal of The Royal Welch Fusiliers, Winter 1955, refers) 

Norman was twice wounded during the Great War, and having been made Brevet Lieutenant Colonel in January 1918, he was 
appointed to the command of the 7th Battalion, Durham Light Infantry. He served as officer commanding of the 17th Battalion, Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, July 1918 - April 1919, and subsequently: 

'After the war he commanded the 1st Battalion in India (succeeding Lt. Colonel Cockburn in 1920 and later handing over command to 
Lt. Colonel C. S. Owen) and also for a period commanding the 2nd Battalion during the Sinn Fein troubles in Ireland. He later 
commanded the 158th (Royal Welch) Infantry Brigade with Headquarters at Wrexham.... In 1929 he was appointed Inspector-General 
of the British Forces in West Africa, a position that he held until his retirement. As might be expected, he returned to the active list to 
help his country in World War II but his age limited his employment to an administrative capacity.' ( The Journal of The Royal Welch 
Fusiliers, Winter 1955, refers) 

Norman advanced to Colonel in January 1922, and Temporary Brigadier in 1929. He served as Inspector-General, Royal West African 
Frontier Force, from October 1930, and as Inspector-General, King's African Rifles (when the roles combined to become a single 
appointment) September 1931 - July 1934. He retired in the latter year, and died in February 1955.

Alfred James Hughes was born in 1872, the son of the late Dr. James Hughes, Civil Surgeon, Nowgong, Assam. He joined the Post 
Office of India in 1895 and was appointed Probationary Superintendent attached to the Postmaster General's Office, Calcutta. He was 
deputed to famine duty, Bombay, from March 1900 to November 1900, and again from August 1901 to May 1902. In November 1902, 
he was deputed to the Delhi Manoevres with the Northern Army, Persian Gulf Division. He was deputed as Chief Superintendent with 
the Somaliland Expeditionary Force from 24 January 1904, relieving Mr C. W. Wynch in June 1904 (but not entitled to the Africa 
General Service Medal). 

During the Great War Hughes served with the Indian, Egyptian and Mesopotamian Expeditionary Forces, Royal Engineers and Indian 
Army Postal Services. From 12 October to 28 December 1914 (Suez Canal), Hughes was deputed to Field Service with the Indian 
Expeditionary Force, Egypt (Force E), with 11th Division, as Deputy Director in charge of Indian Field Post Offices, Egypt. He arrived in 
Egypt with Field Post Office 108 and set up base at Ismailia in November 1914, before leaving for Suez, where Hughes and McMinn 
set up Field Post Offices along the Suez Canal from Suez to Port Said. In his annual report for 1915-16, he commented that 'at one 
time, we were serving twice as many British and Australian units as we were our own' (in Suez). He was first mentioned in despatches 
by Lieutenant-General Sir J. A. Maxwell in August 1915 and again mentioned in General Sir A. J. Murray's despatch of 13 October 
1916 for operations of Egyptian Expeditionary Force from 1 June to 30 September 1916. He was appointed Director of Field Post 
Offices, Indian Expeditionary Force, Mesopotamia, from 3 March 1917, taking over from Lieutenant-Colonel A. B. Thomson, and in 
July 191 7, was appointed temporary Major, Royal Engineers. He was mentioned in despatches for the third time by Lieutenant-General 
Sir S. Maude in November 191 7 and for his Great War services was appointed a Companion of the Most Eminent Order of the Indian 
Empire. 

The Post Office of India in The Great War (Lieutenant-Colonel H. A. Sams) refers: 

"The great Turkish attack on the Canal took place on 3rd February 1915, in full view of most of the Indian Field Post Offices along its 
banks; but in spite of the dangers of bursting shells and stray bullets, the staff enjoyed the novelty of the experience and never flinched 
in their duties. An uninterrupted mail service by rail and launch was maintained throughout operations." 

Lieutenant-Colonel Sams also had this to say about taking over the from Lieutenant-Colonel Hughes at Basrah in September 191 7: 

"At Basrah I found Lieutenant-Colonel Hughes, whom I was to succeed, Major Angelo. Captain Buckner, Officer Commanding Base 
Post Office, and Captain Probyn Smith among other officers of the Postal Service. In spite of the short time during which he had been in 
Mesopotamia Colonel Hughes had effected a marked improvement in the Service and, notably, had opened the Returned Letter Office 
to deal with returned letters. 

His work during the most trying months of the year made my task comparatively simple, though there was still plenty to be done." 

In May 1924, Hughes was appointed and became Postmaster General, Bengal and Assam. He retired in 1927 from the Post Office of 
India and died in Isleworth, London, in 1948. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hughes is mentioned many times in The Post Office of India in The Great War. Appendix III of this work notes that 
he was awarded the C.I.E. and the O.B.E., but the O.B.E. is unconfirmed.

Sir Harry Robert Boyd was bom in February 1876, and educated at Haileybury and St Paul's. He was engaged in business in Shanghai 
from 1899 to 1911, and volunteered for service during the Boxer Rebellion in 1900. He was attached to the Ministry of Finance, 
Peking, 1914 (Order of the Golden Grain), before serving as Assistant Private Secretary to the Under-Secretary of State, Home Office, 
1915-17 (O.B.E.). 

Boyd was appointed to the Ministry of National Service, and was Deputy Assistant Secretary, in 1917, before being promoted to 
Assistant Secretary the following year (C.B.E.). He was attached to the War Cabinet, Rehabilitation of Trade section, in 1919; and 
served as Assistant Private Secretary to successive Secretaries of State, Mr Shortt, Viscount Bridgeman, Mr Arthur Henderson, and 
Viscount Brentford, 1919-25. In his capacity as Ceremonial and Reception Secretary to the Home Secretary, he was made a C.V.O. in 
June 1924, and a K.C.V.O. in July 1935. Boyd was additionally appointed Registrar of the Baronetage in 1932; Joint Secretary, King 
George V Silver Jubilee Committee, in 1935, and served as Member of King George VI Coronation Executive Committee, 1936-37. Sir 
Harry Boyd died on 9 March 1940.

The 
quiet efficiency with which Colonel Anderson has grappled with these problems has been most praiseworthy.'

Duncan Law Anderson was born in Aberdeen on 10 June 1901 and was educated at Robert Gordon's College, Aberdeen. He practiced 
as a civil engineer on railway, road, bridge, and tunnel construction from 1922-39, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 47th 
(2nd London) Division, Royal Engineers (Territorial Force) on 29 June 1925. Having been appointed Major, Engineer and Railway Staff 
Corps, Royal Engineers, on 26 August 1936, he served with the Royal Engineers during the Second World War, and was the Deputy 
Director of Works on General Eisenhower's Staff in the North African campaign, and Director of Works (with the temporary rank of 
Brigadier) on Field Marshal Alexander's Staff in the Italy campaign. For his services during the War he was appointed a Commander of 
the Order of the British Empire and Mentioned in Despatches for gallant and distinguished services in Italy, and was promoted Colonel, 
11 April 1945. 

Following the end of the War Anderson held various government appointments, notably as as a Member of two Foreign Office Missions 
led by Lord Strang to Washington in 1947 (the first on the rehabilitation of the Ruhr coal industry, and the second on finance and 
control of German foreign trade); and as Chairman of the Federal Power Board of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, where he was responsible 
for the construction of the Kariba Hydroelectric project on the Zambezi. Knighted in 1960, he retired from the Territorial Army on 1 
February 1961, with the honorary rank of Brigadier, and subsequently served as the first Chairman on the Committee for the New 
Towns, 1961-64, as well as holding various other directorships, including B.O.A.C. and the British Oxygen Company. He died on 28 
July 1980.

George Parson was born at Weybridge, England, where his father was a well-known doctor and surgeon, and was educated at Rugby. 
He was commissioned into the Royal Garrison Artillery in January 1900, but he left that regiment in 1905 and emigrated to Rhodesia, 
first entering the Civil Service during which time he served in the old Southern Rhodesia Volunteers and was appointed a Justice of the 
Peace. He then joined the Southern Rhodesia Constabulary and rose to be a Sub-Inspector. The Constabulary were subsequently 
amalgamated with the British South Africa Police, in which Corps Parson was commissioned. 

When the Great War broke out in 1914, Parson went, in command of No. 4 Mobile Troop, with the B.S.A.P. Column in October 1915 
which secured the Caprivi Strip of German South West Africa. He then served for 3 years with the Southern Rhodesia Column in East 
Africa, being awarded the DSO and bar. Parson gained a very high regard for the Rhodesian troops in the African campaign, and 
recalled with pride their fine fighting qualities and the celerity with which they moved in pursuit of the enemy. 

Returning to Staff Military duty in Southern Rhodesia after the war, he was particularly concerned with the inauguration of the 
Territorial Force. After being Chief Staff Officer he took over the command of the Southern Rhodesia Forces in April 1929 until 1936. 
He was promoted Colonel in 1930 and in 1934 was awarded the CBE. For a number of years he was Director of Civil Aviation, during 
which time the system of landing grounds throughout the country was brought into being which won high commendation from visiting 
aviators. He was President of the Southern Rhodesia National Rifle Association from its inception. 

Parson gained renown in his younger days, both in England and Africa, as an oarsman, and in later years was a keen golfer. He was 
President of the Rhodesian Golf Union for ten years, and for a similar period was Captain of the Royal Salisbury Golf Club. He was also 
a steward and the honorary starter of the Mashonaland Turf Club. He died in Durban in November 1950, aged 71.

Bernard Anson Westbrook was born on 8 March 1884 and was educated at Skinners' School, Tunbridge Wells. He first served with 
Tunbridge Wells Fire Brigade under his father, Captain Edward Westbrook, the Chief Officer (several incidents noted in press of the 
time). In 1911, Westbrook was appointed by UK Government to set up from scratch the Fire Brigade in Calcutta. He was employed as 
Chief Fire Officer, Calcutta Fire Brigade, 1910-36, for which service he was awarded the O.B.E. (1929) and K.P.M. (1917). During the 
Great War, he was a Captain on the Special List and served in Mesopotamia with the Army Fire Services. In April 1918, he returned to 
the Calcutta Fire Brigade and was present during the Calcutta Riots in the mid-1920s. In 1934, he was appointed President of the 
Institute of Fire Engineers, the first ever appointment from an overseas fire brigade. He returned to England in 1936 and was employed 
as Fire Inspector at the Home Office, 1936-38, and then Chief Inspector, Fire Service Department, Home Office, 1938-39 when he was 
instrumental in organising the Auxiliary Fire Service. He was part of the four-man Fire Service Council of England and Wales set up in 
1941, and instrumental in founding the National Fire Service. Nine Regional Fire Officers were appointed in August 1941, of which 
Westbrook was one, seconded as Chief Regional Fire Officer, Midland Division No. 9 (Birmingham), serving to 1945, opening the 
Birmingham N.F.S. Women's College in 1942, being present during the Birmingham Blitz and subsequently awarded the C.B.E. 

In 1942, in Birmingham, Westbrook invented the "hedgehog 1 water fire-system to deal with incendiary devices. He had also written 
extensively on fire prevention and extinction in the proceedings of the institute of Ciivl Engineers. Post-war, he continued his work with 
the Home Office and travelled extensively studying fire protection in foreign countries. He died on 3 January 1969.

Ernest Frederic Sulivan was born in St George's, Hanover Square, London on 12 May 1860, the son of the Rev. John Filmer Sulivan 
and his wife Adelaide, and was educated at Harrow and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst. Commissioned Second Lieutenant on 
13 August 1879 into the 67th Foot, he saw action with them at Kabul in December 1879, including the capture of Sherpore. He was 
promoted to Lieutenant on 24 June 1881 with the 2nd Battalion, Hampshire Regiment and to Captain on 1 August 1886. He was 
posted to the 1st (City of Bristol) Volunteer Battalion, the Gloucestershire Regiment, as adjutant on 31 December 1886 where he 
remained until 30 December 1891. He retired from the service on 10 February 1892 and was posted to the Reserve of Officers. He was 
promoted to Major on 21 April 1900 and on 1 January 1902 he was appointed Honorary Lieutenant Colonel of the 4th (Militia) 
Battalion, East Surrey Regiment and commanded the Battalion in South Africa. In early 1908, he assented to be transferred to the 
Special Reserve of Officers retaining the rank and seniority which he held while in the Militia and was appointed Honorary Colonel on 
6 September 1908. He resigned his commission on 2 March 1909 and was granted permission to retain his rank and wear the 
prescribed uniform.On 19 November 1914 as Lieutenant Colonel and Honorary Colonel he was appointed Commanding Officer of the 
10th Battalion, The East Surrey Regiment. He also served in France and for his services during the Great War he was awarded the C.B. 
E. and British War Medal. He relinquished his commission on 9 May 1919 as Captain (Hon. Colonel retired, Special Reserve). 

Ernest Frederic Sulivan married Florence Mary Houldsworth in 1886 and had six children. Three of his sons were killed in action or 
died of wounds during the Great War. He died in Woking, Surrey on 14 October 1928. 

A number of photographs and letters relating to Colonel E. F. Sulivan, from the Boer War to 1919, are held by Surrey History Centre, 
Woking.

William Hives Eastwood was born in Bethnal Great, London, in January 1891. He received a Wesleyan education in London, prior to 
travelling to South Africa in 1913. He settled in Southern Rhodesia in 1922, and started his own business. Eastwood served as a 
Councillor on Bulawayo City Council between 1928-31 and 1935-39. He entered politics in 1933, and represented Bulawayo Central 
as M.P. in the Southern Rhodesia Parliament, 1939-46. 

Eastwood served during the Second War as Director of Supplies with the Rhodesia Air Training Group 1939-43, and as Wing 
Commander with the Southern Rhodesia Air Force (O.B.E. - 1 of 9 awarded to the Rhodesian Air Force for the Second War). After the 
war he represented Bulawayo District as M.P., 1949-53, and was the Southern Rhodesia Delegate at the Federal Conferences at 
Victoria Falls 1951, London 1952 and in 1953. Eastwood was elected Member of the Federal Parliament in December 1953, and 
represented Bulawayo Suburbs. He was appointed Minister of Transport and Works, November 1956, and served as Minister of 
Transport, 1958-62 (in January 1963 H.M. the Queen approved the title of "Honourable" for Eastwood). He died in Bulawayo, 
Zimbabwe, in January 1971.

Cecil John Read MacFadden was educated at Edinburgh University, graduating as M.B. in 1894 and M.D. in 1898. 'He served as 
surgeon to the British Red Cross Hospital, Bulgarian Relief Section, in the second Balkan War, and was appointed a Chevalier of the 
Bulgarian Order of Civil Merit. For his service in connection with the European War he received the decoration of the O.B.E. Since 
1919 he has been a Divisional Surgeon to the Metropolitan Police; Assistant Commissioner of the Prince of Wales's district of the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade; and an honorary life member, examiner, and a member of the executive committee of the Hampstead 
Division of the British Medical Association. He died on 26 June 1930, aged 59.' (recipient's obituary in the British Medical Journal 
refers).

Robert William Glennan Stewart was born on 1 7 September 1874 and entered the Royal Navy as a Surgeon in February 1900. He was 
promoted to Staff Surgeon in 1908, to Surgeon Commander in 1916, and to Surgeon Captain in 1924. He was awarded Sir Gilbert 
Blane's Gold Medal in 1905 whilst serving aboard H.M.S. King Edward VII. During the Great War he served in the Medical Department 
at the Admiralty and in March 1919 was appointed, successively, to H.M. Ships Ajax , Canada , Vivid, Benbow, and Empress of India. In 
April 1922 he was appointed to R.N. Hospital, Chatham, and in April 1925 to R.N. Hospital, Plymouth. He was finally employed as 
Professor of Medicine at R.N. Hospital, Haslar, from February 1927 until his retirement as Surgeon Rear-Admiral in December 1929. 
His son, Robert James Stewart, was Chaplain of H.M.S. Hood , and went down with the ship when it was sunk in action with German 
battleships in May 1941.

The recommendation states: 'The Lady Commandant of the 4th English Radiotelegraphic Section provided useful and valuable work for 
the Italian wounded on the Isonzo front, willingly going wherever called, even crossing through areas under artillery fire where she 
was, on several occasions, a target for the enemy. She demonstrated courage, intrepidity, and contempt of danger, and always 
accomplished her work with zeal, exalted courage, and devotion. - Cormons - Gorizia, 18 December 1915 - 5 September 1916." 
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Nina Augusta Stracey Hollings (nee Smyth) was born in 1862, in Sidcup, one of eight children of Major General John Hall Smyth, C.B., 
and Nina Struth, daughter of 'Madame de Stracey' and granddaughter of Sir Josias Stracey, Bart. The family had moved to Frimley in the 
mid-1960s and Nina met and later married, in 1886, Herbert John Butler Hollings, of Frimley, aJ.P and D.L., who died in 1922. They 
had two sons and one daughter: Lt. John ('Jack') Herbert Butler Hollings, 21st Lancers, killed in action on 30 October 1914; Lt. Comm. 
Richard Eustace Hollings, R.N., died in Monaco, 1928; and Hildegarde (Hilda) Nina Hollings, ARRC, V.A.D., died 1942. 

Born into a extremely well-connected family of Anglo-Irish extraction, the six sisters were clearly of strong independent minds. The two 
nearest elder sisters being Mary and Dame Ethel Mary Smyth: Mary married Charles Hunter, a wealthy American mining businessman, 
and became a celebrated Edwardian socialite and art collector, well known to Monet, Sickert, Rodin and John Singer Sargent, who 
painted her; and Dame Ethel Mary, a composer, writer, militant suffragette, who also served in France with the British Red Cross in the 
radiography field, and went out to support Unit No. 4 in Italy for a short time. 

Nina Hollings was an excellent horsewoman and member of a number of hunts. She was also an avid motor car driver and traveller. In 
1903, Nina Hollings met Helena Gleichen, great-niece of Queen Victoria, cousin of King George V and a celebrated artist and sculptor 
friend of Dame Ethel's. In her memoirs, Helena Gleichen remarks, "About that time I made friends with Nina Hollings, Dame Ethel 
Smyth's sister, a friendship that has nearly equalled that of the Ladies of Llangollen as it has lasted ever since. The attraction was first 
horses and hunting, Nina being a wonderful rider to hounds. She was also a first-rate companion, always good tempered and cheerful, 
very quick in the uptake, very energetic and highly amused at everything. So, we arranged that when I left Eddie (Helena's brother) she 
should meet me in Munich and we would go together to France for me to paint." 

Later during the same trip, "I consider that Nina saved my life one day. It had been very hot and we dawdled up the river to look for a 
place that the townspeople had recommended to us for bathing. We must have misunderstood them, as when I jumped in to what 
looked like an ideal pool, I was instantly caught by an undercurrent and swept under the bank; there my legs became entangled 
amongst some strong roots and I was perfectly helpless and hardly able to keep my head above water, the current being so fast. Luckily 
Nina was very strong, and throwing herself down on the ground managed to catch hold of my arms. Even so it was not easy to get out 
and we were two very exhausted people by the time she hauled me up on to the bank." 

During the years before the Great War, Nina and Helena cemented their friendship, notably in 1904, Nina and her daughter, Hilda, 
were invited by Empress Eugenie to go yachting in Copenhagen and Stockholm, and invited Helena to join the party. 

In December 1914, following the death on the Western Front of her eldest son 'Jack', Nina Hollings, aged 52, went over to France on 
behalf of Lady Eva Wemyss to identify a location for an English hospital in France. She would have been memorable for the fact that 
she wore a black arm band in remembrance of her son throughout the War. The Chateau du Fayel in Compiegne was chosen and Nina 
and Helena worked at the Wemyss Hospital there from February to May 1915, driving ambulances and fetching wounded from the 
centre of Compiegne. A Surgeon Mencieres visited the hospital and invited Nina and Helena to take up radiography. At the time, Marie 
Curie was developing the French radiography services and with Mencieres' introduction, Nina and Helena went to the Pantheon 
Military Hospital in Paris and studied for six months, obtaining 1st class certificates in radiography. They returned to London to work 
under Sir James Mackenzie Davidson, the renowned X-ray specialist, in order to assimilate his methods with those learned in France. 
He was so impressed by their endeavours that he gave them a 70hp Berliet and the Red Cross in London donated a Mercedes to add to 
their own Austin, which would carry their equipment. Relations were tasked with raising the funds to purchase the necessary mobile X- 
ray equipment whilst Nina and Helena were undergoing training. They first offered their mobile services to the British War Office and 
were turned down on the grounds of being female radiographers. They approached the French who were enthusiastic but mistrust 
developed as time and again jobs were promised but permits to go to the front were never forthcoming. Eventually, the French Red 
Cross asked them to go to St. Pol, but this turned out to be a rather tawdry ruse by which the French were only interested in 
commandeering their three vehicles and the X-ray equipment and no less than four attempts were made to do this, with Nina Hollings 
long-standing friendship with General Sir Henry Wilson proving vital on one of these occasions in scuppering French ploys. They then 
met with Honourable Sir Arthur Stanley in Paris, who instantly suggested that they approach the Italian authorities and on 7 December 
191 5, they were on their way to the Italian Front where they were to remain until October 191 7, making history in the process as Joint 
Commandants of the only X-ray unit run by women during the Great War. The Duke of Aosta was quoted as saying "we are cleverer 
than the English then, because we employ who and what we can for our wounded regardless of whether they wear trousers or 
petticoats. The original documentation outlined previously provides much background to already published works, some material 
illustrating Helena Gleichen's written memoirs, others providing further evidence of Nina and Helena's story filling in many gaps. 
Notable published works regarding Countess Helena Gleichen and Nina Hollings' experiences: Contacts and Contrasts (Countess 
Gleichen) provides a detailed account of the work of Unit No. 4's, and Outposts of Mercy (E. V. Lucas, a chapter and photograph of the 
pair, photocopy of the whole work included here). Refer also: Women and the Great War: Femininity under Fire in Italy (A. Belzer), 
Women Heroes of World War I (Kathryn J. Atwood) and 1916: A Global History (Keith Jeffery). Contemporary and recent press articles 
include The British Journal of Nursing and The Times. 

There are many stories of heroism on the Italian Front included in Helena Gleichen' memoirs, but perhaps the most fitting tribute to the 
two women and their work is recounted in a letter from Nina Hollings to Feo Gleichen in November 1916 when the two women were 
summoned by General Lombardo to attend 'an important event', which turned out to be a medal presentation ceremony at the Gorizia 
Opera House, after the 6th Battle of Gorizia: 

"Have you got an English flag which you can lend me?" I gave him one and he departed. I instantly sent an Orderly to find Helena who 
was working somewhere else and tell her to come in to Gorizia that night. About 10 a.m. next day, a Staff Officer arrived to fetch us, 
and we walked with him to the Opera House, an enormous and beautiful building with huge gaps made by shells in its roof. When we 
got to the entrance a wonderful sight greeted us. They had removed all the seats and the floor of the house was packed with soldiers 
standing shoulder to shoulder with the light gleaming on their steel helmets, accoutrements and rifles. Tier after tier, the boxes were 
decorated by wreaths of different-coloured roses. These had been picked by the soldiers at the risk of their lives, during the night 
before, from the Rosen Allee (the principal rose garden in Austria, which lay the far side of the Italian trenches and barbed-wire 
entanglements). Each box held officers, representative of the different regiments which had taken part in the Battle of Gorizia. 

As we were escorted down the centre of the house to our box all the men turned towards us, standing at attention, and the officers in 
all the boxes round the house rose to their feet and saluted. All this time aeroplanes which had been ordered to guard the Opera House 
against the Austrian planes were humming to and fro across the sky, which was visible through the open roof. 

The General and staff were on the stage, backed and surrounded by banks of roses ... a bugle sounded ... and the General stepped 
forward to address the troops. He said, "We are here to do honour to those who have not only gained Italy's greatest prize, the Medal 
for Military Valour, but have given their lives in so doing. I do not ask if they are present, I know they are." He then called a name in a 
loud voice which echoed through the house. The answer came: 

"Presente." Again, the General spoke. "Colonel, you who were fighting so bravely in the trenches when you were shot through the 
spine; although mortally wounded you refused to be moved, and by your example inspired your men to hold on to an almost 
impossible position. We give to you and to your family the Gold Medal of Valour." Then the General handed the medal to an officer of 
the dead man's regiment, who stepped forward, saluted and received it. 

The other gold medal was given in the same way, the name being called by the General and being answered by a voice that echoed 
through the silence of the hall: "Presente." Other medals were given to officers and men who came up to receive them. 

The General then turned to our box which had been decorated with the Italian and British flags. 

He spoke in a loud voice, "Soldiers here present, we greet these two English women whom we look upon, not only as two of our most 
gallant officers, but as beloved members of our families, and we offer them, and ask them always to wear the medal we have had struck 
for all the officers who took part in the Victory of Gorizia." He then stepped forward and reached up to our box and handed us each a 
silver medal with a replica of the seal of the town of Gorizia on the one side and a figure of Victory on the other."

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


In September 1917, concerns for Nina and Helena's health come to the conclusion that both women should return home. A letter from 
The Hon. Sir Arthur Stanley, Chairman of the Joint War Committee, British Red Cross and Order of St. John notes "Dear Mrs Hollings, 
Many thanks for your letter of Aug. 15th, I can well understand how unhappy you must feel at giving up the wonderful work that you 
have been doing for so many strenuous months, but I cannot help being glad to hear that you are coming home as several people had 
reported to me that you and Lady Helena were beginning to suffer from the X rays. It is very kind of you to give so much of your 
equipment to us and I hope you will be good enough to come and see me when you get home so that we may discuss how to make the 
best use of it". 

Nina Hollings suffered for the rest of her life as a result of the X-ray work she had done on the Italian Front. The press later reported that 
Nina and Helena had taken over 17,000 X-rays during their time in Italy. An exhibition of Lady Gleichen's pictures from drawings of 
the time took place in Milan in 1934. 

In 1922, her husband, Herbert Hollings died. Nina moved to Breconshire and in 1939 resided with Helena Gleichen in Ledbury, 
Hertfordshire where during the World War II, Nina worked with the British Red Cross and Women's Voluntary Service and Helena 
formed the first Home Guard in Much Markle in March 1940, also working with the British Red Cross and Air Raid Precautions. Helena 
Gleichen died in 1947 and Nina Hollings died a year later in 1948, when residing at Oaklands, Crowthorne, Berkshire. Nina Hollings 
was interred in St. Peters, Frimley, Surrey. 

The Medal Index Card and Medal Rolls confirm that no British war medals were issued to Nina Hollings. In fact, Helena Gleichen 
makes reference, in Contacts and Contrasts, to the fact that the British Red Cross had communicated that there was a choice as to 
"whether to take the English ones or the Italian ones".

12. 4th Italian Army Certificate named to Nina Hollings and dated 1 December 1916, three photos, one of Captain Milani Genio, one 
group photo including Hollings, Gleichen and General Cattaneo and a press cutting entitled 'Women's Work on Italian Front: Medals 
for British Red Cross' which reports that "The King of Italy has conferred upon Lady Helena Gleichen and Mrs Nina Hollings, Joint 
Commandants of one of the radiographic units maintained in Italy by the British Red Cross Society and the Order of St John, the Italian 
bronze medal for valour...". Lady Gleichen reports 'during the last attack they were asked by the Italian authorities to arrange a 
permanent X-ray set for hospital No. 86, a section specially for head and abdomen cases. The arrangements were made by Mrs. 
Hollings, and Miss Gretton and Miss Chapman were detailed for the duty, and did excellent work all through the attack...special 
mention is made of the good work done by Mrs. Hollings during this time. Throughout the attack, she was living alone at Gorizia, and 
besides her own work of attending to four hospitals during the day she repeatedly had to go over to No. 86 to put the machinery right 
for the assistants. On two, if not three, occasions after a hard day's work, she heard that the assistant at No. 86 was in difficulties; and 
with heavy shelling going on walked the kilometre and a half which separated the hospitals, spent the night helping them, and returned 
at 6 a.m. to find urgent calls waiting her for the day. This X-ray unit dealt with 1,532 cases, radioscopes and radiographs between 
January 1 and April 30." 

24. Letter of thanks from Antonio Morandini, ex-soldier of 108 Batterie Bombarde and ex-patient at the Field Hospital at Villa Trente, 
Sala Gariboldi, writing to Dr. Brock, Chief Physician, British Army, of the 6th Italian Army Corps, in which he finishes "Please also give 
my sincere regards and thanks on behalf of Italy's soldiers and all nations to Mrs. Helene Gleichen and Mrs. Nina Hollings, also to Mrs. 
Watkins." 

27. A large press cutting entitled 'Radiographic Work in Italy, by an English Red Cross Sister', noting that whilst there are radiographic 
sections in many countries, only one is managed by women, on the Italian Front. The report is effectively a resume of the type of work 
done and the conditions under which Radiographic Unit No. 4 worked. There is a glowing tribute to the work of Hollings and 
Gleichen, in particular for the training provided by them to continue the work after they returned to England.

Harold Lambton Todd (also known as Harold Loftus Todd) was born in Sunderland, in 1889. He 'went to sea as an apprentice with the 
Palm Branch Line at the age of 15 and was awarded the O.B.E. in 1942 for meritorious service in coastal convoys. 

In 1928 he joined the fleet of the Consett Iron Co. as second mate of the steamer Consett , and in 1935 became master. 

A year later he was appointed captain of the Garesfield and sailed in her until January 1943, when he left the company's service. He 
rejoined the company in 1944 as chief officer of the Camp Debert and in 1947 left the company's employ again after serving as chief 
officer of the Eric us. 

Captain Todd then served for a time with Hall Bros., Newcastle, and with Wm. France Fenwick and Co. Ltd. His last command with 
the France Fenwick Co. was in 1956 when he sailed in the Goodwood to Canada. Afterwards he was relieving for various companies

Thomas Kennett was born in Paddington, London, and attested for the 2nd County of London Yeomanry, 7 August 1914. He was 
discharged 'Medically Unfit' 21 August 1914, and was employed as Assistant Town Clerk. 

Peter Kennett was the son of Thomas Kennett, and was born in Slough, in May 1919. He was educated at Windsor House School, 
Slough and Cranbrook. At the latter he was a member of the Officer Training Corps, and he joined the Luton Squadron of the Voluntary 
Reserve as an Airman u/t Pilot in June 1939. 

Kennett was mobilised with the outbreak of the Second War, and was commissioned Pilot Officer (on probation), Royal Air Force 
Volunteer Reserve in July 1940. He was initially posted as a Pilot for operational service to 3 Squadron (Hurricanes), Turnhouse, 
Scotland, at the start of September 1940. 
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He transferred to 605 Squadron (Hurricanes), Croydon, 30 September 1940, however, this posting was equally short-lived as he 
returned to 3 Squadron, now at Castletown, 1 7 October 1940. He flew in various scrambles with the squadron, before being posted to 
46 Squadron, North Weald, in November 1940. Kennett moved with the Squadron to Digby in December, and flew in several patrols 
before being transferred to 1 7 Squadron, Martlesham, 21 December 1940. 

Mainly tasked with fighter sweeps, Kennett continued to serve with 1 7 Squadron until he volunteered for an overseas posting in March 
1941. He sailed in H.M.S. Ark Royal for Malta, flying his Hurricane off the carrier on 3 April 1941. Upon arrival Kennett joined 261 
Squadron flying out of Ta Kali, and this time his posting was all too short for differing reasons: 

'A relatively strong force of fighters approached Malta on 11 April [1941], apparently as cover for a Luftwaffe reconnaissance aircraft. 
Twelve MC200s of the 17 Gruppo under the command of Magg. Bruno Brambilla, covered by six CR 42s from the 23 Gruppo led by 
Ten. Col. Falconi, swept over the island, while the Bf109Es of 7/JG 26 also made for the same location. Numbers of Hurricanes were 
scrambled at various times during the mid-morning. Sgt. Deacon made his first sortie in V3978, seeing five CR 42s, but being unable to 
engage these. A little later two of the new Hurricane lls, flown by Pit. Off. Peter Kennett and Sgt. Waghorn, intercepted a Ju88 and were 
reported to have shot it down. At that moment both were bounced by Bf109s, and were shot down. Their aircraft, Z3036 and Z2904, 
both crashed into the sea; Kennett got out and was seen by Sqn. Ldr. Lambert swimming and waving vigorously. However there was a 
long delay in sending out a rescue launch as the raid was still on, and he was dead when eventually picked up; Waghorn was also 
killed. Recorded Westmacott that evening: "Pit. Off. Kennett and Sgt. Waghorn killed... It is the same old story - no one was looking 
behind. It is frightfully difficult to make inexperienced pilots realise the necessity of even so small a formation as two aircraft keeping 
one up above looking out while the other is attacking the Hun... Not very long ago he (Kennett) told me he was sure he was going to be 
killed." ' ( Hurricanes over Malta , refers) 

Kennett and Waghorn were posthumously credited with a Ju88 shared probably destroyed. Both were buried next to each other in 
Capuccini Naval Cemetery, Malta.

Sylvia Hope Leith-Ross (nee Ruxton) was the daughter of Admiral W. F. Ruxton, R.N. She was born in London in 1884, and after her 
father's death, moved with her American born mother (Sylvia Grinnell - daughter of the American philanthropist Henry Grinnell) to 
Paris in 1896. Leith-Ross was educated at the Convent of the Sacred Heart Paris, the Finishing School of Fontainebleau. Her brother 
had gone out to Nigeria to serve with the Royal Niger Constabulary, and then as one of Lord Lugard's administrators: 

"My brother had met my husband [Captain Arthur Leith-Ross] out in Nigeria and had decided at once that he was the man that his little 
sister ought to marry. Both were having their leaves at the same time and so my brother brought him back with him and he stayed with 
us in our Sussex home." 

At that time wives were not allowed up to Northern Nigeria without the express permission of the then Sir Frederick Lugard: 

"Fortunately I passed all right. But as far as I can remember there were only three wives out in Northern Nigeria at that time. Nigeria 
was definately known as a White Man's Grave - and actually it was. The mortality rate was very severe. Official statistics stated that one 
in five were either invalided or dead within a year. Yet somehow we went out quite carefree and it seemed somehow worthwhile to 
run the risk. My husband had a job there, I loved my husband and I followed him." 

Mrs Leith-Ross's arrival in Zungeru caused something of a stir: 

"There were no wives there at all at that moment. There were two nursing sisters and the warden of a freed slaves home. I was the only 
wife. In fact, I think the officials were astonished to see that any white wife was allowed out, as I think there were only three others in 
the whole country. The white officials were few and far between themselves; I think I'm right in saying that there were altogether at that 

time forty administrative officers for the whole of Nigeria.Of course the evenings were the worst time because mosquitoes and flies 

of every description gathered around the lamps. And in the evening everybody dressed for dinner, whether you were at home or went 
out; you wouldn't dream of doing otherwise. I remember very well having a bath towel put over my side-saddle and riding off to dine 
in a long, low-necked dress." ( Tales From The Dark Continent, by C. Allen refers) 

After being in Zungeru for a year, disaster struck for the married couple: 

"My husband had had blackwater once before and had somehow survived, although he'd been completely alone. The second time it 
happened in Zungeru; one doesn't know why, it was just an infection, but at the time there was no known cure. He was at once taken 
to the small hospital and two doctors stayed with him day and night for two days, but he grew weaker and weaker and died within 
three days.... Everybody was kindness itself to me but the only thing to do was for me to go home. And when I left I found that of the 
five of us who had started for Northern Nigeria, I was the only one to return to England. The others were dead." (Ibid) 

After the death of her husband, Leith-Ross returned to Paris and studied at the School of Oriental Languages. With the outbreak of the 
Great War, she volunteered for service with the Red Cross: 

The next castle I saw, five months later, was that of the Counts of Foix, rising above the dark little town which has the Pyrenees for a 
background... A military hospital of 500 beds had been opened in the college buildings, and a doctor on the staff had written to an 
English friend saying how welcome English help would be in this understaffed and poorly equipped hospital. 

It had been no easy matter to get a party together. Nearly all the trained people were already at work, and no one cared very much to 
venture into such a complete unknown as a small French town buried somewhere in the mountains, and a Service de Sante (R.A.M.C.) 
hospital where we would be the only English, and apparently the only women.... yet, at the end of a week, by some miracle, a trained 
nurse materialised, and three eager French-speaking volunteers.... 

We arrived at Foix on a Sunday morning, just before Christmas 1914. Snow covered the hills, and on the snow-powdered platform, ces 
dames de la Croix Rouge, representatives of the local Red Cross, were drawn up to meet us.... The hospital was installed in large, ugly 
red buildings built round gravelled courtyards. The students' long dormitories had been turned into wards of forty to sixty beds, the 
classrooms into smaller wards, and the poky little rooms where the masters had slept, were now the salles de pansements. Each section 
of the hospital had its own salles de pansements, where nearly all the dressings were done. The badly wounded were carried in on 
stretchers, the others hobbled in as best they could. Apart from a few medical students who helped with the dressings, and the orderlies 
who brought round the pails of food, there was no nursing.... 
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M. and I were put on duty in two large wards and one small one, some 120 beds in all. We walked rather shyly up and down, 
wondering where we could begin. The patients looked at us with apathy, the orderlies with suspicion.... In the salles de pansements 
there was plenty of work for us to do. There was scarcely room to move in the small space, so crowded was it with bandages and 
instruments, packets of cotton wool, basins of disinfectants, bins for dirty dressings, cans of water (there was no running water in the 
room), all mixed up among patients awaiting their turn.... 

The first thing for us to do was obviously to clean up. Fortunately, we could not have found a greater amusement for the men. First 
curious, then astounded, and finally delighted, they watched us scrub and scour, shake and air, scrape the grime off the washbasins, 
the mildew out of the pots-de-chambre. When we turned on them, and proposed blanket baths and hair washes and toe nail cutting (" 
they have toe nails like stags' antlers," M., awestruck, whispered to me), their response was at first evasive, then enthusiastic. When the 
first pillow and clean pillowcase were given out, the patient leant back, looked round the ward, and said gravely: "Now I am as a 
prince!" ( Cocks In The Dawn, Reminiscences of France, by S. Leith-Ross refers) 

Leith-Ross took up a more prominent role, 'Presently our party had become fourteen, and the Directeur du Service de Sante, of the 1 7th 
Military Region, in which Foix was situated, suggested that I should visit other military hospitals in his area, and place English 
volunteers where they were needed most. There began for me then a period of strange and enchanting journeys to out-of-the-way 
hospitals.... Then came the moment when the Directeur du Service de Sante paid our party the great compliment of suggesting that I 
should organise a hospital for service in his Region. He already had a building in view, the Chateau de Saint Rome, placed at his 
disposal by the General de la Panouse, the then Military Attache in London. His wife, the Vicomtesse de la Panouse, was Presidente 
British Committee for the French Red Cross, and with her unfailing help, the 300 bed hospital was soon open.... After a time, Saint 
Rome was handed over to another English directrice, and I was asked to organise a hospital for refugees.' (Ibid) 

After the war Leith-Ross briefly returned to London, before travelling out to stay with her brother in Lagos in 1920. Despite the cruel 
loss of her husband in Nigeria, Leith-Ross returned to the country to carry out a pioneering study of the Fulani language - and indeed 
published Fulani Grammar in 1921. The latter was one of five books that she had published on Nigeria during her lifetime. In 1925 
Leith-Ross became Nigeria's first Lady Superintendent of Education, and she subsequently helped to establish Queen's College, Lagos 
(a girl's boarding school), and another girl's school in Kano. 

Leith-Ross returned to work with the British Committee for the French Red Cross, and volunteered to work in military hospitals during 
the Spanish Civil War, and the early stages of the Second World War. With the fall of France, she once again returned to Nigeria and 
was this time employed to provide intelligence on the French colonies to the Political and Economic Research Organisation. She stayed 
in Nigeria until the 1960's, and died in 1908, aged 95, in Holland Park, London.

Derek Trelawney Batson was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Hampshire and Isle of Wight Cadet Force, 4 August 1943, and 
advanced to Lieutenant 5 January 1954. He retired with the honorary rank of Major, 1 7 September 1983. 
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The outstanding and rare Cavalryman's Great War '1917' D.S.O., and 'Charge at Harbonnieres' Second Award Bar 
group of eight awarded to Brigadier-General C. R. Terrot, 6th (Inniskilling) Dragoons and 5th Dragoon Guards, who 
had already distinguished himself during the Boer War, when he 'galloped after another [Boer] and, after a chase of a 
mile, shot him dead with his Mauser pistol.' He led the 5th Dragoon Guards in one of the regiment's most famous 
actions - the charge at Harbonnieres, 8 August 1918. This, one of the last great cavalry charges, culminated in the 
capture of a train, 2 field guns, 1 howitzer, 2 anti-aircraft guns, 29 German officers, 740 other ranks, and numerous 
horses and transport vehicles. 

As one of Terrot's men later recounted, "They gave us the order to charge and I remember thinking: 'At last we are at 
it!' We were knee-to-knee, galloping as fast as the slowest horse could run. The whole line came together and we were 
leaning forward, our swords pointing. We were close to the train and I could see our blokes going in. They were 
sticking their swords into everyone in sight. A lot of Germans had their hands up and were trying to surrender but our 
men were skewering them anyway." Terrot had a horse shot from under him, and also received a wound to the head, 
during the action.

Tor conspicuous gallantry during an attack. When sent forward to exploit the infantry success, he led his regiment rapidly through the 
attacking waves and beyond the final objective. When checked by heavy machine-gun fire from a village, and unable to manoeuvre on 
account of wire, he dismounted and fought his way forward with two squadrons, so enabling his flank squadron to gallop round and 
operate to the rear of the village. Many enemy were killed, five guns and seven hundred prisoners captured, and the success of the 
operation was entirely due to the daring and splendid leadership of this officer/

Charles Russell Terrot was born in August 1878, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel C. E. Terrot, Shropshire Light Infantry, of Nether Newith 
Hill, County Durham. He was educated at Harrow, and served as a Second Lieutenant with the Shropshire Light Infantry (Militia), prior 
to his commission into the 6th (Inniskilling) Dragoons in December 1899. He served with the Regiment during the Second Boer War, 
and is mentioned several times for his gallant conduct in the Regimental History, including at: 

Wonderfontein Station, 2 August 1900, The enemy commenced firing at daylight on our outposts and continued all day. One patrol, 
under Lieutenant Terrot, found the enemy in strength near Goedehoep Farm, but got back with their information under heavy fire/ 

Tevereden, 16 October 1900, 'Lieutenants Terrot and Gibbs were ridden over by the enemy, sticking to their advanced posts. The 
enemy were unable to make any prisoners as we drove them so rapidly back again, and we held the ground till dusk, sniping and being 
sniped/ 

As part of an ambush by Rimington's Column in Orange Free State, 2 August 1901, 'Marching off towards Kroonstad, an ambush of 30 
men, under Lieutenants Terrot and Wood, Inniskillings, was left at the farm Blydschap. After the column had moved off, four Boers 
came down, and were fired on by the ambush, but, owing to bad shooting, only one man was wounded. Lieutenant Terrot galloped 
after another and, after a chase of a mile, shot him dead with his Mauser pistol.' 

Having advanced to Lieutenant in October 1900, Terrot left South Africa with the Regiment in June 1901. He served as Adjutant of the 
Royal North Devon Yeomanry, October 1905 - October 1908. Terrot was promoted to Captain in March 1906, and returned for service 
with his parent regiment in India. During his time in India he formed a close friendship with another Captain of the Regiment - one 
Lawrence Oates, later of Scott's last Polar expedition fame. Terrot took over as Adjutant from Oates in August 1909, with the latter 
being given the command of a squadron. 
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Terrot was promoted Major in August 1911, and was serving with the Regiment in India at the outbreak of the Great War. He sailed 
with the Regiment from Bombay in November 1914, disembarking at Marseilles on 14 December. The 6th Dragoons served on the 
Western Front as part of the Mhow Cavalry Brigade, Indian Cavalry Corps. Promoted Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, Terrot served as a 
Commandant at a School of Instruction, November 1916 - March 191 7, and November 191 7 - January 1918. 

The Charge at Harbonnieres 

Terrot was posted to the command of the 5th Dragoon Guards, 16 April 1918. The Regiment's War Diary for 3 May 1918, records 'Lt. 
Col. C. R. Terrot, D.S.O. and Capt. R. H. Parker motored to La Panne and lunched with His Majesty the King of the Belgians [Colonel 
in Chief of the Regiment].' 

The 5th Dragoon Guards were attached to the Third Army, and by 14 July had moved into a position just outside of Doullens. Here 
they were employed on reconnaissance patrols. On 5 August, Terrot commenced in marching his men at night towards Amiens. Three 
days later they formed up as part of the 1st Cavalry Brigade, 1st Cavalry Division, at the concentration area west of Longeau and 12 
miles east of Harbonnieres. The big Allied Offensive, which was to start on 8 August 1918, was later described by Ludendorff as "the 
black day of the German Army." 

Terrot's orders were to pass through the leading Australian 2nd Infantry Division, capture the village of Harbonnieres, the wood 1,200 
yards to north of it, and to gain the old Amiens defence line. The Regimental History gives the following: 

'The line Framerville - Vauvillers was to be the limit of their advance. At 10am the regiment (less one troop C Squadron) moved off at a 
trot in double echelon of squadrons. A Squadron leading, B Squadron on the left, C Squadron with headquarters on the right.... The 
regiment passed through the leading infantry 1,000 yards west of the second objective and advanced to a point 1,000 yards past the 
second objective without opposition. A patrol of the Bays was seen south towards Harbonnieres. 

A Squadron was then shot at by machine-guns from Harbonnieres, but went straight on and reached the old Amiens defence line which 
they found unoccupied. After crossing the trench line the squadron was fired on from a train on the railway running from Proyart to the 
east of Harbonnieres. The train was trying to steam away but was hit by a bomb from an aeroplane and set on fire. The train, carrying 
nearly 1,000 German soldiers (most whom had just returned from leave), stopped dead. The soldiers began tumbling out of the 
carriages, some firing at the cavalrymen just a few hundred yards away, some running for cover and many throwing down their rifles 
and raising their hands. 

All the Germans were either killed or captured, some by this squadron and some by B Squadron which had advanced in the left rear of 
A Squadron and rounded up many of the enemy trying to escape from the train. The 5th Dragoon Guards captured 20 officers, 740 
other ranks and 50 horses. 

Still advancing, A Squadron was enfiladed by machine-gun fire from the cemetery at the western outskirts of Vauvillers, but reached its 
objective - the Framerville - Vauvillers road - where it came into dismounted action against the retreating enemy. Some German 
infantry, transport and two motor-lorries coming out of Vauvillers were captured, as well as the walking wounded and personnel of a 
casualty clearing station at the Moulin de Vauvillers - numbering about 180 in all. Two anti-aircraft guns, two field guns and one 5.9 
howitzer were also captured and the personnel either killed or captured. 

Meantime B Squadron, after assisting A Squadron round up the Germans escaping from the train, reached the objective between 
Framerville and Moulin de Vauvillers and continued its advance. Swinging to the south after crossing the Framerville to Vauvillers road, 
the squadron reached the small wood 1,300 yards south-south-east of Vauvillers, killing many of the retreating enemy and also 
capturing transport. 

The wood, however, was wired and full of machine-guns and considerable opposition was encountered, apparently organised by a 
divisional general who is thought to have been an Austrian. 

The squadron was now far beyond its objective and so wheeled round, and joined A Squadron on the Framerville - Vauvillers road. C 
Squadron and headquarters, in order to maintain a footing on the Amiens defence-line and to keep a way open for the other two 
squadrons to return, were ordered to swing left-handed and occupy the trench-line. Owing to the heavy machine-gun fire and the 
pressure of wire, and the difficulty of crossing the trench with led horses, the operation was carried out with great difficulty and a 
considerable number of men and horses were hit. 

Lt. Col. Terrot's horse was hit and he was unable to go on with the other two squadrons. The defence of the trench was then organised, 
with some enemy in the trench captured, and a message sent back to 1st Cavalry Brigade for reinforcements. A heavy machine-gun fire 
was meanwhile kept up on the trench to the right. Several small parties of the enemy - who were immediately in front of the trench - 
were attacked and captured. At 11 am the Australian infantry came up and took over the trench. A and B Squadrons rejoined and the 
regiment withdrew to the north-west of Harbonnieres. 

At 1.30 pm the regiment withdrew to the west of Harbonnieres. Lt. Col Terrot was wounded in the head by a machine-gun bullet and 
Capt. Winterbottom assumed command.' 

Four days later Terrot returned from hospital to resume command of the regiment. On 13 August he received the following telegram 
from the King of the Belgians: 

'I am very glad to hear of the brilliant part the 5th Dragoon Guards took in the recent offensive, and wish to express to you and all 
ranks my warmest congratulations.' 

The following day the regiment was inspected, and congratulated, by Field Marshal Sir Douglas Haig. Terrot was awarded the Bar to 
his D.S.O. for his gallantry at Harbonnieres, whilst his second in command, Captain A. D. Winterbottom was awarded the D.S.O. 
Despite the charge being a great success, the 5th Dragoon Guards also suffered casualties of 1 Officer killed, 6 other ranks killed, 42 
wounded, 8 missing in action and 122 horses killed, wounded or missing. The regiment's action on 8 August 1918, was 
commemorated when the celebrated Great War artist Fortunino Matania painted The Charge Of The 5th Dragoon Guards At 
Harbonnieres. 

Terrot rejoined the 6th Dragoons in September 1918, and proceeded to command the regiment until December 1921. The following 
year the 6th Dragoons amalgamated with the 5th Dragoon Guards, and Terrot was appointed to command the combined regiment - 5th 
Inniskilling Dragoon Guards. He continued in this capacity until April 1926, when he was appointed commanding officer of the Iraq 
Levies. Terrot returned to India, and was promoted Brigadier in command of the Sialkot Cavalry Brigade in June 1928. He relinquished 
this command four years later, and finally retired in 1934. 

In later life Terrot resided at Tong House in Eastbourne. He joined the Eastbourne Home Guard for service during the Second War, and 
was appointed its' commander in November 1943. He relinquished command in Spring 1944, and on 1 May 1944 committed suicide 
at home using his service revolver.

Samuel Boylan Smith was born at Rathdrum, Co. Wicklow on 12 December 1 872, and was educated at Dublin University. Entering the 
Army as a Lieutenant in the Royal Army Medical Corps in November 1900, he was promoted to Captain in November 1903. He served 
in West Africa, 1901-02 and India, 1903-08, taking part in the operations in Mohmand country. Promoted to Major in August 1912, he 
served as Acting Lieutenant-Colonel, April-May 1918 and was promoted to that rank in October 1918. During the Great War he served 
in France, 1915-1 7, when he was wounded in action, and was again in France during 1918-19. For his service during the Great War he 
was twice Mentioned in Despatches, and was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order and an Officer of the Order of 
the British Empire. Post-war he served in Ceylon, 1919-22 and later in Hong Kong. Lieutenant-Colonel Smith was placed on Retired 
Pay on 12 December 1927 and died at Prestwick on 13 December 1944. 
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A scarce and well documented Great War 'cavalry' D.S.O. group of ten awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel H. J. Williams, 
1st King's Dragoon Guards and 1/1 Worcestershire Yeomanry. A veteran of the Boer War, he was taken prisoner at 
Hammilfontein 14 February 1901, before being appointed Regimental Aide de Camp to Emperor Franz Joseph - 
Colonel in Chief of the KDG. During the Great War Williams commanded the 1st King's Dragoon Guards, in France, 
October 1915 - May 1916; and 1/1 Worcestershire Yeomanry, over the desert and mountains of Palestine, September 
1916 - October 1918. After the War he commanded the KDG in Iraq, 1919-21, during which time he compiled and 
edited the Regimental History

Flenry John Williams was born in 1870, and was the second son of E. A. G. Williams. He was educated at Uppingham, and was 
commissioned Second Lieutenant, 1st King's Dragoon Guards, in March 1891. He advanced to Lieutenant in March 1893, and Captain 
in September 1898. Williams served with the Regiment during the Second Boer War, and was present in operations in the Transvaal, 
Orange River Colony and Cape Colony. 

The 1st King's Dragoon Guards arrived in South Africa in January 1901, and Williams was taken prisoner of war at Hammilfontein 
during the pursuit of De Wet, 14 February 1901, 'it [1 KDG] formed part of the column concentrated at Naaupoort, O.F.S. under the 
command of Colonel E. C. Bethune, and was occupied in pursuit of De Wet, who laagered at De-Put on the 13th February, 1901, 
where late in the afternoon he was unearthed by Plumer. The rain continued to fall all that night and next day - both sides halted knee 
deep in water. 

On the 14th Plumer attacked the Burghers, being contained in front by the King's Dragoon Guards and Imperial Light Horse. The 
position was turned westwards, the Boers followed their transport around to Bas-Berg, pursuit being shortly foiled by another storm 
which laid tracks two feet deep in mud.' ( 1st King's Dragoon Guards 1685-1920 - compiled and edited by the recipient, refers). 

After the Boer War, Williams served as Regimental Aide de Camp to Emperor Franz Joseph (who was appointed Colonel of the 1st KDG 
in 1896), at his Court in Vienna (Order of the Iron Crown 1904; Order of Franz Joseph 1907). During his time at Court he struck up a 
friendship with Archduke Franz Ferdinand. He was promoted Major in June 1906, and served during the Great War with the Regiment 
in the French theatre of war from November 1914. The 1st King's Dragoon Guards served as part of the Lucknow Cavalry Brigade, and 
on 9 January 1915 they served in the trenches at Festubert, 'the Regiment took over trenches from the 17th Lancers about midnight, 
holding front line and support trenches with two squadrons, the remaining two squadrons being kept in reserve in the village. 

The trenches were in most places flooded breast high and the communication trenches were under water. The enemy's trenches were 
from 70 to 150 yards distant. On the 11th January at 4am, the evacuation of the front line trenches was ordered, the water being by 
then up to the men's armpits, and many men having become exhausted from long exposure. 
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At 7.15pm the Brigade was relieved by the Mhow Brigade, the Inniskillings taking over the posts held by the Regiment, which marched 
back to Bethune and thence returned to Lisbourg by motor bus/ (Ibid). 

Between 9-11 January 1915, the Regiment suffered 1 man died of wounds, 6 wounded, and 2 officers and 80 men were evacuated 
sick owing to exposure. The 1st King's Dragoon Guards fought at Hooge, 31 May - 3 June 1915, and in the trenches at Authuille, 
August - September 1915. Williams advanced to Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, and assumed command of the Regiment at Bernaville, 
16 October 1915. Lieutenant-Colonel Wickham returned to the command of the Regiment in May 1916, and Williams was appointed 
to the command of the Worcestershire Yeomanry in Palestine, on 10 September 1916. 

Egyptian Expeditionary Force - Cavalry in the Desert 

The Regiment was based at Bayud in November 1916, 'hostile aeroplanes flew over the camp at Bayud on most days, but, except one 
occasion, they reserved their bombs for El Abd and the railhead, where they were shot at but undisturbed by several antiquated anti¬ 
aircraft guns. In the middle of the morning of November 11th, an enemy aeroplane flew low over the camp and proceeded to drop 
bombs in the middle of it, just as the Colonel [Williams] was explaining to two R.E. officers of the water survey how and why the 
enemy never troubled the camp at Bayud with bombs. By a miracle neither man nor horse was touched, though there were several very 
narrow escapes.' (The Yeomanry Cavalry of Worcestershire 1914-1922 , refers) 

Williams led his regiment as part of the Desert Column, Egyptian Expeditionary Force, against the Turks at the Battle of Rafa, 9 January 
1917: 

'Preparations were now in full train for another cavalry raid, this time on the Turkish entrenched post at Rafa, some miles away to the 
east on the Turkish-Egyptian frontier. It was known that here the enemy had established a heavily entrenched position which he was 
holding with some 3,000 infantry and two or three Krupp mountain batteries. 

Just as the troops were all saddled up and ready to move, an enemy aeroplane came over to look for signs of unusual activity. 
Fortunately he saw none though he was only a quarter of an hour too early. The start was made at 4 in the afternoon of January 8th, 
with the Regiment leading and providing the advance guard.... The night ride was long and uneventful and it was not until Sheikh 
Zowaid was reached, twenty-two miles from El Arish, that a halt was called at 9pm to feed and off-saddle the horses. "D" Squadron 
found the outpost line, while "A" drew a cordon round the village to prevent any of the inhabitants leaving it to give warning to the 
Turks, 8 miles away, of the approach of the cavalry.... 

Before two in the morning the force was again on the move to its positions of attack south and south-east of Rafa.... The Turkish 
position at Rafa was situated round a low hill known as 255 about a mile to the south-west of the police post and barracks... The main 
works were on the hill, the approaches to which were gentle slopes bare of all cover for about half a mile, and all around was flat 
ground for quite two miles except where the sand-dunes approached on the northern side. The slopes were well entrenched on all 
sides, and many machine-gun pits had been dug which enfiladed the approaches. The defences had originally been designed to 
contain a much larger garrison than now was found in them and were drawn in three lines. The outer line was roughly the shape of a 
segment of a circle facing west along the road to El-Arish, south and south-east, and consisted of well-dug trenches and some small 
redoubts. Owing to the lack of men or the surprise of the attack, this outer line was not manned on January 9th, and the opposition 
came from the second inner line, 300 yards in rear of the outer, and much stronger, particularly, as might be expected, those systems 
which faced west and south. This line was connected with the third comprising the hill-top, by a long communication trench, which 
gave some trouble to the Regiment later in the day. The third line, again some 300 yards in rear of the second, encircled the crest of the 
hill itself. In forming it the whole hill-top had been dug into by the Turks, making a criss-cross series of entrenchments and 
communications and turning the hill into a formidable redoubt.' (Ibid) 

The Squadrons of the Worcestershire Yeomanry were initially deployed separately, fulfilling various roles including acting as escort to 
the HAC Battery and the machine-gun section. Williams on his horse Ishmael, gathered "A" Squadron, 'just in time to take part in an 
exhilarating gallop by the whole Brigade towards the enemy entrenchments. It covered a considerable distance before the leading 
regiment, the Warwicks [Yeomanry], were held up by machine gun fire, when they developed a steady dismounted attack, co¬ 
operating with the Camel Corps on their right, which employed them for the rest of the day. The Gloucesters [Yeomanry], with the two 
troops of "A" slewed further north and came into action just south of the Rafa-Sheikh Zowaid road in positions where they found no 
protection from the enemy machine-gun fire and so could make no headway...."D" Squadron arrived from Sheikh Zowaid soon after 8 
and followed the Gloucesters into the sandhills, where it was joined a little later by the Colonel with his two troops of "A". As "C" 
Squadron was still employed with the battery, all the available troops of the Regiment were now concentrated in the sand-dunes on the 
right of the Gloucesters. A desultory long range fire fight was maintained, which caused a few casualties to the Regiment and probably 
none to the Turks, but, until the batteries subdued some of the machine-gun fire, it was an impossible position to attack from. The 
orders were to keep the enemy as fully employed as possible in his western entrenchments, in order to prevent him reinforcing his 
northern and eastern defences from them.... 

At 3 in the afternoon the order arrived for the Regiment to carry out a dismounted attack along the south side of the Rafa road with the 
main Turkish position as final objective. The Gloucesters were to join in on its left, the whole covered by the two machine-gun sections 
in the sand-hills. Accordingly "D" and half "A" were led out from the protecting dunes on to the open plain, where a short sharp gallop 
under machine-gun fire brought them on to the main road where it runs through a low ridge. Here "C" Squadron joined up under 
Major Wiggin, having suffered some casualties during the day, and the dismounted attack started by a steady series of rushes soon after 
4 o'clock. The ground was devoid of all surface cover, only slight protection from view was occasionally obtained by shallow 
depressions, while a continuous fire was directed upon the attacks from rifles and machine guns situated in the trenches in front and in 
the long communication trench in enfilade from the right. The Gloucesters were manfully pressing their attack between the Worcesters 
and the New Zealanders, suffering considerable casualties in doing so, and the whole line had worked to close under the Magruntein 
hill when at 5.30 the New Zealanders broke through from the north with a sudden irresistible rush and poured over the crest of the hill. 
The battle was won and all that remained to do was shepherd in the prisoners and collect the wounded. Regimental Sergeant-Major J. 
K. Brodie was very badly hit late in the evening , also Lieutenant J. W. Edwards slightly while a dozen more lay about in the track of the 
attack. Fortunately, the setting sun shone full on the backs of the Regiment as they advanced and in the faces of the Turks, otherwise 
casualties must have been more severe.' (Ibid) 

With the battle won, and darkness falling Williams mounted his exhausted men and led them back to the reserve positions to feed and 
water the horses. After a couple of hours respite, the Worcestershire Yeomanry remounted at 1am for the night march back to El Arish. 
In torrential rain, 'the darkness plays strange tricks with the eyes of tired men riding through the night, and many and various were the 
hallucinations of the riders, fortunately unshared by their mounts. Many went frankly to sleep in the saddle but others rode through 
limitless forests, rows and rows of tents, up steep mountain sides, over sheer precipices.... The Colonel said afterwards that he rode in 
his imagination past an endless succession of public-houses, the contents of which lay in the roadway.' (Ibid) 

As a result of the action some 35 Turkish officers and 1,700 other ranks were captured, as well as two mountain batteries and many 
machine guns and rifles. The Turks suffered casualties of approximately 300 dead, whilst the British casualties were approximately 500 
of which the vast majority were wounded and were from the cavalry engaged in the action. 

The Worcestershire Yeomanry spent the remainder of January 1917 going out on patrol from their base at El Arish. In February they 
moved to El Bruj, and they continued to serve as part of the 5th Mounted Brigade, Imperial Mounted Division. From El Bruj they moved 
to Sheikh Zowaid the following month, and from here they prepared for the First Battle of Gaza. The latter took place on 26 March, and 
the 5th Mounted Brigade was allotted a position with Huj on its left to in front of Hareira on its right. The battle itself was primarily an 
infantry attack upon infantry entrenched, with the cavalry providing a wide-flung screen facing outwards keeping the area free from 
interference from outside. Once again Williams' squadrons were allocated to separate areas, occasionally coming together under his 
command for short sharp actions in their mobile role. 
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After the inconclusive First Battle of Gaza, the Worcestershire Yeomanry were engaged for the Second Battle of Gaza, 17-19 April 
191 7. Turkish forces had strengthened their defensive positions since the first action, thus making it very difficult for cavalry to properly 
engage. As a consequence the cavalry was employed protecting the flank of the Allied infantry whilst also carrying out diversionary 
manoeuvres in an effort to occupy the enemies' attention. On 19 April the Regimental War Diary recorded that the Worcesters were 
'shelled heavily with shrapnel and high explosive from about 7.20am until 6.30pm.' During the course of the battle the Regiment 
suffered casualties of 1 Officer and 1 N.C.O. killed, 2 other ranks killed, 2 Officers and 1 7 N.C.O.s and other ranks wounded. 

Ras el Nagb - Charging up a Mountain 

Throughout the next 6 months of 191 7 the Regiment was employed in a protective capacity on the British line which ran from the sea 
near Gaza to Garnii on the Wadi Ghuzze. Williams' men created a series of observation posts and were ordered to carry out long range 
reconnaissance. The Regiment was in the reserve for the attack on Beersheba, 31 October 191 7, but at the forefront for the attempt to 
relieve the hard-pressed 1st Australian Light Horse Brigade at Ras el Nagb, 3-4 November 1917. The latter position being some 2,023 
feet high, and 'in order to reach Ras el Nagb it was necessary to advance for two and a half miles up the valley along the front of the 
enemy position and within 800 yards of it, and then turn half-right up a tributary valley leading to the Australians' position. 

When the whole Brigade set off in column of half-squadrons extended across the enemy's front, it was felt that it was in for a hot time. 
The Worcesters led up the valley at a steady canter under a hail of machine-gun and rifle bullets.... The Turk now began to shell the 
valley, but the slope was too steep for his shells to take much effect... Now came the task of climbing up a thousand feet or so on foot 
to where the Anzacs were awaiting relief; the horses being left in the shelter of the valley below. Two squadrons, "A" and "D" took 
over a portion of the line which ran along the rim of a natural crater, leaving "C" Squadron in support.' (Ibid) 

The Brigade reached the Anzacs before nightfall, however, they realised that they too were now hemmed in. It was not until 5 pm of 4 
November that the Turks attempted any forward movement, 'Few of the Regiment will forget that day. Relief had been promised in the 
early morning, but the sun rose higher and became hotter and no relief came. The horses had now been without water since 8 o'clock 
on the previous morning and the men were not much better off, especially those who had their water-bottles pierced by bullets. The 
sun beat down with relentless power upon the bare mountain slopes. Shade there was none and the meagre supply of water was soon 
exhausted... The 4th November was the longest day ever spent by many of the Regiment, and the long-delayed attack in the afternoon 
came almost as a relief.' (Ibid) 

Approximately 3,000 Turks attacked, 'advancing with great rapidity and dash amongst the rocks it was not until their rush had carried 
them within 80 yards of the position now held by "A" and "C" Squadrons, that they were checked. "D" Squadron which had been back 
in support during the day was called up at the gallop to reinforce the right flank, which had been temporarily driven in. If anybody in 
cold blood had suggested galloping up those mountains and over those rocks, he would probably have been certified as a 
lunatic....' (Ibid) 

The Brigade held on under intense pressure, eventually forcing the Turkish troops to withdraw as their casualties increased and the sun 
went down. As darkness fell the New Zealand Mounted Rifles arrived to take over the line, and the Brigade finally withdrew at 9pm. 
Over the course of the two days of fighting the Worcestershire Yeomanry suffered 2 Officers and 21 other ranks killed - the wounded 
had to be carried by hand down over the rocks for a mile. 

Respite was short lived, as the Worcestershire Yeomanry were once again called into action around Tel el Sharia on 7 November. After 
the 60th Division secured the hill of Tel el Sharia, the Turkish left flank was broken, 'and every endeavour had to be made to exploit 
the situation. For that purpose the 5th Mounted Brigade and the 3rd Australian Light Horse Brigade were ordered to move round the 
right flank of the 60th Division and make a mounted attack on the retreating enemy, with the special object of capturing his guns.... it 
was with only two squadrons that the Regiment moved out in the gathering dusk for this night adventure.... Both wings of the Turkish 
army were now crumpled up; all that their high command could now do was to endeavour to save as much from the wreck as possible, 
by encouraging their rearguard troops to make a desperate resistance. 

Such was the position at dawn on the 8th November, the day on which the cavalry pursuit may be said to have begun. After a very 
short and cold night's rest, the Regiment moved off northwards at 6 am, as advanced guard to the Brigade... The retreating enemy took 
up rearguard positions along every ridge that was capable of being defended... All through the morning, fighting was going on, but the 
Turkish rearguard troops, not more than 3,000 strong, were steadily driven backwards upon their supporting artillery by the relentless 
pressure of the infantry and cavalry. ' (Ibid) 

Muntaret was overwhelmed and Kofkhah was carried by the cavalry at mid-day, 'the Turks had now been driven back some seven 
miles, every yard of which they had clung to with desperate tenacity; but the defence was beginning to disintegrate, and now for the 
first time in Palestine, the British troops had the satisfaction of seeing the enemy flying in hundreds for dear life. Now was the time to 
keep him on the run, to turn his retreat into a rout. The Worcesters and Warwicks, two squadrons of each, mounted and galloped 
forward in hot pursuit.' (Ibid) 

It was at this point that the Worcesters came to the fore: 

'Once for ten minutes they halted for dismounted action, to open a rapid rifle and Hotchkiss gun fire on the fugitives, then on again 
towards Huj, until 1.15pm, they were held up a thousand yards short of the enemy gun positions covering Huj from the south-east, and 
the huge depot of ammunition and stores the Turks had established there. Under the shelter of a low ridge the squadrons dismounted to 
give the blown horses a breather, and to examine the problem presented by the batteries in front. On the left the 60th Division could be 
seen, striving to advance across the lower ground under a volume of shell-fire from those same batteries, and suffering considerable 
loss in the process. Something had to be done and done quickly if the whole advance was not to be held up.' (Ibid) 

The Worcesters and Warwicks charged the position at Huj and despite suffering heavy losses, captured one battery of 5.9 howitzers; 
one Austrian .77 battery, one mountain battery, four machine guns, about 70 prisoners, with about 80 Turks and Austrians put to the 
sword. 

Williams commanded the Regiment for the remainder of the war, including at Es Salt, and as Brigade Commander when the 
Worcestershire Yeomanry were briefly brigaded with the Sherwood Rangers. He returned to command the King's Dragoon Guards in 
Iraq, 1919-21, during which time he compiled and edited the Regimental History whilst on active service in Baghdad. He retired in 
1923, and resided on Lindisfarne in later life. Williams died in April 1935.

Charles Morton Forbes was born on 22 November 1880, second son of James Forbes, of Colombo, Ceylon. He was educated at Dollar 
Academy and Eastman's Royal Naval Academy, Southsea. He joined the training ship Britannia as a cadet on 15 July 1894, was 
promoted to Midshipman in July 1896 and posted to the battleship Magnificent in the Channel Fleet in September 1896, and to the 
armoured cruiser Imperieuse on the Pacific Station in January 1 898. Promoted to Acting Sub-Lieutenant in January 1900, he returned to 
the U.K. for his promotion courses, becoming Lieutenant in January 1901, and appointed to the battleship Royal Oak in the 
Mediterranean Fleet. 

In early April 1902 Forbes transferred to the armoured cruiser Aboukir, also serving in the Mediterranean Fleet. After attending the 
gunnery school H.M.S. Excellent in 1903, he was assigned to Directing Staff at at the gunnery school H.M.S. Cambridge in June 1904. 
He then became gunnery officer in the armoured cruiser Carnarvon in the Mediterranean Fleet in May 1905 and gunnery officer in the 
battleship Dominion in the Channel Fleet in May 1908. After joining the staff of the Inspectorate of Target Practise in October 1910, he 
became gunnery officer in the battleship Superb in the Home Fleet in February 1911 and then, having been promoted to Commander 
in December 1912, he returned to the gunnery school H.M.S. Excellent in early 1913. 

Forbes served as Executive Officer in the battleship Queen Elizabeth in the Mediterranean Fleet from November 1914 and saw action 
in the Dardanelles campaign in April 1915. He became Flag Officer to Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Fleet, in the battleship Iron Duke in October 1915 and served in that capacity in the battle of Jutland in May 1916 for which he was 
awarded the D.S.O. and Order of St Stanislas. He moved on to become Flag Commander to Admiral Sir Charles Madden, Second-in- 
Command of the Grand Fleet, in the battleship Revenge in February 1917. Promoted to Captain in June 1917, he was given command 
of the cruiser Galatea in the Grand Fleet in July 1917, was present at the surrender of the German fleet in November 1918, and 
afterwards served in the campaign against the Bolsheviks in North Russia in 1919. 

After the end of the war Forbes served as Naval Member of the Ordnance Committee from October 1919 and then, after attending the 
Senior Officers 1 course at the Royal Naval War College, he served as Deputy Director of the Royal Navy Staff College from August 
1921. He became Flag Captain to the Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet in the battleship Queen Elizabeth in June 1923, Flag 
Captain to the Flag Officer Commanding the 3rd Battle Squadron in the battleship Iron Duke in October 1924 and Director of Naval 
Ordnance at the Admiralty in June 1925. He was appointed a naval aide-de-camp to the King on 12 April 1928. Promoted to Rear 
Admiral in October 1928 and appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath in June 1929, he became Rear Admiral commanding 
the Destroyer Flotillas in the Mediterranean Fleet with his flag in the cruiser Coventry in August 1930 and Third Sea Lord and 
Controller of the Navy in March 1932. Promoted to Vice Admiral in January 1933, he became Vice Admiral commanding 1st Battle 
Squadron and Second-in-Command of the Mediterranean Fleet with his flag in the battleship Revenge in April 1934. Advanced to 
Knight Commander of the Order of the Bath in June 1935, he redeployed his fleet from Malta to Alexandria to avoid attack by the 
Italian Navy at the start of the Second Italo-Ethiopian War in October 1935. Promoted to full Admiral on 19 August 1936, he became 
Commander-in-Chief, Home Fleet with his flag in the battleship Nelson in April 1938. 

Forbes served in the Second World War initially as Commander-in-Chief Home Fleet in which role he transferred his flag to the 
battleship Rodney in December 1939. His fleet suffered heavy losses including the aircraft carrier Glorious and nine destroyers during 
the Norwegian Campaign in Spring 1940. He was on board Rodney when she came under air attack and was hit by a 500 kg (1,103 lb) 
bomb that pierced the armoured deck on 9 April 1940. Promoted to Admiral of the Fleet on 8 May 1940, he was advanced to Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath in July 1940. Despite these well deserved accolades Forbes was in disagreement with Churchill 
and the Admiralty over the deployment of ships on anti-invasion duties, believing instead that they would be better used in the Atlantic 
to protect merchant shipping. This eventually led to his removal from command of the Home Fleet in December 1940 and he was duly 
appointed Commander-in-Chief, Plymouth in May 1941. In that capacity he organised the defence of Plymouth from air attack, 
prosecuted attacks on enemy shipping using the harbour at Brest as well as other ports along the French coast, and also initiated the St 
Nazaire Raid in March 1942. Later, Admiral of the Fleet Lord Cunningham of Hyndhope was to say of Forbes during the invasion scare: 
'How right he was...He was in my opinion quite one of the soundest and best of our war admirals, and was never given credit for his 
doings. Winston and Brendan Bracken disliked him.' 

After retiring on 24 August 1943, Forbes pursued his interests in golf and lived at Cawsand Place at Wentworth in Surrey. He attended 
the funeral of King George VI in February 1952 and the coronation of Queen Elizabeth II in June 1953. He was twice married; firstly, in 
1909, to Agnes Millicent, who died in 1915, daughter of J. A. Ewen, J.P., of Potters Bar, by whom he had a son and a daughter, and 
secondly, in 1921, to Marie Louise, daughter of Axel Berndston, of Stockholm, Sweden, by whom he had a daughter. He died at the 
Queen Alexandra's Military Hospital in London on 28 August 1960.

Elsie Emma Harlow was born on 11 December 1882, and joined Queen Alexandra's Imperial Military Nursing Service Reserve on 28 
April 1915, having previously been employed as a Ward Sister at the Hospital for Sick and Wounded Soldiers, Boscombe, Hampshire. 
She served during the Great War in the Salonika theatre from 4 July 1917, and was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 28 
November 1917) whilst serving with No. 64 General Hospital. Awarded the Royal Red Cross in the 1918 New Year's Honours List, she 
transferred to No. 36 General Hospital on 12 March 1918, and subsequently served with No. 23 Hospital in Baghdad from 20 April 
1920 until 14 January 1923. She was presented with her R.R.C. by the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Mesopotamia, on 20 
January 1921. She was demobilised on 29 September 1923, suffering from chest trouble contracted in April 1917 whilst serving in 
Malta, and from defective vision as a result of the glare of the sun contracted in November 1922 whilst serving in Iraq.

Peter James William Davies was born in Ruthin, Wales, in July 1923, and volunteered for the Fleet Air Arm in December 1941. He 
went out to Canada for pilot training, and having gained his "Wings" returned to the U.K. in September 1943. Appointed a Sub 
Lieutenant (A.), he was subsequently posted to No. 813 (F.A.A.) Squadron, on the carrier H.M.S. Campania. 

One of of a handful of Wildcat pilots in the Squadron, he was actively engaged on the Arctic run over the coming months, and was 
credited with an enemy aircraft destroyed on 13 November 1944, for which accomplishment he was mentioned in despatches. 

Luckily for posterity's sake, his own account of the action for which he was later awarded the D.S.C. in February 1944, during Convoy 
JW-64, survives - an action in which fellow Wildcat pilot, Lieutenant (A.) J. A. Quigg, R.N.Z.N.V.R., was shot down, and Davies 
fortunate to get back to the Campania with a damaged engine: 

'It wasn't long before I spotted an 88 low on the water coming towards us. Lieutenant Quigg, just as I saw this, reported six more. We 
dived on the leader and the rest broke up and went into cloud. We carried out several attacks and the 88 disappeared into cloud, the 
starboard engine smoking ... I saw an 88 right down on the water with a Wildcat in hot pursuit. The aircraft had been evidently hit and 
its starboard engine was smoking. I saw Lieutenant Quigg finish his attack and on the breakaway heard him report he'd run out of 
ammunition and had been hit. I came in on the starboard quarter and from above and broke off almost dead astern. It was in this attack 
that my aircraft was hit. I'd seen a lot of tracer coming from the 88 and suddenly there was a bump and a flash. As the aircraft had not 
been badly damaged I came in once more from the starboard quarter and the 88 pulled up into cloud, its starboard engine on fire. As 
my ammunition had run out I was told to return 'home' where I was rather too warmly welcomed [by our own fire] ... By this time the 
engine was coughing unhealthily, especially after I was waved round the first time I made a pass at the deck. The second time I came in 
the engine cut twice on the approach, so I reckoned this time I'd land or be picked up out of the 'oggin'. At least, I'm glad to say the 
aircraft was unserviceable before I hit the barrier.' 

Quigg was fished out of the water by a passing destroyer, and Davies had his portrait in oils painted by Sub. Lieutenant Maskens in the 
ward room during the return voyage - a portrait titled 'Peter Davies - Fighter Pilot' and later exhibited in London. 

Davies' later service included a voyage to Colombo and back, with a stay in South Africa on the return journey, as Lieutenant (Deck 
Landing Officer) in the aircraft-carrier Trouncer. Tragically, however, he was killed in a traffic accident during 1946, as a result of 
which his D.S.C. was sent to his next of kin.

M.C. London Gazette 26 September 191 7: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. Whilst acting as Observer his patrol engaged a superior force of enemy scouts. His 
pilot was wounded, but they continued to fight, destroying one enemy machine. He was then severely wounded, but continued to 
work his gun lying on his back. By this means they were able to destroy a second enemy machine. Afterwards, when returning to our 
lines with their machine badly damaged, he and his pilot drove off two machines which were pursuing them, having displayed the 
greatest gallantry and presence of mind.' 

Thomas Archibald Mitford Stuart "Tam" Lewis originally enlisted in the Royal Fusiliers and served in the 19th Battalion out in France 
during the winter of 1915-16, a period of active service that is well recorded - like his Royal Flying Corps days - in his letters home to 
his mother, and in his pocket diary (see below). In contrast to the famous Christmas truce period of 1914-15, Lewis states that his 
Battalion saw-in the New Year under heavy fire - 'At 11 'o'clock, which is the German midnight, they opened fire with rifles and 
machine-guns and we received a hail of lead over our heads, such as we had never had before. This went on for 10 or 12 minutes and 
then ceased and all was quiet'. But as described in another of his letters home, written in February 1916, other dangers were ever 
present: 

'I had a narrow escape from a sniper's bullet while on sentry duty. It hit a sand bag by my head and scattered the dirt in my face. 
Another time, just after I had passed along a communication trench, a big shell landed but did not explode, just on top of the trench 
and threw lots of debris into it... ' 

Subsequently commissioned into the Royal West Kent Regiment as a 2nd Lieutenant in August 1916, he transferred to the Royal Flying 
Corps, trained as an Observer and, in March 1917, joined No. 20 Squadron, then operating out of St. Marie-Cappel in F.E.2Ds: it was 
not to be long before he discovered the true meaning of the Squadron's motto "Action Not Words", a motto that ideally suited the 
Royal Flying Corps' highest scoring scout unit, and, no doubt, prompted him to carry his pocket edition of the Testamant in his 'left 
hand pocket over my heart, and my brandy flask in the other'. By mid-April, or certainly according to a letter sent home to his mother, 
Lewis was showing all the signs of being an enthusiastic combat airman, a tendency displayed by many aircrew before the true horrors 
of protracted active service became apparent: 

'I still love flying, dear, its simply glorious, the only annoying part is when on a job having to dodge Archie and scrap Fritz. I have done 
exactly 50 hours out here now, 35 of those being over the Lines and have been in nine scraps of varying intensity, not so bad for just 
over a month ... the more I see of the trenches the more thankful I am to be above instead of in them, so buck up, dear, this is the best 
life possible out here ...' 

It was about this time that Lewis was credited with his first air-to-air combat success, following a dogfight fought on 29 April, with 2nd 
Lieutenant Smart at the controls. Again in a letter sent home to his mother, he described his sense of elation: 

' ... I have at last realised my ambition and bagged a Hun. We were returning this evening from a raid and on the way back were 
attacked by umpteen Huns, more than double our own number ... We were fighting for half an hour and were glad to get back safely 
being rather exhausted ... Well we had quite a vigorous and exciting time, at one time with three Huns on my tail ... They did some 
quite good shooting as we found a number of bullet holes in the machine ... Though I fired a lot at about six of them I saw no result... 
[but] ... When we got back we were told by the pilot and Observer of another bus that they had seen us send a Hun down which 
crashed in No Man's Land ... ' 

Another enemy scout was driven down by him and his pilot on 23 May, when No. 20 mixed with seven Albatros scouts, and on 26 
May, in an engagement between 15 Albatros scouts and eight aircraft of No. 20 and ten from No. 1 Squadrons, Lewis, with Captain H. 
G. White as his pilot, accounted for yet another 'driven down out of control'. Throughout much of this period, however, he actually 
served as Captain H. L. Satchell's Observer, although from time to time he also accompanied Lieutenants Boucher and Hay, both ex- 
Royal West Kent Territorials and 'quite nice men'. 

Around 6 p.m. on the evening of 5 June 1917, No. 20 encountered about 15 Albatros scouts over the Ypres-Menin road and in the 
ensuing combat Satchell and Lewis were credited with bringing down the famous enemy ace Karl Emil Schafer, late of Richthofen's 
lasta 11 and a holder of the "Blue Max". The latter 'showed great skill and persistence', but eventually after a quarter of an hour locked 
in close combat, his aircraft was hit by a burst of fire from Lewis's gun 'at very close range' and burst into flames, its wings being seen 
to fall off before it hit the ground. 

In mid-July Lewis "paired up" with an Australian pilot, 2nd Lieutenant "Tom" Burkett, and on the 20th of the month they were forced to 
return early from their patrol 'owing to being affected by an A.A. gas shell'. 

Then on 27 July 1917, having lured a force of Albatros DVs into action over Menin, Burkett and Lewis achieved two confirmed 
victories, but not without cost, their own aircraft being damaged and both men wounded, Lewis severely. As recounted in his M.C. 
citation, he had displayed extraordinary bravery, continuing to fire his gun while lying down on his back. So, too, Burkett, who 
managed to ward off the attention of two more enemy scouts and bring home their crippled aircraft to an emergency landing at No. 1 
Squadron's aerodrome, where it was seen to be 'badly shot about'. So was Lewis, who was fortunate to be attended to by a Doctor 
within two hours - 'There's no phosphorous in the wound now, the Doc. got it all out while it was smoking'. 

Lewis wrote to his mother two days later to tell her that he had 'got a Blighty one in the left leg in what was probably the great air battle 
of the war'. But as it transpired, his condition was far worse than his reported 'I am going on alright', even though he had written to her 
in resolute terms on 2 August: 

'It is in the left leg on the inside of the knee, the bones are not broken but are chipped a bit and being in a joint it will be a difficult and 
slow job to heal, and it is unlikely that I shall be able to bend the leg properly again, so shall always have a stiff leg I suppose. Well that 
is better than having no leg ... ' 

Tragically, however, as revealed by an official telegram home on 24 September, he was indeed about to suffer the loss of his infected 
leg: 'Regret amputation considered necessary. Doctor hopeful'. On the following day it was reported that his operation had been 
completed successfully and his condition was 'favourable', while some three weeks later he was still 'seriously ill but improved', but by 
24 October he was well enough to be evacuated home in the hospital ship St. George , aboard which he endured 'a very rough 
passage'. Packed-off to Lady Northcliffe's Hospital in Grosvenor Crescent, London, he wrote to his mother on the 27th: 

'Dear old Lord French came here yesterday and shook hands with us all. He was very concerned and sympathetic about my leg but I 
assured him it didn't worry me at all, as the false limbs are so good nowadays and they had saved my life in taking it off...' 

In the interim, of course, Lewis had discovered that he was to be awarded the M.C. - 'I was awfully surprised and really don't see what 
we did more than anyone else would have done ... I am supposed to be addressed "M.C." after my name on letters' - news that clearly 
thrilled his family and friends, but 'I wish people didn't make such a fuss about an M.C. Really, I shall soon be too nervous to come 
home if I've got to face what they say in their letters'. Later still, he reflected upon the injustices of the honours system: 

' ... This is a brutal war. I see in The Times of Mon. 4 names of fellows I knew ... the last is poor old Solly of 20 and he was, like Hay, a 
Flight Commander and was killed on Augt. 11th. If anyone deserved a decoration it was he and he ought to have got a D.S.O. instead 
of which they continually overlooked him as they have Capt. Satchell, C Flight Commander. I feel an awful cad getting an M.C. when 
such fellows much more deserving don't... ' 

After the War, Lewis settled in Kent, and, according to one of several accompanying newspaper cuttings, he became the first C.O. of 
the Folkestone Squadron of the Air Defence Cadet Corps, when it became part of the Air Training Corps in 1941. Later still he served as 
a committee member of the unit under its new title, No. 99 Squadron (Folkestone) A.T.C. Lewis died at Hythe in 1960. 
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George Thomas W. "Tom" Burkett, Lewis's pilot in the momentous action of 27 July 191 7, was gazetted for his M.C. on the very same 
day as his gallant Observer: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. With his patrol he engaged a superior force of enemy machines, and although 
wounded early in the engagement, continued to fight. He brought down two hostile machines and drove off two more whilst returning 
to our lines with his own machine badly damaged. In spite of this, however, he succeeded in making a good landing. He displayed 
splendid dash and coolness under very trying circumstances.' 

From Lewis's correspondence it is possible to chart Burkett's path of recovery from a base hospital in France back to London Hospital 
No. 3 at Wandsworth - 'Burkett seems to be doing well, his wound was quite slight really'. As stated above, at some point during his 
hospitalisation he was visited by Lewis's sister, Charlotte, a meeting that led to their marriage. Burkett died in Cumberland in 1952. 

Sold with an important series of original (and occasionally transcribed) wartime correspondence (approximately 60 letters and several 
postcards), mainly from Lewis to his mother and covering the period November 1915, when he first arrived in France with the Royal 
Fusiliers, right through to 1919, with in fact the vast majority dating from his long period of hospitalisation and accordingly providing a 
moving personal record of his struggle for survival, but often, too, with news of old squadron friends and commentary on his M.C. (see 
sample extracts in above biographical entry), many in their original dated envelopes with "Passed Field Censor" red stamps; two letters 
from Assistant Matron C. R. Townend at No. 8 General Hospital at Rouen, one addressed to the recipient's mother and the other to his 
aunt, and both warning of his grave condition (' ... he had a gunshot wound in the knee ... we are hoping to save the leg, but, at 
present, I cannot say definitely how things will go. He had an operation on the knee yesterday and, unfortunately, a haemorrhage 
today ... I daresay he will make light of his condition but he is very seriously ill ...'); a poignant package of documents (tickets, Aliens 
Restriction Forms, etc.) relating to several journeys undertaken by Lewis's mother to France to visit him in hospital, and evidence too of 
his sister Charlotte having made a similar journey in late September 191 7; together with four War Office telegrams reporting on Lewis's 
developing condition following the action on 27 July 1917, and several more sent home by his mother during her visits to him in 
France; his "Active Service Diary" with often detailed entries for the period 13 November 1915 to 16 January 1916; and a framed oil 
painting of the M.C. action by the aviation artist Barry Weekley.

Thomas William Morgan was born in Abecarn, Monmouthshire on 16 March 1891. A Chief Land Surveyor in the Llanarth Estate, and 
captain of the Abercarn Football Club, he attested for service in the 2nd City of London Yeomanry, serving with them in the U.K. from 
21 September - 12 December 1914 when he was discharged to a commission in the R.F.A. With the artillery he landed in Gallipoli in 
August 1915. He was invalided to England, suffering from Paratyphoid Fever, arriving there on 14 December 1915. Pronounced fit for 
light duties, he was posted for duty with 4A Reserve Brigade, R.F.A. at Woolwich in April 1916 and was again on active service from 
June 1917. He was promoted to Lieutenant on 1 July 1917 and attained the rank of Captain and Adjutant on 25 March 1918 and was 
officer in charge of the Signal Sub-Section 26th Brigade R.F.A. from February-April 1918. For his wartime services he was awarded the 
Military Cross, being presented with the decoration at Buckingham Palace in February 1920. Sold with original telegram to attend the 
investiture at Buckingham Palace; original paper clipping re. the presentation, four photographs and a quantity of copied service papers 
and other research.

Josiah Edward Truss was born in Madras, India, on 25 April 1891, and attested for the Seaforth Flighlanders on 20 May 1908. He 
served during the Great War in India, and with the Expeditionary Force in Egypt from 5 April 1918, before receiving a commission as 
Second Lieutenant in the Royal Air Force in October 1918. He saw active service as an Observer Officer in B.E. 2s of No. 114 
Squadron in the Third Afghan War, and was awarded the Military Cross whilst employed as the Acting Stores Officer at Loralai. Whilst 
moving stores by road from Queta to Loralai, his R.A.F. tender was attacked by a gang of bandits. The Official Account of The Afghan 
War 1919 records: 

'Small parties of tribesmen had penetrated as far as the Harnai-Loralai road, and on the 27 July, a gang captured a tender belonging to 
the Royal Air Force near Raigora, 6 miles north west of Smallan. They got away with two Lewis guns, but one officer and 2 British other 
ranks escaped to Harnai, and 2 British other ranks escaped to Smallan.' 

Advanced to Flying Officer in December 1919, Truss transferred to the Equipment Branch between the Wars, and was advanced to 
Flight Lieutenant in July 1929, and to Squadron Leader in December 1936, in which latter rank he was serving on attachment to 
Coastal Command on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939. He later served out in India and was placed on the Retired List as a 
Wing Commander in 1946. He died in Northwood, Middlesex, on 2 July 1978.

'During the attack on Rajput Hill on the Palel-Tamu Road, on the afternoon of 25 June [1944], Jemadar Kalu Ram showed great 
initiative, resource and courage. Taking advantage of dummy air attacks, Jemadar Kalu Ram led his platoon on to the objective and 
quickly placed his sections into position. Almost at once the enemy counter-attacked but before this could develop as a serious threat 
Jemadar Kalu Ram ordered his platoon to charge the enemy with fixed bayonets, he himself leading. The enemy were completely 
routed by this sudden attack and fled in panic. 

Later, when counter-attacked, Kalu Ram once again displayed skill and tenacity in inflicting heavy casualties on the enemy, and 
keeping his platoon position intact until relieved the following morning.' 

Kalu Ram was a Hindu Jat from the village of Dandu in Bikaner district, Rajputana.

The recommendation, dated 30 August 1944, states: 'During the attack on the 
Chateau de Fontaine on 10 July 1944, Major Newton was in command of the 
forward Company. Under his leadership his company reached its objective as 
planned, having killed and captured a large number of the enemy. Major 
Newton next led his Company against its second objective, which necessitated 
an attack in the face of heavy close range fire from enemy tanks. The Company 
suffered severely and subsequently had to be withdrawn. Major Newton himself 
remained behind with two men and a Piat and made two attempts to stalk a tank 
through the corn. Movement, however, brought such fire that he was forced to 
abandon this project. He then crawled back to his company a considerable 
distance away bringing with him a wounded soldier. Throughout the action 
Major Newton's leadership and disregard for his own safety were an inspiration 
to the whole of his Company which was in action for the first time. Major 
Newton has since been wounded and evacuated.' 

Norman James Newton landed with the 5th Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment in 
the 'Gold Sector' on 23 June 1944, and was stationed at St. Mauvieu. After two 
weeks spent in reconnaissance and planning, orders were given for the attack on 
the Chateau de Fontaine. 'During the night of 9-10 July, the Battalion moved by 
march to an assembly area at Mouen, prior to the planned attack on the Chateau 
de Fontaine. 

Shortly after 05:00 hours "C" Company (Major N. J. Newton) on the right, with two troops of tanks in support, signalled the capture of 
Les Daunes. "D" Company (Major K. W. G. Roe) on the left reported, after fighting for it, Horseshoe Wood was clear, and the reserve 
companies were ordered to move up. No further news from "C" Company was received as their wireless had been destroyed. 
However, they were apparently in difficulties in the area of the Chateau, and so the Commanding Officer, Lieutenant-Colonel B. A. 
Coad, went to see for himself. Meanwhile the supporting arms were brought forward to a position behind Horseshoe Wood and news 
was received that the 4th Dorsets had taken Eterville. 

At 08:00 hours it was reported that the tanks were suffering casualties from some 88mm guns away to the right, and "C" Company were 
ordered to put in an attack. The trouble appeared to come from a small wood, in which were found three Tiger tanks and some 
infantry. The infantry were dealt with at the cost of severe casualties, but they were unable to silence the tanks. Owing to the 
precariousness of the position orders were given for the withdrawal and the Battalion was reorganised around the fortress of the 
Chateau. The Battalion had acquitted itself well, having encountered the cream of the German Army, the 10th S.S. Panzer Division. A 
large number of the enemy had been killed, about 80 prisoners taken, and many important maps and documents captured. Major 
Newton and Lieutenant Wetherbee, both of "C" Company, won the M.C., and Corporal Murray, also of "C" Company, the M.M. 

For the next eight days the Battalion maintained its position at the Chateau, which came to be known as the Fortress, in the face of 
intense mortaring and shelling. Major Newton took over the duties of second-in-command of the Battalion. For two consecutive nights 
the village of Verson, to the rear, was bombed by enemy aircraft, making maintaining contact very difficult. On 1 8th July the Battalion 
marched to Bayeux, before, on 21st July, they were ordered to prepare for a large-scale operation due to start early next morning. The 
task of the Battalion was to form a tight bridgehead over the river which ran though the village of Le Mesnil Leveau, and then to take 
the village of Le Quesney. The Battalion concentrated north-east of La Bigne and prepared to go into battle early next morning. That 
evening, when the Commanding Officer was giving his orders, the Battalion Headquarters was heavily mortared. The Padre (Rev. W. R. 
Musgrave) was killed, and the second-in-command (Major N. J. Newton) was wounded.' ( The Story of the 5th Battalion the Dorsetshire 
Regiment in North West Europe refers).

The Recommendation states: 'Since being awarded the Distinguished Flying Medal in March 1943, this Officer has completed further 
sorties with this Squadron. He now has a total of 60 operational flights to his credit. At all times he has proved himself to be cool and 
courageous in the face of the enemy's defences and has set a sterling example as Flight Engineer Leader of the Squadron. On the night 
of 26th July, 1944, as Engineer to the Controller of an attack on Givors, the route over the enemy occupied territory to the target was 
covered by heavy thunderstorms and the aircraft suffered severe icing. These difficult flying conditions were also encountered over the 
target and prevented the normal marking procedure being brought into affect. Displaying great coolness and efficiency, Flight 
Lieutenant Robinson pin-pointed the position of the aircraft despite the difficult conditions and skilfully guided his captain to the aiming 
point. His undaunted determination and skill on this occasion of almost hopeless conditions of weather and in face of enemy 
opposition, enabled the marking to be completed accurately and the raid to be a success. Flight Lieutenant Robinson has always 
displayed outstanding morale and determination which have been an inspiration to all Flight Engineers in the Squadron and he is 
strongly recommended for the award of the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

D.F.M. London Gazette 14 March 1943. 

The Recommendation states: This Flight Engineer has now completed 30 operational sorties against well defended targets in Germany 
and other distant objectives. He has proved himself to be an excellent Flight Engineer, and he has always carried out his duties in a 
most efficient manner. His keenness for operational flying is outstanding and his encouragement to younger engineers is most 
praiseworthy.' 

Covering Remarks of Officer Commanding, Path Finder Force: This N.C.O. has at all times carried out his duties in a highly 
commendable manner and has always been conscientious in his work and unceasingly anxious to operate against the enemy.' 

Garner Robinson was born in Rotherham, Yorkshire, in 1921, the son of John Richard Robinson, and joined the Royal Air Force in 
November 1938. He underwent initial training at Upwood, Henlow and St. Athen before qualifying as a flight mechanic, Aircraftman 
1st Class, in November 1939. Throughout 1940 he was employed maintaining aircraft at R.A.F. West Freugh, Scotland and then to 
Silloth Coastal Command O.T.U.; anxious to be involved in operational sorties he volunteered for aircrew training in September 1941, 
and was posted for operational flying as Flight Engineer 7 (Path Finder Force) Squadron (Stirlings), R.A.F. Oakington, in May 1942. In 
his first operational tour, which started on 7 July 1942, he flew in 30 sorties with the squadron, including to Wilhelmshaven; Duisberg 
(4 times); Hamburg; Saarbrucken; Dusseldorf (twice); Osnabruck (3 times, including his first Path Finder Force sortie on 17 August 
1942); Flensburg; Frankfurt; Kassel; Nuremburg; Krefeld; Cologne; Genoa; Turin (6 times); Mannheim and Munich. His tour over, he 
was posted for instructional duties, after which he briefly returned as Pilot Officer to 7 Squadron before being posted as Flight 
Lieutenant, Flight Engineering Leader, 83 (Path Finder Force) Squadron (Lancasters), based at R.A.F. Wyton. Between 31 January 1943 
and 26 July 1944 he flew in a further 32 operational sorties, including to Hamburg (twice); Cologne (twice); Turin; Wilhelmshaven (3 
times); Bremen; Nuremburg; Munich; Stuttgart (twice); Berlin (5 times); Kiel; Frankfurt (twice); Wuppertal; Brunswick; Magdeburg; 
Ausburg; Schweinfurt; Bordeaux; Toulouse; Paris; Odon; Villeneuve and Givors. He was discharged from the Royal Air Force in July 
1946, and after the War joined the Fire Service in Boston, Lincolnshire, on 23 March 1949. He retired with the rank of Assistant 
Divisional Officer after 32 years and 90 days service, and in 2005 moved to Cyprus, dying there later that year. He is buried in the 
British Cemetery, Kolossi, Cyprus.

Frank Teesdale Woods was born in Northampton on 28 July 1892, and educated at Oundle School, Northamptonshire. From 1911 he 
was employed as a Land Agent in the family firm of Woods & Co., Auctioneers. On the outbreak of the Great War he attested into the 
Royal Warwickshire Regiment, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Northamptonshire Regiment on 23 August 1915. He 
qualified as a Pilot on 12 May 1916, and was seconded for duty with the Royal Flying Corps on 9 August 1916, joining No. 36 
Squadron as an Instructor. On 1 October 1916 he transferred to No. 27 Squadron in France, where he flew Martinsyde G100 fighters, 
before joining No. 70 Squadron, this time flying Sopwith Strutters. 

On 25 January 191 7, whilst serving with No. 70 Squadron on photographic escort duty near Lens, 'I observed three enemy Halberstadt 
fighters in front of me and I immediately opened fire. My left wing wires were shot and I turned for the lines. One enemy aircraft got 
behind on my tail and fired continually at us. After 10 minutes I saw one enemy aircraft suddenly dive vertically and it appeared to be 
completely out of control. I was unable to watch it to the ground as we were still engaged with the remaining two enemy aircraft. 
Owing to our machine being badly damaged I returned home, the enemy aircraft following at a long distance as far as the lines. During 
the fighting I got off about 70 rounds and my observer got off all his drums.' (The recipient Combat in the Air report refers). Woods' 
Commanding Officer added on his return that 'Lieutenant Woods' machine was very badly shot about.' 

After 6 months flying at the Front, Woods was posted to Home Establishment on 28 March 1917, and the following month he was 
appointed a Test Pilot at R.A.F. Hendon, working under Geoffrey de Havilland, the aviation pioneer and aircraft engineer. For this work 
he was awarded the Air Force Cross, and was invested with it by H.M. King George V at Buckingham Palace on 2 August 1919. He 
relinquished his commission on 30 September 1921, and retained the rank of Lieutenant. In civilian life he resumed his occupation as 
an Auctioneer and eventually became Senior Partner of Woods Auctioneers, Northampton. 

Note: Although Woods went overseas in August 1915, his Medal Index Card clearly states 'Ineligible for 14/15 Star'. This usually 
means that a claimant, although having gone overseas, was not actually on the strength of any unit and so ineligible for a medal.

'On the night of the 6th May, 1916, as a working party under Lieutenant 
Rathbone was proceeding down a communication trench, they were fired upon 
from close quarters. On enquiry Lieutenant Rathbone ascertained that the shots 
came from a soldier who had run amok, and had posted himself with loaded 
rifle fixed bayonet further down the trench. Lieutenant Rathbone borrowed a rifle 
and accompanied by Corporal Feldwick advanced along the trench until in view 
of the mentally deranged man. They then advanced with rifles at the ready; the 
officer calling upon the man to surrender. Receiving no reply they then dropped 
their rifles and rushed him, and after disarming him took him to the nearest 
dressing station.' 

Second Lieutenant Rathbone's own account of the action, dated 7 May 1916, 
states: 'I was taking a working party along Cabaret Road and had nearly reached 
the artillery positions when I heard a shot and the bullet seemed to pass close to 
the party. I concluded that it had probably come from an incinerator and took no 
notice. A little further on the artillerymen shouted to us to stop, which I did 
thinking some guns were going to fire. As nothing happened for some time I 
called out to know what was the matter. The artillerymen then shouted "There is 
a man who has gone dotty further up the trench with a loaded rifle". This 
explained the shot and as the trench is shallow I ordered the men to get down. 

The artillery did not appear to be making any attempt to deal with the situation so I borrowed a rifle - loaded - from Corporal Feldwick 
of the 8th and told him to get another and load that. I then worked my way along until I could see the madman and ordered him to put 
his hands up. He took no notice so I walked towards him with my rifle at the ready. As soon as I got near enough I dropped my rifle 
and grasped that of the man, holding it so that he could neither shoot nor use his bayonet. The Corporal and others then rushed up and 
collared him. The bayonet was fixed and the rifle was at full cock with a round in the chamber and one on the magazine. The man was 
with difficulty removed to the dressing station in Hospital Road. I do not know to what regiment the man belonged. The two men of my 

own party who were nearest were Corporal Feldwick and Rifleman Haynes, both of the 8th Battalion. Some of the artillerymen must 

also have seen what occurred.' 

The recipient's own account, dated Villers-au-Bois, 7 May 1916, states: 'On the night of the 6th May whilst on working party under Mr. 
Rathbone, 15th Battalion, proceeding through the Cabaret Road at 8:15 p.m. on the way to the R.E. Dump, we were surprised at having 
a rifle shot fired at us; a little further along the trench we were warned by some Royal Field Artillery men that there was madman in the 
trench in front of us. Mr. Rathbone and myself loaded rifles and waited for the man and called upon him to surrender. No receiving any 
reply Mr. Rathbone and myself rushed the man and after taking away his arms handed him over to the Royal Army Medical Corps.' 

A note in one of the reports suggests that the soldier who ran amok in the trenches belonged to the Royal Irish Rifles. 

Arthur E. Feldwick served with the 8th (Post Office Rifles) Battalion, London Regiment during the Great War on the Western Front from 
18 March 1915. According to D. V. Henderson, G.M., in Heroic Endeavour , 'Corporal Feldwick was severely wounded in a grenade 
incident during his attempt to disarm the soldier.' He was subsequently captured by the enemy at the Battle of Vimy Ridge on 21 May 
1916 and taken Prisoner of War, being held for the rest of the War at Kriegsgflgr camp in Holland.

Henry Preece was born in Witley, and attested for the 4th (Royal Irish) Dragoon Guards on 28 February 1851. He served with the 
Regiment in the Crimea, and took part in the famous charge of the Heavy Brigade at Balaklava, 25 October 1854. He was wounded 
during the charge, and an article from the Shrewsbury Chronicle , dated 3 November 1893, adds the following: 

'Wednesday last being the 39th Anniversary... There was an interesting company at the London Apprentice Inn, Cotton Hill, on 
Wednesday night. Assembled to do honour to the two local survivors of the charge of the Heavy Brigade. Corporal H. Preece, late of 
the 4th (Royal Irish) Dragoon Guards and Trumpet Major Monks who served in the 6th (Inniski 11 ing) Dragoons.... CpI. Preece was for 10 
years in the 4th (Royal Irish) Dragoon Guards and although in his 64th year, he still looks "Hale and Hearty." He was in the Crimea and 
at Balaklava, Inkermann and Sebastopol. He wore his three medals on Wednesday evening. The medal for the Crimea has three clasps, 
he was awarded the "Distinguished Conduct Medal" for conspicuous gallantry in the charge of the Heavy Brigade under General 
Scarlett at Balaklava, during which Preece was hemmed in, with a cossack cavalryman on either side of him. The one on his left 
attempted to decapitate him by a heavy sabre cut, which nearly severed his nose. Preece's attention however, was directed to his 
opponent on the right, whom he cut down. Seeing this, the other cossack fled. Although he had lost a lot of blood Preece went in 
pursuit and served him in a similar manner to his companion returning afterwards through the Russian Cavalry to his own corps. His 
gallant conduct had been observed by his commanding officer, who paid him a high compliment. Corporal Preece claims the honour 
of being the first British Dragoon to enter Sebastopol after its fall. Being at the time orderly to General Sir Edward Cooper Hodges.' 

After military service Preece was employed as Landlord of the London Apprentice Hotel, Cotton Hill, Shrewsbury. He died in June 
1907.

Joseph Bancroft was born in Manchester in 1826, and attested there for the 77th Regiment of Foot on 24 October 1843. He deserted 
on 2 February 1846, rejoining on 24 June of that year; subsequently tried by a District Court Martial he was sentenced to three months 
imprisonment with hard labour. He served with the Regiment in the Crimea, was present at the Battle of the Alma, and was severely 
wounded at the Battle of Inkermann, 5 November 1854. Subsequently invalided back to England, he was discharged as being unfit for 
further service on 1 7 July 1855, as a result of being 'disabled by loss of middle fingers of left hand by amputation after gunshot wound 
received at Inkermann' (service records refer), after 10 years and 220 days' service. 
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A Crimean War D.C.M. group of four awarded to Sergeant-Major Thomas Pegg, 17th Foot, who distinguished himself 
by general zeal and gallantry at the Siege of Sebastopol', and was later Sergeant Instructor of the Stafford Rifle 
Volunteers

Thomas Pegg was born in the Parish of Uttoxeter, Staffordshire and enlisted in the 17th Regiment on 3 January 1843, aged 19 years. 
Advanced to Corporal in October 1846, to Sergeant in October of the following year and to Colour-Sergeant in October 1852, he 
served overseas in the East Indies, 3 years 5 months; Gibraltar, 7 months; in the Crimea, 8 months; Malta, 11 months; and in North 
America, 2 years 11 months. 

Pegg served in the Crimea and was 'present at the Siege of Sebastopol from 19th December 1854 to 1st August 1855, including the 
Assault of the Great Redan on the 18th June 1855' and 'distinguished himself by general zeal and gallantry at the Siege of Sebastopol.' 
He was also awarded the L.S. & G.C. with Gratuity of £15, and was discharged in the rank of Sergeant-Major in January 1864. 

Pegg afterwards served for many years in the 2nd Staffordshire Militia and in the Staffordshire Rifle Volunteers. He died at Stafford on 
25 June 1886, the following obituary being published in the Staffordshire Advertiser: 

'death of a military veteran - We regret to announce the death of Sergt.-Major Thomas Pegg last (Friday) evening, at the age of 63. The 
immediate cause of death was dropsy, but the deceased had been in failing health for some months, although only confined to the 
house a little over a week. Sergt.-Major Pegg had served his country for 40 years successively in the Line, the Militia, and the 
Volunteers. He had seen much service, having taken part in the Crimean War, besides serving in India and Canada. By his intelligence 
and good conduct he rose rapidly from private to non-commissioned officer, and subsequently became sergeant-major of his regiment, 
the 1st Battalion 17th Foot; and during this time he received no less than six testimonials. His service of 14 years in the 2nd 
Staffordshire Militia and 18 in the Stafford Volunteers was no less meritorious. He had received four medals - the Crimean, with bar for 
Sebastopol; the Turkish, one for distinguished conduct in the field, and a fourth for long service and good conduct. The deceased was 
well known as a first-rate drill, and his death will be generally regretted.' 

He was buried in Castle Church cemetery, Stafford, with the following inscription on his headstone:

John Connell served with the 88th Foot during the Crimean War, and having already distinguished himself earlier in the war, is 
recorded in The Crimean Campaign With The Connaught Rangers as being wounded in action during the Final Attack on the Redan, 8 
September 1855: 

'My friend M. was, like the rest of us, carried into the ditch of the Redan, and was in the act of scrambling out of it with no little effort, 
when a sturdy officer of one of the regiments put his foot most inopportunely upon M/s shoulder, and sent him back into the ditch. 
When he shortly afterwards met M. in the trenches, he made the "amende" by offering him a "refresher" out of his flask. 

Immediately upon our reaching the trenches, after quitting the Redan, we received instructions to keep up a continuous fire upon the 
salient, and Russian accounts stated this incessant fire caused many casualties among them. About five pm we were relieved by the 
79th F-lighlanders, and marched back to camp, under the command of Major E. H. Maxwell, our ranks considerably thinned, having left 
behind us so many of our brave fellows, besides those who had been carried off wounded. It was a remarkable fact that almost, if not 
every, man of ours , in possession of a Distinguished Conduct Medal, was either killed or wounded.... Sergeant Major Cooney, 
wounded, lost a leg; Corporal F-lourigan, wounded; Sergeant Price, killed; Sergeant Wrenn, killed; Corporal Connelly, wounded, lost an 
arm; Private Mills, O'Rourke, and Connell, wounded; altogether, two killed and seven wounded. Fifteen men had been awarded the D. 
C. Medal [sic] in April 1855; nine were present at the last attack on the Redan; and, of the remaining six, two had been killed in the 
trenches; one died of sickness, and three had been invalided.' 

Connell is not recorded in the latest published transcription of the casualty roll, however it is interesting to note that 9 (including 
Connell) of the Regiment's 15 D.C.M. winners wore their awards for the Final Attack on the Redan, and as recorded by Abbott's 
Recipients of the Distinguished Conduct Medal 1855-1901 , 'as is the way with all soldiers, it was not long before medals began to be 
lost. Thus on 30th October 1856 replacements were sent to the Crimea for Corporal D. F-lourigan and Private W. Mill [sic], both of the 
88th Foot, who had lost their medals in the assault on the Redan on 8th September 1855.' 

Connell transferred from the 88th Foot to the 41 st Foot in January 1857, then to the 44th and in India to the 47th Foot.

Henry Prompby attested for the Rifle Brigade in July 1848, and served with the 1st Battalion during the Third Kaffir 1850-1853. He 
advanced to Sergeant and served with the Battalion during the Crimean War. Prompby purchased his own discharge for £15, 6 March 
1857.

Henry G. Baker was born in Bethnal Green, London, in 1826, and attested for the 95th Foot at Chatham, in June 1842. He transferred 
to the 61st Foot in July 1844, and advanced to Sergeant in July 1848. He served with the Regiment during the Punjab Campaign, 1848 
-49, and was present at the passage of the Chenab, and the Battles of Sadoolapore, Chilianwalla and Goojerat. Baker later provided an 
account of the action at Chilianwalla, 13 January 1849: 
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'Hoggan's Brigade, consisting of the 36th and 46th N.l. and H.M. 61st, continued to advance through the jungle, when suddenly a 
heavy mass of Sikh Infantry with guns, appeared close to the right flank of the 61st (which had been exposed). Brigadier General 
Campbell, who was in command of the Division, and was close to the right flank of the Regiment, ordered Lieut. Wickham, 
commanding the Grenadier Company to wheel to its right, which he did to the extent of about the eighth of a circle; the other 
Companies conformed as best they could, coming up independently. When the enemy's Infantry broke, General Campbell ordered the 
Companies formed (all were not up, I think) to advance at the double, which we did at the "prepare to charge", and carried the guns 
with a rush. Many of the gunners were killed by our fire, some bolted, but many fought to the last and were killed at the guns. Just in 
front of me there were three guns, one gun was carried off by the enemy most pluckily; horses were brought up (they must have been 
behind some clumps close at hand, they appeared so suddenly), and the gun was taken off at a gallop up the little glade - this was done 
as we rushed the guns.' 

At Goojerat, Baker 'carried the Regimental Colour to the field of Goojerat and handed it to the Ensign a short time before the action 
commenced. I am the only survivor [written in 1892] of the Colour party in that field day.' {Ibid) 

Baker served with Major-General Sir W. R. Gilbert's Field Force in pursuit of the enemy to the Khyber Pass, March 1849, and with the 
Expedition to Kohat in February 1850. He served with the Regiment during the Indian Mutiny and was present during the repulse of 
sorties from Delhi on the 4th, 9th (when wounded in the thigh), 18th and 23rd July 1857. He took part in the assault and capture of 
Delhi, and distinguished himself on 16 September 1857, on which date the Regiment stormed the Delhi Magazine and Baker captured 
the Colours of the mutinous 41 st Native Infantry. 

A narrative, provided by Baker, gives the following for 16 September 1857: 

'The Regiment was formed up before daybreak on the 16th September 1857 in quarter column; the Grenadier company in front. We 
formed up outside the Church and marched in silence along the College wall in the shade. On arrival near the breach Colonel Deacon 
gave the word "Charge!" Then the breach was soon mounted and we cleared the Magazine of all Sepoys and thieves, and after a short 
time closed the gates. But they gave us little peace for in about two hours time they returned in force outside the walls and gave us a 
good peppering; but we warmed the rascals outside with hand-grenades, so when they found they could not dislodge us they retired 
and left us quiet. 

The breach was defended by six heavy guns - 32 pounders - loaded with grape-shot and facing the entrance to the breach; but the rush 
of our men was too sudden to permit them to be fired - we captured 186 guns; a very large number of cases of bottled beer, and plenty 
of rum in bheestie-bags. We remained a few days in the Magazine and found the beer very acceptable, we afterwards moved to the 
Ajmere gate and then to the College. 

The Magazine was defended by the 41st Native Infantry and other Vagabonds. I had the regimental Colour of the 41st for a number of 
years. 

Surgeon Reade received the Victoria Cross for attending the wounded in the streets of Delhi, under a very heavy fire. 

Colonel Deacon would not recommend any man for the Victoria Cross. He said that every man had done his duty and if one man 
received the Victoria Cross his comrades would be jealous. So no one got it. 

The 61st Regiment wore all kinds of clothing at the capture of the Magazine, on the 16th September; principally the twill cotton shell 
jackets and trousers dyed a very ugly khaki - dyed in the Camp before Delhi: - some were in old blue cotton trousers, in fact we were a 
rough looking lot dressed any how, just as the men fell into the ranks. I myself fractured the seat of my trousers in getting up the breach 
into Delhi, and it would not have looked very nice if I had my photograph taken then. The men wore the old round forage caps with 
white covers, which were very dirty, the leather peak covered with a curtain behind to protect the neck. The officers and men wore 
beards. No water bottles were in use; water when it could be obtained was carried by bheesties in skins (mussucks). 

The Colours were not carried into the Magazine. On our arrival in camp before Delhi I took the Colours off the poles and placed them 
in the paymaster's Chest, where they remained some time after the Capture of the city. When we got a little quiet I sent an escort to the 
camp for them and replaced them on the poles. The Colour poles and Cases were fastened to the centre poles of the Quarter Guard 
tent.' 

The Regimental Journal, a century later, added, 'It was at Delhi, as R.S.M., that he distinguished himself by capturing the Colours of the 
41st Native Regiment which had originally mutinied at Sitapur. For his services he was offered a commission but for family reasons 
refused, and was granted the D.C.M.' 

Baker was awarded the L.S. & G.C. in 1860, and subsequently served as Sergeant-Major of the 15th Middlesex Volunteers (London 
Scottish), 1862-1872. He served as Assistant Executive Officer, National Rifle Association, 1862-1881, and was appointed Yeoman 
Warder, Tower of London, and Yeoman of the Royal Body Guard in February 1866. Baker filled the place of Thomas Darling of the 
Scots Greys, and resided at 4, The Parade, Tower of London. He was the oldest serving Yeoman of the Guard on his death, aged 84, in 
May 1910. Baker was succeeded as Yeoman Warder by Albert Curtis, V.C. 

One of 1 7 D.C.M.'s awarded for the Indian Mutiny, and unique to the 61 st Foot. 

Walter Edward Baker was the son of Henry G. Baker, and was born in the parish of St. Peters, London. He attested as a Boy Soldier for 
the Army Service Corps at Aldershot, in March 1879. The following year he was appointed a Bugler, and transferred to the 1st 
Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment in June 1883. He advanced to Sergeant in February 1885, and Colour Sergeant in October 1891. 
He transferred as Sergeant-Major to the 3rd Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment in April 1900, and was discharged 19 April 1909. He 
followed in his father's footsteps and was appointed a Yeoman Warder, and had three sons - all of whom went on to serve with the 
Gloucestershire Regiment.

William Street, Royal Highlanders was awarded the D.C.M. for his services in the Ashantee War of 1873-74, in particular at Amoaful, 
31 January 1874, where he was wounded: The cheerful disregard of personal danger of Sergeant-Instructor of Musketry Street, though 
badly wounded in the thigh/. His medal was presented to him by the Queen at Windsor Castle on 16 May 1874. 

William Street was born in Ashton-Remenham, near Henley on Thames, Berkshire, and attested for the 42nd Foot at Westminster, in 
January 1858. He served with the Regiment during the Indian Mutiny, and advanced to Sergeant in March 1862. Street was promoted 
to Sergeant Instructor of Musketry just prior to his service during the Ashantee campaign. The Regiment arrived on the Gold Coast in 
January 1874, 'and proceeded with the rest of the troops into the interior... the main body of the Ashantis were encamped on the hill 
rising towards the town of Amoaful.... When, on the morning of the 31 st [January 1874], the front of the force was a few hundred yards 
beyond the village of Eginkassi, it was assailed by a heavy fire from a hidden enemy. Five companies of the Black Watch were already 
in skirmishing order, and the slugs were dropping thick and fast. There were few officers who did not receive some injury, and nearly 
100 of the men were wounded. Captain Rait's shells soon forced the enemy to clear the road. The Black Watch took instant advantage 
of their gradual retirement. Sir Archibald Alison saw that the moment had come, and he bade the pipers play up. With a ringing cheer 
the Highlanders went straight at the concealed foe. The Ashantis gradually disappeared, and by 11am the village of Amoaful was in 
British occupation. Of the Black Watch, Major Baird was mortally wounded; Major Macpherson (Cluny), Captains Creagh and 
Whitehead, Lieutenants Berwick, Stevenson, Cumberland and Mowbray, and 104 men were wounded. After the long battle of Ordah- 
su on the morning of February 4th, in which Captain Moore and Lieutenants Grogan and Wauchope were wounded - the last severely, 
the troops entered Coomassie and gave three cheers for the Queen. The Black Watch was the first to enter, the pipers playing at its 
head.... 

The campaign thus at an end, Sir Garnet Wolseley brought his force back without delay to the coast.... The Victoria Cross was 
bestowed upon Sergeant Samuel McGaw. The non-commissioned officers and men who were selected to receive medals "for 
distinguished conduct in the field," and had them presented by the Queen in the presence of Colonel Sir John C. McLeod, K.C.B., 
commanding the regiment, were William Street, sergeant-instructor of musketry; Sergeant Henry Barton; Privates John White, George 
Ritchie, George Cameron, and William Bell; Piper James Weatherspoon; Privates Henry Jones, William Nichol, and Thomas 
Adams.' (The Black Watch , The Record of an Historic Regiment, by A. Forbes, refers) 

Street was awarded the L.S. & G.C. in January 1876, and was discharged 21 January 1879, having served 21 years and 7 days with the 
Colours. 
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A fine Egypt D.C.M. and 5 clasp campaign medal group of three awarded to Sergeant J. Sutherland, Royal 
Highlanders, for gallantry at the Battle of Tamaai, 13 March 1884

'For distinguished coolness, and for encouraging his comrades at Tamaai.' 

John Sutherland was born at Millfield, I nkerkei I lor, Forfar, Scotland, in February 1859. He attested for the Royal Highlanders in June 
1880, and advanced to Sergeant in January 1884. Rudolph gives the following for the Regiment's hard fought campaign in Egypt, all of 
the actions which are listed Sutherland was present for: 

'In 1882, the Egyptian War commenced, and the Royal Highlanders, forming part of the Highland Brigade, stormed the entrenchments 
of Tel-El-Kebir. General Hamley states: 

"The assault began at five minutes to five, the station was captured at half past six, and at seven the whole brigade was again in order. 
Thus, in that interval of time, the Highland Brigade had broken under a tremendous fire into the middle of the enemy's entrenchments, 
had maintained itself there in an arduous and dubious conflict for 20 minutes, had then captured two miles of works and batteries, 
piercing the enemy's centre, and loosening their system of defence, and had finished by taking the camp and the railway trains, and 
again assembling, ready for any further enterprise." 

The words "Egypt, 1882-84," and "Tel-El-Kebir," were, by Royal permission, added to the honours of the Black Watch. Next came the 
fighting near Suakin, the engagements of El Teb and Tamaai followed in quick succession, and such was the conduct of the Black 
Watch during these actions that Lord Wolseley sent the following telegram: "Well done, old comrades of the Black Watch." ' 

Sutherland was attached to the Regimental Mounted Infantry Section in September 1884, and served with the Desert Column during 
the Nile Expedition 1884-1885. 1 officer and 22 other ranks (including Sutherland) of the Royal Highlanders served in the Mounted 
Infantry Camel Regiment on the Nile, all of whom fought at Abu Klea. He transferred to the Army Reserve in May 1886, and was 
discharged in 1896. After Sutherland's military service he was employed by Morningside College, Edinburgh. He died at the Royal 
Infirmary Perth, in August 1924. 
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An Egypt and Sudan D.C.M. group of three awarded to Sergeant W. Eaton, Royal Artillery, for gallantry at Abu Klea, 
17 January 1885, and afterwards at Gubat, 19 January, for which he was awarded the D.C.M. and promoted Sergeant 
- Gunner A. Smith, also of the 1st Battery, 1st Brigade, Southern Division, was awarded the Victoria Cross for his 
gallantry at Abu Klea

William Eaton was born in Manby, Lincolnshire, and attested for the Royal Artillery at Portsmouth, in December 1880. He advanced to 
Corporal, and served with the 1st Battery, 1st Brigade, Southern Division, Royal Artillery in Egypt, February 1884 - February 1887. 
Eaton accompanied the 1st Battery as part of the column that was sent up the Nile to relieve General Gordon in Khartoum, and was 
one of four Officers and 42 other ranks from the 1st Battery present at Abu Klea. Armed with three 2.5 inch R.M. "Screw" Guns, which 
were transported on camels, the Battery played a prominent role at Abu Klea and Gubat. 

At Abu Klea the guns were positioned in front face of the square formation, 'it was clear from the start that the advance would be 
strongly opposed and that the square was likely to be subjected to continuous attack from several directions as it moved slowly 
forward. When the march began the guns were carried on their camels, but soon they were taken off, assembled, and then hauled 
forward with drag ropes so as to be ready for instant action. Thereafter they were constantly required to be brought into action to fire a 
few rounds through gaps in the perimeter at the swarms of menacing horsemen who were circling round the square seeking an 
opportunity for attack. 

Presently a large formed body of enemy appeared on the left front and charged the square. The guns engaged them with shrapnel, the 
spongemen swinging their long spongestaffs as they rammed the charges and shell from the muzzle to keep up their three rounds a 
minute. The rifles of the infantry mowed down great blocks of the enemy's front line but all the time others surged forward to take the 
place of those who had fallen. The attack was held in front but the charge broke the left rear of the square by sheer weight of numbers 
and a hand to hand combat began inside it.' (Honour Titles of the Royal Artillery, by Major-General B. P. Hughes, refers) 

When the square was broken, the artillerymen fought the enemy hand-to-hand, with Gunner A. Smith, and Sergeants W. Eaton and T. 
Lee distinguishing themselves during the battle. There, 'was no confusion, or even alarm, as the intruders were grimly evicted; but the 
enemy were right among the guns for a few moments and quick thinking and action were required of men who had other tasks to carry 
out. Lieutenant J. D. Guthrie knocked down the Arab who was upon him but fell in the ensuing melee. Then Gunner Albert Smith 
seized the handspike of his gun and brained the Arab with it, and thereafter, still armed with the same effective weapon, held off all 
comers till none remained. So, after a sharp struggle, the enemy were eliminated and Gunner Smith was awarded the Victoria Cross for 
his action in saving the life of his officer.' (ibid) 

For his own gallantry on that fateful day, and afterwards at Gubat, Eaton was awarded the D.C.M. and promoted to Sergeant. Although 
Eaton intended to be a career soldier, he died whilst home on furlough 12 May 1892, at St. Peter's Hospital, London. 
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A regimentally unique D.C.M. group of three awarded to Private J. Warburton, Durham Light Infantry, for gallantry at 
Ginniss on 30 December 1885, where he saved the life of Lieutenant-Colonel A. C. B. Haggard - his actions were 
mentioned by the latter officer in his book 'Under Crescent and Star '

D.C.M. awarded for the battle of Giniss, 30 December 1885. Recommendation submitted to the Queen, 16 March 1886. 

John Warburton attested for the 2nd Battalion Durham Light Infantry in 1881, and after a period with the Regiment in Gibraltar arrived 
in Egypt in April 1885. He was attached to the 1 Battalion Egyptian Army in November 1885. At Giniss, Warburton served as Orderly 
to Lieutenant-Colonel Andrew Haggard (elder brother of the novelist Rider Haggard). Warburton's officer was to become a published 
author himself, and Haggard records his time in Egypt in his book Under Crescent And Star. 

Waburton features in Haggard's book, especially for the battle of Giniss during the clearing of the villages, when he saved Haggard's 
life: 

'We next tried to effect an entrance to the loop-holed houses on the river-side. Here we found no doors at all, but plenty of small loop¬ 
holes, from one of which the officer with me, an Egyptian lieutenant named Mahomed Hamdi, was shot dead at about fifteen paces' 
distance. I nearly lost my own life too at this period in an unexpected manner. A Dervish had poked out his rifle from a loop-hole I had 
not noticed, within about five yards of my head, and was covering me, when my English orderly-room clerk, Private John Warburton of 
the Durham Light Infantry, saw it, as the song says:- 

"Not too soon and not too late, 

But just in time." 

He gave me a tremendous shout, just in time to make me jump aside and avoid the shot. 

Leaving a section of men lining the Nile bank, under good cover among palm-trees, to keep up a fire on the loop-holes facing that way, 
we went to try another plan. We now entered one or two detached houses, finding in them some living, and some dead men who had 
been killed by the Blacks before; but we left all dead behind us, and got another man killed ourselves. An athletic corporal, named 
Mahomed Daoud, showed himself remarkably active with his bayonet among the Dervishes in these houses, jumping upon them 
instantly and running them through before they had time to cover him with their rifles. In spite of the disagreeable nature of the 
business still to be done, it had to be accomplished. The main block had to be entered, and enter it we did, from the side nearest to the 
ravine and the fort at Kosheh. There was certainly just a little hesitation at first; but once half-a-dozen men had got in, the fellows all 
went at it with a will, going straight at every low doorway and through the narrow passages and rooms from nearly end to end of these 
connected houses, shooting and bayoneting all they came across. It was, owing to the lowness of the doors and the built-up traverses 
across the passages, the most difficult place to work one's way through, but the Egyptians did it well. 

Unfortunately, however, there were two fortified rooms from which we could not dislodge the enemy, although only a very small 
number of them were left alive. One of these was the room from which Lieutenant Hamdi had been killed, and we could neither bring 
the gun to bear on it, from a distance, nor get into it from the other houses. However, Hamdi's body was still lying outside the loop¬ 
holes of this room, and as we could not leave it there, we had to go round to the river-side again to fetch it away. While doing so, 
taking four men with a stretch, and Warburton and a couple of Egyptians to try and keep down the fire from some loop-holes opposite, 
we got another man killed. Private Warburton, too, who was most plucky and useful, standing out in the open and keeping up a well- 
directed and rapid fire on the loop-hole nearest our stretcher party, had a very narrow escape. While his own rifle was up at the 
"present", one of the enemy's bullets passed through his sleeve at the shoulder close to his head, but did not even touch the skin! We 
managed to get off poor Hamdi's body without any more loss.... 

After the fight officers commanding corps were requested to send in the names of officers and men who had distinguished themselves. 
In addition to the names of some two or three Egyptians officers.... Private John Warburton's name was sent in, and I am glad to say he 
was given the Distinguished Conduct Medal. He well deserved it; for although he had never been in action before, he behaved during 
all that village-fighting with the utmost calmness, sense, and pluck, and was of the very greatest use in every way, just when a sensible 
and plucky fellow was most wanted.' 

1 of only 2 D.C.M.s to the Durham Light Infantry for the Egyptian Campaign 1882-89, and regimentally unique for Giniss. 
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A rare North West Frontier D.C.M. pair awarded to Private C. Poile, 1st East Kent Regiment, for the famous Victoria 
Cross night action at Bilot, 16th to 17th September 1897; Poile received a gun shot wound to his forehead during the 
action

D.C.M. London Gazette 21 April 1 899. One of four D.C.M's won by the Buffs in the night action at Bilot on the North West Frontier of 
India. In addition, no less than three Victoria Crosses were won in this same action, by Lieutenants Watson and Colvin of the Royal 
Engineers and Corporal James Smith of the Buffs. Private Poile was wounded by a gunshot to his forehead. 

The following speech was made by Brig.-General Sir R. Westmacott, K.C.B., D.S.O., at a parade of the troops of the Nagpore District 
on the 5th July 1899, to present the Victoria Cross to Corporal James Smith, and the Distinguished Conduct Medal to Private C. Poile: 

'Officers, N.C.O's and men of the Nagpore Command. You are paraded here today by order of Her Most Gracious Majesty The Queen 
to witness the presentation of the V.C. to Corporal Smith of The Buffs. It is the highest order for valour in the world, is open alike to 
officers and men, and is the ambition of every soldier. Four men of Corporal Smith's section were awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal at the same time, a decoration second as regards valour only to the Victoria Cross. Privates Nelthorpe, Lever and Finn have 
already received their medals at the hand of Her Most Gracious Majesty The Queen, at Windsor, and Private Poile is on parade today. 
The circumstances under which these brave men won these decorations were as follows: 

On the evening of the 16th September, 1897, The Buffs were returning to Camp fighting their way inch by inch in one of those rear 
guard actions we all know so well, against large forces of an invisible enemy. A call was made on the regiment for an escort for a 
wounded officer in a dhoolie. Major Moody who was in command of the rear guard, told off the left section of "G" Company as it 
happened to be the nearest. This was Corporal Smith's section, consisting of 12 men, all told. They never found the wounded officer, 
but they came across No. 8 Bengal M. Battery, with some sappers, to whom they attached themselves. Being very heavily pressed it 
was decided to bivouac for the night in the village of Bilot. That part of the village not occupied by this little force was held by the 
enemy who set fire to the village to try to drive our people into the open. Lieutenants Watson, R.E., and Colvin, R.E., both decorated 
since with the V.C., with Corporal Smith's section and some sappers made two desperate attempts to drive the enemy out of the village. 
Corporal Smith, who was twice severely wounded, continued to command his section, and only lay down when he received a distinct 
order to do so, and even then continued to fire on the enemy. Privates Poile, Lever, Finn and Nelthorpe were also awarded 
Distinguished Conduct Medals for their conspicuous gallantry on this occasion; Privates Poile, Lever and Nelthorpe were all wounded. 
The little force was relieved from Camp in the early morning, but not until out of the 12, 2 were killed and four wounded. [Note: The 
official casualty roll reveals that 2 were killed and 9 wounded, only one man being unwounded] 

Remember this; this was no selected section, it was no picked body of men, Major Moody took the first section that came to hand, and 
so I say we may take them as a fair sample of what the other sections throughout the regiment are. Corporal Smith, Privates Poile, 
Lever, Finn and Nelthorpe, are worthy successors to those pioneers in following Lieutenant Latham who, in spite of losing his arm, 
saved the King's Colour, and won the gold medal (which was the V.C. in those days) at Albuhera, that battle where The Buffs went into 
action 750 strong and 65 only answered their names at evening Roll Call.'

Of the three D.C.M.'s awarded to the Regiment for the Tirah Campaign, Rudolph records 2338 Colour Sergeant W. Wallis and 3070 
Private C. [sic] Sullivan's acts of gallantry as 'Storming a Sangar'. 

The History of the Second Queen's now the Royal West Surrey Regiment by Davis offers the following: 

'The weather now began to show signs of breaking, and there were many indications that the winter season with its heavy snows was 
rapidly approaching; it had therefore become evident that unless the troops were to spend the winter in the severe Tirah climate, it 
would shortly become necessary for them to return to India. Consequently, on 25th November [1897], the heavy luggage baggage was 
despatched to Shinawari. At the same time it was felt that before withdrawal a punitive expedition should visit the Massuzai and 
Chamkanni Valleys, the inhabitants of which had been at various times actively concerned in forays into British territory; and the latter, 
an especially truculent tribe of robbers, had recently ambushed and destroyed a strong patrol of the Kapurthala Imperial Service 
Regiment, when on reconnoitring duty from the Kurram Valley. The task was confided to General Gaselee, who, with a force consisting 
mainly of the 2nd Brigade, was directed to carry out the necessary operations in conjunction with the Kurram Valley column, whilst the 
remainder of the troops awaited the result of the negotiations at Bagh. 

The passes leading from Tirah to these valleys being unknown, but reported to be very difficult, it was arranged that in order to facilitate 
supply, General Gaselee's force should march in two bodies, at an interval of one day's march. On 26th the leading column moved off 
at 6.30am in a westerly direction, accompanied by Sir W. Lockhart and the Headquarter's Staff, 4 companies of the Queen's, with the 
Ghurkha Scouts, forming the advanced guard, the remainder of the Battalion being at the head of the main body. Shortly after leaving 
the camp the troops were fired on, and a running fight ensued until about 3pm, when they bivouacked at the entrance of the Losaka 
Pass. 

During the course of this engagement, a smart action was performed by Lieutenant H. A. Engledue, which gained the unstinted praise 
of General Gaselee, who witnessed the incident. On being detailed with about 20 men to drive a party of Afridis from a sangar on the 
crest of a ridge, whence they were harassing the column, this Officer wisely divided his force into two parts, directing half to keep up a 
heavy covering fire to distract the enemy's attention, whilst he skilfully led the remainder by some dead ground against a flank of the 
sanger. In consequence of these tactics the Afridis, who were expecting a frontal attack, were completely surprised, and Lieutenant 
Engledue succeeded in killing 2, wounding several, and capturing 3 or 4 rifles, the latter a great achievement, with the loss of but one 
man killed.' 

Edward Sullivan was born in Islington, London, and attested for the Royal West Surrey Regiment (having served previously with the 3rd 
Battalion East Surrey Regiment) at Guildford, in June 1890. He was convicted several times for drunkeness in the years prior to service 
with the 1st Battalion in India. 

After distinguishing himself during the Tirah Campaign, Sullivan transferred to the Army Reserve in March 1898. He re-engaged for 
service with the 2nd Battalion Royal West Surrey Regiment for service during the Second Boer War. He served with the Battalion in 
South Africa, October 1899 - April 1900, and was severely wounded at Colenso, 15 December 1899. He was discharged 'Medically 
Unfit' in October the following year. 

Sullivan re-engaged for a second time, this time with the 4th Battalion, The Buffs, for service during the Great War. He served at Home, 
1915-1916, before being discharged 'Medically Unfit' in May 1916. In later life he resided in Northfleet, Kent, before his death in a 
London County Council Institution in Mile End, London, in 1948. 
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The regimentally unique 'Omdurman' D.C.M. group of four awarded to Colour Sergeant H. Sheppard, Royal West 
Kent Regiment, attached Egyptian Army, twice mentioned in despatches for the Sudan campaign, and once for the 
Second Boer War

Henry Sheppard was born in Charlton, Kent, and attested for the Royal West Kent Regiment at Maidstone, in March 1887. He 
advanced to Sergeant in December 1890, and transferred to the Egyptian Army in October 1892. Sheppard served in Egypt December 
1892 - February 1899 and September 1899 - March 1900 (M.I.D. London Gazette 24 May 1898 and 30 September 1898). He was 
promoted Colour Sergeant in April 1895, and returned to the 2nd Battalion, Royal West Kent Regiment in February 1899. He served 
with the Battalion in South Africa, March 1900 - November 1902 (10 September 1901). 

Sheppard was discharged 1 August 1903, and re-engaged for service during the Great War aged 52, in November 1914. He was posted 
as Colour Sergeant to the 9th Battalion, Royal West Kent Regiment in November 1914. He transferred to the 29th (Infantry Works) 
Battalion Middlesex Regiment in September 1916, and to the Labour Corps in June 1917. Sheppard was discharged due to 'Old Age', 
20 October 1918. 
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A Boer War D.C.M. group of three awarded to Private T. Roberts, King's Own Royal Lancaster Regiment, Mentioned 
in Despatches for his gallantry at Spion Kop, 24 January 1900

3308 Private Roberts moved about bandaging wounded men under heavy fire, and saved at least one man's life.' 

Thomas Roberts was born in Manchester, and attested for the King's Own Royal Lancaster Regiment at Lancaster in September 1891. 
He served with the Regiment during the Second Boer War, and with particular distinction at Spion Kop, 24 January 1900 and at 
Vryheid, 11 December 1900. 

Whilst Roberts was definitively M.I.D. for Spion Kop, Abbots' Recipients of the Distinguished Conduct Medal 1855-1909 and Rudolph's 
Campaign Histories of the Infantry Regiments of the British Army both give Roberts as being awarded the D.C.M. for gallantry at 
Vryheid. This is in contrast to Cowper's regimental history, The King's Own , The Story of A Royal Regiment which states the award was 
for Spion Kop. 

Rudolph gives the following for D.C.M.s to the King's Own Royal Lancaster Regiment, and for the action at Vryheid: 

'Private G. [sic] Roberts - Gallantry at Vryheid, 11 December, 1900.... 

At Vryheid six companies and headquarters were left to hold the town and the hill which commands it. The remainder of the garrison 
consisted of two naval 12-pounders and one company Mounted Infantry. The position was large and the work of defence laborious, in 
addition to heavy outpost duty. On 7th October the enemy made an attack which was easily beaten off. On the night of 10th-11 th 
December at 2.20am the Boers made a determined attempt to take the hill. They rushed the lower plateau where the mounted infantry 
were encamped, but, though they kept up a heavy fire till dark on the 11th and even succeeded in getting within 50 yards of the naval 
12-pounder at the south end of the hill, the coolness and steadiness of the men, combined with the good defences prepared, enabled 
them to hold their position, and the enemy never made another attempt to take the position during the rest of the war. The casualties 
were 3 officers killed, including Lieut.-Colonel Gawne, commanding; 5 men wounded. The enemy's loss was heavy.' 

Cowper gives the following for the Regiment at Spion Kop: 

'So great were the casualties at Spion Kop that the arrangements for evacuation of the wounded completely broke down. Private Collins 
of the King's Own, who was wounded in the arm towards the end of the day, describes how he ran to the doctor who was already 
dealing with more cases than he could manage. No field-dressings had up to then been issued, and a man called Roberts saved Collin's 
life by tearing a band off his haversack to make a tourniquet. Roberts was afterwards awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for 
bandaging wounded men under a heavy fire. No stretchers were available, and Collins was carried down the hill to the Field Dressing 
Station, whence he was evacuated by bullock wagon to Spearman's Camp.' 

Roberts was discharged 1 September 1903, having served 12 years with the Colours.

William Francis Tobin was born in Limerick, Ireland, and attested for the West Riding Regiment at the city of his birth, in January 1887. 
He transferred to the 1 st Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment in May 1888. He advanced to Sergeant Major Cook in February 1896, 
and transferred in that rank to the 2nd Battalion in December 1898. 

Tobin served with the Regiment in Egypt, April 1897 - December 1898, and in South Africa, November 1899 - August 1901 (awarded 
L.S. & G.C. in October 1907). He was discharged 31 January 1908, having served 21 years, and died at Huddersfield in March 1944.

Henry Poole was born in Burdett Road, London, and attested for the Scottish Rifles (having previously served with the 4th Battalion 
Essex Regiment) at Hamilton, in October 1891. He advanced to Corporal in October 1898, and Sergeant in January 1901. He served 
with the 2nd Battalion during the Second Boer War, October 1899 - September 1902, and was wounded and taken prisoner of war at 
Blood River Poort, 1 7 September 1901. He was discharged 1 October 1903, having served 12 years with the Colours. 

Poole returned to East London, and was employed with the Leyton and District Council Tramway, prior to attesting as Sergeant with the 
7th Battalion, Essex Regiment at Leyton, in February 1913. He served during the Great War with the 7th Battalion, and was part of the 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, from July 1915. He was discharged in December 1917. 

Poole is erroneously listed with the intial 'W' in both the London Gazette and Abbot's Recipients of the Distinguished Conduct Medal 
1855-1909 , his service papers give him as 'Harry' and 'Henry'.

Regimental Sergeant Major, Liverpool Regiment

Samuel Holt Willis was born in Bombay, India, and attested for the East Lancashire Regiment at Dover, in March 1884. He advanced to 
Colour Sergeant in April 1897, and was posted to the 3rd Battalion in March 1899. He served with the Battalion during the Second 
Boer War, February 1900 - March 1902 (awarded L.S. & G.C. in October 1903). 

Willis advanced to Sergeant Major in June 1901, and was discharged 20 September 1907, having served 23 years and 191 days with 
the Colours. He re-engaged for service as a Private during the Great War with the Liverpool Regiment, in September 1914. He was 
immediately appointed an Instructor, and was appointed Sergeant Major with the 13th Battalion the following month. He served as 
Regimental Sergeant Major with the 3rd Battalion in the Egyptian theatre of war from September 1915. Due to some drunken 
misdemeanours, his rank and unit was changeable, and he also served with the Royal Scots and the Labour Corps. He was discharged 
Acting Company Quarter Master Sergeant, 18 September 1918. 

There seems to be some human error in transcription, both on the medals, and in Abbots' Recipients of the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal 1855-1909 , with the latter listing "720 C/Sgt Willis, W 3 E. Lancashire Regiment' and '393 QMS Williamson, Sidney Herbert 1

May 1902, and resigned his commission 7 July 1902. He was Mentioned in Despatches on 23 June 1902, and subsequently awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal, one of only three D.C.M.s awarded to Kitchener's Fighting Scouts. 

Zeder re-engaged for service as a Second Lieutenant with the 4th Battalion Oxford and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry during the Great 
War, and served in the French theatre of war from 15 May 1916. He is recorded in Officers Died in the Great War as died of wounds 
'In German Hands', 3 July 1916. Zeder is buried in the Cabaret-Rouge British Cemetery, Souchez, France.

Oliver Flenry Bengough Leek was born in Bristol on 3 February 1905, and joined the Bristol Police Fire Brigade as a Constable in 1926. 
During the period of the Blitz he was a fire-ground officer responsible for the control of a large area of Bristol, in addition to being the 
reinforcing officer for Bath, Weston-super-Mare, Exeter, Plymouth, and other places in the South-west. 

On 18 August 1941 he was appointed Senior Company Officer and acting Column Officer in Charge of the Sub-Division consisting of 
South Bristol and North Somerset, with the responsibility of organising fire defence in that area, and was subsequently given command 
of the strategically more important area of the centre of Bristol. His final Wartime posting was as Deputy Sub-Area Commander of 
Bristol, North Somerset, and South Gloucestershire. 

In 1947 he was promoted to Divisional Officer and transferred as Sub-Area Commander of Swansea and West Glamorgan. When the 
National Fire Service was returned to the control of the local authorities on 1 April 1948, he was appointed Chief Officer of the 
Breconshire and Radnorshire Fire Brigade, and was awarded the King's Police and Fire Services Medal in the 1952 New Year's 
Honours List. He retired in 1961, and died in August 1993.

In nearly every action in which the Navy has fought since the introduction of steam, the officers and men in the engine rooms and 
stokeholds have frequently won the special praise of their commanding officers, and never was such praise more worthily earned than 
when the cruiser H.M.S. Kent chased, fought and sank the German light cruiser Nurnberg off the Falkland Isles on 8 December 1914. 

The armoured cruiser Kent, commanded by Captain John D. Allen, was a vessel of 9,800 tons, designed for a speed of twenty-three 
knots, and on the morning when the German fleet, under Admiral von Spee, walked into the trap that had been prepared for it at the 
Falkland Islands, she was doing the duty of guardship at the entrance to Port William harbour. Many of the ships inside had filled up 
with coal the day before, but the Kent was one of those detailed to fill her bunkers on the 8th, so that she was none too well provided 
with fuel. As soon as the Germans were sighted, Admiral Sturdee ordered the Kent to weigh anchor and keep in touch with the enemy 
while the remainder of our ships were getting up steam. The cruiser stood out to sea at once, and it will always remain a mystery why 
the heavy German ships, with their long-range 8.2 inch guns, did not there and then open fire on the isolated British vessel, for they 
were well within range, and altogether outmatched the Kent, with her 6-inch weapons. Those on board fully expected that the attack 
would be made, but much to their surprise, the enemy sheered off instead to the east, leaving the Kent to shadow them without 
interference. 

Presently the rest of the British squadron headed out of harbour at a rapidly increasing speed, and the ships quickly disposed 
themselves into battle formation, the battle cruisers Invincible and Inflexible leading the line and engaging the Gneisenau and 
Scharnhorst. In the course of a few hours the action had resolved itself into three distinct phases. The heavy armoured ships fought out 
their battle alone; the Glasgow and Cornwall devoted themselves to the Leipzig; while Captain Allen, the junior of the cruiser captains, 
was entrusted with the task of accounting for the Nurnberg. It was, perhaps, a curious selection, for not only was the Glasgow two 
knots faster than the Kent, but the latter was, on paper, actually half a knot slower than the German she was sent to chase. The 
Nurnberg was in fact a faster ship than the Leipzig to which the Glasgow and Cornwall were devoting themselves; the Kent having not 
had the chance of completing with coal, was not particularly well placed for carrying out a long chase. However, if her bunkers had 
been loaded to their full capacity, the added weight would have reduced her speed and probably put the possibility of a chase 
completely out of the question. It was a chance either way, and the men of the Kent rose magnificently to the one before them. 

If they were to catch the enemy at all they would have to do it quickly, otherwise the Kent would be left helpless in mid-ocean without 
fuel. In a few brief words Captain Allen told the engineers and the stokers how they stood, and appealed to them to get their utmost out 
of the ship. Seaman and others who could be spared were sent down below to help in the blistering business of feeding the furnaces 
and rushing up the coal from the bunkers. The engineers, with a careful eye on the vanishing fuel, tightened up a valve here and 
opened a steam pipe there, coaxing the 22,000 horse power engines as a jockey coaxes a racehorse. As one of the stokers put it 
afterwards, 'It was a case of either getting the Nurnberg or busting up in trying to'. 

Little by little the Kent increased her pace. Her record speed in ten years of service was a shade over twenty-four knots, but before long 
Engineer Commander Andrew and his perspiring band of artificers and stokers had her doing well over twenty-five, an achievement 
which can, perhaps, only be adequately appreciated by an engineer. All the time the voracious furnaces were eating up the coal at an 
enormous rate, and although the Nurnberg was being gradually overhauled, it was becoming doubtful whether the Kent would have 
sufficient fuel to complete the business when she got within range, to say nothing of getting back to her base at the Falklands 
afterwards. It was therefore decided to eke out the coal with anything combustible that could be found on board. Wooden boats were 
taken out of their cradles, broken up, and taken below to feed the furnaces. Wooden spars, companion ways and ladders shared a 
similar fate, and even the wooden planking of the decks was torn up and passed down to the stokeholds. 

Shortly after four o'clock the Kent passed within range of the Leipzig, giving her three broadsides as she went, and in less than an hour 
afterwards the grimy stokers down below gave a great shout as they heard one of the 6-inch guns in the forward turret bark out its 100- 
lb message. They well knew what that bow-chaser meant. The enemy was within range at last. Like the other German ships in this 
action, the Nurnberg fought exceedingly well. 
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The Kent had opened fire at eleven thousand yards, nearly six and a half miles, and in a few minutes the full-speed fight was in full 
swing. Both vessels made good shooting, and by a combination of fine marksmanship and good luck one of the earliest of the Kent's 
shells struck the Nurnberg square in the stern, disabling the after guns and seriously affecting the enemy's speed and manoeuvring 
power. The German weapons fired more rapidly than ours, and the shells fell thickly around the British cruiser. The silk ensign 
presented to the ship by the people of Kent was shot to ribbons, the fore-top mast was carried away, and many shells and fragments 
penetrated the funnels. One hit came perilously near ending the Kent's career for ever. A shell from the Nurnberg entered a casemate 
by the gun-port, a most remarkable chance, and burst inside, killing or wounding the whole of the gun's crew. A fire was started among 
the cordite charges lying about, and a flash of flame shot down the ammunition hoist and into the passages below. A sergeant of 
Marines, Charles Mayes, dashed through the flames and threw the burning charges and sacks away so that the fire would not spread, 
and then, seizing a hose, flooded the compartment and extinguished the fire. In the words of the Commander-in-Chief, The extinction 
of this fire saved a disaster which might have led to the loss of the ship', and there were some seven hundred souls on board. 

When the range had closed to 7,500 yards and the two ships were running broadside to broadside, the Kent started firing lyddite. After 
that, the end was not long in coming. The Nurnberg's upper deck was already a mass of twisted and battered scrap-iron, and her sides 
were peppered with holes. A great fire now burst out in the fore part of the ship, and her guns became silent; but when the Kent also 
ceased fire and closed to 3,000 yards, the enemy's colours were seen to be still flying at the masthead. Another five minutes' 
hammering, however, brought them down with a run, and the action was over at 0657, having lasted almost exactly two hours from 
the firing of the first shot. The Kent now devoted herself to the task of saving life. Nearly all her wooden boats had been burnt, and the 
enemy's fire had been so heavy that all those left had several holes knocked in them. These had to be patched up before the boats 
could be launched into the rising sea, for a stiff breeze, with rain, had sprung up during the afternoon, and it was half an hour before 
the first could be got away. By that time the Nurnberg had disappeared, showing how great was the damage she received before giving 
in. As she went down a group of men could be seen on her quarter deck, waving the German flag as they went under. Only about a 
score were picked up, and although everything possible was done for them, many died of exposure. The German loss was about 350 
officers and men, while the sunken cruiser was a vessel of 3,400 tons, armed with ten 4.1 inch guns, and less than seven years old. 

The Kent had been hit altogether thirty-six times, without counting the holes made by splinters. Her loss in men was five killed and 
eleven wounded, of whom three later succumbed to their injuries. Included amongst the wounded was Stoker Petty Officer Brewer. 
Whilst impossible to apportion credit for the victory, the greatest measure must be accorded to the men down below. They saw nothing 
of the fight; but had it not been for their magnificent efforts, giving their ship a speed more than two knots above that for which she was 
built, the gunners up above would never have got within striking distance of the enemy. The Kent had sailed so close to the wind that 
when she got back to the Falklands little more than the sweepings of coal remained in her bunkers. Only one of her engine-room staff, 
however, was accorded any recognition, Stoker Petty Officer G. S. Brewer receiving the Distinguished Service Medal. Captain J. D. 
Allen was ultimately made a C.B., while Sergeant Mayes, for virtually saving the ship from destruction, was awarded the Conspicuous 
Gallantry Medal (Ref: Deeds that Thrill the Empire ). 

George Silvester Brewer was born in Gosport, Hampshire on 16 June 1870. A Carpenter by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal 
Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in September 1889. He was promoted to Stoker in January 1890, Leading Stoker 2nd Class in December 
1896 and Leading Stoker 1st Class in February 1898. Brewer was rated as Ship's Corporal 1st Class from May 1901 until he was shore 
pensioned in September 1911, when he joined the Portsmouth R.F.R. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. in October 1904. Recalled to the 
Service with the onset of war, he was rated as a Stoker Petty Officer and served on the old armoured cruiser H.M.S. Kent, October 
1914-December 1915, being wounded, mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.M. for his services at the battle of the Falkland 
Islands. 

In the action with the Nurnberg, most of the casualties occurred when a shell hit casemate gun port No. 3. Two men were killed and 
eight were wounded by burns, four of whom would later succumb to their wounds. Fast action by Sergeant Mayes after a flash of 
flames went down the hoist into the ammunition passage below, by flooding the compartment, probably saved the ship. When the fire 
occurred from the shell impact, George Brewer, who was in charge of the Stokers fire brigade in that part of the ship, was standing in 
front of the open door from casement No. 3 holding a hose and playing water on the fire inside, when another flash of flames inside 
caused him to be blown backwards and be badly burned on the head, face, arms and wrists. 

On 8 March 1915, Brewer was aboard Kent when she located the German light cruiser Dresden, the only warship of von Spee's 
squadron to have escaped destruction during the Falklands action, and which the South Atlantic squadron were now hunting down. 
Kent gave chase but Dresden escaped and anchored in Cumberland Bay on the Chilean island of Mas a Fuera, where she claimed eight 
days of sanctuary under international law before having to leave or be interned. Kent intercepted a radio message from Dresden 
requesting a collier to be sent out to Mas e Fuera and immediately proceeded there, whilst calling up reinforcements from the other 
British warships hunting Dresden in the maze of islands and straits off the south west coast of Chile. Kent was eventually joined by 
Glasgow and, on the morning of 14 March the two ships appeared off Cumberland Bay. Both British warships opened fire; Dresden 
fired off three shots before her guns were knocked out by British gunfire. On fire and holed at the waterline, Captain Ludecke raised the 
white flag and sent over a negotiator to gain time while he prepared Dresden for scuttling. At 10:45, the scuttling charge detonated in 
the bow and exploded the forward ammunition magazines. The bow was badly mangled; in about half an hour, the ship had taken on 
enough water to sink. This was the end of von Spee's East Asiatic Squadron. 

After the destruction of Dresden, Kent sailed to Esquimalt naval base on Vancouver Island to repair and refit her battle damage and 
returned to England in May. In August 1915, whilst still on the Kent, Brewer reverted to his earlier rate of Ship's Corporal 1st Class. His 
remaining service, until demobilised in September 1919, was on shore bases.

Leonard Charles Allen was born in Reading, Berkshire in 1877, and attended St Stephen's School. His first job was as a fitter alongside 
his father at Huntley and Palmer's biscuit factory. He then worked for a London engineering firm and joined the Navy at Chatham in 
1898, when he was 21. He was stationed at Harwich on the depot ship H.M.S. Thames , where he met and married Miss Winifred 
Wells, of Dovercourt. They had two girls, Peggy and Doris. He was complimented by a Coroner and jury for bravery following an 
incident on Dovercourt beach where he attempted to save a 20 year old grocery assistant who apparently had a heart attack while 
swimming. Allen was promoted to Chief Engine Room Artificer in March 1913, after 15 years service. 

The Royal Australian Navy had ordered two of the latest E-class submarines as the nucleus of a brand-new Australian Submarine 
Service and the two vessels were commissioned at Portsmouth in February 1914. Allen was transferred from the Royal Navy to the 
Royal Australian Navy, and was assigned to AE. 7, which, together with its sister AE. 2, and escorted by H.M.S. Eclipse , sailed for 
Australia on 2 March 1914, making the voyage partly under its own power and partly under tow. The submarines passed through the 
Mediterranean, but AE. 1 then lost a propeller near Aden. The crews suffered from intense heat in the Red Sea and Indian Ocean, and 
had to contend with several fierce storms. Allen received his L.S. & G.C. in 1914 whilst in H.M.A.S. Penguin , the Depot and Receiving 
Ship at Sydney. 

When war was declared in August 1914, both Australian submarines were refitting. At the end of the month they sailed to join the 
naval force tasked with capturing the German colonies of New Guinea and the Bismarck Archipelago. Shortly before their departure, 
Allen was transferred to AE. 2. He was a very lucky man for AE. 7 mysteriously disappeared, lost with all hands, off Rabaul on 14 
September. In October, AE. 2 was sent to help defend Fiji against a possible raid by von Spee's Asiatic Squadron. In November she 
returned to Sydney. 

After the destruction of the German Asiatic Squadron there were no potential enemy targets left in Australasian waters. The Australian 
government therefore offered AE. 2 for service in Europe. It was allocated to the British squadrons operating around the Dardenelles 
and after another long voyage arrived in February 1915. On 10 March, the submarine ran aground off Mudros when returning from 
patrol and had to be towed to Malta for repairs. Allen was involved in an accident in Valletta harbour when a small boat carrying six of 
the crew was rammed and stove in. He was injured and hospitalised for three days, missing AE. 2's return to the Aegean. When the 
cruiser bringing him back arrived at the Dardenelles at the end of April 1915, AE. 2 had already left on patrol and was subsequently 
sunk by a Turkish patrol boat. With both Australian submarines lost in action, Allen was loaned back to the Royal Navy, serving briefly 
on a battleship before joining the British E. 7 7, skippered by Lieutenant-Commander Martin Nasmith. 

E. 7 7 inflicted a devastating toll on enemy shipping over three patrols in the period May-December 1915, an extraordinary chapter of 
operational success recounted in Dardanelles Patrol - The Incredible Story of E. 7 7, a definitive history including eye-witness accounts. 
She was not the first Allied submarine to pass through the heavily defended 'Narrows', but all the proceeding attempts but one had 
ended in the wreck or sinking of the vessel involved. 

E. 7 7 departed on her first patrol through the Narrows on 20 May 1915. The crew totalled thirty, three officers and twenty-seven 
ratings. The officers shared two bunks and the rest of the crew slept on the deck. They used buckets for washing themselves and shared 
two toilets. To avoid the shore guns and moored naval minefields, E. 7 7 dived to 80 feet just as dawn broke. "Suddenly there was a 
metal clang forward. They listened in dead silence as a mooring wire scraped along the outside of the hull... The wire seemed to be 
caught up for an instant on one of the propeller guards and then was thrown clear". Dardanelles Patrol refers 

E. 7 7 scraped several more mines before getting clear of the field. By 9.30 p.m. the long dive was nearly over. E. 7 7 had been 
submerged for 17 hours - oxygen levels were low and circulation fans were essential to stop the crew succumbing to carbon dioxide 
poisoning. "Mingling with the all pervading smell of oil there was a sour smell from the batteries and un-emptied sanitary buckets 
standing in rows behind the engines.... Grey mist rose from the bilges darkening the interior of the boat like London fog." 

On surfacing to get fresh bearings for negotiating the Narrows, two Turkish battleships were seen to be anchored in the stream. Keeping 
the periscope above water, Nasmith proceeded to put his boat in an attack position. The Turks sighted the periscope and the battleships 
began blazing away with their light guns and got under way. E. 7 7 had to dive deeper. She was too slow to catch the battleships if she 
ran submerged, and if she rose to the surface she would have been hit by a shell. She settled on the bottom of the Straits, and stayed 
there until dusk. That same evening they entered the Sea of Marmora. 

Nasmith made Constantinople the centre of his operations during the whole of this patrol, and his first reward came early one morning, 
when a big gunboat was seen cruising off the port. In less than a minute a torpedo was launched. Although stricken, the gunboat got off 
a shot that went clean through the submarine's periscope, carrying away about four inches of the diameter a few feet from the base, 
and leaving the rest standing. Had the shot struck six feet lower it would have made a breach in the conning tower, and she would not 
have been able to dive. E. 11 's damaged periscope is to this day on proud display at the Royal Navy Submarine Museum. 
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The next day, a big steamer was sighted, heading for the Dardanelles. E. 11 surfaced and brought her to a standstill. There was an 
American newspaper correspondent on board, and when Nasmith hailed "Who are you?" - meaning to inquire what the ship was and 
what was her business - he replied by giving his own name and that of his newspaper. More questions revealed that the ship was the 
Turkish transport Nagara, and Nasmith promptly replied, "Right. I am going to sink you". "May we have time to get off?" queried the 
newspaper man, by this time rather subdued. "Yes", came the answer from the submarine, "but be damned quick about it." The Turks 
were so quick that they upset two of their boats in lowering them, and several men fell into the water, though all of them were picked 
up. Then Nasmith went on board the ship to inspect her cargo. There was a six-inch gun, several sets of mountings for weapons of large 
calibre and a great quantity of ammunition for the heavy guns of the Dardanelles forts. E. 11 drew off, fired a torpedo, and sent the ship 
to the bottom. 

The most audacious act of E. 11 was her raid on Constantinople itself. Early one morning, while she was cruising off the mouth of the 
harbour, she hailed a Turkish merchantman to stop; but the enemy ignored the demand and ran for all he was worth toward the 
harbour, with E. 11 in hot pursuit. On 25 May E. 11 became the first hostile warship to enter the port of Constantinople for 500 years. 
Periscope observations showed a number of enemy transports lying alongside the wharfs, some with troops on board. E. 11 fired two 
torpedoes, but due to strong currents, neither of them hit the object at which it was aimed. Nasmith's intention was to sink the 
transports, and although the first torpedo did not do that, it blew up a barge with such force that the transport Stamboul, lying close by, 
was badly damaged and had to be run ashore. The second torpedo exploded against the quayside and destroyed a considerable length 
of it. Hearing the explosion of the two torpedoes and the noise of the guns - for the Turkish shore batteries kept on firing long after E. 
11 was safely away - the civil population thought that the Allied Fleet had arrived before their city. 

During this patrol E. 11 sank eleven ships, including a large gunboat, three transports and an ammunition ship. Not a bad record for a 
small vessel with a crew of 30 officers and men, who had to face the gravest perils single-handed from the time they entered the 
Dardanelles until they left them. On the way out these perils were encountered in a most alarming form. As E. 11 was making her way 
seawards beneath the surface, every now and then a faint bump was heard against the vessel's side. The submarine had fouled the 
cable by which a floating mine was chained to its anchor on the sea bed, and the cable had become entangled in the forward 
hydroplanes. Any one of those ominous bumps might suffice to explode the mine and send the submarine to the bottom. 

It was impossible for Nasmith to manoeuvre his boat in an effort to get rid of the thing, for he was passing through the most thickly 
mined area of the whole Straits, and any deviation from the set course would almost certainly have taken the boat straight to 
destruction. Nor could he surface and send a man out to detach the mine, for the churning screws of the patrol boats could be heard 
overhead. For eleven miles the submarine crept on, with sudden death dangling from her bows. At last she reached an area where she 
could safely surface. It did not take long to disentangle the cable and drop the mine over the side. 

Lieutenant-Commander Nasmith was awarded the Victoria Cross, while his two junior officers received the Distinguished Service 
Cross, and all Petty Officers and men the D.S.M. 

Remarkably, Nasmith, his crew and E. 11 returned to the Sea of Marmora for two further protracted and highly successful patrols. On 
the first of them, in July-August 1915, which lasted for 29 days, they sank the Turkish battleship Barbarossa , a gunboat, six transports, a 
steamer and 23 dhows, in addition to bombarding enemy troops and other military objectives along the coast. And on the second, 
which lasted for 42 days in November-December 1915 - the longest patrol accomplished by any submarine to date - they sank a 
destroyer, 11 steamers and 35 sailing ships. 

Submarines and the War at Sea 1914-18 gives a glimpse of the 38 year old Allen at work during the Second Patrol. It was 6 August 
1915, the day that E. 11 began by sinking the battleship Barbarossa. "We come to the surface and find E. 14. We give her the news. 
Much joy. Later. E. 14 runs a transport on the mud and we both bombard it. E. 14 with 6-pdrs and E. 11 with 12-pdrs, with good 
results. We set her on fire and she burns for two days. We had to pack up firing as our gun breaks." As told in Stories of Famous 
Submarines: "Then came disaster. The E. 11 's gun had fired a dozen rounds when the gun-layer was suddenly thrown backwards into 
the sea; he was fished out little the worse, but the gun was in a bad way. The upper part of the mounting had been fractured by the 
recoil...Nasmith sent for Chief Engine Room Artificer Allen." 

Smoke on the Horizon gives the most detail: "As for the 12-pounder, the apple of Nasmith's eye, it presented a very sorry spectacle. 
The mounting had given way and the gun had been forced right back by the recoil...The thing seemed past praying for, the Reliance , 
which had fitted it, had been less reliable than usual. But Nasmith had not given up hope. In the bowels of his ship was lodged a sage 
counsellor in matters concerning iron and steel. "Send for the Chief E.R.A. to have a look at it," was all he said, and in due course Chief 
Engine Room Artificer L. C. Allen hove himself up through the conning-tower, and cast a sagacious eye over the ill-starred piece. Could 
anything be done with it, Allen was asked, and replied that he thought something could. By cutting away the upper part of the 
mounting, which was fractured, and dropping the gun down into the lower part, he thought it could once more be fired, the only 
drawback being that one must be careful or one might fire through one's own ship. So, while Nasmith took his boat away to 
unfrequented waters and saw to it that Allen was able to work undisturbed on the surface, the artificers set to work with cold chisel, 
hammer, and drill, and in twenty-four hours the gun was ready for action once more." 

Before the third patrol, Allen wrote to his father: "I am having the time of my life. As time is getting very short now we expect to be 

leaving about_out for some more sport. We had a good 'bag' last time, nine ships, including one battleship, eight gunboats, and 

about 20 sailing ships, and blew up a bridge. Take it all round we had a good time. We have a splendid captain - one you feel you can 
go with anywhere." 

On 23 August 1916, Allen was promoted to Warrant Engineer ( Australia Navy List 1 January 1922) and in March 1919 he was 
appointed to the Australian submarine J3, which had been gifted to Australia by the Admiralty and was about to set out on the long 
voyage to Sydney. She left Portsmouth in April 1919 and did not arrive until 15 July, as J3 and her five sister ships were plagued with 
major mechanical problems. 

Allen lived in Bondi, Sydney with his family, but retired from the R.A.N., at age 45, in 1922. This was probably triggered by )3 being 
put into reserve in July, due to the deteriorating Australian economy. Shortly afterwards, Allen and his family returned to England.

On 5 June 1917 ships of the 5th light Cruiser Squadron bombarded Ostend. They were attacked by German destroyers. Sharpshooter 
and other destroyers of the Dover Patrol drove them off, sinking one and damaging another. For this action Nicoll was awarded the D. 
S.M. and also 'recommended for French or Italian decoration'. Lieutenant-Commander E. K. Boddam-Whetham received the D.S.O. 
and Lieutenant E. G. N. Rushbrooke the D.S.C. 

S.G.M. presented by the King, 23 March 1918. 

On 9 April 191 7, the S.S. Kittiwake , of Cork, was torpedoed by an enemy submarine in the North Sea, seven lives being lost. After H.M. 
S. Sharpshooter had rescued 1 7 members of the crew who were supposed to be the only survivors, a voice was heard calling from the 
Kittiwake. The Sharpshooter again approached the Kittiwake which by this time was badly on fire amidships. A lifeboat was launched 
from the Sharpshooter and under the command of Lieutenant E. G. N. Rushbrooke, this boat proceeded to the Kittiwake. Lieutenant 
Rushbrook and Able Seaman F. S. Nicoll boarded the wreck and found a man buried in the wreckage, with his clothing on fire. After 
some difficulty they managed to extricate the man and take him off. Three minutes later the Kittiwake broke her back. Considerable risk 
was incurred by Lieutenant Rushbrooke and Able Seaman Nicoll in rendering the service. Both men received the Sea Gallantry Medal 
in silver.

Francis Stewart Nicoll was born on 23 April 1885, at Brechin, Forfarshire. He joined the Royal Navy on 27 July 1900 and entered H. 
M.S. Caledonia , Training Ship for Boys at Queensferry, as a Boy 2nd Class. He first went to sea in H.M.S. Agincourt in January 1902 but 
transferred a few days later to H.M.S. Irresistible where he remained until November 1904. In the following period to February 1910 he 
spent most of his time in shore bases, having one sea-going spell in H.M.S. Leda from July 1905 to September 1906. He was aboard H. 
M.S. London from February 1910 to March 1912. After a period ashore at Sheerness he went to H.M.S. Chatham and served in her 
from December 1912 to February 1916. Chatham was involved in the Konigsberg operations in the Rufiji River delta in December 
1914, and in early 1915 moved to the Mediterranean to assist in the Gallipoli landings. Apart from short periods ashore he spent the 
remainder of the war in the destroyers LennoxSharpshooter , Ullswater and Swallow , all operating out of Harwich. His exploits in 
Sharpshooter from April to October 1917 were recognised by not only the D.S.M. and S.G.M. but also by three foreign decorations 
from the governments of France and Italy. Whilst serving in Swallow he was promoted to Petty Officer in October 1918. He was finally 
discharged to 'Shore on reduction of pensioners' on 31 January 1923.

Alfred Bennett initially served during the Second War as a Leading Stoker with H.M.S. Sussex (heavy cruiser), and was employed with 
her when she operated as part of Force H in the South Atlantic and Indian Ocean during the search for the enemy German raider 
Admiral Graf Spee. On 2 December 1939 she and the battlecruiser HMS Renown intercepted the German passenger ship Watussi. 
Before the German ship could be captured she was scuttled by her own crew. 

Bennett subsequently served as an Air Artificer in H.M.S. Illustrious (aircraft carrier), and his service with her included for Operation 
Ironclad - the landings and capture of the Vichy held Diego Suarez, 5-7 May 1942, as part of the Battle for Madagascar. Illustrious' s 
aircraft were tasked to attack French naval units and shipping and to defend the invasion fleet, while her half-sister Indomitable 
provided air support for the ground forces. For the operation the carrier's air group numbered 20 Martlets, 1 night-fighting Fulmar and 
20 Swordfish, and they managed to sink a variety of Vichy French shipping. He advanced to Chief Air Artificer, and after the war served 
at H.M.S. Falcon , Malta. 

Bennett was awarded the Royal Navy L.S. & G.C., 5 December 1939, and the Second Award Bar, 26 August 1954. 
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An exceptional Second World War 1939-40 mine disposal operations D.S.M. and King's Commendation for Brave 
Conduct group of eight awarded to Able Seaman S. C. Keen, Royal Navy, who served from the outbreak of hostilities 
until 1942 as an assistant to Lieutenant-Commander R. B. Edwards, D.S.O., one of the "greats" to emerge from the 
highly hazardous world of mine disposal: they were the first to render safe Z and U type mines

D.S.M. London Gazette 24 April 1940: 

'For courage and skill in securing and stripping live enemy mines, without regard for his own safety.' 

In relation to the awards of the D.S.O. to Lieutenant-Commander R. B. Edwards and of the D.S.M. to Chief Petty Officers E. G. Spriggs 

and Able Seamen S. C. Keen and D. W. Wilson, the recommendation (dated 29 December 1939) states: 

'Lieutenant-Commander Edwards is in charge of the Render Mines Safe Unit of the Nore Command and has rendered gallant service in 

that capacity, particularly during the period when mines were first washed ashore along this coast. The rendering safe of these mines, 
which were of several different types, was considered to be most dangerous work.' 

'The four Ratings mentioned (the fourth Rating was from Chatham Barracks and unrelated to these particular operations) have all 
rendered equally gallant and dangerous services under similar conditions and it is therefore impossible to suggest any order of merit in 
which they should be recommended.' 

Further testimony was submitted in February 1940 from Lieutenant-Commander Edwards to Naval Officer-in-Charge, H.M.S. Watchful, 
Great Yarmouth, in respect of Keen and Wilson: 

'I have the honour to report that yesterday, Thursday 8th February, Able Seaman Keen and Able Seaman Wilson displayed great 
coolness and devotion to duty in the face of great risk. The circumstances were as follows:- 

At 1.50 p.m. on completion of counter-mining three Brequet mines near Orfordness, a message was received that a mine was ashore in 
a dangerous position near Clacton. On arrival, I found a British H.2 mine suspended by its mooring rope from a gantry. The M.R. had a 
complete turn around the gantry rails, and had jammed itself by the bulldog grips. The mine was partially waterborne. I commandeered 
a skiff and went out to the mine with a tool kit, to find the mooring spindle moving gently in and out due to the action of a slight sea. 
One lower horn was bent, and one broken. The tide was falling rapidly, and it appeared that if the mine fell another inch, the M.S. 
cross head switch would be made and the mine might fire. A steel safety pin was inserted as the mine rose on the swell, and the M.R. 
was then disentangled and the mine towed ashore and rendered safe. Earlier a mine [which] had become entangled in Clacton pier, 
exploded with considerable damage to the pier.' 

From the Naval Officer-in-Charge, Great Yarmouth, to Commander in Chief, The Nore: 

'It is further submitted ... an amplification of Lieut. Commander R. B. Edwards' Report as follows:- 

On approaching the mine in a heavy skiff, the mooring rope was seen to be taking a large proportion of the weight of the mine and two 
lower horns damaged. 

The two ratings referred to fended the boat off the mine and immediately attempted to lift the mine by the horn bosses to relieve the 
strain on the mooring spindle which was moving gently in and outwith the action of a slight sea. Although a heavier sea than usual 
might cause the boat to bump a horn simultaneously with the "making" of the mooring switch, they maintained the utmost coolness 
and inserted a safety pin as the mine rose on the swell. 

They were well aware that a comparatively slight bump might fire the mine and also that the Mooring Switch might remain "made" 
long enough for a weak current from a damaged horn to fire the detonator. It should be remembered that the mine was practically 
upside down and the battery drain holes would not serve the purpose for which they were designed. 

The circumstances were obvious to these two men, yet they obeyed orders implicitly and in doing their duty, undoubtedly saved the 
gantry pier from destruction. Without their help, the mine could not have been dealt with and any suggestion of "panic" or "flurry" 
might have precipitated the event we endeavoured to prevent and it is for this reason the recommendation was made.' 

King's Commendation for Brave Conduct London Gazette 20 October 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'I desire to bring to your notice the exemplary conduct and devotion to duty of: 

Edward George Spriggs, C.P.O., D.S.M. 

Sydney Charles Keen, A.B., D.S.M. 

Edward Rowell, A.B., B.E.M. 
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These men all displayed coolness and courage in rendering mines safe during the period 28th December 1941, and 28th February 
1942, during which time they dealt with 115 mines, some of a new type, which had been washed ashore. 6 of these were German 
contact mines which are particularly dangerous when ashore because of the settings they may contain. Others, were known to have 
become more dangerous to recover as they had been in the water at least fifteen months. Many of the operations were undertaken on 
foreshores on which there were land-mines, the position of some of which was uncertain. 

During the course of their work as Rendering Mines Safe Party for the area under your command during the past winter, they have 
rendered safe over two hundred mines. Many of these were dealt with under conditions of considerable danger and the majority of 
them in foul weather, involving extreme discomfort. This Party have worked well and uncomplainingly and, when necessary, have 
cheerfully accepted the risks consequent on the presence of beach mines which had washed up from other areas. 

These men have been employed on this work continuously since October 1939, and C.P.O. Spriggs and A.B. Keen were awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal for this work on 24 April 1940, whilst A.B. Rowell was awarded the B.E.M. on 10 August 1941 for gallant 
conduct during air raids. 

Attached hereto are some specific instances: 

(i) The rendering safe of a mine, British H.ll Mark II washed ashore at Kessingland on 22 December 1940. A report was rendered and a 
commendation from the Commander-in-Chief of 13 January was sent to me. 

(ii) Under my direction the first German U-type mine was secured successfully, rendered safe and stripped at Mundesley under my 
personal supervision on 10 January 1941. 

(iii) Paramine type C dropped at Great Yarmouth on 8 April 1941, and rendered safe in my absence by C.P.O. Spriggs. The presence of 
this mine caused the stoppage of traffic on the M.G.N. Railway from Bench Station and necessitated the evacuation of many houses. 
This followed immediately after the heaviest raid that Yarmouth had experienced and many fires were still burning. I consider that this 
prompt action definitely helped to bolster the morale of the people, as at least one of the mines had exploded during the previous night. 

(iv) German Conical Floats type II, this being a new variety and considerably more deadly then the type I, observing that locking gear is 
fitted to the hydrostatic safety gear. This one was successfully recovered and stripped; the resulting information enabling 648 of the 
floats to be dealt with in 1940 and 1941. 

(v) German Floating Depth Charge at Cart Gap, Haisborough on 23 September 1941. The first of these weapons was successfully 
secured, rendered safe and stripped by C.P.O. Spriggs, assisted by his two hands (assistants); it is considered that, owing to his prompt 
and effective action, coupled with the clear and concise report which he later rendered, valuable information was secured concerning 
methods of E-Boat warfare. 

(vi) Beach Mines at Covehithe. On 12 October 1941, two conical floats were reported on a supposedly safe beach and C.P.O. Spriggs 
was sent to deal with them. There were no conical floats but two beach mines were discovered 200 yards and 400 yards from the 
nearest known minefield. These were rendered safe and returned to Great Yarmouth. 

(vii) Beach Mines between Trimingham and Sidestrand. On 18 November 1941, three mines were reported ashore in this area on a 
presumably safe beach. It was discovered that, due to cliff falls, numbers of beach mines had fallen and were scattered over the 
foreshore. Six of these were an obstacle to the rendering safe of the mines and were rendered safe and afterwards exploded, the three 
sea mines being dealt with immediately afterwards. 

In conclusion, many other instances of risks taken due to beach mines can be mentioned on various parts of the coast where fields 
become scattered on what are supposed to be safe beaches. 

I would point out that, owing to C.P.O. Spriggs's considerable technical knowledge and the willing and efficient assistance rendered by 
A.B. Keen and A.B. Rowell, much valuable information has been obtained as to the behaviour of our own mining material.' 

Sydney Charles Keen was decorated for his services as one of the team of three Ratings giving assistance to Lieutenant-Commander Roy 
Edwards, R.N., C.O. of the Render Mines Safe Unit, Nore Command, based at H.M.S. Watchful , the naval base at Great Yarmouth. 
Recommended in December 1939 for rendering 'gallant and most dangerous services' under similar circumstances as Edwards - who 
was put forward for his D.S.O. at the same time - he was duly gazetted for his D.S.M. in the new year. 

What the general nature of his D.S.M. recommendation fails to convey, however, is the alarming regularity of the incidents to which 
the pair of them were called upon to deal with in the opening months of the War, and at a time when mine disposal work was in its 
infancy. Hence their encounter with the first Z-type mine to be washed up on U.K. shores - Service Most Silent takes up the story: 

'After the first spate of X and Y types Lieutenant-Commander Roy Edwards came across the first Z type. He had been made Rendering 
Mines Safe Officer, Nore Command, and accepted the challenge of such an appointment in the spirit of a swashbuckler. He set up base 
at Great Yarmouth, where he and his three ratings (C.P.O. Spriggs and A.Bs Keen and Wilson) were enjoying a twenty-four hours' break 
before flitting to North Norfolk to continue operations. But at 0830 on the morning of the 3rd [November 1939] a signal came from the 
Coast Guard at Garton that sent them scurrying to Bakers Score, where they found a mine much smaller than those discovered to date, 
half buried in the beach. 

Removing the sand from around the base, they saw one, two, then three long steel spikes projecting, together with five ordinary horns 
on top. Gradually the mechanism plate was exposed, a mirror held underneath, and the plate seen to be like that of the Y type handled 
by Ouvry, but smaller. The switch on the outside was set to E, which they first took to mean that it should have exploded on breaking 
adrift. Edwards changed his mind about it later, though, concluding that it was meant to explode the mine on hitting the beach. But the 
soft sand had protected the horns, and the switch had not fired. At close quarters he decided that the spikes were horns too. Holes dug 
around the shell allowed the horns to clear as it tilted and rolled over to expose the mechanism plate. Having done this, the four of 
them withdrew to discuss the next step. 

"The orders from the Admiralty and Vernon are that mines with switches set to E are to be exploded from a safe distance, and not 
rendered," Edwards told them. "But as this is obviously new - even though it's not magnetic or acoustic - I think it's up to us to tackle 
it." 

"Aye, aye, sir; I'm with you," said Spriggs quickly. 

"As it happens, that's just what I'm planning Chief, so I'm glad you've volunteered!" 

A chuckle ran round the four of them, which relieved feelings a little. Edwards went on: "Keen and Wilson, there's no point in all of us 
being on this just for the sake of it, so I'll have to tell you two to wait over here while the Chief and I get on with it." 

Not without some qualms, Edwards and Spriggs got the detonator out, found it had fired, and so should have fired the mine, and then 
went over to see why the primer had not dropped. Its end was badly pitted. They were safe. 

So much for twenty-four hours off duty. 

Two and a half years later, within sight of this very spot, Edwards and an American Ensign were to meet disaster.' 

But before Edwards came to grief in June 1942, he and his team rendered safe many, many more mines - well over two hundred of 
them in fact - work that was undoubtedly worthy of far greater recognition than a King's Commendation for Brave Conduct. But if Their 
Lordships of the Admiralty failed to recognise the extraordinary risks being undertaken by the likes of Edwards and his team, those on 
the "frontline" did not, a notable example being Lieutenant J. S. Mould, R.A.N.V.R., who became a willing "student" under Edwards, 
even though he had already done a lot of work on D-type mines and was shortly to win a G.C., G.M. and King's Commendation. As far 
as Mould was concerned, no greater experience could be found than working under Edwards. Softly Tread The Brave , Ivan Southall's 
account of the wartime exploits of Australian Lieutenants Mould and Syme - the latter a G.C., G.M. and Bar - takes up the story: 
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'Lieutenant-Commander Edwards, D.S.O., R.N., Mould discovered, was an unusual man to say the least of it. Before Mould turned the 
lock of the door to walk in, the evidence was there on the door itself. A motif - it was a mine - drew his eye. Beneath the mine a motto, 
parodied from the R.A.F., was neatly inscribed, "Sic Itur ad Astra" - Thus we got to the stars. 

Inside, the office was an orderly workshop with every tool in place. The same office was a museum of mechanical horrors: the 
components of mines, arranged with all the care that a hostess would give her table to honour a distinguished guest. 

Others were there apart from Edwards: Chief Petty Officer Spriggs, a Petty Officer and two ratings. Spriggs and Mould liked each other 
instantly. Edwards proved different.' And so it was, for he was probably the most experienced mine-disposal officer of his particular 
calling in the U.K., and guarded that reputation and his Norfolk beaches with steely determination. Southall continues: 

'Mould was keenly conscious of this, of Edwards' superiority and infallibility and was not astonished when he learnt that this 
remarkable man had actually fought a gun battle against a detachment of the British Army. The beaches were his domain. Even when 
Germany had been expected to invade daily, even then Edwards had dominated the local shore and went where he willed and when. 
Challenged by a sentry's shot at dusk his reaction had not been a shouted protest, but a terse order to his assistants to dig a trench and 
give the "Royal Bloody Army" a measure of its own audacity. The engagement ended only when the commanding officer of the 
garrison appeared and Chief Petty Officer Spriggs, defying Edwards' personal order, hoisted a truce flag from the trench. That was the 
type of man Mould had to soften to gain the knowledge he wanted.' 

It was not long afterwards, on 11 June 1942, that Edwards was killed by a magnetic T-type mine. On that occasion, however, he was 
accompanied by Ensign Howard of the United States Navy, another willing "student". The scene of their demise - 'a terrible mess' - was 
actually the very same beach at Garton on which Edwards had rendered safe the first Z-type. The gallant Edwards was buried at sea, 
while the young American Ensign's sacrifice was commemorated by the naming of a newly launched ship - the U.S.S. Howard.

During the Second War Short commanded No. 8 (Wootton) Platoon, Bedfordshire Home Guard, and the following poem was written 
as a tribute to him:

That call forth maiden's prayers and signs. 

When he leads his Platoon 
The ribbons on his manly chest 
Include the M.M. with the rest 
A tribute to his valour. 

A leader of men is he 
And Wootton Volunteers agree 
That Harry can't be bettered. 

And if it be that Jerry comes 
Harry will say "We welcome Huns, 

Come right in, we're all ready, 

We've S.I.P.'s and L.M.G.'s 
But don't go down upon your knees 
And 'Kamerad' exclaim.

You'll get the works right now. 

You spawn of Evil, mark you well 
This day will echo your death-knell

The Nantwich Guardian reported: 

"After making an inspection of the hospital, the Colonel (Sir Edward Cotton-Jodrell, K.C.B.) motored to the Acton Red Cross Hospital, 
where he presented a Military Medal to Sergeant W. Robson, of the Tyneside Scottish, who was wounded on July 1st, 1916. He was 
decorated for his good work in leading the men after the officers had fallen and by bombing the German dug-outs. Sergeant Robson is a 
member of the soldiers' football team, and an enthusiastic athlete. General Campbell remarked on the pleasure it gave him to make the 
presentation because it showed that the recipient had done splendid work, and had displayed such gallantry for his King and country. It 
always ought to be the object of every man present to get well and some similar deed as that of the gallant soldier. It only showed what 
a grand thing it was to be an athlete. He congratulated Sergeant Robson. 

Sergeant Robson replied that he only did his duty..."

He left Australia with the unit for France in February 191 6, and served 
in the French theatre of war from May 1916. Scanlan advanced to Corporal and transferred to 1st Tunnelling Company Australian 
Engineers in December 1916. 

He was awarded his M.M. for gallantry 
in action, 5 June 191 7, on the latter date the 1 st Tunnelling Company were engaged (and had been for some time) with the preparation 
of the mines and tunnels in and around Hill 60 and The Caterpillar position, as a prelude to the Battle of Messine (7-14 June 1917). 
The mines were detonated the day after Scanlan's exploits. He was wounded in action on two further occasions, 18 September 1917 
and 16 October 191 7 respectively. On the latter occasion Scanlan was gassed, and was transferred to England for recuperation. He was 
Invalided' out of service, and returned to Australia in April 1919. Scanlan died in July 1940.

November, and then deserted again at Deepcut on 15 November 1915, only to re-join on 25 January 1916, being docked 73 days pay 
and being awarded 14 days Field Punishment No. 2 for absence without leave and deficiency in kit. He served with the Brigade during 
the Great War on the Western Front from 26 January 1916, where the unit was part of the 16th Irish Division, and was present at the 
Third Battle of Ypres. Following Ypres, Hall was granted leave from 1 to 11 August 1917, and was awarded the Military Medal. This 
leave was likely as a result of his M.M. award. Following the Armistice, Hall was 'awarded 1 4 days Field Punishment by his Officer 
Commanding on 13 December 1918 for 'conduct prejudicial to good order and military discipline (insolence and improper remarks in 
the presence of an Officer)'.

J. H. Ferguson was born in Gawler, South Australia, in 1892. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Keswick, South Australia 
on 26 February 1915, and was posted to the 2nd Australian Pioneer Battalion. He served with the Battalion in Gallipoli, before serving 
in the French theatre of war as part of the 2nd Australian Division from May 1916. 

Ferguson served with the Battalion at Ypres, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations in and around Bellwaard Lake, 19 
September 1917. The battalion's War Diary lists 1 Officer and 1 other rank killed and 1 Officer and 7 other ranks wounded whilst the 
new road near Bellwaard Lake was constructed. 

On 5 November 1918, Ferguson was commissioned Second Lieutenant, and he returned to Australia in H.M.A.T Warwickshire 5 April 
1919.

For six hours these two men [Mayberry and Sapper P. M. Coghlan] worked backwards and forwards on the line 
between the artillery and the infantry, in this valley, being almost continuously under shell fire and in endeavouring to keep the line in 
action narrowly escaped with their lives. They were on one occasion partly buried by an aeroplane bomb but continued with their 
work and eventually finding it impossible to keep the line in repair reported at the Infantry Headquarters and brought in by hand from 
the Liaison Officer an important despatch through the heavy fire which was then existing. Their conduct throughout was an excellent 
example of courage and determination.' 

H. R. Mayberry was born in California Gully, Bendigo, Australia, in 1894. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force in the town of 
his birth on 16 July 1915. He initially went to Egypt in May 1916, and then on to the UK in August of the same year. He served with the 
6th Australian Field Artillery Brigade in the French theatre of war, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations in and around 
Hooge, 25 September 1917. The unit's War Diary for the latter date gives the German artillery barrage as 'hostile artillery extremely 
active. 112C 118A shelled with gas in the early morning. During the day the enemy actively shelled over all our font with guns of all 
calibre and with apparent aerial observation.' It also lists the full citations for Mayberry and Coghlan's M.M.s. 

Mayberry returned to Australia in H.M.A.T. Borda, and was discharged 11 August 1919.

J. C. Coldicott was born in London, in 1894. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Brisbane on 23 September 1915, and was 
posted to the 9th Australian Infantry Battalion. He embarked for France in H.M.A.T. Wandilla , 31 January 1916, before transferring to 
the 42nd Battery, 11th Brigade Australian Field Artillery, in April 1916. 

Coldicott served with the 42nd Battery on the Somme, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations in and around Dernacourt 
and Albert, 5 April 1918. The Battery (including Coldicott) was awarded 4 M.M.s for the action, and Coldicott was presented with the 
riband for his award by General Sir W. R. Birdwood on 9 June 1918. He transferred to the 4th Divisional Signals School in July 1918, 
and returned to Australia in June the following year. Coldicott was discharged 4 August 1919.

'On the 8th August 1918, east of Hamel, during the preliminary bombardment, this N.C.O. was in charge of the 6th Trench Mortars. 
He handled his section with great ability, and carried out the allocated task under difficult circumstances. After the barrage had lifted, 
he went forward and assisted in the capture of an enemy 77mm gun and its crew, and in turning this gun against the enemy. His 
coolness, courage and devotion to duty set a great example to the men under him.' 

J. Sylvane was born in London, in 1870. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Black Boy Hill, Western Australia on 20 
December 1915, and was posted to the 36th Battery, 23rd Field Artillery Brigade. He went with the Battery to the UK in May 1916, and 
served in the French theatre of war from 24 November 1916. 

Sylvane advanced to Sergeant, and transferred to the 6th Medium Trench Mortar Battery in February 1918. He served with the Battery 
on the Somme, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations east of Hamel, 8 August 1916. The battery's War Diary for 1-13 
August 1918, gives the action as particularly hectic on 8 August, with several German batteries being located by recce patrols. The 
Germans had spiked many of their guns, however, several were captured and two guns were later sent to the Australian War Museum. 

The diary also contains the following citation for the Sylvane's M.M.: 

'For devotion to duty, courage and initiative in the advance east of Hamel 8 August 1918. In the initial attack [he] kept mortars firing 
under heavy enemy barrage and in the day dealing with enemy strong points.' 

Sylvane returned to Australia in H.M.A.T. Somali , 10 December 1918, and was discharged 15 March 1919.

Without hesitation he ran forward into no-man's land, 
brought the gun back to his team and put it into action. He then went forward again, bandaged the wounded and carried them back 
under heavy fire. Though deafened and stunned, Pte. Bowley carried on for hours assisting the wounded from no-man's land back to 
safety. His courage and devotion to duty were most conspicuous.' 

A. N. Bowley was born in Creswick, Victoria, Australia, in 1895. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at the town of his birth on 
12 April 1915, and was posted to the 24th Australian Infantry Battalion. He served with the battalion in Gallipoli, before embarking for 
Egypt in January 1916. Bowley served in the French theatre of war from March 1916, and was twice wounded in action, 30 June 1916 
and 5 August 1916 respectively. 

Bowley was sent to the UK to recuperate after his last wound, returning to France in May 1917. He served with the 2nd Battalion 
Australian Machine Gun Corps, as part of the 2nd Australian Division on the Somme, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in the 
attack at Franerville near Amiens, 9 August 1918. He returned to Australia in H.M.A.T. Tras-Os-Montes, and was discharged 22 July 
1919. Bowley died 25 August 1921.

Williams served during the Great War with the 2/15th London Regiment in the French theatre of war from 22 June 1916. He received a 
gun shot wound to the thigh, 7 September 1916, and served as Lance Corporal with the Battalion in Salonika from November 1916. He 
served with the Battalion in Palestine from June 1917, and received another gun shot wound, 8 November 1917. Williams returned to 
France in June 1918, was awarded his M.M. for gallantry at Messines in September 1918, and advanced to Sergeant in the same month. 
He died in October 1960.

Waiter. He went absent on 3 March 1907, was declared a deserter on 23 April 1907, and was apprehended and tried by District Court 
Martial and sentenced to 56 days detention for desertion on 6 August 1907. He returned to duty and over the next few years rose 
through the ranks to Sergeant by May 1913, serving for some time as Sergeants' Mess Caterer and Musketry Instructor. On 13 June 
1914, he was reprimanded for serving a N.C.O. liquor when already drunk. In July 1914 prior to transferring to the Army Reserve, he 
was employed as Drill and Musketry Instructor. Recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Great War, he served with the 1st 
Battalion on the Western Front from 12 August 1914, and was wounded in the right thigh by shrapnel on 3 November 1914. He was 
sent home on 28 December 1914 and on recuperation was posted to the 3rd Battalion Liverpool Regiment and appointed Acting Staff 
Sergeant Instructor of Musketry. He transferred to the 11th Battalion Liverpool Regiment, and subsequently to the Royal Lancaster 
Regiment on 31 March 1918. Posted to the 8th Battalion on 2 April 1918, he received gun-shot wounds to the face on 2 October 1918 
and was sent home. He was discharged with 70% disablement on 30 January 1919 from the 3rd Battalion Royal Lancaster Regiment, 
whilst attached to the 53rd (Young Soldier) Battalion, Liverpool Regiment. He was subsequently awarded the Military Medal in July

in action on 1 October 1918, aged 41. He is buried in Dadizeele British Cemetery, Belgium, and was posthumously awarded the M.M.

The Dumfries and Galloway Standard of 9 October 1918 contains an article regarding Private Baird, headed 'Missing Soldier 
Recommended for the D.C.M'. The article notes that Baird was recommended for the DCM, 'for very fine action during the recent 
advance'. It is likely that these deeds occurred on 28 September 1918 in the attack and successful taking of Frezenberg Ridge, where 
pill boxes and dug-outs were cleared and many P.O.W.s taken. The village of Dadizeele was taken by the 9th Scottish Division on 29 
September 1918 followed by intense fighting on Hill 41 and the taking of the village of Ledeghem "after a sharp struggle", on 1 
October 1918. The Battalion War Diary notes 19 men killed, 4 missing and 69 wounded on 1 October 1918 and includes Baird's 
award of the M.M. in a list of awards in October 1918. The 7th Battalion suffered 24 fatal casualties on 1 October 1918.

On reorganisation in May 1916, he served for short 
periods with 12th Divisional Ammunition Column and D Battery, 62nd Brigade, before being posted to V 12 Trench Mortar Battery in 
August 1916. On 18 January 1918, he was severely wounded in the right hand and head by shell fire and removed to 38th Field 
Ambulance and admitted to 2nd Canadian Stationary Hospital at Outreau, along with 24 other admissions that day. On 24 January 
1918, he was transferred to 72nd General Hospital, Trouvelle. On recovery, he was posted to Y 12 Trench Mortar Battery on 8 April

'On the Grik Road in Malaya on 20 December 1941, the situation of 8 Platoon of 'A' Company, which was in an exposed position on 
the banks of Lake Chendoran, was desperate, surrounded on three sides by an overwhelming number of the enemy. 

Lance-Naik Mohd Khan, the commander of one of the armoured cars, drove straight through the enemy lines and attacked the enemy 
in the rear, then circled, over very rough ground, a number of times round 8 Platoon's position, scattering and demoralising the enemy 
to the extent that it was possible to withdraw the Platoon in the general plan of withdrawal being carried out at the time. 

Not only did this action enable 8 Platoon to be withdrawn but also enabled the continuance of the withdrawal of a forward battalion 
which was being menaced by the enemy about to take the position held by 8 Platoon.' 

Mohd Khan was from the village of Thirpal in Jhelum district. He was recommended for his M.M. by Lieutenant-Colonel Deakin, C.O. 
of the the 5/2nd Punjabis, after the war, following their return from captivity. In January 1942, as the Japanese continued their 
victorious sweep down the Malayan peninsula towards Singapore, Deakin wrote in his diary: 

During the day of 5 January I found a most lethargic lot of men. They were thoroughly depressed. There were no vehicles on the road, 
nor any movement whatsoever and the deadly silence, doubly noticeable owing to the blanketing effect of the jungle, was undoubtedly 
getting on the men's nerves. This silence was broken from time to time by the roar of enemy aircraft overhead. The Japanese airmen 
could not see our troops but they knew where they were and they carried out a blanket bombing of the whole area. The 5/2nd had 
suffered 200 casualties with a high percentage killed. The enemy, always in overwhelmingly superior numbers, pushed on relentlessly, 
regardless of casualties. Never for a moment was the Battalion left in peace from the air menace and, from start to finish, they did not 
see a single friendly aeroplane. This undoubtedly had the most demoralising effect on the troops. And the Japanese tanks were a 
constant menace ... ' 

Immediately after the fall of Singapore the Indian prisoners of war were collected at Farrior's Park, where they were kept apart from the 
British and Australians, who had been taken to Changi Gaol. They were told that an Indian, Captain Mohan Singh of the 1/14th Punjab 
Regiment, had been appointed G.O.C. the Indians and that they must obey his orders. Every kind of pressure, both moral and physical, 
was put upon these unfortunate Indian soldiers, and they were sent to concentration camps where they were beaten, tortured and even 
beheaded for refusing to join the renegade army. Many died of their ill-treatment. It is to their undying credit that so many of them 
resisted all the efforts of the Japanese to sway them for allegiance to their King-Emperor.

On the night of April 9th the lines from RHQ to two of the forward batteries were cut in five 
places by shell fire - four of these the line party repaired - on the way to the fifth break the shelling was so intense that they had to take 
cover in a ditch - led by Serjeant Todd they crawled up the ditch, found the break and mended it. By this time the line was cut in two 
more places behind them. These were mended under shell fire which was accurate and persistent. The maintenance of these lines 
greatly facilitated the passage of vital fire orders to the guns and directly contributed to the success of the counter battery plan. 

Throughout this and later operations Serjeant Todd has shown fine leadership, resource and courage in carrying out arduous and 
dangerous work in a very gallant manner/

Robert Henry Briggs was born on 11 February 1893, in Southwark, London. He joined the Royal Navy on 27 May 1909, from the 
Training Ship Warspite. At the outbreak of the war Briggs was aboard the armoured cruiser Hampshire, based on the China Station. 
Operating in the Indian Ocean she captured a German merchantman on 11 August 1914. She also took part in the search for the 
commerce raider S.M.S. Emden, eventually sunk by H.M.A.S. Sydney on 9 November 1914, before returning to Home Waters to join 
the Grand Fleet. Shortly before Briggs left the ship, on 27 July 191 5, while on patrol in the Moray Firth she was fortunately missed by a 
torpedo from a German submarine. Briggs next went ashore to H.M.S. Vernon, Torpedo School at Portsmouth, where he qualified as 
Seaman Torpedoman on 1 October 1915. He then joined the destroyer H.M.S. Zulu, based at Dover and operating in the southern part 
of the North Sea and the English Channel, screening larger warships against torpedo attack from enemy submarines. On 8 November 
1916, whilst on passage from Dover to Dunkirk, she struck a mine, which exploded under the engine room. The after part of the ship 
broke off and sank, while the fore part was towed into Calais in time to prevent it from sinking also, and subsequently welded to the 
after part of the damaged destroyer Nubian, the result of this marriage becoming H.M.S. Zubian. Whilst in Zulu Briggs had qualified as 
Acting Leading Torpedo Operator; this rating became substantive in March 191 7. He subsequently served aboard the aircraft carrier H. 
M.S. Furious, from July 1917 to September 1920. Briggs was rated Petty Officer on 3 December 1918, and sub-rated Acting Torpedo 
Gunner's Mate on 28 January 1919. He served aboard the aircraft carrier Hermes, from October 1920 to August 1922, being made 
substantive Torpedo Gunner's Mate on 7 September 1921. He received his L.S. & G.C. medal on 24 March 1926, and achieved 
Warrant rank on 8 October 1940 as Temporary Boatswain, becoming Temporary Acting Commissioned Boatswain on 18 June 1945 
with the war service rank of Lieutenant.

This was followed by an impressive 
display of determination and ability in the Stations Sports. 

In addition to athletics she is keen on shooting and was placed third and second respectively in the Individual Women's Royal Air 
Force Special Shoot at Command Championships in 1953 and 1954. 

S.A.C.W. Hunt also took a great interest in the children of the married personnel and worked hard for their happiness and edification. 
Each week she taught the Station Sunday School and escorted children to and from all church services. When special entertainments 
were arranged for children she was tireless in watching and caring for them. 

Senior Aircraftwoman Hunt cheerfully and unassumingly performed her duties in a manner far above the standard that would normally 
be expected of her. Her zeal, efficiency and confidence in all tasks were a fine example to others.'

Charles Eric Browning was born in South Dulwich on 27 August 1883 and was educated at Marlborough College. Employed as a 
Produce Broker, he enlisted into the Royal Fusiliers in 1914. He was commissioned into the 11th (Service) Battalion (2nd Gwent) South 
Wales Borderers in May 1915 and was promoted to Lieutenant in July the same year. With the battalion he entered the France/Flanders 
theatre of war on 3 December 1915. Browning was further promoted to Acting Captain in April 1916 and Captain in July 1916. He was 
wounded in action during the battle of the Somme and was mentioned in despatches. He was posted to the 8th Battalion South Wales 
Borderers, served in the Balkans in March 1917, and was promoted to Major in February 1918. Major Browning led the raid on Flat 
Iron Hill on the night of 12/13 July 1918 - his leadership and conspicuous gallantry earning him his second mention, the D.S.O. and 
French Croix de Guerre. During the Second World War, Browning served as a Squadron Leader with the Royal Air Force.

Flenry John Vatcher, a native of Newport Monmouthshire, served during the Boer War with the Royal Dragoons, subsequently joining 
the Newport Borough Police.

William Rich Morgan was born in the Parish of Abercarn, Monmouthshire. Employed as a clerk at the Celynen Colliery, he was known 
as an athlete and played football for Abercarn Football Club under the captaincy of his brother, T. W. Morgan. With the outbreak of 
war he attested for service in the R.A.M.C. on 5 September 1914, aged 22 years, 4 months. After attaining the rank of Sergeant, in May 
1915 he was discharged to a commission in the 9th Battalion South Wales Borderers. Attached to the 1st Battalion, he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 26 November 1915, joining the battalion at the front on the Loos Salient on the 29th. Lieutenant 
Morgan, the battalion bombing officer, won his M.C. rescuing a wounded man under heavy fire during the assault on Hart's Crater, 19 
February 1916. He was notified of the award on 7 March and presented with the ribbon by the G.O.C. on the 9th. Lieutenant Morgan 
was killed in action on 2 April 1916. The position occupied by the 1st Battalion was subject to artillery fire, especially heavy howitzers 
firing high explosive shells with delayed action fuses which had a burrowing effect. One heavy shell caught "D" Company's 
Headquarters in a dug-out at the side of the quarry near Hart's Crater and killed most of the occupants - one of those killed was 
Lieutenant Morgan; the war diary stating that he 'was killed by being buried in a dug-out'.

Arthur Denis Worsley Lowe enlisted as Private No. 1760 in the 18th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers. He was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 3rd Battalion, South Wales Borderers, on 16 June 1915, and went to France on 23 October 1915. He was attached to the 11th 
Battalion when he was wounded in the attack on Mametz Wood on 7 July 1916. He won his Military Cross with the 2nd Battalion in 
the attack just south of Le Tronsloy on 27 January 191 7, as described in the regimental history: 

'Second Lieutenant Lowe also did good service. When a machine gun held up the attack he led his party to the point, bombed the gun 
team, and by putting the gun out of action enabled the attack to get on, besides capturing half a dozen prisoners. He was well backed 
up by Lance Corporals Griffiths and Stevens and Privates Davies and Salt [these men all awarded the M.M.]. 

Second Lieutenant Lowe was killed in the aftermath of the battle of Broodseinde on 4 October 1917, when he, together with Second 
Lieutenant Gibson, had been sent to reconnoitre prior to the 2nd battalion moving up to take over the new front line. The guides did 
not know their way, the going was bad and the enemy's shelling was steady and caused several casualties, Lowe being killed and 
Gibson wounded. He is commemorated by name on the Tyne Cot Memorial.

Howard Howells Davenport was appointed 2nd Lieutenant on 6 July 1915, and served in France with the 10th South Wales Borderers 
from 5 December 1915. He was wounded on the Somme in the attack on Mametz Wood, 11 July 1916, and again at Pilckem in August 
191 7. He won his M.C. at Lys in November 191 7 during the 3rd battle of Ypres, as described in the regimental history: 

'The main event of the autumn months was the 10th's great raid. This, carried out on the night of November 7th/8th, was quite a big 
affair, ten officers and 270 men, virtually all available from A, B and C Companies, being employed under Captain W. T. Cobb with 
Captain Davenport as his second in command. Incandescent Trench, the frontage attacked, had been systematically bombarded for 
some days and the wire effectively cut out a frontage of 300 yards. It presented no obstacle and the raiders penetrated to the support 
line 200 yards farther back. One detachment missed its way but Captain Davenport went back and guided it to the right spot and so 
enabled it to carry out its tasks. The party remained in the German trenches over an hour, during which time it blew up three concrete 
dug-outs, accounted for at least 50 Germans and brought back 15 more as prisoners. An admirably accurate box barrage round the 
section attacked contributed greatly to the success of the raid, and though the casualties amounted to nearly fifty, most of these were 
but lightly wounded and only five men were killed. Captain Davenport again did excellent work organizing the removal of the 
wounded and himself returned to the enemy's lines to fetch in two men who had been left behind. It was easily one of the Division's 
most successful raids and reflected great credit in Captain Cobb's organization and training of the raiding party.' Captains Cobb and 
Davenport received the M.C. for this raid. 

Captain Davenport served during the Second World War as an Assistant Embarkation Staff Officer.

It was at this time that 2 Lt Granger (?) decided 
to give up the raid owing to losses. Sgt Russell was of great assistance in collecting wounded and in helping to organise parties for 
carrying them off, and he also did a lot of good work searching the shell craters along the front of the German wire. All this was done 
under fire alone in front of the [?] trenches and while the party was fully exposed under the continuous Very lights which were fired 
from the German lines. Sgt Russell showed great courage and dash in the way he advanced through the shell fire to the German wire.

Robert Williamson attested for the Royal Artillery on 9 May 1801, and served as a Sergeant in Captain Truscott's Battery in the 
Peninsula, which formed part of the rearguard of General Sir John Moore's force during the retreat to and subsequent battle of Corunna, 
16 January 1809- for their gallantry the title of "Corunna" was granted as a result of the Battery's efforts in this campaign. 

Williamson subsequently served in Captain Sinclair's Battery during the Waterloo campaign, 16-18 June 1815. First Lieutenant John 
Wilson, who served under Sinclair, described the activities of Sinclair's battery at Waterloo thus: 

'At the commencement of the action Captain Sinclair's Brigade was posted near a windmill in a field on the left of the Brussels road, 
and in rear of the village of Mont-St-Jean. When we were ordered into action we proceeded along the Nivelles road, took ground to the 
left, and formed on the right rear of La Haye Sainte between two and three hundred yards in front of the footpath... The smoke was so 
dense that I could not see distinctly the position of the French, being at that time ordered to direct my fire over the dead bodies of some 
horses in front. 

About three o'clock, our ammunition being nearly exhausted, we were charged by the French Cuirassiers, who in their turn were 
driven back by the 1st Dragoons (Royals). We retired behind the Squares formed in our rear... The gun on the left without the limber 
having been surrounded by the enemy's cavalry, remained in their possession. Having received a supply of ammunition, we returned to 
our former position and recovered the gun. 

We were almost immediately ordered to the right, near Hougoumont. Whilst moving along the ground I could see the French 
advancing, apparently against the right, in heavy masses of close columns. We remained in our last position until twelve the next day. 
The ground on which we were posted was covered with the killed and wounded of the Imperial Guard. A wounded officer, who lay 
near me, told me he belonged to that body.'

William Power was commissioned Ensign in the 32nd Foot on 6 April 1843, and promoted Lieutenant on 23 February 1848. Fie served 
during the Second Sikh War at the first and second siege operations before Mooltan, including the attack on the enemy's position in 
front of the advanced trenches on 12 September 1848; the action of Soorjkoon; the attack on the suburbs of 27 December, the storm 
and capture of the city, and the surrender of the fortress; and was also at the surrender of the fort and garrison of Cheniote, and the 
Battle of Goojerat.

Isaac Searle was born in the Parish of St Mary's, Reading, Berkshire, and attested for the 14th Light Dragoons at Heston on 30 March 
1841, aged 20 years 6 months. Of his total period of service amounting to 21 years 80 days, he served in the East Indies for 1 7 years 6 
months. He was promoted to Corporal in May 1845; Sergeant, January 1847; Hospital Sergeant, May 1850; Hospital Sergeant & Troop 
Sergeant Major, May 1857; Troop Sergeant Major, July 1860. 

Upon his final discharge at Manchester on 30 June 1862, his papers noted that he 'served with the Army of the Punjaub in 1848-49 and 
was present at the affair at Ramnugger, and at the Battles of Chillianwalla and Goojerat. Present at the Surrender of the Sikh Army, the 
occupation of Attock & Peshawur, and the expulsion of the Affghans beyond the Khyber Pass. Received the Medal for services in the 
Punjaub Campaign, a Bar for the Battle of Chillianwalla, and 1 for the Battle of Goojerat. Served in the Persian Expedition of 1857. 
Served with the Central India Field Force in 1857-58, under the Command of Major General Sir Hugh Rose, K.C.B., and was present at 
the action of Koonch 7th May, Battle of Gollowlie 22nd May, Advance on & Capture of Calpee and pursuit of the Rebels 23rd May, 
Capture of Morar Cantonments 16th June, and Recapture of Town and Fortress of Gwalior 19 June 1858. Received a Medal & Clasp for 
Central India. Received a Medal with Gratuity for Good Conduct & Long Service.' 

Troop Sergeant Major Isaac Searle was awarded the Meritorious Service Medal with Annuity of £10 in 1865. He died at Poole, Dorset, 
on 27 January 1896, aged 75, his occupation being given as 'Pottery Secretary and Army Pensioner.' Sold with copied discharge papers 
and other research.

CAMPAIGN GROUPS and PAIRS 



The important Meritorious Service Medal group of three awarded to Colour-Sergeant Bernard Kilkeary, Mid-Ulster 
Artillery, Auxiliary Forces, late 73rd Regiment, a prominent survivor from the loss of the troopship Birkenhead off 
South Africa, who saved many lives in one of the ship's cutters while carrying out Colonel Seton's famous order 
"Women and children first!" - the King of Prussia ordered that the account of the sinking be read to every regiment in 
his army as an example of discipline and bravery

Bernard Kilkeary was born at Parsontown, King's County, Ireland, in 1827 and entered the 73rd Regiment at an early age. A Sergeant- 
Major by the time of the Birkenhead disaster on 28 February 1852, he was prominent for his courageous actions in charge of a cutter, 
and left the following account of his experiences: 

'There were, besides the troops, some half-dozen Marines for the four guns which the frigate carried, and a crew of about 120. When I 
stepped on board the vessel in January, 1852, I little thought that she would never again sail over British waters. Colonel Seton, 74th 
Highlanders, who commanded the drafts, amounting to about 500 men, appointed me at Cork Sergeant-Major for the voyage, and all 
went well until that memorable morning in February when the ship struck the reef off Cape Agulhas. 

'Immediately upon impact I went on deck, where, meeting Colonel Seton, I received from him a last command to disembark the 
women and children into a quarter-boat, and take charge of the occupants. In this work I was ably seconded by Cornet Bond, of the 
12th Lancers (now Captain Bond-Shelton), to whose indefatigable exertions many of the children owed their deliverance from the 
vessel. He himself was saved by swimming to the shore, two miles or so off. 
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'Before leaving I heard Captain Salmond tell Colonel Seton there was no danger, and it was my intention to have landed the women 
and children on shore and returned on board ship; but we had scarcely pulled away 200 yards when suddenly, and in our full view, 
the Birkenhead listed and sank, carrying down her living freight. A very heavy sea was running at the time, and we decided to stand out 
to sea, where, after being tossed about for twelve hours, we were picked up by the schooner Lioness, of Cape Town. On getting aboard 
the Lioness I suggested to her captain that our quarter-boat and one of his boats should proceed to the scene of the wreck. This he 
gladly assented to, and it resulted in the rescue of some forty or fifty men who were found clinging to the rigging. These were also 
brought on board the Lioness , whose captain treated us all with the greatest kindness. 

'On the next day the Lioness met the Rhadamanthus, and signalled, "Troops on board from the wreck of the Birkenhead," whereupon 
the Rhadamanthus took the schooner in tow, and brought us to Simon's Bay. At Simon's Bay we were transferred on board the 
guardship Castor, while the Rhadamanthus proceeded down to the vicinity of the wreck and found and brought to Simon's Bay those 
survivors who had succeeded in getting ashore. At Simon's Bay I compiled the official narrative of the sad occurrence for the military 
authorities at the Cape/ 

This 'official narrative' was in fact the roll compiled by Kilkeary on arriving at Simon's Bay, from which place it was forwarded with a 
covering letter by Major Wright, the senior surviving officer - 'I conferred with the survivors of rank of each detachment, and 
ascertained the strength of each at the time of sailing and the then effective strength, and from this data I compiled an alphabetical roll 
of the drowned.' 

Of the courage of his commanding officer, Colonel Seton, Kilkeary recalled: 'On the occasion of the wreck of the Birkenhead all ranks, 
officers and men, acted nobly, each doing his duty to his country and his Queen; the coolest and most heroic, if I must differentiate, 
being Colonel Seton, commanding the troops, who from the impact was on deck in full regimentals, giving his orders as if on parade, at 
the last dying like a hero at the post of duty. He set a very inspiring example, conducing to that perfect discipline never surpassed in the 
annals of our Army.' 

Kilkeary went on to participate in the Xhosa War operations of 1852-53, including the expedition across the Orange River to the 
mountains of Basutoland, where he fought in the battle of Berea. The 73rd Foot was sent to India in 1858 and after further active 
service in Central India under Sir Hugh Rose, during which campaign he held the responsible post of Paymaster-Sergeant, Kilkeary left 
the colours after 12 years and 201 days service. He afterwards served for 20 years in the Auxiliary Forces, latterly as a Pay Master 
Sergeant in the Mid-Ulster Artillery. He was 75 years old and living in retirement at Dungannon, Co. Tyrone, at the time of submitting 
his account of the Birkenhead disaster to the authors of A Deathless Story in 1902. 

Later still, in August 1905, as recounted in A Deathless Story, Kilkeary was awarded his Meritorious Service Medal with a very 
welcome £10 Annuity: 

'The long and honourable career of this military veteran certainly called for some form of special recognition, and it was a source of 
satisfaction to all who knew him when, in 1905, he was selected as a recipient of the Meritorious Service Medal, which carries with it 
an annuity of £10. The medal was presented to Mr. Kilkeary in the King's name at an interesting parade on August 14th of the year 
mentioned, when the permanent staff of the Mid-Ulster Royal Garrison Artillery formed up in review order in the quadrangle of the 
quarters at Castle Hill, Dungannon, and Warrant-Officer Phil Donohoe, R.A., having brought the parade to attention, Captain E. W. M. 
Walker, R.A., the Adjutant, proceeded with the presentation ceremony, which he said had happily fallen to him to perform before 
leaving Dungannon. 

"He holds, as you know, a most honourable record," observed the Adjutant of Mr. Kilkeary. "In fact, the medal has never been 
bestowed in a more deserving case. As you are aware, his military record has extended over thirty-two years, twelve of these being with 
the Colours - the 73rd Regiment - and the remainder here on the Permanent Staff, as well as upon the staff of the Leinster Regiment. 
Besides seeing active service in South Africa and in the Indian Mutiny, he was present at the wreck of the Birkenhead. Doubtless this 
distinction would have been granted to him many years ago had he not thought right to wait so long-so patiently - before making 
application." 

Captain Walker hoped in concluding that the owner of the medal would live many years to wear it, a sentiment in which doubtless all 
heartily joined. Mr. Kilkeary acknowledged the presentation in a well and modestly worded little speech: 

1 beg to return my grateful and dutiful thanks to his most gracious Majesty the King for the signal honour which he has been pleased, 
through your medium, to confer upon me. To you, sir, I also respectfully tender my sincere acknowledgements. It is particularly 
gratifying to me to receive this medal standing in close proximity to Warrant-Officer Donohoe and the members of the Permanent Staff 
Mid-Ulster Royal Garrison Artillery - a regiment in which I served many years, and whose officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
men have at all times upheld the best traditions of the British Army. Believe me, this ceremonial, the recollection of which will never 
fade from my memory, will be deeply appreciated by the Royal Highlanders, that distinguished regiment in which I commenced my 
Military career." '

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A remarkable family group: 

'The I ith Hussars were returning at a hand-gallop under a galling rifle fire from the Fedioukine Hills on 
their right; when Sergeant Bentley's worn-out mount refused to keep up with the rest; and his comrades 
saw the fair-haired Lieutenant [Dunn], six foot two in height; turn his charger; one of the most notorious 
kickers in the regiment:, and ride back towards the Sergeant:, who was trying to defend himself against 
three Russian Dragoons. He sabred the first Dragoon out of his saddle, allowing Bentley time to get to 
his feet; and although his horse became almost unmanageable, he and the remaining Russians closed 
and hacked and circled round and round, until he had killed them both/

William Bentley was born at Kilnwick-on-Wolds, Yorkshire in October 1816 and enlisted in the 11th Hussars at Beverley in July 1835; 
his enlistment papers describe him as 5'9" tall with a fresh complexion, hazel eyes and brown hair. 

In April 1842, the regiment was sent to York owing to the threat of civil unrest by the Chartists. Detachments were also sent to Halifax, 
Rochdale and Glossop, and duties included the escorting of Chartist prisoners from jail to court. 

Bentley, who was advanced to Corporal in June 1851 and to Sergeant in November 1853, was embarked for the Crimea in February 
1854. 

Admitted to Scutari Hospital on 22 September 1854, he rejoined his regiment on 11 October and participated in the charge of the Light 
Brigade, being wounded by a lance prod in the back of his neck and by a bullet graze to his leg; his life, as stated, was saved by 
Lieutenant Alexander Dunn, 11th Hussars, who cut down three Russians who were attacking Bentley from the rear, an incident to 
which the citation for Dunn's subsequent award of the V.C. refers: 

'For having, in the Light Cavalry Charge of 25 October 1854, saved the life of Sergeant Bentley, 11th Hussars, by cutting down three 
Russian Lancers who were attacking him from the rear, and afterwards cutting down a Russian Hussar, who was attacking Private 
Levett, 11th Hussars' (London Gazette 24 February 1857). 

Bentley was also present at Inkermann and in operations before Sebastopol, but his name does not appear on the regimental roll for 
Alma. He was advanced to Troop Sergeant-Major in November 1855 and was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in May 1857. 

He was discharged at Birmingham in July 1860 'to serve with the Royal Wiltshire Yeomanry' as a Drill Instructor; he remained similarly 
employed until 1872, thereby completing 37 years with the Colours. He was never entered in the regimental defaulter's book or tried 
by Court-martial. 

Bentley attended the first Balaklava Banquet in 1875 and was elected a member of the Balaklava Commemoration Society in 1879. 

The 1881 census reveals that he was living with his first wife, Mary, at 63 Lowther Street, York; she died in January 1883, and his 
second wife, Elizabeth, in June 1888. 

Having signed the Light Brigade's Loyal Address of 1887, Bentley died at his residence, No. 2 St. John's Crescent, Penley's Grove 
Street, York, in March 1891, aged 74. He was buried in the old section of York Cemetery. 

The following report of his death and funeral appeared in the Yorkshire Chronicle on 7 March 1891: 

'One of the few remaining British heroes who came back "from the jaws of death" after the famous charge of the Light Brigade, has 
been summoned by the grim sentinel, Death, to the fate he averted under Lord Cardigan. Troop Serjt. Major William Bentley, late of the 
11th (Prince Albert's Own) Hussars, was born in Kilnwick-on-the-Wolds, Yorkshire, in 1816, and at the age of 19 years enlisted at 
Beverley, serving 25 years in the regiment. With the 11th he took an active part in the Crimean War, being engaged at the Alma, 
Inkermann and Sebastopol. In the Balaclava Charge he would most assuredly have lost his life if it had not been for the timely 
intervention of the brave Lieutenant Dunn, who cut down three Russians who were attacking the Sergeant from the rear. He did 
however, receive a lance prod in the neck and a bullet graze in the calf of his leg. His gallant rescuer was publicly decorated with the 
Victoria Cross for his bravery and subsequently became Colonel of the West Riding (Duke of Wellington's) regiment, now stationed at 
York. Deceased was on escort duty when her Majesty was married to the Prince Consort. 
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On his leaving the 11th Hussars he was appointed Drill-Instructor of the Wiltshire Yeomanry and having held that appointment for 
twelve years, retired into civil life, with a record of 37 years under the colours. He took up his abode at York and died after a lingering 
illness at his residence, No.2 St. John's Crescent, Penley's Grove Street, in the 74th year of his age. He leaves four sons and three 
daughters. The obsequies took place on Thursday morning with every manifestation of respect, and with full military honours. The 
band and a full squadron of the 10th Hussars under the command of Captain B. B. Hervey, met the cortege at the deceased's residence 
and escorted it through the city direct to the cemetery. The coffin, of plain oak, rested on the gun-carriage drawn by powerful black 
steeds in funeral trappings. The Union Jack over spread the bier and a black velvet pall was laid on the colours. The band headed the 
funeral procession, playing Chopin's "Funeral March"; after which came the coffin itself, flanked by six corporals who acted as bearers. 
The relatives and friends came next, followed by fourteen sergeants and sergeant-majors who composed the mourning party and wore 
black sashes, the firing party and a number of men from the 10th bringing up the rear. The streets en-route to the cemetery were lined 
with spectators, whilst a considerable number had gathered at the graveside. The service was conducted by the Revd. F.C. Sandford, 
rector of St. Maurice and the funeral arrangements conducted by Mr. D. T. L. Fletcher. Amongst those who assembled to pay a last 
respect to their "old-comrade-in-arms" were Mr. Duckitt, who served in the 11th Hussars, Mr. John Hogan (8th Hussars) and Mr. 
William Pearson, who were with the deceased in the famous charge; Inspector Duke and Sgt. Major Wintersgill, who were with the 1st 
Royal Dragoons in the Crimea; Mr. Smith, 5th Dragoon Guards, Sgt. Major Dalby, 16th Lancers, Sgt. Major Whittaker, 5th Lancers and 
Sgts. Smith, Roberts, Yeomans and Leonard, all veteran Infantry men ... ' 

A silver tea service which was presented to him by his comrades in the 11th Hussars - on the occasion that he took up his new 
appointment as a Drill Instructor in the Royal Wiltshire Yeomanry in July 1 860 - is held by the Museum of the Royal Hussars. 

Note: 

The dashing Alexander Dunn - Canada's first V.C. - clearly caught the eye of his Colonel's wife, for on resigning his commission in the 
11th Hussars after the Crimean War, he returned to his estates in Canada with Mrs. Rosa Maria Douglas, the wife of Colonel John 
Douglas; the latter refused to divorce his philandering wife and she became Dunn's mistress for many years. 

Having helped raise the 100th Regiment in Canada in 1858, Dunn purchased its Lieutenant-Colonelcy for £10,000, but - on account of 
a serious gambling habit - exchanged into the 33rd (The Duke of Wellington's) Regiment in December 1864. He took the 33rd to 
Abyssinia in 1867, where he died in mysterious circumstances - some say as a result of a hunting accident, others of murder. Certainly 
his relationship with his mistress, Mrs. Rosa Douglas, appears to have soured for, on departing for Abyssinia, he changed his Will, his 
sister becoming the main beneficiary in Rosa's stead. Rosa contested the second Will and won a small fortune but she died in obscurity 
after re-marrying on Colonel Douglas's death in 1871. 

Thomas Bentley was born in Norwich in 1850 and enlisted in the 3rd Foot at Reading in February 1872, aged 23 years. He joined the 
1st Battalion in India in March 1873 and was actively employed in the Perak operations of 1875-76 (Medal & clasp). In September 
1878, he transferred to the 2nd Battalion, 22nd Foot at Meerut, following which, in April 1881, he was embarked for England. 

George Bentley was born in Canterbury in December 1839 and joined the Royal Navy in October 1866, when he stated his trade as 
that of a musician. Duly appointed a Bandsman, he served in H.M.S. Rattlesnake from July 1869 until March 1874, including active 
employment during the Ashantee operations of 1873-74 (Medal). He was discharged ashore in the latter year, when his conduct was 
described as 'very good'. 

Frederick Bentley transferred from the 1st Company to the 15th Company of the Commissariat and Transport Corps on 1 August 1882 
and was embarked for Egypt on the following day. He was subsequently present at Tel-el-Kebir (Medal & clasp; Khedive's Star).

John Roper was born at Sedbury Hall, Gilling, near Richmond, Yorkshire, in January 1844. He was the second son of R. S. D. R. Roper, 
a banker and later J.P. for the North Riding of Yorkshire. John Roper was educated at Richmond Grammar School and the Royal Naval 
Academy, Gosport. He was passed by the Committee of the India Officer as a Cadet for the Indian Navy in April 1859. Roper 
embarked for Bombay, and aged 15 years and 5 months was appointed Midshipman in June 1859. His service include with the steam 
Frigate Zenobia, December 1859 - March 1861, during which time he landed in China as part of the Zenobia's Naval Brigade, and was 
present at the actions of Chang-kai-Wan and Pa-li-Chian, and as part of the small Naval Brigade that entered Pekin, 13 October 1860. 
He returned to England, where he was retired in November 1862, with a pension of £60 per annum. The latter was due to the 
impending disbandment of the Indian Navy in April 1 863. 

Roper was aged 19 and without a profession, this however did not last for long. Between 1864-66 he was employed on ships 
transporting Government Emigrants from the UK to Australia and New Zealand. He resumed his military career by purchasing a 
commission as Ensign in the 3rd Battalion West India Regiment. Roper embarked for Jamaica in 1869, but before he arrived the 3AA/est 
India Regiment were disbanded and he was transferred to the 1st Battalion. He advanced to Lieutenant in October 1871, and sailed 
with the Battalion to be engaged in the Ashantee campaign 1873-74. He was invalided, and died at sea on passage to England 26/27 
March 1874. He is commemorated on the Roper Family memorial window at St. Agatha's Church, Gilling West, Richmond. 

China Medals to the Navy were issued unnamed, the only exception being those medals awarded to the Indian Navy, late of the H.E.I. 
C. service. As the Zenobia was the only Indian Navy ship to receive this clasp, it provides the only named medals with clasp Pekin

Henry Albert Thorne was born in December 1866, the son of H. E. Thorne of Barbados (the family having a vault on the island at St. 
John's Parish Church), and was commissioned Second Lieutenant, West India Regiment, in January 1892. He advanced to Lieutenant 
the following year, and was posted with the 2nd Battalion to Sierra Leone in 1895. He was employed with the Army Service Corps on 
the Gold Coast, and arrived at Cape Castle in SS Londa , 1 8 December 1895. He was employed during the several minor expeditions in 
the northern territories of the Gold Coast, 1896-98, which were deemed necessary following the Ashanti campaign of 1895-96 (entitled 
to East and West Africa Medal, with '1896-98' clasp). 

Thorne advanced to Captain, and transferred to the 3rd Battalion in April 1898. Returning to the Ashanti, he was Specially Employed 
on the Gold Coast, 25 July 1900 - 29 December 1900. His duties during the campaign, in the reduction of the rebel forces south of 
Kumassi (after it's relief), are revealed in The Ashanti Campaign of 1900 by Montanaro and Armitage: 

'In these punitive operations the honourable role of scouts and forward troops again fell to the Sierra Leone Police and again their skill 
in bush-warfare was proved. 

It turned out that the stout rally made by enemy at Dtachi was due to their being led by Opoku, the second war captain, who fought 
against Major Beddoes, and who was among the killed. We had no casualties on our side. This was due to the excellent scouting of the 
Sierra Leone Frontier Police who, I have mentioned before, are thoroughly at home in the bush, and the dashing way in which the 
Central Africans, led by Brake, Johnstone-Stewart and Thorne, charged and pursued the enemy.' 

Thorne served as Chief Transport Officer (graded as Deputy Assistant Adjutant General) for the Gambia Field Force, 30 December 1900 
- 4 June 1901 (M.I.D. London Gazette 10 September 1901; entitled to Africa General Service Medal, with 'Gambia' clasp). He served 
with the Remount Department in South Africa in 1901, transferring as Captain and Adjutant, West African Regiment, in November 
1901. He advanced to the local rank of Major, and 'died in service', 20 July 1903, whilst stationed in Sierra Leone.

Benjamin Steel was born in Birkenhead, Cheshire, in 1863, and passed his Master's exam at Liverpool in 1887. Joining the White Star 
Line in 1894, he served with the Royal Naval Reserve as Acting Lieutenant in H.M.S. Forte in the punitive naval expedition 
commanded by Rear-Admiral Rawson, and landed from the Squadron to punish the King of Benin for the massacre of the political 
expedition of 1897, ending in the capture of Benin City on 18 February 1897. Appointed Mate of the White Star Line's S.S. Britannic in 
October 1 899, he was awarded the Transport Medal for service as Chief Officer in that vessel the following year. After commanding the 
White Star Line's S.S. Nomadic in 1902, he was appointed assistant Marine Superintendent at Liverpool in 1903, and became 
Southampton Marine Superintendent for the Line in 1908, a post he held until his retirement in 1927. He died at Eastleigh, Hampshire, 
in October 1944. 

As the White Star Line's Marine Superintendent at Southampton, it was Steel who collected the R.M.S. Titanic's muster list from Captain 
Edward Smith, and was reputedly therefore the last man to leave the Titanic prior to her embarking upon her maiden voyage from 
Southampton on 10 April 1912. Five days later she sank beneath the waves. Steel testified at the Wreck Commissioner's Inquiry into the 
disaster, and when asked by counsel 'Did you inspect the life boats to see whether they were properly equipped', he replied, 1 did in a 
general way, yes'.

He 
was qualified in Persian, Russian and Urdu, and was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel on 6 March 1907. He ceased to be employed in 
July 1912 and died at Godstone, Surrey, on 19 May 1901.

Henry Beckles Gall Walton was born in Barbados, in January 1873. He was the son of Dr George O'Donnell Walton of St. George's, 
Barbados, and was educated at Harrison's College. He travelled to England, and studied at St. Mary's Hospital, Paddington, 1892-1897. 
Walton was commissioned Lieutenant in the Royal Army Medical Corps in July 1898. He served with the R.A.M.C. in West Africa, 
1898-99, and contracted enteric fever when proceeding up country from Ereetown. According to family tradition, 'owing to tse-tse, 
there were no horses or cows in Sierra Leone. During his convalescence, he wondered where the milk came from, which was his main 
diet. One day he opened the tent flap, and saw an African woman filling his mug with her milk. Without it, he would have certainly 
died.' 

Walton served as Medical Officer to the 6th (Inniskilling) Dragoons Guards during the Second Boer War (entitled to Q.S.A. with 5 
clasps and K.S.A. with clasps) and is mentioned several times in With The Inniskilling Dragoons , The Record of a Cavalry Regiment 
During the Boer War 1899-1902 by Lieutenant-Colonel J. Watkins Yardley. Including during the fighting at Zand River, 9 May 1900, 
when 'Lieut. Walton, R.A.M.C., showed conspicuous bravery, attending to the wounded under heavy fire.' 

Walton advanced to Captain in July 1901, and served in the West Indies, 1902-1905. He returned to the UK (obtained a Diploma in 
Public Health in 1906), and was posted as the Medical Officer for the King's Own Yorkshire Light Infantry depot at Pontefract in 1907. 
He advanced to Major in April 1910, and served in India 1910-15. He was mobilised with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel at the end of 
1915, and commanded 119 Field Ambulance near Valenciennes, January-April 1916. Walton served in the Egyptian theatre of war, 
April-May 1916, prior to seeing out the remainder of the war in India (entitled to BWM and VM). 

After the war Walton served as Assistant Director of Medical Services to the British Army of Occupation, Upper Silesian Force HQ, 
1920-22. He served as Assistant Director of Pathology, Eastern Command, prior to his retirement. He was a GP in Suffolk until his 
death in June 1945.

He subsequently saw active service in South Africa 1901-02 and, in the latter year, transferred to the Regular Army with an 
appointment in the Seaforth Highlanders. 

Similarly employed by the outbreak of hostilities, he arrived in France with the 2nd Battalion on 22 August 1914, and was wounded in 
the leg on 26 September, on which date the Battalion was positioned near La Montagne Farm, north of Bucy-le-Long. He was not 
evacuated home, however, and remained actively employed on the Western Front until August 1916, so was presumably present in the 
Battalion's attack on Redan Ridge on the First Day of the Somme, when one of his comrades, Drummer W. Ritchie, won the V.C. 

McKean remained employed on the home establishment from September 1916 and was placed on the Army Reserve in May 1918, 
having latterly served in the Royal Scots Fusiliers.

He re-joined in February 1915 and was 
promoted Corporal. On 2 June, 1915, he received a gunshot wound to the left leg, He re-joined in July 1915 and was wounded for a 
third and fourth time on 1 September 1915, gunshot wounds to the left groin and shoulder, and invalided home. Corporal Spackman 
was discharged after 17 years' service, in November 1915, time expired, but was still receiving hospital treatment in 1918. He died in 
Surrey in 1961.

Benjamin Gonville Bromhead was born in 1876, the son of Colonel Sir Benjamin Parnell Bromhead, 4th Baronet Bromhead, and 
Hannah Smith, of Thurlby Hall, Lines. He married Edith Maud Andrews, daughter of Lieutenant Colonel Robert Charles Andrews, on 
30 April 1912. 

He was commissioned in 1898 as Second Lieutenant, 3rd Battalion South Wales Borderers, and promoted Lieutenant in January 1900. 
He resigned his commission in April 1900, in order to serve during the Boer War, where he served as a Special Services Officer with 
the Rhodesia Field Force under General Carrington, on attachment to Thorneycroft's Mounted Infantry from January 1901 to May 1902, 
and with 'A' Division, South African Constabulary. In 1907, he was serving in Ireland with a maxim-gun detachment and by 1911, he 
was stationed at Dover Castle, Dover, Kent with the 1st Battalion, Royal Berkshire Regiment. He served during the Great War with the 
1st Battalion Royal Berkshire Regiment on the Western Front from 13 August 1914, and was severely wounded and sent home to 
recover at the Hon. Rosdew Burns' Hospital for Officers, Stoodley Knowle, Torquay, in October 1914. He returned to France and was 
hospitalised on 26 June 1917 at Noyelles, returning to England in July 191 7. He served with the 3rd Battalion Royal Berkshire Regiment 
in Dublin, Ireland, and after the Great War, retired to the half-pay list on account of ill-health contracted on active service in January 
1922 and retired from the half-pay list in November 1924. died at Wellington House, Walmer, Kent, on 13 May 1939. 

Benjamin Gonville Bromhead came from an extended and well connected Anglo-Irish military family: General Sir Gonville Bromhead 
(great grandfather, at Quebec with General Wolfe), Edmund de Gonville Bromhead (grandfather, lost an eye at Waterloo), Colonel Sir 
Benjamin Parnell Bromhead (father, Afghan and Sudan campaigns, lost right hand at Sikkim), Lieutenant Colonel Gonville Bromhead 
(uncle, 24th Foot, V.C. at Rorke's Drift), Major Edward Gonville Bromhead (brother, died in 1910), Field Marshal Lord Birdwood 
(brother-in-law), Colonel Robert Benjamin Gonville Bromhead (son, the last Commanding officer of the Royal Berkshire Regiment in 
1959) and Sir Benjamin Denis Bromhead (Indian Army) to name a few.

Charles Arthur Armstrong was born in London on 5 May 1873, the only son of Major-General Charles Armstrong, Bengal Staff Corps. 
He was educated at Sherborne School and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst (Hon. Queen's India Cadet), and was gazetted Second 
Lieutenant to the 1st Battalion Northumberland Fusiliers on 10 October 1894. He was promoted Lieutenant in December 1895; 
Captain in May 1900; and Brevet Major in Lord Kitchener's Despatch of 8 April 1902. He served throughout the South African War 
1899-1902; took part in the battles of Belmont, Enslin, Modder River, Magersfontein; was Commandant at Kraipan from 27 February 
1901, and Adjutant, 5th Battalion Imperial Yeomanry (16th (Worcestershire) Company), June 1901 to May 1902; he took part in the 
operations in the Transvaal, February 1901 to May 1902. 

On 24 February 1902, a convoy commanded by Lt-Col W.C. Anderson heading for Klerksdorp, bivouacked on the farm Elandslaagte 
by the Yzer Spruit. Early the following morning the column set off and after a march of some three kilometres was attacked by a 
commando under the command of Asst. Cmdt-Gen. J.H. de la Rey. After very strong resistance, the convoy was forced to surrender. 
British losses were 187 killed and wounded whilst the Boers lost 51 killed and wounded. Major Armstrong was reported missing on 25 
February 1902 at Elandslaagte and later re-joined. For his services in the Boer War he was Mentioned in Despatches (London 
Gazette 1 7 June 1902). 

Returning to England, at St. Paul's, Knightsbridge, in November 1902, Armstrong married Evelyn Denison, daughter of the late Major 
General Charles Richards, Indian Army. He was then transferred to the 2nd Battalion, with which he served until October 1913, when 
he was appointed Adjutant of the Officers' Training Corps, Queen's University Belfast (attached General Staff), a post he held until the 
outbreak of war. Confirmed in the rank of Major on 14 October 1914, he was then appointed to train the 8th Service Battalion of the 
Northumberland Fusiliers. He was appointed to the command of the 2nd Battalion in June 1915, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and immediately went out to France. After being at the front for four months, Lieutenant-Colonel Armstrong was fatally shot in the head 
at the battle of Loos, 1 October 1915, and is buried in the British Cemetery at Vermelles. He is also commemorated in the Sherborne 
School Roll of Honour and War Memorial. 
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The Fifth in the Great War refers: 

"Dawn was just breaking, the relief was hurried through, and a party of the relieved troops (1 /York & Lancs.), impatient to get back, 
instead of moving by communication trenches, rashly withdrew across the open. This movement, undoubtedly, was observed by the 
enemy, to whom it gave the clue to what was in progress. Before the relief had been fully completed, and while the men of the FIFTH 
were still in process of taking up their positions, the Germans, approaching unseen by South Face, suddenly attacked with bombs. The 
inner flanks of both "C" and "D" Companies were driven back, and the enemy secured a footing of about one hundred yards in the 
Hohenzollern and "Big Willie." Further progress of the enemy was checked and a barrier was constructed by each company to protect 
its flank and contain the enemy; but they found themselves completely separated. On report of the situation reaching Brigade 
Headquarters, orders were issued that the enemy was to be driven from the position at all costs; but though it was simple enough to 
issue such orders, the manner in which they should be carried out was quite a different matter. Major Armstrong had gone forward to 
the scene of the trouble before the orders from the Brigade had reached his headquarters, with the intention of organising a counter¬ 
attack, the necessity for which was, in truth, quite obvious. But to form any plan without more accurate knowledge of the general 
situation than could be obtained from the bottom of a trench was impossible. In order to secure a view of his surroundings, he raised 
himself above the parapet and was immediately shot through the head and killed. On news of this tragic event reaching Battalion 
Headquarters, Captain Lamb, to whom command now fell, went forward with 2nd Lieutenant Gilchrist, the Adjutant, to " D " 
Company's position. He found that already many casualties had been sustained; bombing and counter-bombing were in progress; and 
considerable confusion reigned in the trench. Any attempt to attack across the open would have been swept away by the fire of 
machine guns from the enemy's rear positions, and the only hope of dislodging the Germans lay in bombing them from the section of 
trench in which they had secured a footing." 

"During the short time he (Armstrong) was in command of the 2nd Battalion he gained the highest praise and admiration of all, and 
numerous letters received by his widow tell how much he was beloved, and "that his most excellent work had been appreciated and 
noted for due reward and promotion, had he but lived through the Battle of Loos." {Roll of Honour, Marquis de Ruvigny refers).

August 1914 to 14 November 1914 when posted to the Depot and 11th Battalion. He re-joined the 1st Battalion in the field on 25 
August 1915 and was promoted Sergeant in October 1915. He was posted to the Depot in September 1916 and discharged from the 
3rd Battalion Royal Highlanders on 26 February 1917 due to sickness (awarded Silver War Badge). In civilian life he was employed as 
a railway policeman, and he died in Edinburgh on 10 December 1961.

Henry Reginald Martin was the son of H. Martin of 9 Vicars Road, Kentish Town, London. He served with the 18th Hussars during the 
Second Boer War, and advanced to Sergeant. He served with the Regiment during the Great War on the Western Front from 15 August 
1914. He was killed in action at Elouges, 24 August 1914, and was amongst the Regiments' first casualties of the war. 

On 23 August 'the Regiment was ordered out about 7pm to hold the line of railway (Valenciennes - Mons) from Thulin Station on the 
right, where we joined up with the 9th Lancers, to a point opposite the 18th kilometre stone on the Valenciennes Road on the left, 
where we connected with the right of the 1 st Cavalry Brigade.... 

August 24th - Just before daybreak - it must have been near 5m - we got permission to fall back to a good position on the ridge, which 
here ran parallel to and S.S.E of the Mons - Valenciennes Road.' (The Memoirs of the 18th (Queen Mary's Own) Royal Hussars 1906 
-1922, by Brigadier-General C. Burnett, C.B., C.M.G. refers) 

Dismounted, in a sunken road position, the Regiment came under heavy German fire. When 'it was impossible to hold on any longer... 
mounted and galloped for safety under heavy fire from a German machine gun which had been brought up to the railway 
embankment. It was an exciting ride both to participants and to onlookers, who could see the bullets flick up the dust all round... 
Sergeant Sutherland, Corporal O'Melia and two others were wounded, the two former non-commissioned officers being so badly hit 
that we were unable to move them.... For a time the enemy did not press on: evidently he did not like the look of our position, much to 
our chagrin, as we had prepared a hearty reception for him; but he very wisely held on to the line of railway and proceeded with his 
encircling movement to the west, at the same time shelling our line and the position in general. 

About 8am the Regiment, in conjunction with the rest of the Brigade - to which it formed the rearguard - received orders to retire to a 

second position, which we had already reconnoitred. We got shelled a good bit during this retirement as we were ascending the 

ridge all the time; we were also hampered a good deal by Belgian refugees, who, poor people, were at their wit's ends to know what to 

do. We halted in this second position for some time and it must have been nearly 11 o'clock when we received orders to retire 

through Audregnies on Angre.' (Ibid) 

From midday onwards, all central cohesion was lost and very few orders were received by the Regiment. In scattered positions they 
had to get along as best they could, operating in a triangle between Elouges Station, Witheries and Audregnies. By 8pm 18th Hussars 
billeted for the night, 'our encounters had been with the German IVth Corps, their 7th Division moving towards Elouges and the 8th to 
Baisieux... Whilst the action lasted we had had a good gruelling, but had given back as much as we received. The tragic story was the 
loss of a great number of horse and in consequence the loss too of many of their riders, who wandered, many of them, aimlessly about 
the country until they were either overtaken by the enemy or were able to rejoin us by circuitous routes. 

We lost Sergeants Sutherland and Martin, Corporals O'Melia, Richardson and Jackson and four Privates, Ingleden, Milcham, Lauchlan 
and Hewitt: three of the total number were killed on the spot, and six died of wounds. Fourteen N.C.O's and men were wounded 
during the day. 

There is no record of the loss of horses, but it was very heavy. No enemy approached near enough whilst we engaged, to capture any 
of our men, yet at the close of the day we had 58 N.C.Os and men missing who were later verified as prisoners of war.' (Ibid) 

Sergeant Martin was buried in Elouges Communal Cemetery, Hainaut, Belgium.

Albert Edward Charles Handscombe was born in 1865 in Newington, Middlesex, and attested for the 18th Hussars in 1887. In 1892, 
he was tried, convicted and imprisoned for 14 days for 'sleeping on his post 1 and forfeited the one good conduct badge he had earned 
in 1889. He transferred to the Army Reserve in 1893, but re-engaged in 1899 for service in the Boer War, before being discharged 
medically unfit on 3rd December 1901. He died in Chelsea in 1939, possibly as an in-pensioner of the Royal Hospital. 

Albert Edwin Handscombe was born in 1895 in Walworth, Surrey, the son of Albert Edward Charles Handscombe and his wife Bertha 
Mary. He attested for the Royal West Kent Regiment at Tottenham, Middlesex, and served during the Great War with the 1st Battalion 
on the Western Front from 15 August 1914. He was killed in action on 25 March 1915 at Ypres.; he has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial, Belgium.

Walter Herbert Paterson was born in Woolwich, in 1869, the son of Surgeon Major General H. F. Paterson. He was educated at the 
Royal Naval School, New Cross and R.M.C. Sandhurst. Paterson was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 1st Battalion East Surrey 
Regiment, in March 1890. He advanced to Lieutenant in March 1892, and Captain in December 1896. He served as Adjutant, January 
1898 - December 1901, and served with the Regiment during the Second Boer War from 1902. 

Paterson advanced to Major in October 1908, and served during the Great War with the Battalion in the French theatre from 5 October 

1914. He saw considerable action during the latter stages of 1914, as was testified to by Field Marshal Sir John French when he visited 
the Battalion in December: 

'As part of the 5th Division you had your share of the fighting whilst retreating after Mons and Le Cateau. At the battle of the Marne you 
had to attack the most difficult section of the line, and the attack was brilliantly carried out. A week later you were engaged at the Aisne 
and subjected to incessant German rifle and shell fire from the commanding German position above. Followed by La Bassee, where 
you were faced by three if not four times your numbers experiencing some of the fiercest fighting of the War. Latterly, in the trench 
fighting, you have gallantly defended your lines against the most determined attacks and the most vigorous shelling.' 

Yet Paterson was to command the 1st East Surreys in far fiercer fighting, namely the Battalion's epic stand at Hill 60, Ypres, 20-21 April 

1915, an action that witnessed extraordinary acts of courage and self-sacrifice, and casualties of seven officers and 106 other ranks 
killed, and eight officers and 158 other ranks wounded. An action, too, that resulted in the Battalion winning three V.Cs, two M.Cs and 
nine D.C.Ms, among other accolades. 

The Battalion's War Diary gives the following for 20 April 191 5: 

'A quiet time till 11 a.m. when heavy shelling of the hill, communicating and support trenches commenced, with great effect, the 
Germans scoring many direct hits with heavy howitzers. Trenches were blown in and many men killed and buried. During this time 
Captain & Adjutant Wynyard seeing some men attending wounded men near a shelled spot, went towards them, moved the men along 
the trench away from the danger spot, attended the wounded himself and in doing so was blown to bits. During this time the Germans 
were crawling up their old communication trenches and flinging bombs into our fire trenches, but could make no headway owing to 
our hand grenades and rifle fire. On the death of Captain Wynyard, Major Paterson, the Commanding Officer, sent for 2nd Lieutenant 
Dymott to take over the duties of Adjutant, temporarily. About 2 p.m. Captain Wynter, Commanding 'B' Company, went forward on to 
the hill to reconnoitre the trenches held by 'A' Company before taking over after dark. During the reconnaissance he was wounded in 
the leg, and placed in a dug-out for shelter; soon afterwards the dug-out was hit by a shell which caused Captain Wynter's death. About 
3 p.m. the Germans in front of 'B' Company attempted to assault that trench, but on rising from their trench were hurled back by hand 
grenades and rifle fire. In this action, Private Dwyer, 'B' Company [who was awarded the V.C.], greatly distinguished himself by 
crawling up the parapet and flinging hand grenades at the enemy, he himself being under a perfect hail of enemy bombs. About this 
time Lieutenant Watson who was in the support trench was killed by a heavy howitzer shell. About 3.30 p.m. Lieutenant Darwell, the 
Machine Gun Officer, was sent for by the C.O. to go to Battalion H.Q. to take over the duties of Adjutant to the Battalion. On arrival 
there he found Major Paterson, the C.O. killed, and that 2nd Lieutenant Dymott had been seriously wounded and carried to the 
dressing station. Now a most terrific bombardment of the position commenced, which lasted for two hours, the hill during this time 
being a mass of smoke, flame and debris ... The result of this was every telephone line to the rear was cut and communication with the 
Artillery and Sector H.Q. made impossible. By this time every man from the support trenches had been sent to reinforce the fire 
trenches on the hill and still more men were wanted. In taking up these supports 2nd Lieutenant Norton was killed by a heavy howitzer 
in the communication trench. Lieutenant Roupell [who was awarded the V.C.], wounded in several places, succeeded in reaching 
Sector H.Q. when the bombardment was at its height, and explained to Colonel Griffiths, Commanding Sector, the situation, asking for 
reinforcements. Corporal Harding, the Battalion Signalling Corporal, also managed to deliver a message asking for reinforcements to 
Sector H.Q. An orderly was sent with the 'S.O.S.' signal to the Artillery Observing station on the "Dump". The reinforcements arrived 
about 6 p.m. and Major Allison, 1st Bedfords, took over command of the hill position. The bombardment of front line lasted to about 
this hour and after this all their Artillery fire was directed against reserve and support trenches and lines of approach; this continued 
well into the night, and abated somewhat about midnight. Throughout the night until 3 a.m. the enemy repeatedly assaulted our 
trenches on the hill with bombs; only once did they succeed in gaining a footing and then they were immediately driven out. Once 
during the night the enemy attempted to assault the trench held by 'B' Company, but were immediately driven back by rifle fire. Lateral 
telephonic communication between companies was restored about 10 p.m. From 3 to 6 a.m. the situation was much quieter. 

At 6 a.m. the position was taken over by the Devon Regiment and 2nd Lieutenant Davis, who was with his Company all through the 
night on the hill, was killed as he was being relieved. Captain Huth was killed on the night of the 19th. After relief the Battalion, now 
under command of Lieutenant T. H. Darwell, marched to billets at Kruisstraat, bringing with it the body of the Commanding Officer, 
Major Paterson, which was interred later on in the day in the Convent grounds, Ypres.' 

Paterson was gazetted posthumously to the rank of Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel to take effect from 9 February 1915, he was also 
Mentioned in Despatches posthumously, and later re-buried in Bedford House Cemetery, Zillebeke.

Budgen advanced to Master at Arms in 1916, and served 
at various Shore and Training Establishments (including Shotley) during the Great War, and also with H.M. Ships Lancaster , September 
1913 - July 1915, and Forward, November 1917 - July 1918 (he was awarded the L.S. & G.C. 14 February 1917). He was 'Shore 
Pensioned', 8 May 1920.

Philip Vere Kilgour was born at Madura, Madras Presidency, on 12 October 1883. He joined the Royal Navy in 1897 and passed out 
of Britannia as Midshipman on 15 June 1899, joining Bonaventure for service in China during the Boxer rebellion. He served with the 
Channel, Home and Mediterranean fleets before sailing for China as First Lieutenant aboard Triumph in March 1914. He was present at 
the siege of Tsingtau with the Japanese and at the Dardanelles, when Triumph was sunk by the first German torpedo to be fired by a 
German submarine in the Mediterranean. He afterwards saw service in Astraea and on shore at Duala, Cameroons, from June 1915 to 
June 1916, and was successively in command, on commissioning, of Lupin and Flollyhock until December 1918. From December 
1918 to February 1921 he was executive officer of Tamar; Depot ship at Hong Kong. In 1922 he joined the Coastguard service and 
became inspector for the North of Scotland area. 

He was transferred to Northern Ireland in 1929 and served there until his retirement in 1946, as inspector of the Northern Ireland 
division. Commander Kilgour died on 13 August 1960.

'On the 20th April 1903, two men of the 7th Bombay Pioneers fell into a well at Galadi, Somaliland. At great risk, Prissick went down, 
but was unable to find the men, he himself being got out in an unconscious state.' 

Cuthbert (Bertie) Prissick was born at Athlone Barracks, Roscommon, Ireland, in 1871, the third son of Thomas Butterworth Prissick, 
Commissary Control Dept., Ireland, and married Ella Armstrong in 1897, the second daughter of the late Rev, Charles Armstrong of 
Stonton Wyville, Leicestershire, and Emma Conquest, of 'The Cedars', Tonbridge. He was educated at Tonbridge and Andrew Judd 
Schools, Tonbridge, Selwyn College, Cambridge (awarded the Judd Exhibition in June 1890) and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, 
as a University candidate. He was commissioned in 1893 in the Volunteer Force, promoted Lieutenant in the 1st Volunteer Battalion 
Royal West Kent Regiment. He was seconded to 2nd Battalion Suffolk Regiment and transferred to the Indian Staff Corps and served on 
the Andaman Islands, before being posted to the 52nd Sikhs. In 1902, he was posted to 2nd Sikhs as Captain. He served in East Africa 
through the Somaliland operations against the 'Mad Mullah', including the action at Jidballi, as Adjutant, 52nd Sikhs. 
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In 1903, he was awarded the Royal Humane Society Bronze Medal, "for a gallant attempt to save the lives of two men of the Bombay 
Pioneers who had gone down to clean out a polluted well at Galadi (Somaliland) and were overcome by noxious gases. Captain 
Prissick gallantly brought both men to the surface but himself nearly lost his life. Unfortunately, both men he rescued died.". Tonbridge 
School and the Great War refers. 

He was promoted Major in 1911 and continued to serve with 52nd Sikhs until 1916. From December 26 1914 to February 28 1915, he 
took part in the operations in the Tochi Valley and Derajat on the North West Frontier. In April 1916, he was promoted out to Second- 
in-Command of the 1st/56th Punjabi Rifles and served with them in the 7th Division in Mesopotamia from May 1916 to January 1918. 
In April 1916, he took command with the rank of Acting Lieutenant Colonel, received the Brevet rank of Lieutenant Colonel in 1917 
and was promoted Lieutenant Colonel in 1918. He commanded the regiment throughout the operations to capture Kut, taking part in 
the capture of Sanna-i-yat on 22 January 1917, the advance to Samarra, the actions near Baghdad in March 1917 and at Istabular, 21 
-22 April 1917, and the Tigris operations, October to December 1917. He was Mentioned in Despatches for services in Mesopotamia 
in Lieutenant-General Sir Stanley Mande's Despatch of 10 April 1917 and again in Lieutenant-General W.R. Marshall's Despatch of 15 
April 1918. 

On 18 January 1918, his Division was transferred to Palestine, where he served with the Egyptian Expeditionary Force until January 
1920, having been commissioned Commandant on 22 September 1918, taking part in General Allenby's great final offensive and 
actions near Jaffa, 19-20 September 1918. 

Lieutenant Colonel Commandant Prissick suffered severely from heat-stroke in Mesopotamia in 1917 but had refused at the time to 
leave his regiment and go on sick leave. Later, whilst in England on leave in 1920 when residing in Tonbridge, he was advised in 
consequence of the effects of the heat-stroke, his heart was affected and he was not fit for service in the East. However, he kept this 
warning to himself and insisted on returning to India. He was promoted Colonel in August 1920 and returned to the 56th Rifles at 
Kohat until April 1921, when he was appointed to the Brigade at Bannu. He was G.O.C., 8th Indian Infantry Brigade, as Colonel 
Commandant when he died suddenly of heat-stroke on 14 July 1922. 

A commemorative plaque was erected by the Officers of the 8th Brigade at Bannu and later removed to St. Luke's Chapel, London, 
after Partition in 1947. Colonel Commandant Prissick was Founder Member of the Andrew Judd Masonic Lodge, 1920.

Robert Dalrymple Robertson was born in Woolwich, Kent, in July 1891, the son of the late James Robertson, and brother of Hugh 
Grant Robertson, 1st Battalion Connaught Rangers, who was killed in action 26 April 1915. He was educated privately; at the Imperial 
Service College, Windsor, and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst. Commissioned into the 1st Battalion Gordon Highlanders in 
October 1911, he was advanced to Lieutenant in September 1914. 

Accompanying the 1st Gordons to France on 14 August 1914, he was reported missing on 24 August 1914, found wounded in the right 
hand and taken prisoner of war during the retreat from Mons on the 26th of that month at Cambrai. Robertson was held at Crefeld P.O. 
W. Camp and whilst in prison hospital, Robertson elected to deceive his captors by aggravating his wound, thereby raising his hopes of 
repatriation on the grounds of being unfit for further service. To achieve this, he kept his hand immersed in snow, of which there was 
plenty, 1914-15 being a particularly severe winter. Consequently, when he appeared before the Repatriation Board, he was not only 
able to convince them that his wound was much worse than it really was, but also that he had lost his reason. He was repatriated on 
1 7/18 February 1915, the latter being widely reported in the press. A "Telegraaf" correspondent at Oldenzaal reported that 'a train with 
British wounded arrived during the night. It conveyed 7 Officers and 93 men, mostly maimed or blind. Members of the Red Cross 
section offered refreshments. The wounded said they were tired, but were feeling well. The train was taken over by the Dutch medical 
service, but the German ambulance staff remained in the train, which, after an hour's stay, started slowly in the direction of Utrecht.' 
The names of the wounded officers included Lieutenant R. D. Robertson (of the Gordon Highlanders). 

On arriving back in the U.K., Robertson made a complete (and miraculous) recovery, so much so that he served in Gallipoli from 
October 1915 until January 1916. He was posted to the 2nd Battalion of the Royal Highlanders, the Black Watch, and embarked with 
them for Palestine in February 1918. On 18 June 1918, he was present at the action at Arsuf, and on that day he took over as Second- 
in-Command with the acting rank of Major, a post he held until the end of the War. He was also temporarily in command of the 
Battalion from 9 June to 20 July 1918. 

After the War, Robertson returned to the 1st Gordons and went with them to Turkey, commanding 'A' Company during the Battalion's 
tour of duty policing the Izmid Peninsula of Anatolia. Then after a spell in Malta he was seconded to the West African Frontier Force 
from October 1924 until September 1926, thereafter returning to the Regiment. In September 1928, he became D.A.A.G. at Army H. 
Q., having in the previous April, for a short time, commanded the Battalion during the absence of Lieutenant-Colonel Picton-Warlow 
on leave, and in December 1929 he assumed command of 'A' Company. He was made Major in 1929. His last appointment, before 
retirement, was the command of the Regimental Depot at Castlehi 11 Barracks, Aberdeen, finally retiring to the Reserve of Officers in 
1935, and coming off the reserve on attaining the age limit in 1942. 

Robertson appears to have taken up further service as temporary Lieutenant, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve (Special Branch), from 
1944, on H.M.S. St. Clement , a Combined Ops base for major landing craft at The Coal House Fort, Tilbury, Essex. He was promoted 
Lieutenant Commander on 23 April 1951 and last appears in Navy List's in 1954. 

Prior to the Great War, Robertson was captain and secretary of the London Scottish Rugby Club, and played one international match 
for Scotland, as a prop forward against France in the Five Nations tournament at Inverleith on 20 January 1912, winning 31-3. He died 
in December 1971 at Battle, Sussex, aged 80 years.

George Wallace Stokes was born in Lambeth, London, in June 1892, and attested for the Royal Fusiliers prior to 1911. He served 
during the Great War on the Western Front with the 4th Battalion Royal Fusiliers - his battalion was one of the first to embark for the 
Western Front; he arrived with them on the Continent on 13 August 1914, as part of the 9th Brigade, 3rd Division, II Corps, and 
advanced with them as far as the town of Mons, just over the Belgian border, reaching the outskirts of the town on 22 August. That 
morning a patrol from the 4th Dragoon Guards had encountered a German picquet on the road leading to Mons and, firing upon it, 
had driven it off - the first shot of the War fired by the British on the Continent. Further reconnaissances carried out that day by British 
Cavalry units established the fact that the German forces in great numbers were present in the vicinity, and the entire British 
Expeditionary Force was ordered to advance forward to take up a position on the banks of the Mons-Conde Canal. Following a trying 
march over cobbled roads, Cox's Battalion reached the canal on the afternoon of 22 August. As would soon become apparent, the 
canal formed a far from ideal defensive line. Forming a broad loop as it skirted around Mons it thus created a salient, which was ill- 
adapted to a prolonged and serious defence. Two bridges crossed the canal here, a road bridge and a rail bridge; if the Germans were 
able to capture these bridges then the British Expeditionary Force would be surrounded and would have to evacuate their entire front 
line. 'B' and 'C' Companies, 4th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, were positioned at this critical point and were responsible for the 
embankment and the two bridges. 

The following morning, Sunday 23 August, the Germans launched their attack at 09:00 hours, as four battalions were suddenly flung at 
the railway bridge - the first infantry attack of the Great War. Despite the gallantry shown by the Battalion's machine-gunners, 
especially Lieutenant M. J. Dease and Private S. F. Godley, casualties mounted steadily, and at 14:00 hours the orders came for the 
Battalion to withdraw. They had to move from their dangerous position across 250 yards of exposed open ground which was being 
swept by shrapnel and machine-gun fire. Private Godley alone remained at his gun, maintaining a covering fire until all the Battalion 
had been successfully evacuated with minimal additional casualties. For their supreme valour both Dease and Godley were 
subsequently awarded the Victoria Cross- the first V.C.s awarded during the Great War. 

Stokes continued with the 4th Battalion, and served through the retreat from Mons. He was promoted to Sergeant before transferring to 
the Machine Gun Corps on 30 January 1916, immediately on formation of the M.G.C., and was discharged on 15 February 1919. He 
served during the Second World War as an A.R.P. Warden, living at 80, Firhill Road, Lewisham, and died in 1973. 

John Donald Stokes was born in 1920, the son of George Wallace Stokes and his wife Annie. He served during the Second World War, 
and died in Greenwich in 1986.

Alfred Daniel G. Gifford was born in 1887 in Ramsgate, Kent, and at the time of the 1911 Census was at The Curragh, Ireland with the 
20th Hussars. He served with 20th Hussars during the Great War on the Western Front from 16 August 1914 to 27 October 1914 and 
again in France from 15 April 1917 to 11 November 1918, having at some stage transferred to the Military Mounted Police. He was 
discharged to Class 'Z' Reserve on 6 January 1919 and re-enlisted on 5 August 1919 at Whitehall with the 14th Hussars. He was 
discharged at Canterbury as Trooper 7th Hussars attached from 14th/20th Hussars on 24 August 1932, and was awarded his Army Long 
Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order in December 1932. He died in Ealing in 1951. 
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Three: Second Lieutenant P. H. Sulivan, Royal Munster Fusiliers, killed in action on his 20th birthday, in the rear-guard 
action at Etreux, during the retreat from Mons, 27 August 1914

Philip Hamilton Sulivan was born at Mayfield Hall, Ashbourne, Derbyshire on 27 August 1894, the son of Colonel Ernest Frederic 
Sulivan and his wife Florence. Educated at Malvern College, where he had served in the Malvern College Officers Training Corps, and 
Sandhurst, he was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 1st Battalion, Royal Munster Fusiliers on 25 February 1914. He served in 'B' 
Company, 2nd Battalion, Royal Munster Fusiliers during the Great War on the Western Front from 13 August 1914 and was killed in 
action on his 20th birthday, 27 August 1914. He was buried by the Germans at the cross-roads at Etruex with eight of his brother 
officers who fell on the same day and finally laid to rest in Etreux British Cemetery. He is also commemorated on St Peter's, Old 
Woking War Memorial, Woking; Christ Church War Memorial, Woking; Maybury, St. Pauls War Memorial, Woking; Woking Town 
Square War Memorial, Woking. 

The 'Last Stand' of the 2 nd Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers at Etreux was the result of the 'Munsters' being ordered to save the 1 st 
Division, to cover the rear-guard of its retreat from Mons, to hold the village of Fesmy and only to retire if ordered or was driven out. 
For a whole day and more, the battalion stuck to its task, holding up nine German battalions, out-numbering the 'Munsters' by 5 to 6 
times their strength. 

The Story of the Munsters at EtreuxFestubert, Rue de Bois and Hulloch , by Rickard, and The History of the Royal Munster Fusiliers , by 
McCance, cover the action in detail. The latter refers: 

"The action is likely to become the classical example of the performance of its functions by a rear-guard. The Battalion not only held up 
the attack of a strong hostile force in its original position, thereby securing the unmolested withdrawal of its Division, but in retiring 
drew on itself the attacks of very superior numbers of the enemy. It was finally cut off at Etreux by five or six times its numbers, but held 
out for several hours, the remnant only surrendering when their ammunition was practically exhausted and only a small number of men 
remained unhurt. The survivors were warmly congratulated by the Germans on the fine fight they had made. No other claim to a 
memorial near Etreux is likely to be advanced-certainly nothing which would not take second place to the Munsters." (C.T. Atkinson). 

The War Diary contains extracts from a letter written on 14 December 1914, by Captain Gower, 2nd Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers, 
regarding the action at Etreux: 

"...at 11 we were attacked from the East by infantry and guns...at 1p.m. enemy were attacking from North and East, ordered to retire 
through fields to village (Fesmy), enemy very close, twice got up to one side of hedge, as I left the other with last section...left the 
village at 3:15p.m. for Oisy...attacked by cavalry...left at 5:15 for Etreux, leaving one company to cover retirement...got about a mile 
when leading company sniped at...pushed on about 200 yards and came under very accurate artillery cross-fire...ordered to push on... 
we pushed on to some orchards and a brickfield to a sunken lane near Etreux railway station...held up there. Captains Hall, Barrett, 
Lieutenants Sulivan, Crozier and self, supported by fire a charge of Jervis' company...only Jervis and 3 men got to hedge, where taken 
prisoners...in about three quarters of an hour, Germans attacked from 3 directions...Hall orders retirement to road, Barrett and Crozier 
killed...when getting into orchard on next road, Sulivan wounded when we got to orchard I went to report to Major Charrier on road - 
found him by gun, deserted as all team of men were killed or wounded...Charrier killed almost while talking to me, Rawlinson 
wounded at same time...I had passed Simms dead...found that enemy were attacking from East, South and West...told Hall this and 
shortly afterwards Hall and I led small charge against one portion of enemy and drove them back...Hall wounded coming back...while 
we were in lane Charrier had led three charges against loop-holed houses, Wise and Moseley wounded...when Hall was wounded I 
was left senior...held on hoping to be helped out by brigade and faced men all four ways in orchard...about 8 p.m. those on right of 
road driven left...tried to find way to break through...fresh enemy coming up from North so surrendered at 9:12 p.m. very little 
ammunition left and towards West only firing across the road...one side of ditch, enemy in other ditch...I could hear no other firing to 
show any relief coming and was only losing men and doing no good...also fresh machine-guns getting into position. I surrendered with 
3 officers and 256 men...other men tried to get away but 100 more brought in next morning and after nine days there were 444 
prisoners...we had exactly 100 wounded and 150 killed, and 9 officers killed and 6 wounded." 

On 29 August 1914, the battalion mustered 5 Officers and 196 men.

He was discharged, limited engagement, on 14 June 1901; re-enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve in 1906, 
and again in 1912. He served with the Royal Marine Brigade during the Great War on the Western Front from 12 September 1914 to 
19 August 1916, in action at Dunkirk between 20 September 1914 to 2 October 1914, and the Defence of Antwerp between 3 and 9 
October 1914. He passed the searchlight course on 21 September 1916 and served on H.M.S. Crescent (Cromarty) from 1 December 
1916 to 30 January 1919. He was demobilized on 6 March 1919 and was paid a War Gratuity of £27 and a Royal Fleet Reserve War 
Gratuity of £50.

In civilian life he was employed as a G.P.O. Mail Porter, and died 
at Hounslow Hospital in 1958.

He served with his regiment in India and South Africa, and in 1912 was a member 
of the winning 'A' Squadron football team, which won the inter-squadron football cup. 

Bateman accompanied his regiment to France on 8 October 1914 and served during the Great War on the Western Front until May 
1917, when he was invalided with phlebitis and sent to England, where he continued his service. Awarded his Army Long Service and 
Good Conduct Medal in March 1920 , he was discharged in October 1922 at Canterbury, his character was described as 'Exemplary'. 
A member of the 1st Royal Dragoons Old Comrades Association, he is noted in the regimental journal of April 1930 as living in Bognor 
Regis, and was still residing there in 1946.

Charles Harold Edwards was born in 1887 in Naphill, High Wycombe, Buckinghamshire. He served during the Great War with the 1 st 
Battalion Royal Fusiliers on the Western Front from 7 September 1914, and was killed in action at Soupir during the Battle of the Aisne 
on 27 September 1914. The Royal Fusiliers in the Great War records the action as follows: 

'Meanwhile the 1st Battalion under Lieut.-Colonel R. Fowler-Butler had reached the Aisne and made their debut in the war. They were 
in Ireland on August 4th, but by mid- August had arrived at Cambridge, and reached St. Nazaire during the advance to the Aisne. They 
left Courcelles two days before the 4th Battalion went into billets there, on relief after their tenure of the Rouge Maison salient. On the 
21 st, as the latter battalion were coming out of the line for a rest, they marched from Dhuizel to trenches north of Soupir, via Vieil Arcy, 
St. Mard, Cys and Chavonne. The brigade (1 7th) front stretched between the canal at Fort de Metz and the road at La Cour de Soupir. 
At the latter place lay the Leinsters, with the Royal Fusiliers on their right. Their first tour of the trenches was comparatively uneventful. 
On the part of the line where they lay the periodical rumour that the Germans were abandoning their positions resulted in the only 
casualties suffered in the first acquaintance with the enemy. Where the 4th Battalion had stood, it was quite evident that the Germans 
were still in possession, and, indeed, even on the Soupir section the 1st Battalion were sufficiently certified of the enemy's tenure of the 
trenches 300 yards distant by observation from the branches of a tree. But some of the higher powers proved sceptical, and patrols 
were ordered out. On the night of the 22nd Captain Howlett was wounded, and 2 other ranks were killed, 13 wounded, and 3 missing 
after one of these feelers. A daylight patrol on the 27th resulted in 1 7 other ranks being killed and 12 wounded/ 

Edwards, along with his 16 comrades killed on 27 September 1914, has no known grave and is commemorated on La Ferte-Sous- 
Jouarre Memorial, France. He is additionally commemorated on the High Wycombe Memorial Hospital Plaque. His obituary appeared 
in the local press, as follows: 

'On Saturday morning last, Mr. and Mrs. A. Edwards, of 31, Brook Street, High Wycombe, were officially notified by the War Office 
that their son, Lance Corporal C. H. Edwards, of the 1st Battalion Royal Fusiliers, had been killed in action on September 27th. For 
some years deceased was attached to the 3rd Oxfordshire Light Infantry, in which regiment he held the rank of Corporal. About 
eighteen months ago, he was transferred as a Private in the 1st Battalion Royal Fusiliers. Just before his death he was promoted to the 
rank of Lance Corporal. Deceased, who was 27 years of age, was well known and much respected in Wycombe. We are sure that 
general sympathy will be extended to Mr. and Mrs. Edwards in the loss they have sustained. Lord Kitchener has written to the bereaved 
parents as follows: "The King commands me to assure of the true sympathy of His Majesty and the Queen in your sorrow.". Our 
photograph is from a group taken when deceased was 1 7 years of age, and attached to the 3rd Oxfordshire Light Infantry, better known 
as the Royal Bucks (King's Own) Militia/

Richard George Pateman was born in Wootton, Bedfordshire, and was the son 
of Mr and Mrs F. Pateman. He served during the Great War with the 1st 
Battalion, Bedfordshire Regiment, in the French theatre of war from 16 August 
1914. He fought with the Battalion in the early actions of the war, before being 
killed in action, 9 November 1914. Pateman was his village's first casualty of the 
Great War, and a newspaper cutting from the local paper gives the following: 

'Private H. Steele, of the 1st Bedfordshire Regiment, has written a letter to Mr 
and Mrs Pateman, of Wootton, sympathising with them in the loss they have 
sustained by the death of their son, who was killed on action. In the letter Steele 
writes:- "I now sit in my trench and write a few lines to you, hoping they will 
find you all quite well, as it leaves me pretty well, thank God. I am writing to 
you to join with you both in your sad bereavement in losing poor Dick. I am 
sure all the boys that knew him feel it very much indeed, also all the boys from 
Wootton, and especially me, being my pal all along. I can hardly express my 
sorrow. I hope you won't mind me writing; I thought it my duty to do so. He was 
killed on the 10th [sic] November and buried on the 11th. I assure you he died 
like a British soldier, and we did all we possibly could for him, but it was all in 
vain." '

Sarah Ann Beel, who was born in Hull on 22 July 1882, began her nursing training in 1905 and by the time war broke out in 1914 she 
was an experienced nurse. The roll for the 1914 Star and clasp confirms that she was serving as an Acting Sister with the American 
Ambulance Hospital from 7 August 1914, based at Neuilly-sur-Seine, a suburb of Paris. It later became known as the American Red 
Cross Military Hospital. Between the wars she qualified as a sanitary inspector, worked as a health visitor, and was a school nurse with 
London County Council. A founder-member of the women's section of Hampton branch of the British Legion, she was a holder of the 
gold badge, one of the highest awards bestowed by the Legion. She died at Hampton in April 1965, aged 82.

He was taken prisoner of 
war on 18 October 1914 and remained in captivity until 17 November 1918. Upon the disbandment of the Leinster Regiment in 1922 
he transferred to the Royal Scots Fusiliers, and again served in India from March 1923 to April 1930. He was discharged at Edinburgh 
in the rank of Colour Sergeant (C.Q.M.S.) on 6 June 1930 but, after the outbreak of war in 1939, he re-enlisted into the same regiment 
at Stirling on 10 July 1940. He was finally released in the rank of Regimental Quartermaster Sergeant at Annan on 18 June 1946.

George William Milton was bom in Islington, London, in 1889, and attested for the 1st Royal Dragoons at Stratford, Essex, in February 
1908. After basic training with 2nd Dragoons at Tidworth, he joined his regiment in India in February 1909, and was awarded his first 
good conduct badge in February 1910. He was admitted to hospital on 17 November 1910, with temporary contusion of the abdomen, 
after his horse had reared and fallen back on top of him. He recovered and accompanied his regiment to South Africa in November 
1911, passed a course of instruction as a Machine Gunner (1 st Class) in March 1913, and passed the 2nd Class Certificate of Education 
in April 1914. The regiment was ordered home at the beginning of the First World War, and after refitting at Windmill Camp, 
Ludgarshall, Wiltshire, joined the British Expeditionary Force on the Western Front on 7 October 1914 as part of the newly formed 6th 
Cavalry Brigade, 3rd Cavalry Division, disembarking at Zeebrugge on 8 October 1914. 

Milton was employed in the Machine Gun Squadron and on 26 September 1915 was severely wounded by shrapnel in the right femur 
and was admitted to 24th General Hospital. He was invalided home three days later and admitted to Cornwall Hall Hospital in 
Sevenoaks, Kent, on 30 September 1915. Following Milton's recovery from wounds, he transferred to the Machine Gun Corps Cavalry, 
and prior to embarkation for France, was awarded 10 days' confinement to barracks for breaking out of camp and remaining absent for 
3 days. He finally embarked for France on 2 February 191 7 and was posted to the 10th Squadron Machine Gun Corps (Cavalry). 

Milton returned to England in early 1918 and married Louise Mary Wilson at St Jude's Church, Southwark on 21 February 1918. He 
was posted to the Machine Gun Corps (Cavalry) Base Depot at Camiers on 17 March 1918, where he remained until admitted to 73rd 
General Hospital, Trouville, on 5th June 1918. He returned to his unit on 17 July 1918 and was posted to No. 11, Anti-Aircraft 
Company, 44th Garrison Battalion, Royal Fusiliers on 21 September, 1918. Two months later, on 5 November 1918, he transferred to 
146th Company, Labour Corps, until transferring to 113th Company on 28 December 1918. Milton returned home on 19 March 1919 
and was transferred to Section 1 B 1 Army Reserve on 16 April 1919. He went on to work as a postman in London and on retirement from 
the G.P.O. in 1949, he was awarded the Imperial Service Medal. He died in Islington in 1957.

William James Higgs was born in Reading, and was the son of Mr and Mrs J. E. Higgs of 3 Low Water, Frome, Somerset. He served 
during the Great War with the 2nd Battalion Wiltshire Regiment in the French theatre of war from 7 October 1914. Higgs' parents, 
'received official information from the War Office on Wednesday that their only child Lance-Corporal W. J. Higgs of the 2nd Wiltshire 
Regiment had died in hospital at Coutrai (Belgium) from wounds received in action on Dec. 12th [1914]. 

Lance-Corporal Higgs who had seen three or four years' service in the Army came home from Gibraltar with his battalion after the 
outbreak of war, proceeding to Flanders after a brief stay in England, where he had seen much of the hard winter fighting. 

He was 22 years of age and prior to his joining the Army was employed by the Lrome Co-operative Society. His father is on the Lrome 
G.W.R. Staff.' (article from the Somerset & Wilts Journal & West of England Advertiser , dated 12 March 1915, refers). 

Higgs is recorded as having died as a result of a wound to his leg, this is at variance with Soldiers Died in the Great War 1914-1919 
where he is listed as 'Died' 12 December 1914. Lance-Corporal Higgs is buried in the Kortrijk (St. Jan) Communal Cemetery, Belgium.

Battle of the Aisne on 14 September 1914. He has no known grave and is commemorated on La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre Memorial, France. 
He is also commemorated on the Parish of Scoonie War Memorial, Leven, and the Leven (Scoonie) Parish Church War Memorial. 

1st Battalion Royal Highlanders formed part of 1st (Guards) Brigade, 1st Division, and disembarked Le Havre on 14 August 1914. On 
14 September 1914, the battalion was in support of the 2nd Brigade, and took up position in the caves on the Paissy Ridge. Leading 
battalions of the 1st Brigade advancing up the Vendresse Ridge took heavy fire, so the 1st Battalion Royal Highlanders split up to 
support the advance. 'A' and 'C' companies held the ground east of the sugar factories on the Chemin des Dames and 'D' company 
moving up the Chivy Valley were overwhelmed by much larger enemy forces. Counter-attacks were repulsed, but retirement was 
inevitable, and the battalion fell back after dark and began to entrench. Casualties amounted to 4 Officers killed, 7 wounded and 40 
men killed, 112 wounded and 35 missing.

Alfred Bayston was born in 1888 in Lei ley, Yorkshire, and enlisted in the 3rd Militia Battalion, East Yorkshire Regiment in February 
1907, transferring to 18th Hussars in April 1907. By 1911 Alfred was a Lance Corporal with the 10th Hussars in India, and made 
Corporal prior to the Great War. He served with the 10th Hussars during the Great War on the Western Front from India on 6 October 
1914. On 13 May 1915, the first day of the Second Battle of Ypres, Corporal Alfred Bayston was killed in action. He has no known 
grave and is commemorated on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial, Belgium. He and 87 other fallen are also commemorated on the 
Hessle War Memorial. The 10th Hussars suffered approximately 199 fatal casualties during the Great War, of which 41 (over 20%) 
were sustained on 13 May 1915. 

The 10th (P.W.O.) Royal Hussars and the Essex Yeomanry during the European War , 1914-1918 refers: 

"During the night before the memorable 13th of May, the whole town (Ypres) was in flames and shelled continuously..." The Germans 
attacked in the morning and a counter-attack was planned for 2:30pm with the Essex Yeomanry joining the 10th Hussars in readiness, 
bayonets fixed..."At this moment a group of Germans fled from the positions they were holding, and someone holloaed, 11 Tally ho ! 
Yonder they go." As a response to the view holloa the whole line, the Essex on the right and the 10th Hussars on the left, rose as one 
and rushed the hill. The going was deep, but no one halted until the trench was reached as were also a series of holes which the line 
degenerated into on the right. Very heavy losses suffered in both regiments. Lieut.-Colonel Shearman, 10th Hussars, was killed, also his 
Adjutant, Capt. Stewart; Lieut.-Colonel Deacon, Essex Yeomanry, was missing, and Capt. Steele, his Adjutant, was wounded. The 
objective, however, was gained, and held under very trying conditions. A large amount of German equipment was found in the line, as 
was also coffee and sausages. Some prisoners were taken. The line now held was at once consolidated. Captain E. A. Ruggles-Brise and 
Lieut. R. A. Thomson, with very few men, put up a splendid resistance and held on to some ruins just on the right and in front of our 
line. Major Buxton, who was now in command of the Essex Yeomanry, despatched a man with a message to get in touch with the 
Royal Horse Guards on the right, but this messenger was instantly killed. Any movement on the part of anybody on the right of this line 
was impossible, and many were killed or wounded in attempting to take ground in any direction. A very heavy bombardment with 
great accuracy was, by this time, concentrated on to the line now held, and a large body of the enemy moved forward from the 
Verlorenhoek hill. A small dark red flag was placed in a trench by the enemy about 150 yards in advance of our line; this was doubtless 
a signal for the enemies' artillery to ascertain the position of their front line. The rain fell heavily, and the mud was indescribable, 
rendering rifles unserviceable in a very short time; in fact, these had by now become almost completely ineffective. After about 2 hours 
a message came through from the 10th Hussars to the effect that they were retiring behind the crest and filing out of the left end of the 
trench. Capt. E. A. Ruggles-Brise and Lieut. R. A. Thomson were still gallantly holding on with their small group of men at and about 
the ruined cottages, and communication with them was impossible. Their only hope of falling back was to wait till after dark. Two of 
their officers were killed, Lieut. C. P. N. Reid and Lieut. A. G. Swire. A general retirement behind the crest was then undertaken...".

1915, he joined 11th Battalion Manchester Regiment in Gallipoli, was promoted Sergeant on 24 November 1915, and served with the 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force until 8 July 1916. The 11th Battalion Manchester Regiment then proceeded to France and Walker 
was appointed Acting Company Quarter Master Sergeant on 24 March 1916, reverting to Sergeant on 8 April 1916. In early 1917, 
Walker proceeded to the G.H.Q. Cadet School and on 22 April 1917 was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 1st Battalion Royal

The 2nd Battalion of the Royal Irish captured Le Pilly, a village on 
Aubers Ridge, but the rest of the advance failed. The Royal Irish were dangerously isolated, but before the order to retreat could reach 
them they were surrounded by the Germans. Of nearly 900 men only 300 survived to surrender to the Germans' The Germans took 
302 prisoners at Le Pilly, most of whom were wounded. Storer was held in the German prisoner of war camp at Mannheim, returned 
home on 18 November 1918, and was discharged on 21 March 1919. He died in September 1944.

He joined the Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve and served as temporary Lieutenant on 'President III' 
additional for duties with the Royal Naval Air Services in January 1915 and with 
Kite Balloons at Roehampton from September 1915. He had applied to the War 
Office in February 1915 asking 'if desirous of his services' in the Army, which in 
January 1916 resulted in his temporary R.N.V.R. commission being terminated 
and being commissioned as Captain, Gordon Highlanders. However, Hoghton 
joined R.N.A.S. Armoured Cars in February 1916, and his army commission was 
cancelled his original R.N.V.R. commission reinstated. He served until 20 August 
1916 when his commission was terminated. He then served with Royal Flying 
Corps as Kite Balloon Instructor from October 1916 and served with No 1 
Training Group from 18 November 1917, passing his Aero Club Pilot's licence 
on 23 November 1917.

Henry Samuel Allen was born in Ayrshire on 13 December 1892, and educated at Ardrossan Academy, Ayrshire. He entered the 
Mercantile Marine in 1908, as an Apprentice to George Smith & Sons of Glasgow, and served with that company until 1913. He joined 
the P. & O. Steam Navigation Co. as a Junior Officer in December 1913. On the outbreak of war he was appointed Sub-Lieutenant in 
the Royal Naval Reserve on 30 December 1914. He served in H.M.S. Zar'/a (M.F.A. Store Carrier) with the Imperial Russian Fleet in the 
Baltic, January to May 1815; and again in Zaria when she became Depot Ship for the Orkney Islands, Area III, of the Auxiliary Patrol, 
from May 1915. In command of H.M.S. Mafeking, Motor Drifter, August 1915 to October 1916. Served in the Armed Yachts Ellida, 
from October 191 6, Mingray, from September 191 7, and Ceto, from July 1918; these ships served as Auxiliary Patrol group leaders and 
carried wireless equipment. 

Allan was promoted to Lieutenant in December 1924; Lieutenant-Commander in December 1932, Commander in December 1936, 
and to Captain in June 1942. He was Acting Commodore 1944-46. During World War II he served in H.M.S. St Adrian, Yacht, of the 
Examination Service, from September 1939; in H.M.S. St George, Training Establishment, Douglas, Isle of Man, from February 1940; H. 
M.S. Lochinvar, Minesweeping Base, Port Edgar, from September 1940; H.M.S. President, for Special Duties (Convoys), from October 
1941; H.M.S. Venture, Parent Ship, Liverpool, for Convoys, from January 1942; H.M.S. Eaglet, Liverpool Base, for Convoys, from July 
1942; Fleet School, Largs, for Fleet School Duties, from November 1943; took part in the Normandy and South of France landings in 
1944; H.M.S. Adgar, Royal Indian Navy, in command from November 1944; H.M.S. Artifax, British Pacific Fleet, in command from 
August 1945 to October 1946. Demobilised and placed on Retired List, 1 December 1946. 

Allen returned to the P. & O. S.N. Co. in October 1946 as Fleet Commander, and was in command of the P. & O. cargo ship Palana 
until May 1947, of the steam-ship Strathaird from 1947 to December 1952, and was Commodore of the P. & O. Fleet from December 
1951 until his retirement at the end of the following year. Captain Allen died at his home in Hythe on 6 March 1979, at the age of 86. 
His obituary described him as 'one of the most famous P. & O. captains,' who was 'famous for his bushy eyebrows.' Indeed the 
Australian cricket captain Lindsay Hassett, who travelled in Strathaird, wrote in his book that 'he was too highbrow for the Australians! 
- in the nicest possible way, for he was held in great esteem by all his passengers.'

Berth Steward on 1 March 1916, and Sick Berth Petty Officer on 23 August 1924. He was awarded his Royal Navy Long Service and 
Good Conduct Medal on 26 October 1926, and was advanced to Sick Berth Chief Petty Officer prior to his discharge.

His service during the Great War included with H.M.C.S. Niobe, August 1914 - September 1915, during which period she 
was employed as part of the 4th Cruiser Squadron on the North America and West Indies station. Hannan also served with H.M.S. 
Revenge , February 1916 - June 191 7, during which time she was present at the Battle of Jutland as part of the 1 st Battle Squadron - and 
was considerably engaged, including scoring five hits on SMS Derfflinger. 

Hannan served the remainder of the war as part of the Royal Marine Brigade at H.M.S. Victory. Post war service included with H.M.

two depot ships for the 8th Patrol Flotilla, based on the Nore, which was equipped with 23 torpedo boats. 

He service included in S.S Edna, and he 
was present when she was wrecked just south of Port Logan on the Mull of Galloway, 27 February 1933. She ran aground in a snow

Edward Rowley Kelly was born on 18 September 1897 in South Stoneham, Southampton, Hampshire, the only son of the late 
Lieutenant Edward Rowley Kelly, Royal Navy, and was educated at Hitchin Grammar School, Hertfordshire, and St. John's College, 
Leatherhead, where he represented the school at football. In December 1914, he won an exhibition in history to Merton College, 
Oxford, but never took up his place there. He volunteered underage at the end of the Winter term in 1914, was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant on 27 January 1915, and was posted to 3rd Battalion Border Regiment. He served during the Great War on the Western 
Front from 8 June 1915 and was posted on attachment to the 2nd Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers, joining his unit on 15 June 1915. He 
was killed in action on 7-8 July 1915 at Pilkem Ridge, repelling a German counter-attack. He has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial, Belgium. He is also commemorated on Hitchin Grammar School's War 
Memorial Window, St. John's College, Leatherhead, War Memorial, the Merton College, Oxford, War Memorial, Carshalton War 
Memorial and All Saints Carshalton War Memorial. 

According to Major W. Bowes, commanding the 2nd Battalion, "I have made enquiries from the N.C.O.s and men of his platoon and 
from what I can gather he was killed by a shell and buried in the hole made by the shell that struck him...He was such a cheery youth 
and we all liked him immensely, and he got on well with the men. He was very young and boyish - too young in fact for this work, but 
he was very plucky and did his work well." 

The 2nd Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers War Diary refers: 

"Owing to very severe fighting in the last three days and the heavy casualties among officers and men, no connected narrative is to 
hand. Casualties on these three days were officers killed - 7 (including E.R. Kelly), wounded - 10. Other ranks killed - 79, wounded - 
201, missing - 19." 

One of Edward Kelly's last letters home refers: 

"The chief drawbacks to the trench system are the lack of sleep (one is lucky to get three or four hours at a stretch, and I hate sleeping 
on and off) and the lack of washing accommodation. I got two washes and one shave in four days and was the envy of the company for 
getting so 1 much. However, it is a jolly fine life and I feel fitter than ever I did. I had my platoon-serjeant killed on Tuesday morning; it 
was my first case and I can't say I felt very cheery about it. The sight of death is all right, but it was the hour between the time he was 
hit and the time he died that was rather trying We have just come out of the trenches and are now in dug- outs about a mile away from 
the firing-line. We are not by any means out of range, as some of our men have found to their cost. I suffered my first scar in the 
campaign this morning when I cut myself while shaving, but am otherwise 'all present' and more or less 'correct'."

Arthur Johnson Cox was born in 1882, in Masbrough, Derbyshire. He served during the Great War with the 24th (Sportsman's) 
Battalion, Royal Fusiliers as Sergeant on the Western Front from 5 November 1915, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 
8th Battalion, East Yorkshire Regiment in January 191 7. He was killed in action in the attack on Monchy, 3 May 191 7, and is buried in 
Cabaret-Rouge British Cemetery, Souchez, France. The Regimental History gives the following account: 

The night of 2nd May was spent in final preparations and in moving up to assembly positions. The weather was warm and fine; the 
morning had been quiet and uneventful though Monchy was treated to its usual dose of shelling. The Divisional artillery responded by 
subjecting the German batteries to a heavy gas-shell bombardment. At night, whilst reliefs were taking place and the attacking troops 
were moving up, the enemy retaliated. The air was thick with the pungent smell of gas and smoke from bursting shells. The whole area 
was an inferno; Indeed, as a diarist said, "It was a horrible night, quite one of the worst at this period." The attack began at 3.45 a.m. on 
3rd, the enemy quickly replying with his barrage. The 8th East Yorkshires were formed up behind the Royal Scots Fusiliers. The 7th K.S. 
L.l. were on the right of the East Yorkshiremen. Intense darkness prevailed at Zero hour and no sooner had the British barrage fallen on 
the German trenches, and the assaulting troops had begun their advance, than the sky was lit up by scores of Very lights. The hostile 
barrage which fell 10 minutes after the British barrage, was heavy, and before the Battalion left the assembly positions Lieutenant G.C. 
Knee was killed. From the storm of the machine-gun and rifle bullets which met the advance it was obvious that the barrage had 
neither silenced the enemy's machine guns nor reduced his riflemen to impotence. Tool Trench was found strongly held and from 
Infantry Hill a murderous machine-gun fire was maintained with the result that the Royal Scots and Royal Scots Fusiliers suffered heavy 
casualties and the attack was brought to a standstill. Again, and again, gallant efforts were made to get forward. Along the southern 
front of the line an advance of only a few yards was made; in the centre of the situation was very little better and still further to the 
north the continuation of Tool Trench was reached and passed. In the darkness, the troops soon became scattered and disorganised and 
in parties of twos and threes found shelter in shell holes. Whenever they attempted to leave the holes and advance they were met with 
a hail of bullets. In one part of the battlefield a number of men found themselves isolated with the enemy to the west of them, they 
managed to crawl back to their outpost line, the friendly darkness covering their retirement. The net result of the attack was the 
establishment of a line of posts out in front of the Brigade sector. The 8th East Yorkshires lost heavily in the attack. The Rev. Captain C. 
W. Mitchell ("our good padre") fell mortally wounded during the afternoon. Utterly forgetful of his own self, bent only on carrying out 
his duty and in responding to the call of His Holy Order, this gallant clergyman was out under heavy shell fire attending to wounded 
men when he received his fatal wound. Other officers killed were 2nd Lieutenants H.M. Dalton, A.J. Cox, F.T. McIntyre and J.M. Bibby; 
2nd Lieutenant W. Price was wounded, and died of his wounds; 2nd Lieutenant Le Breton Edwards was wounded. In other ranks the 
losses were 35 killed, 161 wounded, 39 missing.'

Whilst serving with the 15th 
Bantam (1st Birkenhead) Battalion Cheshire Regiment, he received severe 
gunshot wounds in the foot, left leg, right hand and head, at Les Trios Rois on 28 
September 1918 and died of wounds the same day at 62 Casualty Clearing 
Station. He is buried in Lijssenthoek Military Cemetery, Belgium.

He has no known grave and is commemorated in 
Baghdad (North Gate) War Cemetery, Iraq. 

John O'Neill was born in 1898, in Runcorn, Cheshire. He served during the 
Great War on the Western Front with the 18th Bantam (2nd Glamorgan) 
Battalion Welsh Regiment. He died of wounds on 4 January 1917, aged 18, and 
is buried in the Guards Cemetery, Combles, France.

Charles Gillett was born in Great Marlow, Buckinghamshire. He served during the Great War with the Buckinghamshire Yeomanry in 
the Egyptian theatre of war from 21 April 1915. The Regiment was moved to take part in the Gallipoli Campaign, and they landed at 
"A" Beach, Suvla Bay on 18 August 1915. They moved into bivouacs at Lala Baba on 20 August. The following day Gillett was killed in 
action, and on this date the Regiment advanced to Chocolate Hill via Salt Lake and Hetman Chair, and took part in the attack on 
Scimitar Hill. In one day of fighting during the Battle of Scimitar Hill, British casualties amounted to 5,300 men. Gillett is 
commemorated on the Helles Memorial, and the West Wycombe War Memorial at St. Lawrence's Church. 

George Joseph Gillett was born in High Wycombe, Buckinghamshire, and attested for the 2nd Life Guards at the town of his birth, in 
March 1911. He was discharged three months later, and joined the Metropolitan Police in March 1913. He re-engaged for service with 
the Military Mounted Police during the Great War. He served as Lance Corporal with the M.M.P. in the French theatre of war from 21 
July 1915, and subsequently rejoined the Metropolitan Police after the war. 

Gillett received three Commissioner's Commendations during the course of his career, including 31 May 1922, 'for promptitude and 
courage in following and arresting a burglar whom he believed to be armed.' He advanced to Sergeant in March 1924, and Inspector in 
February 1929. He was promoted Chief Inspector, 'J' Division, in June 1936, and 'Pensioned' in December 1940. 

Richard Gillett was born in West Wycombe, Buckinghamshire, and attested for the Army Service Corps at High Wycombe, in May 
1915. He served during the Great War with the Corps in the French theatre of war from May 1916. He was discharged on 29 July 
1919. 

The above were brothers, and sons of Francis J. Gil let, a farmer from High Wycombe.

George Russell Nixon was born in Wyke Regis, Dorset, in July 1880, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel Francis W. Nixon, Royal Engineers, 
and Edith E. R. Nixon, and the grandson of the first Bishop of Tasmania, the Rt. Rev. F. R. Nixon. He enrolled in 1894 and was 
appointed a Midshipman on passing out of Britannia in April 1896 and advanced to Lieutenant in December 1901. Awarded the Africa 
General Service Medal for the Somaliland operations 1902-04, for services aboard H.M.S. Hermione, he qualified as a Torpedo Officer 
in the following year and was promoted to Lieutenant-Commander in December 1909. Despite persistent problems with his back 
(lumbago) and later a dislocated right shoulder and injured hand, requiring treatment in Haslar and Osborne, he was appointed to the 
battleship H.M.S. Albemarle in 1913 and by August of 1914 he was declared fit. He was promoted to Commander in June 1915, 
however, on 6 November 1915 H.M.S. Albemarle left Scapa Flow to sail to the Mediterranean with a division of the 3rd Battle 
Squadron. At 02.27 on the morning of the 7 November, while in the Pentland Firth, the ships encountered extremely heavy weather 
and Albemarle, heavily loaded with spare ammunition, was struck by two large seas in rapid succession and suffered severe damage. 
The seas wrecked her fore-bridge and chart house, shifted the roof of her conning tower and flooded her forward main gun turret, mess 
decks and flats. Commander George Russell Nixon and Able Seaman George Stroud were swept off the bridge. Chief Petty Officer 
Aiken was also killed and three officers and sixteen men seriously injured by wreckage. Two of the injured ratings later died. Albemarle 
accompanied by Zealandia and assisted by Hibernia returned to Scapa Flow for repairs and to transfer the injured men to the hospital 
ship Plassey for further treatment. Nixon has no known grave and is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial and 
additionally on the Rogate War Memorial. His brother, Oswald Nixon, 70th Squadron, Royal Flying Corps, was killed in action on 17 
September 1916.

Frederick Augustus Cooper was born in Carnavon, Wales, in January 1899, the son of Major A. F. Cooper, Royal Welsh Fusiliers. He 
joined the Britannia Royal Naval College in January 1914. Cooper was mobilised as a Naval Cadet/Acting Midshipman in August 1914, 
and posted for service during the Great War with H.M.S. Monmouth. 

Early in August 1914 a force, consisting of the old armoured cruisers H.M.S. Good Hope and Monmouth, the light cruiser H.M.S. 
Glasgow and the armed merchant cruiser Otranto, all under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, was sent to protect 
the southern trade routes and to intercept German cruisers operating on the high seas. 

In October 1914 the squadron was reinforced by the addition of the old battleship Canopus but reports of the ship's lack of speed led 
the admiral to leave her behind as he searched for the German East Asiatic Squadron. The German squadron, commanded by Admiral 
Graf von Spee consisted of the armoured cruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau and the light cruisers Leipzig, Nurnberg and Dresden. 
Both admirals became aware of the proximity of the other on 31 October. At 6.40 p.m. on 1 November the squadrons made contact off 
Coronel, Chile and at 7.04 p.m. the battle opened at a range of 11,500 yards. As the German ships had a greater number of heavier 
guns, Cradock's tactics were to close the range to allow his ships' more numerous smaller calibre guns to come into play; this however 
was partly negated by the rough seas and high speeds which prevented many of British armoured cruisers' casemate guns being 
brought into action. The British armoured cruisers were repeatedly hit as the range was reduced. As the range reduced to 5,500 yards, 
the Good Hope was on fire in several places and in a bad way. Endeavouring to reduce the range even further, so as to be able to fire 
torpedoes in a last ditch attempt to do damage to his adversary, the ship was repeatedly hit by heavy calibre shells and at 7.53 Good 
Hope blew up, taking the Admiral and all hands with her. At about 9.30 the Monmouth too was hunted down and sunk with all hands; 
the Glasgow and Otranto were able to make their escape under the cover of darkness. 

Naval Cadet Cooper is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial, and the Britannia Royal Naval College Memorial.

Charles George Brown was born in Harefield, in 1885, the son of Charles and Frances Mary Elizabeth Brown of Park Place, Harefield. 
He was educated at the Lower School of John Lyon, Harrow, and became a surveyor and valuer in the Valuation Department of Inland 
Revenue. He was living at Park Place, Harefield, Middlesex, when he attested for the Honourable Artillery Company in September 
1914 for 4 years' service, having previously served with the 2nd Volunteer Battalion Middlesex Regiment. He served as Driver from 26 
September 1914 and as Gunner from 13 March 1915, and first served overseas with the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force from 8 
April 1915, in Alexandria from 21 April 1915 as Gunner with 'A' Battery, Honourable Artillery Company (Artillery). He served as acting 
Corporal without extra pay from 12 October 1915 with 'A 1 Ammunition Column, H.A.C., in Alexandria until hospitalised with 
dysentery on 11 January 1916 and admitted to 15th General Hospital (Alexandria), being transferred to Command Depot at Luxor on 3 
February 1916. He returned to duty on 10 March 1916 (Alexandria) and embarked for UK for commission, on HT Northland on 28 
April 1916. He transferred to HQ on 16 May 1916 and was discharged to be commissioned in the Royal Garrison Artillery Special 
Reserve on 30 August 1916. 

Brown then served with 193rd Siege Battery, 7th Brigade, R.G.A., as Second Lieutenant (acting Captain), arriving in Boulogne on 23 
November 1916. From 21 August 1917, Brown was acting Captain, Second in Command, and acting Major, commanding 193rd Siege 
Battery from 6 to 15 September 191 7, before reverting to Second in Command. After a period of training undergoing Battery Command 
Course at the beginning of 1918, Brown was promoted Lieutenant on 28 February 1918, re-joined his unit in the field and was 
Mentioned in Despatches. In September 1918, Brown was again hospitalised with dysentery, invalided to England on 'St Denis', and 
admitted to 2nd London General Hospital on 7 September 1918.

Leopold Arthur Barthorp Edenborough was born in 1889 in Redhill, Surrey, and was educated at Weymouth College, Weymouth, 
Dorset. He enlisted on 10 September 1914 in the Honourable Artillery Company, at 6 feet 4.5 inches in height, and served with the 
Honourable Artillery Company during the Great War on the Western Front from 23 January 1915. He was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in 1st/4th Battalion Royal West Surrey Regiment on 29 May 1915 and served in India with his battalion from October 1915. 
He was promoted Lieutenant on 11 September 1916. Having suffered with enteritis 'practically all his life', he suffered bouts of colitis 
throughout his service and left India on 3 December 1916 for treatment in England, weighing nine and a half stones, having lost two 
and a half stones since the beginning of 1916.

Lionel Charles Alfred Curties was born on 13 March 1885 in Wakefield, the son 
of the Rev. Thomas Arthur Curties, Vicar of St Michael's, Wakefield, and was 
educated at Lancing College. Employed as an Articled Clerk with F. G. Stenning 
of Maidstone, he qualified as a solicitor in 1909. 

On 23 August 1905, he obtained a commission in the 1st Volunteer Battalion 
The Buffs (East Kent Regiment) Militia but resigned his commission on 19th of 
May 1907. He enlisted at Westminster as Private 3642 in the 19th (Service) 
Battalion, Royal Fusiliers (2nd Public Schools) and was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion East Kent Regiment on 22 September 1914. He 
was promoted Lieutenant in November 1914 and Captain in June 1915, attached 
to the Staff of the 72nd Infantry Brigade, being appointed Brigade Machine Gun 
Officer. Initially reported missing, he was later confirmed as killed in action at 
Hulloch in the battle of Loos, 26 September 1915, aged 30. He has no known 
grave and is commemorated on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial, Belgium. He 
is also commemorated on the Lancing College War Memorial, Great Chart War 
Memorial and a private Memorial at Great Chart Churchyard, Kent. He was a 
published poet. 

Conan Doyle, The British Campaign in France and Flanders , 1915 refers: 

"About mid-day the Twenty-fourth Division had reached a point across the Lens-Hulluch road which was ahead of anything attained in 
this quarter the day before. They were up against unbroken wire with an enfilade rifle and machine-gun fire from both flanks and from 
Hulluch on their left rear, as well as a heavy shell-fire of asphyxiating shells. A gallant attempt was made to pierce the wires, which 
were within fifty yards of the German position, but it was more than flesh and blood could do. They were driven back, and in the 
retirement across the long slope which they had traversed their losses were greatly increased. Their wounded had to be left behind, and 
many of these fell afterwards into the hands of the Germans, receiving honourable treatment from them. The losses would have been 
heavier still had it not been that the Suffolks in support lined up in a sunken road three hundred yards south of Hulluch, and kept down 
the fire of the machine guns. Some of these raw battalions endured losses which have never been exceeded in this war before they 
could finally persuade themselves that the task was an impossible one." The 8th West Kents lost their Colonel, Romer, 24 officers, and 
610 men. 

'A Private in his Brigade wrote saying how his men loved him, and added: "They would have done anything for the Captain".' ( Roll of 
Idonour , Marquis de Ruvigny refers). 

The circumstance of Curties's death was one of many in which the indefatigable Mrs. Elizabeth Quinton Strouts involved herself. She 
had set up a trust to which 124 men from the village of Great Chart signed up. She organised letters and parcels to be sent to them 
wherever they were serving across the globe. "In addition, she personally investigated every account of local men going missing in 
action and went to see those recovering from injuries, while also organising others to make such visits. By the end of the war - in 
which one in five enlisted men from the village were killed (a total of 27) - she had orchestrated the sending of some 5,921 parcels and 
989 letters - including, one year, the despatching of 65 Christmas cakes around the globe. There were enough funds left over to finance 
a village memorial, the construction of which, she oversaw. It was finally unveiled on August 4 1921, the anniversary of the outbreak. 
Mrs Strouts herself died in 1945, aged 78". The Telegraph (8 April 2014) refers. At the dedication of the war memorial in 1921, the 
names of the fallen were placed along "The Street" leading up to the War Memorial in remembrance. This remarkable tradition has 
been renewed recently and the 'signs' appear up "The Street" in order of the dates on which each man fell.

Thomas Edward Albert Spearing was born in Tooting, Surrey, in 1894, and attested for the Honourable Artillery Company on 8 
September 1914. He served with the 1st Battalion Honourable Artillery Company during the Great War on the Western Front from 23 
January 1915, in and out of the line until 18 March 1916. Commissioned Second Lieutenant on 19 March 1916, he was posted to 21 st 
(2nd Tyneside Scottish) Battalion Northumberland Fusiliers. On 1 July 1916, Second Lieutenant Spearing was wounded at La Boiselle 
and sent home on H.M. Hospital Ship Panama on 6 July 1916. By 20 July 1916, he was receiving treatment at The Queen Alexandra 
Military Hospital, Millbank, London. On 31 July 191 7, he wrote to the War Office applying for a disablement pension..."my left elbow 
was destroyed by gun-fire on 1st July 1916 and in consequence the arm is practically useless". He relinquished his commission on 19 
May 1918 on account of ill-health caused by wounds (received a Silver War Badge). During the Second World War he served as an A. 
R.P. Warden in Salisbury, Wiltshire, and died there in 1963. 

The Story of the Tyneside Scottish refers: 

'As the watches marked the half-hour (7:30 am) the two huge mines on the flanks of La Boiselle simultaneously exploded with a 
concussion that shook the ground for miles round, and the attack began... Officers and men had been literally mowed down, but in 
rapidly diminishing numbers they had resolutely pushed on to meet their deaths close to the enemy's wire. No-man's-land was 
reported to be heaped with dead... Our losses in killed were unnecessarily heavy owing to the fact that the Germans deliberately fired 
at and killed any wounded officer or man lying helpless in front of their trenches who made the slightest movement or showed any sign 
of life. Some officers and men waited until after dark and then managed with great difficulty to crawl towards our lines, and were 
assisted over the parapet by men who went over to meet them.' 

The 2nd and 3rd Battalions had at first penetrated to some trenches several hundred yards beyond the German's first line trench, but 
after severe fighting had been forced back by superior numbers to the first line trench. Major Acklom had taken command of the 
remnants of the two battalions and held about 300 yards of enemy front line and a short length of a support trench further on. The 
former trench was to become invaluable on 2 July 1916 as the tunnel constructed in connection with the mine south of La Boiselle ran 
up to this enemy front line trench, thus enabling the wounded to be evacuated and communications to get through. 

21st Battalion Northumberland Fusiliers casualties on 1 July 1916 are noted in the War Diary as: 12 Officers and 55 men killed, 10 
Officers and 256 men wounded and 116 men missing.

Recommended for Infantry'. Having completed training with 23 Officer Cadet Battalion, he was posted to 3rd Battalion Royal Scots. 
On 25 September 1918, he was commissioned Second Lieutenant and served with the 2nd Battalion Royal Scots during the Great War 
from 10 November 1918, just one day before the Armistice. He was discharged on 5 February 1919 at Georgetown (Paisley). 

In civilian life he was employed as the Factory and General Manager of Allied Suppliers Ltd, London (jam, coffee and food producer), 
and served during the Second World War as an A.R.P. Warden in Sevenoaks, Kent. He died in 1987. 

Frederick Phillips first served in France and Flanders with the Royal Irish Regiment, latterly transferring to the Machine Gun Corps. He 
was discharged on 23 June 1919. 

Brian Desmond Telford was born in 1 899 in York, and was educated at Dean Close School, Cheltenham, Gloucestershire. Aged 1 7, on 
29 June 1916, he travelled from Liverpool to Bombay on board the S.S. City of Marseilles to take up his commission in the Indian Army. 
He was commissioned in the Indian Army on 31 January 1917 and served with the 69th Punjabis, attached 72nd Punjabis during the 
Great War. He retired on account of ill-health on 2nd July 1921 as Captain. He served during the Second World War as an A.R.P. 
Warden in Portsmouth.

Edward Douglas Murray was born in Shapwick, Dorset, in 1884, the son of the Reverend Richard Paget Murray (Vicar of Shapwick, 
Dorset,), a scion of the Marquesses of Athol I, and a direct descendant of the Conqueror, and was educated at St Edward's School, 
Oxford. A solicitor, he joined the 28th (Artists Rifles) Battalion London Regiment and was commissioned in The Black Watch prior to 
serving overseas. He joined the 8th Battalion Royal Highlanders on the Western Front on 7 October 1915, was severely wounded 
at Delville Wood / Longueval on 18 July 1916: 

'At 8.00am on the 18th July, a bombardment of an unprecedented severity was opened on the wood and Longueval. Every part of the 
area was searched and smothered by shells until 3.30pm. The 3rd Division was expelled from the northern part of Longueval. The 
strong points built by the Scottish prevented the capture of the whole village by the Germans. At 6.00pm, on Highland Battalions C. 
O.'s initiative, all men available were gathered and the 8th Black Watch, 7th Seaforths and 5th Camerons launched a counter-attack 
which allowed to restore the line in the village and took contact again with the remains of the South African Brigade in Delville Wood. 
Many men of the 8th Black Watch reported as "missing in action" during this day were lost during an impetuous pursuit of the 
Germans in the wood. 1 

Murray died of his wounds two days later on 20 July 1916, at No 5 Casualty Clearing Station. He is buried in Corbie Communal 
Cemetery, Somme. He is additionally commemorated on the St Michael & All Angels Church Memorial, Waddesdon, 
Buckinghamshire, and on the Shapwick War Memorial, Shapwick, Dorset, where he is one of seven fallen. He is also commemorated 
on his father's memorial in the churchyard at Shapwick. Total casualties for the 8th Battalion Black Watch during the period 8 to 20 
July 1916 were 28 officers and 540 other ranks killed, wounded, or missing.

September 1915. 

Leonard Sears was born in High Wycombe, Buckinghamshire, and attested for 
the Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry at the town of his birth, in 
January 1915. He served during the Great War with the 6th Battalion, 
Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry, in the French theatre of war 
from 2 September 1915 (entitled to 1914-15 trio). He was wounded, 18 June 
1916, and discharged in April 1919. 

Charles Bernard Todd was born in Hull, in 1889. He was educated at Hull 
Grammar School, and Hull Technical College. He was a Civil Engineer by trade, 
and was employed by the Public Work Department of British East Africa, June 
1913 - January 1916. During the latter period he had served for 9 months with 
the Mombassa Defence Force. He attested as a Gunner for the Royal Garrison 
Artillery at Hull in February 1916. Todd was commissioned Second Lieutenant 
in August 1916. He was killed in action whilst serving with the 184th Siege 
Battery, R.G.A at Ypres. The Battery War Diary gives, 'Ypres. 7.6.17. On 7th of 
June an attack on Wyschaete-Messines front took place commencing at 3.10am. 
The battery took part by engaging for the period of four hours an enemy 
battery.... 11.6.1 7. 1145pm. On 11th 2Lt. C. B. Todd was killed.' 

Second Lieutenant Todd is buried at Vlamertinghe Military Cemetery, Ypres, 
Belgium.

He was reported missing, assumed killed in action, on the first day of the Battle of the Somme, 1 July 1916, aged 26. He has no known 
grave and is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial, Somme, France. He is also commemorated on the Catcliffe War Memorial. 

8th Battalion York and Lancaster Regiment War Diary for 1 July 1916, at Authuille Wood, refers: 

"The Battalion advanced in four waves as intended but most of the men were shot down in No Mans Land... the remainder reached the 
enemy's wires. This was in places still uncut and many Officers and men were shot down whilst cutting it. So far as can be gathered the 
first men who reached the enemy trenches got as far as the third line but they were not seen again. Our men in the first and second line 
were immediately engaged by the enemy who came out of dug-outs and what were supposed to be communication tunnels... Bombing 
then continued between parties of the enemy and our men in both second and first line and many of the enemy including several 
Officers were shot who attempted to come over the top of the trenches... Eventually all the men in the second line became casualties. 
Further heavy fighting continued until only odd parties of two and three men were left. It is reported that an enemy machine gun was 
found in the front line with two Germans chained to it. Both were dead, one having been bayoneted and the other apparently killed 
with the butt of a rifle. All the bombers except one man are casualties. Only two Lewis Gunners returned bringing back one gun. Out of 
a total of 680 N.C.O.s and men and 22 Officers who went over the parapet, the following numbers returned unwounded: 1 Sergeant, 3 
Corporals, 10 Lance Corporals and 54 men. No Officers."

He was killed in action on the first day of the Battle of the Somme, 1 st 
July 1916. He has no known grave and is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial, Somme. France. Fatal casualties on this day for 
the 2nd Battalion London Regiment were approximately 170. 

1st/2nd Battalion London Regiment was part of 169th Brigade at Gommecourt on 1 July 1916. The attack started at zero hour and the 
first two trenches were taken with comparatively minor losses. The companies were split and were suffering casualties from the enemy 
shelling and heavy machine-gun fire. In the chaos, fighting was intense, grenades being used to the full and enemy counter attacks 
being launched. Two companies attempted to reinforce, but were cut down by machine-gun fire from Gommecourt Park. By mid¬ 
afternoon, the fire was at its hottest. By 7pm, the only hold on enemy trenches was about 70 men in Ferret Trench. At 9:45 pm artillery 
practically ceased on both sides. At 10pm, 'A' and 'C' Companies were reorganised and with all available details went out to collect 
the wounded, but were unable to complete the task by daybreak. 

The War Diary continues: 

"Soon afterwards (12:30am) the enemy were seen in Ferret showing a white flag. With the General's permission, M.O.s of out battalion 
and L.R.B., and about 50 men went down Gommecourt Road with stretchers and got in about 45 wounded, the enemy also leaving 
their trenches for the same purpose. This truce lasted about an hour and was honourably kept by the enemy, who gave us ten minutes 
to get back to our trenches at its expiration and sent over shells behind us to help us to do so quickly! Some of the wounded lying near 
the German wire stated that the Germans had come to them in the night and given them coffee."

15.3.1920". After the War, Roberts was granted several special appointments, relinquishing his commission on completion of service 
on 1 July 1921.

She undertook 
her first voyage in her on 7 October 1914, from St. Nazaire to Southampton, carrying 6 wounded officers and 455 men, and over the 
next twelve months undertook 48 voyages, the vast majority from either Boulogne or Le Harve to Southampton, carrying a total of 
28,906 wounded officers and men back home. 

In November 1915 she went with the Oxfordshire to the Dardanelles and served in the evacuation of Gallipoli, before leaving the 
Oxfordshire on 7 December of that year and serving for the next two years at The Citadel Hospital, Cairo. Arriving back at 
Southampton on 7 June 1918, she was next employed at Fango Military Hospital, before resigning her commission on 1 October 1918. 
She was subsequently employed as a nurse at Haileybury College, Hertfordshire.

Henry Ernest Sulivan was born in Bristol on 6 April 1888, the son of Colonel Ernest Frederic Sulivan and his wife Florence, and was 
educated at Cheltenham College. In 1910 he went to Canada where he was in business in Montreal. When war was declared he at 
once volunteered and was commissioned Lieutenant in the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry on August 1914. He served on 
the Western Front from December 1914 and was severely wounded by a bullet fracturing his right leg in the hotly contested area 
around The Mound' near St. Eloi, on 5 February 1915, and invalided home. He was declared fit for general service on 7 December 
1915, but again hospitalised with a fractured jaw on 20 February 1916. On his recovery, he was promoted to temporary Captain on 2 
June 1916 and re-joined his regiment the same month. He was appointed acting Major while commanding a Company on 7 July 1916 
and from 16 January 191 7 until 21 March 191 7. He was hospitalised with influenza at 20th General Hospital at Camiers, France, on 25 
March 1917 and evacuated to England on 29 March 1917. After a short posting to the 7th Reserve Battalion on 1 May 1917, he re¬ 
joined the P.P.C.L.I. in the Vimy Ridge Sector, serving from 21 June 191 7 to 15 October 191 7, when he was granted 10 days leave. He 
returned to the Western Front on 25 October 191 7 and at the end of the day in which the P.P.C.L.I. won their first two V.C.s, was shot 
in the chest by a sniper on 30 October 1917 at Meetcheele, dying the next day at No 8 Canadian Field Ambulance. Captain Sulivan is 
buried in Oxford Road Cemetery, Ypres, Belgium. He is also commemorated on St Peter's, Old Woking War Memorial, Woking; Christ 
Church War Memorial, Woking; Maybury, St. Pauls War Memorial, Woking; Woking Town Square War Memorial, Woking, and in the 
Canadian First World War Book of Remembrance. 

Acting Major H. E. Sulivan is mentioned several times in the regimental history, Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry 1914-1919 
(Hodder-Williams). The following is related on 30 October 191 7, a day when the Patricias were foremost in the advance and attack on 
Passchaendaele and Lieutenant McKenzie and Sergeant Mullin were awarded the Patricias' first Victoria Crosses of the war: 

"At 9:30pm another company from the Royal Canadian Regiment was sent forward from Dad Trench to dig and garrison a line in close 
support of the Patricias. This reinforcement was accompanied by the officers of the Regiment who had been summoned from reserve - 
Major Sulivan (instructed to take over command of the whole firing line) and one subaltern each for the right and left sectors. Major 
Sulivan at once gathered information from every source, and reported at midnight: 'I find our line consisting of shell-holes running 
about level with the pill-box, well held in small separate posts. Captain Wood of the R.C.R. brought up his company of 30 other ranks 
with me, and has dug in 50 yards behind the pill-box. There are 8 R.C.R. left in the front line, with 2 officers. We have 6 Lewis guns in 
working order, and hold the crest of the ridge. The enemy have apparently dug themselves in 200 yards in front of us. One of their 
patrols has just come up to our line, but was beaten off. I figure I can hold this line against any counter-attack they put across. The 
sniping from the left is the worst feature...We have about 15 stretcher-cases in the pill-box, as well as others outside. The enemy were 
using white flags to-day with their stretcher parties. I suggest that you send up stretcher-parties by daylight to-morrow with white flags. 
We want water S.O.S. signals, s.a.a, bombs, a few rounds of blank.' 

Only a quarter of an hour after sending this report, Major Sulivan fell mortally wounded...". 

The price of victory was high. 20 out of 25 officers engaged were casualties, 9 were killed, 9 wounded and 2 in hospital with gas 
poisoning. 150 men were killed, died of wounds or missing believed killed and 193 wounded. The total casualty list amounted to 363 
out of 600 who had gone into action. 

H. E. Sulivan's Commanding Officer wrote: "No more gallant fellow ever made the great sacrifice. On the evening of the 30 th he 
brought up reinforcements, and while consolidating the position was shot through the shoulder, chest and arm, and died on his way to 
the dressing station. He had the confidence and the following of his men, and the friendship and admiration of his brother officers. 
From his long experience in the field, he thoroughly realised the magnitude and danger of the task he was asked to perform - and 
simply did his duty."

James Kerr Watson was born in Ayr, Scotland in October 1881. He was a pioneer of Kenya, an architect and a farmer. The following 
article from Kenya History Today gives an insight into the important role that he played in Nairobi's, and indeed East African, history: 

'From dairy farm to city estate: Donholm's rich history unveiled, 

Before a gate knocked him dead, 77-year old colonial Nairobi farmer, Mr J.K. Watson had faded into oblivion. 

Even today, very little is known of Watson, and libraries have since discarded his pictures, mementos, and all that he stood for. 

Yet, no Kenyan has never seen the cattle dips that this man helped design in the countryside, or heard of Donholm Estate in Nairobi 
where it was all began before spreading countrywide. 

Still, this was the man who helped in the actual construction of early churches in East Africa and the most notable so far has remained 
Namirembe Hill church in Uganda. 

That, some might argue is the reason why Donholm Estate in Nairobi has interestingly refused to give up its colonial name. 

The only time it did was when the former Donholm Constituency (actually Watson's Farm) once represented by Mwai Kibaki, changed 
its name to Bahati (and later Makadara) and when Donholm Road became Jogoo Road shortly after independence. 

I have always met people who wonder why an estate in what was exclusively an African neighbourhood has such a name or its place 
in this country's history. 

Let me try to reconstruct the reasons. 

Although now a residential area, Donholm was previously a dairy farm known still as Donholm Estate, and named after Glasgow's 
Donholm Estate where its previous owner, J.K. Watson hailed from. 

Initially a 4,600-acre farm that stretched from the eastern edge of City Stadium towards the modern-day Donholm Estate this was the 
first place in Kenya to have a cattle dip and to initiate a serious experiment against east coast fever. 

It was also the place where the first breeds of Ayrshires, named after Watson's birthplace, Ayr, were first tried in East Africa earning him 
many trophies including a prestigious Gold Cup given by East African Standard. 

From that perspective, it would be interesting to look again at Donholm Estate and appreciate its place in Kenya's dairy history. 
Watson, was no ordinary colonial settler and had been one of the few architects and constructors whose passion was to construct roads 
and houses. 

Perhaps long forgotten is that this was the man who dug up the cotton soil at Nairobi's Kenyatta Avenue and laid foundation for what 
the road is still today. 

Thus in terms of drainage, and design Watson gets most of the credit for laying the Avenue, then Sixth Avenue, which is the widest of 
all in the city. 

Also, when he found that he could not supply milk to the city - he was the first milk-man for Nairobi City- he decided to build a 
murram track that he named Donholm Road and which is today known as Jogoo Road. 

Donholm Road was running through the farm and linked it to the city and that is the reason why it was at the edge of African estates 
that were built to accommodate the African labour force. 

But it was his desire to breed grade cattle in the region, even before Lord Delamere, that made him well known in the white-elite 
circles although his legacy later cut across the racial divide. At Donholm Estate, Watson had an office - nay house - where most of the 
famous buildings he later built were conceptualised. Among the most notable buildings is the famous Namirembe Church in Kampala, 
and the YMCA buildings in Nairobi. 

Namirembe, which celebrated its 100 years in 1997, is the oldest Diocese in Uganda, and the construction of the church there by 
Watson turned the hill to become the cradle for Christianity in Uganda. 

From Uganda, Watson also built the building now known as the Kenya National Archives, and residential houses in Muthaiga before 
he quit to concentrate on farming at Donholm - considered the edge of Nairobi. 

And like the powerful architecture that he gave the town of Nairobi, his contribution to farming was remarkable although it is the 
designing of cattle dips in Kenya that went to annals of history for a man who had been bluntly told in 1903 that there was no land for 
farming in Kenya. 

Initially, his stock had started to die of east coast fever and Watson was told there was no cure and that if he had to control the ticks, 
picked from the Athi plains, he had to build dipping tanks. 

Records show that he ordered the first drums of chemicals from Coopers and were delivered by Messrs Newlands and Tarlton. 

From then on, Donholm became an experimental farm and one of the memorable notes written to the Agricultural Society of Kenya, of 
which he was a pioneer acknowledged the role of Watson in East Africa. 

The letter dated August 4, 1913 says: "In time to come when the history of the stock industry in British East Africa comes to be written, 
as assuredly it will, it will always be remembered that J.K.Watson (of Donholm Estate) was the pioneer of stock dipping in the 
protectorate". 

Interestingly, and like the disappearing cattle dips in the countryside, Watson's name has not had any luck. But Donholm Estate lives 
on, not as a livestock farm, but inhabited by people who Watson had, perhaps fenced out!' 

James Kerr Watson died in November 1955, and is buried in City Park Cemetery, Nairobi.

John Wyntoun Turton-Jones was born in Abererch, Carnavonshire, Wales, in September 1899, and joined the Royal Naval Air Service 
as a Probationary Observer Officer in September 191 7. After carrying out initial training at Eastchurch he was posted for service with H. 
M.S. Vindex (seaplane carrier) in April 1918. Turton-Jones was posted in 1919, as part of 266 Squadron, to serve aboard the Russian 
vessel Orlionoch in the Caspian Sea. The latter was as part of the Allied intervention against the Bolsheviks, and the Orlionoch was 
equipped with two Short seaplanes. The Russian vessel, 'hoisted out both her seaplanes at 1650 that evening [18 July 1919], N9078 
crewed by Sadler and Lt. Turton-Jones and N9081 crewed by Lts. McCughey and Wake for an attack on enemy shipping at Lagan. 
Nothing was seen at Lagan except a sunken paddle steamer, and on the return flight to the ship a strong headwind was met. 
Underestimating the wind strength, and having missed Seal Island, the two seaplanes tried to reach Chechen before dark. However at 
2030, as dusk fell, they landed and beached the seaplanes at Krynovka, where they all enjoyed an excellent meal in a fisherman's 
house. 

Orlionoch was sighted at 0400 next morning, and after calling her up by Aldis lamp both machines were taxied out to her and were 
hoisted inboard before she returned to Seal Island.... Sadler and Turton-Jones took off in N9078 next morning [22 July] at 0700, and in 
company with two CMBs again reconnoitered Dolgoi Island but nothing was observed. Landing again at 0835 the seaplane's starboard 
float was damaged in the heavy swell then running. Orlionoch sailed at 2045 that evening for Seal Island where she arrived at 1900 on 
23 July. Both seaplanes were hoisted out at 0530 on the 24th, each carrying one 100-lb and two 65-lb bombs, for a flight to Lagan 
lighthouse via the mouth of the Volga. Nothing was seen at Lagan and after coming under fire from a village near the lighthouse, Sadler 
and Turton-Jones in N9078 attacked an armed tug proceeding north-west. The tug returned fire with a machine gun while the seaplane 
was at 800 feet. One shot passed through the port lower mainplane.' ( Royal Navy Shipboard Aircraft Developments 1912-193 /, refers) 

Turton-Jones qualified as a Pilot after the war, and was injured with his Observer, when he crashed Parnall Panther N.7512 whilst 
attempting to land on H.M.S. Argus, 8 May 1923. Between the wars he advanced to Squadron Leader, and commanded 19 (Fighter) 
Squadron at Duxford, 1936-1937. Turton-Jones was promoted Group Captain in March 1941, and appointed to the command of 250 
(Signals) Wing in North Africa, July 1941. He was subsequently employed after the war as an Observer Officer with the Royal Observer 
Corps.

He served with the 10th 
Battalion during the Great War on the Western Front prior to the end of 1915 (also entitled to a 1914-15 Star), and was killed in action 
at the battle of the Somme on 3 July 1916: his Battalion were involved in the attack on Fricourt on the first day of the battle, and 
suffered heavily in crossing No Man's Land. The survivors reached high ground and advanced through the German front trench, all the 
while subjected to heavy machine gun fire from Fricourt Wood, and later held the trench against an enemy counter attack. By the time 
the battalion was relieved on 4 July they had suffered 306 casualties including Beachill. He has no known grave, and is commemorated 
on the Thiepval Memorial, France.

Percy Haslewood Hurst was the son of Samuel King of '81 Cambridge Road, Seven Kings, Essex', and the husband of Geraldine Hurst 
of '18 Teddington Park Road, Teddington, Middlesex.' He served during the Great War with the 1/16th Battalion, London Regiment on 
the Western Front, and was killed in action 1 July 1916. On the latter date the 1/16th Battalion were serving on the Somme as part of 
the 169th Brigade, 56th (1st London) Division, and they 'Moved up during night from St. Amand and assembled in trenches at 
Hebuterne (30/6). In support for attack at Gommecourt (1/7) - German front line trenches taken - small party led by officer of 1 /5th 
Cheshire (Pioneers) reached objective at The Quadrilateral. Withdrew to British line. Battalion historian - Major J. Q. Henriques gives 
casualties as 600 out of an attacking strength of 750.' (British Battalions on the Somme , R. Westlake refers). 

Private Hurst is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial, Somme.

Eric Arthur Cave was born in Rushden, in August 1893, the only son of Mr and 
Mrs A. Cave of 'The Hutt", Higham Road, Rushden, Northamptonshire. He was 
educated at Kent College, Canterbury, and prior to the war was employed on the 
literary staff of the Northampton Daily Echo; Northampton Independent and on 
the editorial staff of The Yorkshire Observer. 

Cave attested for the Royal Flying Corps in July 1915, carried out his flying 
training at Brooklands, and obtained his Aviator's Certificate as well as his 
commission on his birthday - 9 August 1916. He was posted for operational 
flying to 24 Squadron (DH.2s), the R.F.C.'s first single seater fighter squadron, 
and served with them in the French theatre of war from 6 February 1916. He 
wrote of his initial experiences in a letter to his parents, dated 7 February 1916: 

'My Dear All, 

We arrived here today in a howling gale, yesterday evening quite unfit for flying 
because of rain. Four of the machines crashed more others badly at Folkestone & 
at present only just over half the Squadron have arrived. We have to go out on 
patrol duty over the lines tomorrow all day, and as we are so short handed it 
means rather a heavy job. 

However, will write you later. Am awfully tired & have to get up at six.' 

Six days later Cave was killed in a flying accident. On 14 February his C.O., Major Lanoe Hawker, V.C., D.S.O. wrote to the following 
to Cave's mother: 

'Dear Mrs Cave, 

Permit me first, on behalf of myself and the whole of no 24 Squadron, to express our deepest sympathy with you in your sad 
bereavement. 

This Squadron, as you probably know, is equipped with fast Scouts, which are undoubtedly very tricky to fly. Your son however, was a 
good pilot, and handled the machine very well. 

Unfortunately, while planing down to land about 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, he made too steep a turn, the machine got out of 
control, and dived to the ground before he had time to recover control again. 

Help arrived within 2 minutes of the accident, but there was nothing to do - death was instantaneous:- at least he did not suffer any 
pain....' 

The crash was to prove a turning point for the Squadron, as related in Hawker , V.C. in the chapter 'Arrival in France': 

'The 13th of February turned out to be a critical day for the squadron. Cave on his way back from a patrol got into a spin, crashed and 
was killed on the neighbouring aerodrome occupied by No. 11 Squadron. Two of his best pilots, for to Lanoe all his pilots were his 
best, were killed before a shot had been fired at the enemy. Lanoe, with his ready sympathy, felt their loss acutely. The DH.2 was living 
up to his evil reputation... his squadron had reached a crisis. When he returned to his own mess, he found discussion being carried on 
by some of his pilots as to whether it was really possible to get the DH.2 out of a spin when once it started. So far it was considered 
fatal to get the DH.2 into a spin, and the pilots had taken great pains to avoid it... and that the machine was a death trap. Listening 
quietly, Lanoe realised that the fighting value of his squadron was in peril. His was the first squadron of DH.2s, and there was a 
possibility of his pilots losing confidence in their machines in which case the morale of the squadron was gone.... 

Without a word Lanoe left the mess and ordered out a machine, climbed to 8,000 feet and deliberately threw it into a spin. If he failed 
to get it out of a spin... but Lanoe never thought of failure. Putting his theories in practise he recovered from the spin without difficulty. 
He tried again and again, with engine on, with engine off, left spin, right spin.... Down Lanoe came to the aerodrome and radiating 
confidence he walked briskly into the mess. "It's all right, you fellows," he said, "You can get the DH.2 out of any spin. I have just tried 
it out." 

The pilots gathered eagerly around him, and he carefully explained the correct manoeuvres until they all understood them clearly, but 
he warned them above everything not to get into a spin near the ground. Out they all went to follow his example. It was an anxious 
moment, for another crash might have shaken irreparably the confidence of his pilots, but all went well.... 

Cave was buried quietly [originally at Villers-Bocage Cemetery, and then moved to Terlincthun British Cemtery, Wimille] and, though 
Lanoe showed a brave face to his squadron, he carried a heavy heart. 

"13.2.16 

After four months of school work at Hounslow without an injury to anyone, we have struck some dreadfully bad luck - one of my lads 
was killed on Wednesday, and another again today, two in a week is really too terrible, and both flying accidents. Two so close 
together is dreadfully hard - and I am feeling very depressed in consequence. I have such nice keen lads, and it does seem such a pity 
and it is such a waste, and I have to write to their people as their commanding officer." '

William Clark was born at Gorbals, Glasgow, on 7 September 1889. He enlisted into the Royal Marines at Glasgow on 17 November 
1915, being assigned to the Portsmouth Division, and placed in "D" Company. This company formed part of the Royal Marine 
Battalion sent to Queenstown on 26 April 1916 to assist in the quelling of the Easter Rising, returning home on 14 May 1916, as 
confirmed in his service record. He served in France with the 2nd R.M. Battalion and was wounded on 28 April 1917, by a gunshot 
wound in the right shoulder, during the capture of Gavrelle Windmill, 28-29 April 191 7. Following recovery at home he returned to the 
2nd Battalion in April 1918, was promoted to Sergeant on 31 August 1918, and returned to France in November 1918, where he 
remained until March 1919 and was demobilized on 11 April 1919. He served in the St Andrew's Ambulance Corps at Kilmarnock 
Passenger Station from 1908-58. An accompanying letter from this organisation confirms his entitlement to the Voluntary Medical 
Services Medal with 5 long service bars which he should have exchanged for the Corps' L.S. medal.

William Lamb was born in Gateshead in 1899, and joined the Royal Navy on 19 July 1917. He served first in H.M.S. Victory as Stoker 
2nd Class, and then in the Q Ship H.M.S. Lychnis from 15 November 191 7 until 31 December 1918. he was demobilised on 6 August 
1919 and later re-enlisted in the Royal Engineers. He died in 1974. 

H.M.S. Lychnis , under the command of Lieutenant-Commander Cyril John Laugham Noakes and with a compliment of 80 men, on 1 7 
June 1918, while escorting a convoy from Marseilles to Alalta with H.M.S. Partridge between Sardinia and Sicily, sank U-64. Lychnis 
first brought U-64 to the surface with a depth charge and then sank it by gunfire, leaving 38 dead and 5 survivors. For his gallant 
command Noakes was awarded the D.S.O. The U-64 was the eighth most successful predator among 329 U-boats serving in the 
Kaiserliche Marine. Operating in the Mediterranean, in three years, it sank the French warship ' Danton ' and 46 merchant ships, 
damaged another three, and took one as a prize.

Harold Sydney Bride was born in Nunhead, South London, on 11 January 1890, and after leaving school trained as a Marconi 
operator, completing his training in July 1911. Going to sea, his first ship was the Flaverford, before he later served on the Lusitania, La 
France and finally the Anselm, before joining the White Star Line's R.M.S. Titanic, for her maiden voyage. Bride and his colleague John 
'Jack 1 George Phillips boarded the Titanic at Belfast and sailed with her to Southampton. As an employee of the Marconi company, he 
received monthly wages of £2 2s 6d. Sharing the wireless equipment with John Phillips the two agreed that Phillips would take the 8 a. 
m. to 2 p.m. and 8 p.m. to 2 a.m. shift and Bride the 2 a.m. to 8 a.m. and 2 p.m. to 8 p.m. shift. 

On the night of the sinking, 14-15 April 1912, Bride relayed messages to and from Captain Smith on the bridge regarding the progress 
of the Carpathia and other ships in the vicinity, whilst Phillips worked the key: 

"I was conscious of waking up and hearing Phillips sending to Cape Race. I read what he was sending. It was a traffic matter. I 
remembered how tired he was and got out of bed to relieve him. I didn't even feel the shock. I hardly knew it had happened until after 
the captain had come to us. There was no jolt whatsoever. 

I was standing by Phillips telling him to go to bed when the captain put his head into the cabin. 

'We've struck an iceberg,' the captain said, 'and I'm having an inspection made to tell what it has done for us. You better get ready to 
send out a call for assistance. But don't send it until I tell you.' 

The captain went away and in ten minutes, I should estimate the time, he came back. We could hear a terrible confusion outside, but 
there was not the least thing to indicate that there was any trouble. The wireless was working perfectly. 

'Send the call for assistance,' said the captain, barely putting his head in the door. 'What call should I send?' Phillips asked. 'The 
regulation international call for help. Just that.' 

Then the captain was gone. Phillips began to send CQD He flashed away at it and we were joking while he did so. All of us made light 
of the disaster. We joked that way while he flashed signals for about five minutes. Then the captain came back. 
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'What are you sending? 1 he asked. 

'CQD' Phillips replied. 

The humour of the situation appealed to me. I cut in with a little remark that made us all laugh, including the captain. 

'Send SOS, 1 I said. 'It's the new call, and it may be your last chance to send it.' 

Phillips with a laugh changed the signal to SOS." 

Both operators stayed at their post after their release, but were forced out onto the deck by the water surging into the wireless room: 

"I noticed as I came back from one trip that they were putting off women and children in lifeboats. I noticed that the list forward was 
increasing. Phillips told me the wireless was growing weaker. The captain came and told us our engine rooms were taking water and 
that the dynamos might not last much longer. We sent that word to the Carpathia. 

I went on deck and looked around. The water was pretty close up to the boat deck. There was a great scramble aft, and how poor 
Phillips continued to work through it I don't know. He was a brave man. I learned to love him that night and I suddenly felt a great 
reverence to see him standing there sticking to his work while everybody else was raging about. I will never live to forget the work of 
Phillips during the last awful fifteen minutes. 

I looked out. The boat deck was awash. Phillips clung on sending and sending. He clung on for about ten minutes, or maybe fifteen 
minutes after the captain had released him. The water was then coming into our cabin. 

While he worked something happened I hate to tell about. I was back at my room getting Phillips's money for him, and as I looked out 
the door I saw a stoker, or somebody from below decks, leaning over Phillips from behind. Phillips was too busy to notice what the 
man was doing. The man was slipping the life belt off Phillips's back." 

Bride and Phillips managed to deter the stoker and left the wireless room and headed out to the boat deck: 

"From aft came the tunes of the band. It was a ragtime tune, I don't know what... Phillips ran aft and that was the last I ever saw of him 
alive. I went to the place I had seen the collapsible boat on the boat deck, and to my surprise I saw the boat and the men still trying to 
push it off. I guess there wasn't a sailor in the crowd. They couldn't do it. I went up to them and was just lending a hand when a large 
wave came awash of the deck. 

The big wave carried the boat off. I had hold of an oarlock and I went off with it. The next I knew I was in the boat. 

But that was not all. I was in the boat and the boat was upside down and I was under it. And I remember I realised I was wet through, 

and that whatever happened I must not breathe, for I was underwater. 

I knew I had to fight for it and I did. How I got out from under the boat I do not know, but I felt a breath of air at last... 

I felt I simply had to get away from the ship. She was a beautiful sight then. Smoke and sparks were rushing out of her funnel. There 

must have been an explosion, but we heard none. We only saw the big stream of sparks. The ship was gradually turning on her nose, 
just like a duck does that goes down for a dive." 

Bride recalled that he could hear the band playing right up to the end. He also recollected that there was little suction when the ship 
went down. He was finally able to climb aboard the upturned hull of Collapsible B: 

"There was just room for me to roll on the edge. I lay there not caring what happened. Somebody sat on my legs. They were wedged in 
between slats and were being wrenched. I had not the heart to ask the man to move. It was a terrible sight all around - men swimming 
and sinking. I lay where I was, letting the man wrench my feet out of shape. Others came near. Nobody gave them a hand. The bottom- 
up boat already had more men than it would hold and it was sinking." 

Harold Bride had survived but but suffered from badly frozen and crushed feet, due to the effects of the cold and the position in which 
he was sitting on the collapsible's hull. He described the rescue by the Carpathia : 

"One man was dead. I passed him and went up the ladder, although my feet pained terribly. The dead man was Phillips. He had died 
on the raft from exposure and cold, I guess. He had been all in from work before the wreck came. He stood his ground until the crisis 
had passed, and then he collapsed, I guess. But I hardly thought that then. I didn't think much of anything. I tried the rope ladder. My 
feet pained terribly, but I got to the top and felt hands reaching out to me. The next I knew a woman was leaning over me in a cabin 
and I felt her hand waving back my hair and rubbing my face." 

On the voyage to New York aboard Carpathia Bride worked together with the Carpathian wireless operator to send countless personal 
messages and names of the saved to land. After a spell in hospital in New York he returned to England and finally returned to work as a 
wireless operator. During the First World War, he served on the steamer Mona's Isle as a telegraphist. After the Great War he married 
Miss Lucy Downie in 1919, and they had three children, including Craftsman John Bride, who served during the Second World War 
with the Royal Electrical and Mechanical Engineers. He died in Scotland on 29 April 1956.

Eugene Gilbert Sulivan was born in Hove, Brighton, Sussex, on 2 June 1893, son of Colonel Ernest Frederic Sulivan and his wife 
Florence. Educated at Wellington College, Berkshire, and Trinity College, Cambridge, he was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 
4th Battalion East Surrey Regiment on 15 August 1914, promoted Lieutenant on 14 May 1915 and Captain on 16 November 1915. He 
was posted to the 1st Battalion, East Surrey Regiment on 29 November 1916, joining the Battalion in France on 6 December 1916. At 
Fresnoy, on 8 May 1917, he was reported missing after the Battalion was involved in heavy fighting. His death was accepted as having 
occurred on 8 May due to the evidence given by Lieutenant E. A. Weeks, who was made a prisoner of war in the same action. Captain 
Sulivan is buried in Orchard Dump Cemetery, Arleux-En-Gohelle, France. He is also commemorated in The Roll of Honour, Trinity 
College Chapel, Cambridge, on St Peter's, Old Woking War Memorial, Woking, Christ Church War Memorial, Woking, Maybury, St. 
Pauls War Memorial, Woking, and Woking Town Square War Memorial, Woking. 

Visiting the Fallen: Arras: North refers: 

"He was killed around 6:30p.m. that day, three and a half hours into a bitter fight during which the section of front on his left, held by 
'B' Company collapsed under a third German assault on the battalion's positions. Before 'B' Company's position fell, it was Sulivan 
who realised the seriousness of the situation. He quickly reorganised the left flank of his company, throwing it back under the cover of 
a counter-attack made against the Germans in Fresnoy Wood. His actions undoubtedly ensured that his own company's position was 
not enveloped, at least for the time being, and the counter-attack on the enemy positions in the wood enabled him skilfully to withdraw 
the remainder of his company into the old German line that skirted the western edge of the wood and village, which was the best 
available position from which to carry on the fight....Sulivan was soon cut off when the Germans renewed their attack. He died as he 
and the remainder of his men gallantly lined the parapet and parados of their trench in an attempt to fend off the enemy's assault from 
three sides." 

The total casualties were 495 killed, wounded and missing including 11 officers. 

Colonel Minogue wrote: "There is ample evidence that the Surreys fought in the most gallant manner, and none more so than your 
gallant son. It will be some consolation to you to know that all ranks in the battalion admired your gallant son and would follow him 
anywhere; the service has lost a brilliant young officer."

Leslie Chaloner West was born in 1899, in Streatham, Surrey, and was educated at Westminster School, where he was a member of the 
Westminster School Officer Training Corps. He left Westminster in April 1916 and enlisted in the 28th (Artist Rifles) Battalion London 
Regiment on 2 August 1917, and applied for a commission almost immediately, with James Gow, Headmaster of Westminster School, 
acting as referee. He joined an Officer Cadet Battalion on 4 January 1918 and passed out on 30 May 1918. Commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in 6th Battalion King's Royal Rifle Corps on 25 June 1918, he was posted to the 13th Battalion in France. Subsequently, he 
was examined by a Medical Board and returned home 'unfit' on 8th August 191 8 (not entitled to a Silver War Badge). After the War, he 
re-enlisted in the 28th London Regiment (Territorial Army) on 3 January 1922. He died in Worthing, Sussex, in 1981. 

Sidney Richard Roney was born in Bermondsey, London, in 1890. He served during the Great War on the Western Front as a Sapper, 
Royal Engineers, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 18th Battalion London Regiment. He died in Bournemouth in 1969. 

Douglas William Humphris was born in 1898, in Bristol, Gloucestershire. He served during the Great War with the Honourable 
Artillery Company (Infantry) on the Western Front from 12 July 1917 to 1 January 1919. He died in Hillingdon, Middlesex, on 2nd 
February 1962.

Arthur William Harper was born in 1882 in West Bromwich, Staffordshire, and was serving with the 1st Battalion Royal Warwickshire 
Regiment in 1911. Transferring to the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, he served with the 2nd Battalion during the Great War on the Western 
Front from 23 August 1914. 4 days later he was killed in action on 27 August 1914 at Clary and is buried in Honnechy British 
Cemetery, near Le Cateau. 

The 2nd Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers arrived in France on 23 August 1914 and entrained for Le Cateau. On 25 August, the battalion 
fired its first shots at enemy cavalry, reportedly bringing two down. On the morning of 26 August, the battalion engaged the enemy at 
Fontaine-sur-Tetre inflicting heavy losses before retiring. By a quirk of fate, the battalion took up position on the right of Harper's old 
battalion, 1st Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment, at Haucourt. Enemy shelling on Haucourt began at 2pm, followed later by 
infantry attack. At this point, troops around Haucourt began to withdraw in some confusion, and in small, mixed detachments. 'A' and 
'D' companies (about 400 men) commanded by Major H Shewan, of the Dublin Fusiliers, were left behind and retired about midnight 
on the 26-27th August. On approaching Clary, they came under fire. Captain Trigona believed the fire may be from British troops and 
signalled that they were Royal Dublin Fusiliers, to which the response was "Dublin Fusiliers, right, come on". However, German 
uniforms were spotted and the detachment began to fall back on Ligny. Whilst the detachment was fully engaged with the enemy and 
being surrounded, small 'rushes' were made to get away, but each of these suffered heavier casualties than the last. At the end of the 
day, the 400 strong detachment had been reduced to two Officers and 30 men who'd escaped. One officer was killed, 6 P.O.W., and 
44 men killed or mortally wounded, the remainder P.O.W. Ironically, on 27 August the remnants of the 2nd Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers and 1st Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment were formed into a temporary Composite Battalion, but by then Private Harper 
was dead. 

Note: The recipient's Medal Index Card and the 1914 Star roll note that Harper's 1914 Star was returned under 992 King's Regulations 
(1923). The BWM and VM appear to be the only medals issued.

Leonard Charles Venning was born in 1896, and was educated at the County School, Harrow. He attested for the Honourable Artillery 
Company Artillery in London on 5 January 1916, and served with "B" Battery during the Great War. On 15 April 1917 he was on the 
troopship Arcadian, en route from Salonica, when she was torpedoed in the eastern Mediterranean, and sank within five minutes. 
Venning was one of the survivors, and recounted the incident in a letter to his old school: 

'We were torpedoed off the Island of Siphnos in the Greek Archipelago at 5:45 p.m. on Sunday, 15th April. I did not manage to get into 
a boat, and was in the water just about two hours and then I was picked up by one of our escort's small boats. We had 68 altogether in 
the boat and others clinging to the side. We tried rowing to land, a distance of five or six miles, with our boat load and pulling three 
rafts loaded with men behind us. Water was continually running into the boat and we were bailing it out with boots, caps, and 
anything available. It was now quite dark so we started firing rockets. Rescue boats then began to arrive and were very busy with their 
searchlights. After rowing for three hours we were picked up by the Redbreast at 11:00 p.m.; the men on there were extremely decent 
to us, gave us hot coffee, took all our clothes away to dry them, gave us some of their private togs, and put us into their own beds in 
their cabins. The Aercadian disappeared in four and a half minutes. We sailed during the night for Milos; we were then transferred to a 
boat named the Snaefell at 2:00 p.m. on the 16th April, and finally reached Alexandria on 28th April.' (letter in The Gaytonian, 
November 191 7, refers). 

After arriving in Alexandria, Venning was admitted to a Field Ambulance on 31 October 1917 suffering from malaria, and was 
transferred to the British Red Cross Hospital at Giza on 4 November 1917. He was discharged on 14 March 1919, after 3 years and 69 
days' service.

Francis Hardy served with the 2nd Battalion, Princess Patricia's Canadian Light

Citation (subsequently renamed the Presidential Unit Citation) for successful 
actions at the Battle of Kap'yong on 14-25 April 1951. The Battle of Kap'yong 
occurred during the Chinese Spring Offensive and saw the 27th British 
Commonwealth Brigade establish blocking positions in the Kap'yong Valley, on a 
key route south to the capital, Seoul. The two forward battalions, the 3rd 
Battalion, Royal Australian Regiment, and the 2nd Battalion, Princess Patricia's 
Canadian Light Infantry occupied positions astride the valley and hastily 
developed defences. As thousands of South Korean soldiers began to withdraw 
through the valley, the Chinese infiltrated the brigade position under the cover of 
darkness, and assaulted the Australians on Hill 504 during the evening and into 
the following day. Although heavily outnumbered, the 27th Brigade held their 
positions into the afternoon before the Australians were finally withdrawn to 
positions in the rear of the brigade, with both sides having suffered heavy 
casualties. The Chinese then turned their attention to the Canadians on Hill 677, 
but during a fierce night battle they were unable to dislodge them. The fighting 
helped blunt the Chinese offensive and the actions of the Australians and 
Canadians at Kap'yong were important in assisting to prevent a breakthrough on 
the United Nations Command central front, and ultimately the capture of Seoul. 
The two battalions bore the brunt of the assault and stopped an entire Chinese 
division during the hard fought defensive battle. The next day, the Chinese 
withdrew back up the valley.

1948, he took part in the first Trooping the Colour since the Second World War 
on 9 June 1949, where he bore the Regiment's new Colour presented by H.M. 
King George VI. 

Promoted Lieutenant on 15 July 1950, and Captain on 15 July 1951, he saw 
active service in the Canal Zone, Egypt, between December 1952 and February 
1955, whilst serving as Adjutant of the Regiment, before attending Staff College 
in 1959. Promoted Major on 15 July 1961, he saw active service in Aden 
between October 1965 to 1966, as Second in Command, and was promoted 
Lieutenant-Colonel and appointed Commanding Officer of the Welsh Guards on 
30 June 1968. During the period of his command the Regiment was involved in 
Ceremonial Duties, based at Wellington Barracks, before taking part in a N.A.T. 
O. exercise in Texas. Webb-Bowen retired in September 1972, and died at home 
in the New Forest on 20 December 2002.

Robert Neil Muspratt Johnstone was born in January 1938, and was educated at 
Radley College. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Marines 
on 29 June 1957: 'I joined for National Service and wanted to be a frogman and 
eventually took an S.B.S. course and went out to join 6 S.B.S. in Malta under 
"Sticks" Dodds. He was a flamboyant character and in fact created the motto that 
exists today. Kuwait was being threatened and 2 S.B.S. in Singapore was 
extended by an officer and four men to cover the Middle East. I was sent to open 
up our first base for a permanent detachment in Bahrain The beaches had to be 
checked. We were going around all the beaches up there, updating our previous 
intelligence. In December 1961 we were ordered to pack our kit because Kuwait 
was threatened again. The Iraqis had massed their troops on the border. We were 
embarked on H.M.S. Empire , a War Department Landing Ship Tanks with 17/21 
Lancers and sent up to Kuwait. We stood by off Kuwait, but nothing happened; 
the Iraqis withdrew and we weren't required operationally. From then on we 
were deployed with the Amphibious Warfare Squadron, largely on beach 
reconnaissance during my time there, and taking part in major training exercises 
along the coast and around Aden.' (the recipient's account in The Inside Story of 
the Special Boat Service by John Parker refers). 

Promoted Lieutenant on 29 August 1960, and Captain on 29 August 1968, Johnstone served for over 30 years in the Special Boat 
Service, latterly as a Training Officer, and it was in this role that he dreamed up a system of breathing apparatus and air bottles on the 
casing of midget submarines that would allow for the multi-release of 14 swimmers that could then surface and swim towards the 
target- this proved so successful in trials that Johnstone was awarded a Herbert Lott award, presented with a bonus of £45, and the 
system was accepted into service within 14 months. Appointed Acting Major in 1974, he retired on 16 August 1993.

Andrew J. Robinson is noted, with photograph, in the Journal of the Royal Dragoon Guards as being awarded the trophy at annual 
camp for 'Best Cadet 1998'. He served with 'A' Squadron during the summer of 1998 as part of the UN mission in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. In February 1999, he was serving with Royal Dragoon Guards, 4th Armoured Brigade, which was deployed under NATO 
forces to Macedonia for Operation Agricola 1, and moved to Kosovo on 12 June 1999. From October 2004 to May 2005, Robinson 
was in 2nd Troop, 'A' Squadron during their six-month deployment to Southern Iraq where it was responsible for the security of over 
8000 square km of rural Basra, including the oil fields of Al Faw and the deep-water port of Umm Qasr. Further to the North, 'A' 
Squadron worked with 1st Battalion Welsh Guards to secure over 280 square km of the border with Iran. During its time, R.D.G. was 
involved in several dawn raids, and in securing and arresting several high-profile criminals. Members of the R.D.G. received their Iraq 
medals on 25 June 2005 in Munster, Germany, from the Prince of Wales, the Colonel-in-Chief of the Regiment and a further 
presentation was made at Clarence House in July 2008. The last mention of Robinson in the Regimental Journal appears to be in 1996, 
as Lance Corporal in the Command Troop, Prince of Wales Squadron. 

The Royal Dragoon Guards was created in 1992 by the amalgamation of the 4th/7th Dragoon Guards and the 5th Royal Inniskilling 
Dragoon Guards. The Iraq medal is the first British campaign medal to be awarded to the 'Royal Dragoon Guards'. During Robinson's 
service, the unit was equipped with Challenger I and II tanks.

Dean J. Bailey was born in 1984 and educated at Sir William de Ferrers School, South Woodham, Essex. He joined the Army in 2003 
and excelled, passing the demanding sniper course at the first attempt. After serving with the Royal Anglian Regiment in Iraq, he was 
promoted Lance Corporal and served with 'B' Company, 1st Battalion in Afghanistan. On 6 May 2007 he had his first contact with the 
enemy, recounting to his fellow snipers how he had 'got my first kill: dropped a Taliban at 900 metres, on the move, running from right 
to left, with an AK/ (Attack State Red, by Colonel Richard Kemp refers). But his elation would not last long. On 17 May 2007, whilst 
travelling in a convoy of Viking armoured vehicles near the town of Sangin, Helmand Province, his platoon was caught-up in a deadly 
ambush. Attack State Red takes up the story: 

The heavily-armed convoy trundled along the dusty and near deserted streets of Sangin, a battered town that had become a bloody 
battleground. 

From a clearing between the 10ft high mud walls that lined either side of the road, two local men appeared pushing a rusty old black 
Nissan car. It rolled into the path of Pte Josh Lee's Viking armoured vehicle, forcing it to the right. Then a rocket-propelled grenade shot 
through the air and with a deafening explosion smashed into the top of another Viking in the column. 

Lee, who was riding top cover, saw the terrified look on his mate's face as L/Cpl Dean Bailey threw himself down into the cab. He tore 
off his burning helmet and body armour and seconds later he was back up, firing his SA80 rifle at the Taliban swarming over the 
compound roofs. 

"Three enemy left..." came the shout from the forward turret of Lee's Viking as he swung his light machine gun to engage. He dropped a 
gunman on the wall 40 yards away. Then came the thumping of an anti-aircraft machine gun being fired. It started to hose down the 
British column, red tracer streaking in behind Lee's vehicle. 

The B company convoy, commanded by Major Mick Aston, had been on its way to British and Afghan patrol bases, which come under 
daily attack from insurgents. With them were 7 Platoon and Fire Support Group Bravo in five Viking armoured personnel carriers and 
two WMIKs, heavily-armed Land Rovers. Inside Bailey's wrecked burning Viking, sniper Teddy Ruecker ordered: "Everyone out," as he 
booted open the heavy steel door and grabbed Bailey's leg. "Deano, get out mate... we're going, now!" he yelled just before another 
rocket hit. Bailey had not made it out of the turret and the warhead exploded next to him almost tearing away his arm. The shock wave 
punctured his lung. Shrapnel smashed through his mouth and into the back of his head, fracturing his lower jaw. The blaze on top of 
the vehicle melted his right hand. An AK47 bullet tore into his chest. 

Ruecker escaped with Sgt Woodrow and eight engineers, who threw themselves against a mud wall. Woodrow raked the attackers with 
his SA80. Ruecker dashed into an alley and straight into a black-bearded Taliban fighter who was firing his AK47 into the air. As a 
sniper Number One Ruecker carried an Accuracy International .338 rifle and a Browning pistol, which he drew and fired into the 
man's gut and shoulder. He shot the fighter another 11 times then cursed himself for firing so many rounds. He quickly reloaded and 
sprinted back to Woodrow and the engineers, who were climbing into the back of Lee's vehicle. Lee blasted away with his Minimi light 
machine gun to keep the enemy's heads down. But where was Bailey? "Where's Deano?" Ruecker shouted. "I am going to get him. I'm 
not leaving him." Fourteen soldiers squeezed into the cab of the Viking, meant to carry only eight, as he carried on blasting away. 
Ruecker sprinted the 70 yard-long killing zone, looking for Bailey. Nearby, an RPG exploded against the turret of Aston's Viking, which 
knocked him off his feet. Gunner Marine McNeil was hit. He screamed and held his hands to his face, an eye torn from its socket. 
Aston started treating him but as he moved, a second rocket scored a direct hit. Ruecker reached Bailey's burning Viking and saw him 
lying face down, covered in blood and oil. Company doc Major Andrew Tredget appeared beside him and they pulled Bailey out. His 
rib-cage was exposed. Ruecker screamed: "He's my mate. My hand was in his chest. Oh my God... " They carried Bailey back to 
another vehicle, his body limp and slippery with blood. The doctor squeezed in beside him but there was no room left for Ruecker. The 
young sniper nodded as the door closed and, on his own again, he ran back through the fire and the bullets. Exhausted and covered in 
blood and sweat he made it to Lee's wagon. Troops started trying to treat him. "It's Deano's blood - not mine," he screamed. "I'm not 
injured." He started shaking uncontrollably and crying. "Teddy, it's OK, mate. We're about to move out of here," one told him. 

Sgt Major Snow calmly walked back through the bullets to tell Aston about Bailey's dreadful wounds. "Sir, I'm holding forward OK, 
doesn't look like too many more enemy there. The Company sergeant major's been trying to get you on the net. He's got a T One (a 
soldier with a life threatening injury) that needs evacuating quick." "Ok, we're going to head back the way we came, back to Forward 
Operating Base Robinson. "Who knows what's ahead? Could be another ambush or roadside bombs." Snow walked back to his Land 
Rover and relayed Aston's orders to all vehicles, then told his driver to push forward to the bend in the road and hold the position. 

Back at Forward Operating Base Robinson, acting operations officer David Broomfield sat in his office - a baking hot steel freight 
container. 


Captain Dave Robinson's voice came over the company net. "FOB Rob, this is Copper Two Two Alpha - contact, ambush, wait out. 1 
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A sentry manning one of the Sangar lookout posts reported on the radio: "I can see a huge pile of smoke over Sangin. I can hear many 
explosions..." Broomfield ordered over the intercom: "Tower, stand to, stand to. Look in the direction of Sangin and report." As the 
tower confirmed, Robinson came back on the company net. "Fob Rob, Fob Rob, this is Copper Two Two Alpha. Reference contact, we 
have one times One casualty, we are taking heavy fire from multiple firing points. We have a vehicle burning. Wait out." Broomfield 
put the company medics on alert, ready to receive casualties. He ordered 5 Platoon to get ready to storm into Sangin and help in a 
rescue. 

He then contacted the battle group operations centre at Camp Bastion, demanding a MERT helicopter. The medical emergency 
response team had an HC2 Chinook heavy-lift craft equipped for casualty evacuation. 

Back at the ambush scene inside one of the Vikings, Robinson - B Company's second-in-command - cradled a man's head in his hands 
as he spoke to Broomfield on the radio. The soldier's regimental insignia had been blown off with his shirt. There was so much blood 
his face was completely unrecognisable. He had a huge hole in the back of his head, his wounds so bad that Robinson assumed he was 
dead. He put his hand into the soldier's mouth and felt a breath on his skin. "Doc, doc, this guy's alive," he said. The wounded soldier 
pushed himself up with one arm and let out a groan. The doc, jammed in at the other end of the wagon, yelled back: "Get some oxygen 
on him - now! Everybody get out your field dressings and find a bleeding point." Robinson grabbed the oxygen mask and pressed it 
firmly over the injured man's face. Some of the troops were so tightly packed together they could not reach their dressings. Instead they 
shoved their fists into the open wounds of the soldier now spreadeagled beneath them, desperately trying to stop him bleeding to death. 
Robinson felt around the man's bloody neck and found his dog tags. What he read shocked him. Now this was personal. L/Cpl Dean 
Bailey had been one of his boys when he led sniper platoon a few months earlier. They had been a particularly tight-knit team. "Dean, 
Dean, you are going to be OK, mate. The helicopter is on the way to get you." 

The Taliban machine-gun crew that had been killed when the ambush began had been replaced and was firing again from the same 
spot in the open ground. Robinson's Viking bounced along, throwing Bailey's badly broken body from floor to roof. The column drove 
as fast as possible back to Forward Operating Base Robinson, screaming past the guard post. The medics took Bailey into the medical 
centre. Tredget followed them in and he and a US Army doctor went to work. At the same time, the MERT Chinook came in to land 
nearby. Its two Apache escorts circled like vultures overhead. After 15 minutes the doctors decided Bailey was as stable as he was 
going to get for the flight back to Bastion. The two Apaches hunting down the enemy had spotted the group of Taliban in the ambush - 
eight men escaping across the river in boats, trying to get back north to the safety of their stronghold in Musa Qalah. Cannon and 
missile fire wiped them out from above. 

Moments later, Aston arrived. "I'll be brief, boys, then go and get yourselves some scoff. What we had out there, that was a well- 
planned ambush. But the idea of an ambush is you destroy all the enemy in it, or at least you cause them real damage," he said. "We're 
all hoping Bailey will pull through and the other casualties will be OK too." He added: "I'm incredibly proud of you all."' 

Bailey's injuries were severe - his ear was ripped off, he sustained serious wounds to his head, shoulders, and hands, and was 
permanently deafened. He is slowly recovering. 

For his gallantry in saving Bailey's life, his fellow sniper Oliver 'Teddy' Ruecker was awarded the Military Cross (London Gazette 7 
March 2008). Speaking after the event, he recalled: "I knew if I got into another vehicle and drove off I wouldn't be able to live with 
myself. I didn't know if he was in there so I had to make sure. I was scared. I didn't want to go back but I knew I had to. I don't know 
how I got close. There were flames, and rounds going off. It was a scene of pure destruction. I don't see myself as a hero. I was just 
saving my mate - doing him a favour - nothing special in my eyes. It is something which soldiers have between them - friendship and 
love that we have between us that makes men do that sort of thing for his mate. Every guy who was there had to stand up and be a 
man. Everyone shared death and destruction on a daily basis."

Rather than be 
caught by the Russians he crossed the border into Latvia on 20 September 1939, and was interned by the Latvian Forces. He was 
handed over to the Russians and sent to Siberia. After the Germans attacked Russia in 1941 he was released from his slave labour camp 
and made his way to Tatisczewo to join the Anders Army. 

After the war he moved to the UK, and died in Swindon in 1979.

Martin Albert Jones Cockrell was jointly listed for the South African Police Star for Outstanding Service with Constable B. E. Dark and 
Reserve Constable W. E. Schluter. The citation is a follows: 

'On Thursday 3 September 1987, constables Dark and Cockrell and R/Constable Schluter, displayed particular gallantry during a shoot 
out with a notorious gang of robbers who were in the process of robbing the First National Bank in Mowbray, Cape Town. 

The members confronted the robbers at close quarters after they emerged from the bank. A gun-fight ensued during which constable 
Cockrell was fatally wounded and R/Constable Schluter seriously injured. Constable Dark eventually managed to disarm and arrest one 
of the robbers who had been armed with a shotgun. 

For their devotion to duty and particular gallantry, Constable Brian Edward Dark, Reserve Constable Wayne Edward Schluter, and 
Constable Martin Albert Jones Cockrell (posthumously) were awarded the South African Police Star for Outstanding Service on 27 
January 1989. (Force Order 24/1989)' 

This award existed in this format between 1979-1989, during which period '42 awards were made in recognition of acts of gallantry, 2 
posthumously (41 to members of the police and reserve police and 1 to a civilian) 3 Bars were awarded.' (Gallantry Awards of the

Gibson Clarence Fahnestock was born in Southbourn, Hampshire, on 14 July 
1913, into a wealthy American family (his grandfather, who died the following 
year, left US$18 million to his children in his will), and was educated privately 
and at Downing College, Cambridge, before returning to America, where he 
spent two years at Harvard University reading Modern and Medieval Languages. 
Following the outbreak of the Second World War, he was commissioned Pilot 
Officer in the Royal Canadian Air Force on 25 June 1941, and having qualified 
as a pilot, undertook a Wellington conversion course at No. 11 O.T.U. Posted to 
No. 99 Squadron, his first operational sortie was to Bremen on 12 October 1941; 
further targets included Nuremberg, Kiel, Berlin, and Le Harve. Transferring to 
No. 101 Squadron in February 1942, he continued his first tour with operations 
over Cologne (2), Essen (5), Lubeck, Hamburg (3), Dortmund, St. Nazaire (2), 
Emden (3), Bremen (2), and Duisburg, with his final raid being over Dusseldorf 
on 31 July 1942. 

After a brief period as an instructor, Fahnestock transferred to the United States 
Air Force as a First Lieutenant on 23 February 1943 and converted to the B-26 
Bomber. He was shot down on his 26th operational sortie, a raid on Zudsusques 
near St. Omer, on 20 March 1944, when his plane was hit by flak in the right 
engine, and forced to bale out. Of the crew of six, three escaped capture; two 
were taken Prisoner of War, and one was killed. Fafnestock was one of those 
taken Prisoner of War. Held at Stalag Luft 3, he was forced to participate in the 
infamous Meath march' in early 1945, and, surviving, was liberated from Stalag 
7A at Mooseburg following the German surrender, arriving at Camp Lucky Strike 
on 15 May 1945. 

Returning to America after the War he died on 1 7 July 1965, and is buried in Arlington National Cemetery, Virginia.

William Selby was a native of Dorset who joined H.M.S. Victory on 11 May 1803, aged 21 years, and served aboard her at the battle of 
Trafalgar as an Ordinary Seaman. Along with much of the crew of Victory, he was discharged to the newly built Ocean on 15 January 
1806, and did not live to claim his Naval General Service Medal.

Joseph Elliot served as a Private, Royal Marines, in H.M.S. Britannia during the Battle of Trafalgar, 21 October 1805. The Britannia , 100 
guns, commanded by Rear-Admiral the Earl of Northesk, was believed to be the oldest ship engaged in the Battle. She was the fourth 
ship in the Weather Line and was early into action, sustaining a loss of 52 killed and wounded.

James Woodman served as a Boy, R.M., in H.M.S. Revenge during the major fleet action off Cape Trafalgar between the British fleet 
under the command of Vice-Admiral Lord Nelson and the Franco-Spanish fleet under the command of Vice-Admiral P.C. de 
Villeneuve, on 21 October 1805. At Trafalgar the Revenge 'was in the lee column. In attempting to pass through the enemy's line and 
secure an advantageous position athwart the hawser of the French Aigle , she fouled the latter's jib-boom, and while the ships were 
interlocked delivered a couple of broadsides into the Frenchman's bows. Then, standing on, she was in the act of hauling up on the 
port tack, when a tremendous fire was poured into her lee quarter by the Spanish Principe de Asturias. Three two-deckers also hemmed 
her in, and greatly punished her until they were driven off by the approach of other British vessels. Her injuries in the battle were in 
consequence severe and her losses heavy, the latter amounting to twenty-eight killed and fifty-one wounded, including her captain. 
Her bowsprit, three lower masts, maintop mast, and gaff, were badly injured. She received nine shots below the copper; her stern, 
transoms, and timbers, and several beams, knees, riders, and iron standards, were very much damaged, and so was her hull generally. 
She had several chain plates shot away, several of her lower deck ports destroyed, and three of her guns dismounted.' {The Trafalgar 
Rolf The Officers , The Men , The Ships , by Colonel R.H. Mackenzie refers). 

Woodman was subsequently admitted as an in-patient of the Royal Hospital, Greenwich. One other man with this name appears on the 
Admiralty Claimants' List, a single clasp award for Navarino.

John Finch is confirmed on the rolls as an Ordinary Seaman in the San Fiorenzo 36, during the chase, action and capture over three 
days of the French 40-gun frigate Piemontaise off Cape Comorin, in the gulf of Manaar, Indian Ocean, 6-8 March 1808. One other man 
with this name appears on the Admiralty Claimants' List, for the single clasp Egypt, whose medal was sold at Glendining's in May 
1937, and at Wallis & Wallis in June 1988. 

John Finch, from Limehouse, London, joined the San Fiorenzo on 6 September 1803, having been paid a Bounty of two pounds 10 
shillings, rated Ordinary Seaman, aged 22 years. He was severely wounded in action on 7 March 1808, the day before his Captain was 
killed by a broadside from the Piemontaise (London Gazette 20 December 1808). 

San Fiorenzo captures the Piemontaise 
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On 4 March 1808, at 11.30 a.m., the British 18-pounder 36-gun frigate San Fiorenzo, Captain George Nicholas Hardinge, sailed from 
Pointe de Galle, Ceylon, on her return to Bombay. On the 6th, at 7 a.m., the San Fiorenzo passed, off Cape Comorin, the three East 
India Company's ships, Charlton , Metcalfe , and Devonshire , from Bombay bound to Columbo. Shortly afterwards she discovered on 
her starboard beam, in the north-east, the French 40-gun frigate Piemontaise , Captain Epron, advancing to intercept the Indiamen. The 
San Fiorenzo immediately hauled to the wind in-shore, under all sail, and the French frigate, finding herself pursued, changed her 
course and stood away. The Piemontaise had sailed from the Isle of France on the 30th of the preceding December. Her intended mode 
of attack upon the Indiamen is represented to have been to board the first with 150 men, and then stand on and cannonade the two 
others until they surrendered. 

At 5 p.m., having previously made the private signal, the San Fiorenzo hoisted her colours, but the French frigate paid no attention to 
either. Captain Hardinge now pressed forward in pursuit, and, at 11.40 p.m., being still on the larboard-tack, the San Fiorenzo ranged 
alongside the Piemontaise and received her broadside. After a ten minutes' action fought within 200 yards, the Piemontaise made sail 
ahead out of the range of her opponent's shot. The San Fiorenzo , whose loss, owing to the high firing of the Piemontaise , amounted to 
only three seamen slightly wounded, made sail in chase, and by daylight on the 7th had so gained upon the French frigate, that the 
latter, seeing a renewal of the engagement was unavoidable, hoisted her colours and wore, in order to bring her broadside to bear. 

At 6.20 a.m., being within half a mile of the San Fiorenzo , who had also wore, the Piemontaise fired her broadside, and the action 
recommenced, the two frigates gradually closing to a quarter of a mile. The fire was constant and well-directed on both sides, until just 
after 8 a.m., when that of the French frigate visibly slackened. At 8.15 a.m., having discharged her whole broadside, the Piemontaise 
ceased firing, and made sail before the wind, leaving the San Fiorenzo with her main-topsail yard shot through, main royal-mast shot 
away, both main topmast-stays, the spring-stay, and the greater part of the standing and running rigging and sails, cut to pieces, and 
therefore not in a condition for an immediate chase. Under these circumstances, the fire of the British frigate could only continue while 
her retreating opponent remained within gunshot. The San Fiorenzo's loss, by the morning's action, amounted to eight seamen and 
marines killed and 14 wounded. The remainder of the day was occupied by the San Fiorenzo in repairing her damages, and in a vain 
pursuit of the Piemontaise , who crowded sail to the eastward, and at 9 p.m. disappeared. 

At midnight the French frigate again showed herself, bearing east, and at daylight on the 8th was about four leagues distant. At 9 a.m., 
being perfectly refitted, the San Fiorenzo bore up under all sail. At noon the Piemontaise hoisted a Dutch jack but at 2.15 p.m. changed 
it to an English ensign. The San Fiorenzo was now fast approaching; nor did the Piemontaise avoid the British frigate until the latter 
hauled athwart her stern, in order to gain the weather gage and bring on a close action. To frustrate this manoeuvre, the French frigate, 
who now appeared with her proper colours, hauled up also, and made all sail. Perceiving, however, that the superior sailing of the San 
Fiorenzo rendered a battle unavoidable, the Piemontaise tacked, and at 4 p.m. the two frigates, when passing each other on opposite 
tacks, at the distance of not more than 80 yards, reopened their fire. 

In the second broadside from the French frigate a grape-shot killed Captain Hardinge, whereupon the command of the San Fiorenzo 
devolved upon Lieutenant William Dawson. As soon as she had got abaft her opponent's beam, the Piemontaise wore; and at 5.49 p. 
m., after a well-fought action, one hour and 20 minutes of it close, and during which she had all her rigging and sails cut to pieces, her 
three masts and bowsprit badly wounded, and a great proportion of her numerous crew placed hors de combat , the French frigate 
hauled down her colours, some of her people at the same time waving their hats for a boat to be sent to them. 

The loss sustained by the San Fiorenzo in the third day's action, although numerically less than that on the second day, was more 
serious, as it included among the killed her truly gallant captain. The remaining killed of that day consisted of four seamen and 
marines, and the wounded, of one lieutenant and seven seamen and marines. This made the total British loss, on the three days, 13 
killed and 25 wounded. The Piemontaise , besides her regular crew of 366 Frenchmen, had 200 Lascars, prisoners taken out of some 
captured Indiamen, to work the sails. Out of these 566 in crew and supernumeraries, the French frigate lost 48 officers, seamen, 
marines, and Lascars killed, and 112 wounded

Gilbert Thrift Meldrum Martin entered the Royal Navy as an Assistant Surgeon serving in H.M.S. Britannia on 3 May 1838, transferring 
to H.M.S. Hastings on 14 July of that year. He served in that ship during operations on and off the coast of Syria in November 1840, 
before transferring to H.M.S. Illustrious on 15 September 1841. Promoted Surgeon on 1 7 June 1842, he served in H.M.S. Eurydice from 
23 February 1844.

Robert Duncan entered the Navy on 9 January 1819, passed his examination in 1826, and acquired the rank of Lieutenant on 2 May 
1837. He was then appointed to the Excellent gunnery-ship at Portsmouth, Captain Thomas Hastings, under whom he continued until 
transferred, 1 January 1839, to the Powerful 84, Commodore Sir Charles Napier. Uniting afterwards in the Syrian hostilities, he 
volunteered and led the mountaineers in a very spirited attack made by the Turkish troops under Sir C. Napier on a strong position 
occupied by Ibrahim Pacha on the heights near Beyrout, 10 October 1840 (Vide Gazette , 1841, p. 2611). He was gunnery Lieutenant 
of the Powerful at the bombardment of St. Jean d'Acre, and was in consequence promoted to the rank of Commander by commission 
dated 4 November 1840. He was placed on the list of retired Captains, 1 April 1856. 
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A rare N.G.S. medal awarded to John Elander, a Landsman aboard H.M.S. Amazon at the destruction of the French 
74-gun ship-of-the-line Droits de I'Homme in January 1797, after a long action, in company with H.M.S. 
Indefatigable, both ships being severely damaged and Amazon being driven on the rocks, her crew were taken 
prisoner after a fight with a body of French soldiers; after his exchange Elander fought as a Bosun's Mate in H.M.S. 
Northumberland at the battle of St Domingo and was wounded in that action

John Elander is confirmed on the rolls [Ellender] as a Landsman aboard the Amazon at the capture of the French 74 Droits de 
I'Homme, and as a Bosun's Mate aboard the Northumberland at St Domingo, where he was wounded ( London Gazette 1806). 

The Amazon 32, Captain R. C. Reynolds, and the Indefatigable 44, Captain E. Pellew [later Lord Exmouth], on 13 December 1797, 
about fifty leagues south west of Ushant, discovered a large ship steering towards the French coast. This was the Droits de I'Homme 74, 
Commodore J. La Crosse, which had formed one of the French fleet in the expedition to Ireland, and after the failure at Bantry Bay, was 
now returning home, with about seven hundred troops on board. The weather was thick and hazy, and the wind blew hard from the 
westward. Soon after the French ship had been sighted and found to be an enemy, a squall carried away her fore and main top-masts, 
and the sea ran so high that she was unable to open her lower deck ports. Shortly before six p.m. the Indefatigable brought the Droits 
de I'Homme to action, and in about an hour after, the Amazon came up and took part in the engagement; the enemy making several 
ineffectual attempts to board, and keeping up an active fire of cannon and musketry. In a little time the British frigates shot ahead, the 
Amazon to reduce her sail, and the Indefatigable to repair the damage to her rigging. 

About half-past eight, the frigates renewed the action, attacking their opponent first on the bow, and then on the quarter, often within 
pistol shot. The contest lasted until twenty minutes past four a.m. when the sudden appearance of land, and breakers close ahead, 
caused all the ships to end an engagement which had lasted ten hours, and make efforts to haul off. The Indefatigable at once bore to 
the southwards, with four feet of water in her hold, all her masts much damaged, and her crew almost worn out with fatigue. The 
Droits de I'Homme in attempting to tack, lost her fore mast and bowsprit, and struck on a sandbank in Audierne Bay. The main mast 
went by the board, and she then fell on her broadside, with a tremendous surf beating over her. 

The Amazon seeing the danger, also wore, with three feet of water in her hold, but with her mizzen top-mast shot away, and her masts 
and rigging almost cut to pieces, was unable to haul off, and went on shore about the same time. Her crew with the exception of six, 
who were drowned, saved themselves on rafts, but on landing were all made prisoners by a body of French soldiers. In the action three 
men were killed, and fifteen wounded. On board the Indefatigable which with the greatest difficulty weathered the Penmark Rocks, the 
first Lieutenant and eighteen men were wounded. 

Through the stormy state of the weather, the crew of the ill-fated Droits de I'Homme spent four nights on the wreck without succour, 
the waves constantly breaking over them, till more than half of them were drowned, or perished of cold and hunger. Her crew with the 
soldiers, amounted to at least one thousand three hundred and fifty men, and of these, two hundred and fifty were killed and wounded 
in the engagement with the British frigates. Some English prisoners who were on board when she struck, and who fortunately got to 
land, in consideration of their sufferings, and the assistance they rendered, were sent home without ransom or exchange by the French 
Government.

On 26 August 1808 Centaur, in conjunction with the Implacable, captured the Russian 74-gun ship Sewolod in sight of the whole 
Russian fleet near Rogerswick. During a spirited attempt by the Russians to retake and row the Sewolod back into port, Sir S. Hood laid 
her on board and lashed her bowspit to the mizzen rigging of the Centaur under a heavy fire of musketry. The bow of the enemy grazed 
the muzzles of Centaur's guns, which at the same moment were discharged, and the raking broadside tore her to pieces. The Russians 
made several attempts to board, but were repelled by the fire of the marines and the stern chase guns of the Centaur, and after a hot 
action of half an hour the Sewolod again struck her colours. In this furious conflict the Centaur lost 3 killed and 27 wounded, and the 
enemy 180 killed and wounded. None of Centaur's wounded lived to claim a medal for this action, of which approximately 42 clasps 
were issued. 

Richard Manston Teed was born in 1778 and entered the Navy in March 1801 as First-Class Volunteer aboard the Defiance , in which 
ship he was present at Copenhagen, 1801. He served in the boats of Penelope at the rescue of the crew of Atalanta, ashore on the 
French coast under batteries; at the destruction of a convoy near Cape Prior, 1807; and in Centaur, 1808-09, in the Baltic. He was 
Lieutenant commanding Swinger on the coast of Africa during the Ashantee war, and commanded a division of seamen and marines at 
the defence of Cape Coast Castle, for which services he was named in the gazetted despatches in 1824. He became a Retired 
Commander in 1848 and was placed on the out-pension list of Greenwich Hospital in September 1858. He died in 1870.

Bergmann dashed out from the 
ranks of his own accord, attacked the commanding officer of the regiment, cut 
him from his horse in front of his men, and returned to his place in the ranks.'

John Thompson was born in the Parish of Harmsworth, Staffordshire, and enlisted 
into the 15th Hussars at Aston, Warwickshire, on 14 May 1805, aged 17, for 
unlimited service, a bridle-bit maker by trade. He was transferred to the Staff 
Corps Cavalry for the period 25 March 1816 to 14 December 1818, when he 
rejoined the 15th Hussars. He was discharged on 17 March 1819, in 
consequence of a reduction in the establishment of the regiment and being 'very 
severely wounded in the left arm at the Battle of Vittoria. His conduct was 
described as 'very good in all respects', and he signed his discharged papers in 
the rank of 'Sergt. Major 15th Hussars.' Sold with copied discharge papers.

Sir James Hamlyn Williams, 3rd Baronet, was born on 25 November 1 790, the 
son of Sir James Hamlyn Williams, 2nd Bt., and his wife Diana, and was 
educated at Winchester College. He was commissioned Ensign into the 7th 
Hussars on 23 May 1809, and promoted Lieutenant on 27 December 1810, and 
Captain on 8 April 1813. He served in the Peninsular as Aide-de-Camp to Major- 
General Sir Henry Clinton, who commanded the 6th Division, from January to 
March 1814, and was present at the Battle of Orthes, 27 February 1814, and the 
Battle of Toulouse. He received his Majority in 1821, before resigning his 
Commission in 1823. 

Sir James married Lady Mary Fortescue, daughter of the 1st Earl Fortescue, on 15 
February 1823, and succeeded his father as 3rd Baronet of Edwinsford, in the 
County of Carmarthen, and of Clove]ly Court, in the County of Devon, on the 
latter's death on 3 December 1829. In later life he represented Carmarthenshire 
as their member of Parliament from 1831-32, and again from 1835-37; and 
subsequently served as High Sheriff of the County from 1848-49. He died, 
heirless, on 10 October 1861, and the Baronetcy became extinct.

John Ford was born in the Parish of Ashford, Kent, and was enlisted into the 20th 
Foot as a Drummer on 26 August 1801, on the Island of Malta, at the age of Four 
Years. He served as an 'under age' drummer until 7 May 1815, when he attained 
the age of 18. He was promoted to Corporal in September 1820, to Sergeant in 
October 1823, and to Sergeant and Drum-Major in June 1825, in which rank he 
continued until discharged on 31 May 1837. He served In St Helena and East 
Indies, Seventeen years, three hundred and thirty days, and in every service and 
action in which the Regiment has been engaged from Naples in 1805 to the 
Battle of Toulouse in France in April 1814.' The Surgeon of the 20th Foot 
reported a case of 'Pulmonic Disease and General Infirmity, the effects of long 
and arduous service at an early age, and of a protracted service in a tropical 
climate afterwards, which render him permanently disqualified for Military duty.' 
The Board concluded that 'his conduct has been that of a very good and faithful 
Soldier; his name is enrolled in the good conduct Book.' The medal roll confirms 
service in Egypt as a Drummer.

John Niblett was born in the Parish of Alderton, Wiltshire, He served in the 9th 
Foot for 7 years 4 months and was discharged on 13 January 1815, in 
consequence of a 'Gun Shot Wound of Arm at Bayonne, 9 Dec. 1813'. He was 
aged about thirty two and was a labourer by trade.

Thomas Morris Philbrick was born in Great Dunmow, Essex, in 1832, and arrived in Bombay aboard the Rajasthan in 1846. He passed 
as a Volunteer in the Indian Navy on 9 May 1849, becoming Mate of the Auckland on 4 August 1854. He served as Acting Lieutenant 
during the Second Opium War, and was in action in February 1857 when he was present at the destruction of five heavily armed junks 
at Lantao, mounting 64 guns, and the burning and destruction of two batteries mounting 30 guns. Soon after, the Auckland engaged a 
fleet of 80 Mandarin junks, at Second bar Creek in the Canton River, which came down in a line of battle to attack her, and after a 
smart action sank most of them, causing the remainder to retreat. A further action saw Auckland assist in the capture of eight Chinese 
vessels and 72 prisoners, and the capture and burning of a pirate junk at Chung Chow Island. 

On 1 April 1857 the Auckland spotted a Mandarin war junk in the Bay of Toong Chung. Anchoring off the bay, all her boats were 
manned and armed and despatched to cut her out, under the command of First Lieutenant Davies. When about ten yards from the junk, 
a battery on the beach, which was hidden from view, opened fire upon the advancing boats with grape and canister. Davies 
immediately ordered the second cutter and gig, under the command of Lieutenant Philbrick, to take possession of the junk, whilst he 
proceeded with the launch and first cutter to storm the battery. The battery was stormed and held until the junk was observed to be 
under way, and the party then embarked in the boats and assisted to tow her out. During this time three other batteries kept up a heavy 
fire on the junk and the boats towing her to safety, which was returned by Lieutenant Philbrick's men manning the guns of the junk 
with small arms. There were casualties to the junk's captors during the exchange, and also to the enemy. One very corpulent Mandarin 
was observed encouraging his men by words and example, when a round shot struck him and tore him into fragments. 

The Indian Navy was disbanded on 30 April 1863, and Philbrick transferred to the Bombay Marine in the Master-Attendant's and 
Dockyard Departments at Calcutta.

James Bushe was born in the Parish of St John, Dublin, and enlisted there for the 24th Foot on 14 September 1870, 18 years old and a 
tailor by trade. He served with the 2nd Battalion in the Kaffir War in 1878, and in the Zulu War in 1879, when he was a Private in "B" 
Company during the defence of the Mission Station at Rorke's Drift, on which occasion he was slightly wounded as described in the 
following extract from Lieutenant Chard's letter to Queen Victoria: 

"I was glad to seize an opportunity to wash my face in a muddy puddle, in company with Private Bush (sic) 24th, whose face was 
covered with blood from a wound on the nose caused by a bullet which had passed through and killed Private Cole 24th. With the 
politeness of a soldier, he lent me his towel, or, rather, a very dirty half of one, before using it himself, and I was very glad to accept it. 

In wrecking the stores in my wagon, the Zulus had brought to light a forgotten bottle of beer, and Bromhead and I drank it with mutual 
congratulations on having come safely out of so much danger." 

Appointed Lance-Corporal shortly afterwards, on 10th February, Bushe left the Cape in January 1880, to spend seven months serving in 
the Mediterranean before moving to India as a recently appointed Lance-Sergeant in August 1880. He re-engaged at Secunderabad in 
December 1880, to complete 21 years service, and reverted to Private at his own request in October 1881. Appointed Lance-Corporal 
once more, he went to Burma in May 1886, where he served until November 1888, earning the I.G.S. medal with clasp 'Burma 1887 
-89' as a Corporal, to which rank he had been promoted in April 1887. After a further two and a half years in India, Bushe returned to 
the U.K. in May 1891, where he was discharged on 10 October 1891. Sold with copied discharge papers. 

24th Foot casualties at Rorke's Drift amounted to 4 killed or died of wounds and 2 wounded in the 1st Battalion; 9 killed or died of 
wounds and 8 wounded in the 2nd Battalion - a total of 13 killed and 10 wounded.

Albert G. Willson was born in Milton, Kent, in 1873, and attested for the 7th Dragoon Guards in 1889. Advanced Sergeant, he served 
with the Regiment in South Africa during the Boer War, and was dangerously wounded near Kroonstad on 10 May 1900: 

The 4th Brigade were in support of the 1 st Union Brigade, all under French's command, in the advance to Pretoria. They were heading 
for Kroonstadt and had crossed the Zand River when the 1st Brigade were pinned down by 800 Boers. Two squadrons under Colonel 
Lowe occupied a hill to provide covering fire with carbines and a Maxim Gun. They then rejoined the regiment and they and the 8th 
Hussars were ordered to occupy a kraal on the enemy right. While heading towards the kraal some Boer horsemen came out of cover 
and fired on the two regiments. Since the enemy were out on the open plain, 1,000 yards away, they took the opportunity to charge 
them with drawn swords. This was a rare chance to effect a proper cavalry charge, but it had to be aborted halfway. Luckily for the 
British, they spotted a ravine running across their path which would have been fatal if they had all tumbled into it. The order came 
"Troops left wheel" and the disappointed troopers turned away in time. It had been a trick to lure the two regiments on but the 
casualties were few compared to what might have been. Four men were injured, of whom one, Sergeant Willson, later died.' ( 7th 
Dragoon Guards , by C. Griffin refers). 

Willson died of his wounds the following day, 11 May 1900. He is commemorated on a plaque in Holy Trinity Church, Milton Regis, 
Kent.

Colin Campbell was born in 1871 and served with 'E 1 Division, South African Constabulary. He was killed in action at Kalklaagte, near 
Petrusberg, on 16 July 1901 (also entitled to South Africa 1901 clasp). The Wigtownshire Free Press of 25 July 1901 reports the 
following: 

'Much regret was occasioned in Stranraer on Saturday when it transpired that a telegraph had been received intimating that Corporal 
Colin Campbell of Baden-Powell's South African Police, had been killed in action with the Boers in South Africa. The details that have 
transpired indicate that a party of the Eastern Division of the Constabulary were ambushed at Kalklaagte, near Petrusberg, on Tuesday 
of last week, with the result that Corporal Campbell and another member (Constable Molyneux) were killed, a third (Constable Laing) 
dangerously wounded, and seventeen others taken prisoners. Corporal Campbell was a son of the late Patrick Campbell of Belmont, 
Stranraer, and married a daughter of Mr Hugh Adair, solicitor, Stranraer, who had been residing in the town for some time, and for 
whom deepest sympathy is expressed in her untimely bereavement. Corporal Campbell joined Baden-Powell's Constabulary on their 
formation. He is the second member of the family who has met his death in the current war, the first being Sergt. Patrick Campbell, of 
the Imperial Yeomanry, husband of the famous stage and film actress, Mrs. Patrick Campbell (nee Beatrice Stella Tanner), known as 
"Mrs Pat". We understand that a third son, Charles, is still with the forces in South Africa. 

Sergeant Patrick Campbell was killed in a "white flag" action at Boshof, when he went forward to within 30 yards of the enemy to take 
surrender of the Boers who had raised the white flag and was "shot right through the head". The Boer culprit was then handed over to 
Lord Chesham and shot on the spot. The Campbell family were known to Dr Jameson, of Jameson's Raider's fame and Patrick 
Campbell is known to have received a civil appointment in Mashonaland from Dr Jameson.' 

Campbell is commemorated on his father's memorial in Sheuchan Cemetery, Stranraer. His probate record notes that he was residing 
prior to his service in South Africa at 63, St Saviour's Road, Croydon, Surrey.

The Honourable Algernon Joshua Percy Littleton was born in 1878, and was the 

second son of Edward George Percy Littleton, 3rd Baron Hatherton, C.M.G., of 
Teddesley Park, Stafford. The latter was formerly Major and Colonel in the 
Grenadier Guards and sometime Military Secretary to the Governor General of 
Canada. 

Algernon Littleton was educated at Eton and Pembroke College, Cambridge. He 
served during the Second Boer War with Roberts Horse, firstly as a Sergeant (No. 
2332), 18 January 1900 - 8 September 1900, and latterly as a Lieutenant, 19 May 
1901 - 10 October 1901 (in the remarks column on the medal roll it gives 
'During siege of Ladysmith was attached to Manchester Regt. before joining 
Roberts Horse). He was also employed as part of the Chief Censor's Staff at Cape 
Town. After the war Littleton travelled extensively throughout Tasmania and 
Australia as a whole. He contracted Multiple Sclerosis, and returned to the UK 
where he married Alice Maud Lewes in 1913. His wife, the daughter of a former 
Consul to Shanghai, was a qualified nurse and helped to care for him during the 
remainder of his life. They resided at "Tendring", Belle Vue Road, Southbourne, 
Bournemouth. Littleton died in September 1951.

D.S.O. London Gazette 6 April 1918: 

'For services in the recovery of a German mine, which had fouled the wire of HM Trawler Manx King on 12th December 191 7. By the 
measures ordered and personally superintended by him the mine was eventually rendered innocuous. He set an excellent example to 
all on board by his coolness and courage in a dangerous situation.' 

The incident was well reported in the press at the time and Swept Channels (Captain Taprell Dorling, D.S.O.) refers: 

'They proceeded to sea the next morning with Mr Blackmore, in command of the trawler Manx King, in charge of the division normally 
commanded by the officer in hospital. The work occupied two full days, several mines being swept up and destroyed under the 
direction of Commander R. Salmon, D.S.O. R.N.R., who was acting as Port Minesweeping Officer. On 12th December, it was decided 
to carry out a final sweep over the area to make quite certain it was clear, after which a Memorial service was to be held over the spot 
where the Apley had been lost. This was to be conducted by a Lieutenant R.N.V.R. in command of the coastal motor-boat attending on 
the sweepers, who in civil life happened to be a clergyman. 

The sweep was carried out without incident. No more mines were found, and shortly after noon the order was given to slip the sweep- 
wires and haul them in. While this was being done Mr Blackmore was amazed to see a mine come up in the kite of the Manx King. 
Because of its resemblance to the rounded end of the plunger kite, it was not noticed until it was hove up to the head of the arched 
steel gallows on the ship's side. 

There was a choppy sea and considerable motion on the ship. And as the mooring-wire of the mine was wrapped in bights round the 
kite, the mine fell upside down as its mooring, still attached to the heavy sinker on the bottom, tautened out and anchored the trawler 
by the stern. "Thank God!", Mr Blackmore writes, "The horns just cleared the gun-whale as the mine fell over". Even so there was 
imminent danger of an explosion. The mine, swinging to and fro with the movement, had one of its horns within a few inches of the 
gun-whale. 

The men on board were given the order to abandon ship by jumping overboard, being picked up by other trawlers and boats close by. 
Mr Blackmore and the 2nd Hand, remained on board securing the mine as best possible, as it could not be slipped for fear of 
explosion. They then removed the horns and lashed the mine so it could not move. The crew were then re-embarked. The mine was 
then destroyed under Commander Salmon's direction.' 

Reginald Salmon was born in Little Bredy, Dorset, in 1870, the son of the Reverend Frederick Salmon of Honiton, Devon, formerly of 
The Parsonage, Little Brady. He was commissioned in 1899 having gained his Master's Certificate from the Board of Trade on 31 
October 1899. He served in the Royal Navy gaining a 1st Class Certificate in Torpedo (H.M.S. Defiance) and 2nd Class Gunnery (H.M. 
S. Cambridge ) in 1898. On H.M.S. Curacao, 12 July 1899, he was noted as 'thoroughly trustworthy and intelligent officer. 
Recommended for supplementary list, R.N.' In February 1900, Salmon states that he severed connection with the Merchant Marine and 
will in all probability be employed by the Hydro Depot of the Admiralty. Then in May 1900, 'Admiralty have promoted him 
(Lieutenant) in view of proposal to employ him as a civilian assistant in Newfoundland Navy.' He was promoted Lieutenant 
Commander, Royal Naval Reserve, in 1908. 

At the time of the Manx King episode, acting Commander Salmon was serving as Port Mine Sweeping Officer, Portsmouth, and in the 
Navy List as 'Miscellaneous Services Officer' (H.M.S. Victory). The Navy List 1919 notes that Salmon (borne on H.M.S. President ) was 
serving as one of a small number of officers in the Minesweeping Division under Captain Lionel G. Preston, C.B. He was promoted 
Commander on 11 November 1918, and died, aged 69, on active service on 17 February 1940 serving with the Royal Naval Reserve 
(H.M.S. Bacchante), and is buried in Edinburgh (Seafield) Crematorium.

John Fyffe Shaw was the son of Mr and Mrs J. B. Shaw of Dundee, and was 
commissioned Second Lieutenant, Royal Flying Corps in January 1918. He was 
posted as a Pilot to 26 Training Squadron, Narborough, Norfolk, the following 
month. Shaw was killed in a flying accident, 19 February 1918, when piloting 
'DH4 B2121 which stalled off a right hand turn at low level. The crash was 
probably due to engine failure as the throttle was found half open. The aircraft 
crashed when trying to return to the airfield. The passenger, Second Lieutenant C. 
A. Law, was also killed.' (The Great Government Aerodrome, R.F.C. 
Narborough, refers). 

Shaw was only 18 years of age, and was returned home to be buried in Dundee 
Western Cemetery. M.I.C. indicates that no Great War Medals were issued

Kenneth 'Scrumpy' Winfield was the son of Mr and Mrs L. Winfield of 28 Benham Close, Chesham, Buckinghamshire. He joined the 
Royal Navy after the Second War, and was one of the "Few" who served in Amethyst throughout the entire Yangtze Incident. He was 
frequently involved in activities on board as illustrated by the following extracts taken from Yangtze Incident by Lawrence Earl, 
including the preliminary bombardment from the Communist shore batteries, 20 April 1949: 

'Until half-past eight activity on board the ship went along the well-worn channels of routine. Lieutenant-Commander Skinner had 
been supplied at Hong Kong with intelligence which enabled him to calculate that Amethyst was now approaching a sector of the river 
heavily gunned on the Communist-held north bank. 

Engineroom Artificer Leonard Williams, a thirty-year-old Felixstowe man, went on watch in the engine room at eight o'clock, taking 
over from Engineroom Artificer Gerald Graham. 

"The order has come down to increase from a hundred and eighty to two hundred and sixty revolutions at half-past eight," Graham 
said. 

This meant Amethyst's eleven-knot economical cruising speed would be raised to a more urgent sixteen knots. At eight-thirty the ship 
would be passing a Communist battery, and the increase in speed was merely a precautionary measure.... 

Stoker Mechanic Samuel ("Paddy") Bannister, a pink-faced Belfast boy of twenty-one, was eating breakfast of beans on toast and tea 
with Owen Aubrey, Kenneth Winfield, and some other shipmates. They were idly discussing their scheduled arrival at Nanking later 
that day.... 

All was well... At half-past eight, still at breakfast, Bannister happened to glance out of a starboard port. He was just in time to see a 
giant mushrooming of water not more than twenty yards from the ship. 

"What the..." he said, and excitedly ran over to the port for a closer look. 

At that moment Winfield yelled from the other side of the ship, "Hey! Somebody's shooting at us!" His deep voice carried a note of 
surprise. 

By a quarter to nine the danger seemed well over. Winfield, who had rushed to the upper deck to see what was going on, felt 
sufficiently reassured to return to the mess-deck to take a shower-bath.' 

And during the negotiation period for the release of the Amethyst in June: 

The Communists were always there, with their eyes on Amethyst and their guns pointed at her; and the men on the ship knew it. They 
could feel the eyes, even when they couldn't actually see them, and they could feel the uncomfortable threat of the guns. 

One evening in June Winfield, Hawkins, Brown, and George Maddocks were lounging about on the quarterdeck, singing songs that 
reminded them nostalgically of home, and then falling silent for a while. After a spell they would snap out of their unaccustomed quiet 
mood by joking and laughing and pulling one another's legs. Then they returned to singing their homesick songs. This was often their 
programme of an evening... 

At about ten o'clock, when it had become quite dark Winfield snapped a match alight against his thumbnail and applied it to the end 
of a fresh cigarette. He inhaled once, deeply, and released the smoke in a thick cloud, and suddenly the pleasant quiet of the night was 
spoiled by the nasty, menacing whine of a bullet, and, a split second later, the sharp crack of a rifle. The shot was well over their heads, 
but the men were taking no chances. Soon the deck was quite bare. 

Down on the mess-deck Winfield grumbled, "Them Commies are getting to be real show-offs. They just wanted to show us who's 
boss." 

"G'way," Maddocks snorted. "The Chinks don't like us at all: that's the trouble. I bet they think a good Englishman is a dead 
Englishman." 

The stokers brooded over the incident. They were glad, of course, that the shot had passed high overhead, but, in an obscure way, this 
calculated miss began to rankle as an insult. Winfield and Hawkins, particularly, tried to think of some way to take vengeance. A few 
evenings later they hit upon an idea which satisfied them. 

They borrowed a boiler-suit from the engine room and stuffed it up with rags to look like a guy - complete with boots and gloves and a 
pillow for a head. Where there was still plenty of daylight they took it up to the quarterdeck, near the ship's bell and in full view of the 
shore. 
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They waited until a group of Communist soldiers had gathered to watch them from the shore. Then Winfield pinned a cardboard sign 
on the dummy's chest. It read simply, in large block letters (which, incidentally, it was probably fortunate the Chinese could not read), 
MAOTSE-TUNG. 

Hawkins cleared his throat ponderously. He pronounced sentence on the guy. "Mr Mao Tse-Tung,' he said, "we find you guilty of 
crimes against the British Navy, and sentence you to hang by the neck until you are dead." 

He fastened a rope round the neck of the guy, and threw the other end of the rope over the crosspiece that held the ship's bell. Then he 
pulled on the rope and tied it in place, with the effigy of Mao swinging easily in the light breeze. 

Winfield, also mock-solemn, said, "And may God have mercy on your soul." Then he added, "If you've got one." ' 

Winfield is also mentioned in the book, during Amethyst's long awaited dash for freedom in July 1949: 

They waited, down in the engine-room, for the word to start engines. They waited silently, sweating already, and eager to get it over 
with, since it had to be done. Williams kept thinking of what happened on the way up-river. 

"If we can just get past Rose Island," he thought, the memory of things past unreasonably stuck in his mind, "we'll be all right." 

Word came down from the bridge to start the port engine. The ship was alive again for the first time since April. 

"It was a fine feeling," Winfield said later. "It's like being in a graveyard to be in a dead ship." 

Winfield was on the voice-pipe taking orders direct from the bridge. When the order came down for half ahead on both engines he 

knew that they had turned completely and were on the way down. They had not been hit. They had made the turn. The men in the 

engine room exchanged pleased glances. Williams held his thumbs up and grinned.' Travelling further along the river, the Amethyst 
came under fire from the shore batteries once again: 

'Winfield, at the voice-pipe in the engine-room, heard the firing. Keran's shout whistled down to him. 

"Make smoke!" 

A moment later Winfield heard a loud, only slightly muffled explosion that seemed to come very near to where he stood. Amethyst 
shuddered. Black smoke poured down the fan-shafts into the engine-room, and Winfield looked around him wildly, thinking, "We're 
hit! We're hit!" 

The faces of the men in the engine-room were tilted almost prayerfully towards the deck. They looked bloodless and blank with 
surprise. Somebody shouted down the hatchway: "It's all right mates! It's our own gun." The faces looked down to their work again, 
wearing relieved little smiles. 

Reports came up from the engine-room that Amethyst was flooding badly from the one waterline hole, right in the stern, which Garns 
and Saunders had been unable to repair. Pumps were put into action to keep the water in check. Kerans prayed: "Dear God, don't let it 
flood so badly that it will put paid to my steering." 

Down in the engine-room Winfield was bathed in sweat. It poured out of his scalp and down his brow into his eyes, making them 
smart with the salt. Near him a crew mate fainted with the heat. The temperature close to the voice-pipe was 1 70 degrees Fahrenheit; 
in the boiler-room 130 degrees; on the manoeuvring platform, 125 degrees. Winfield left the voice-pipe while a mate took over; he 
rushed up to the galley. He got a can of tea from Griffiths and took it down to his mates in their sweating, steaming hell. There were 
only eleven men in the engine-room, fewer than half the normal complement, but before that night was over they would have drunk 
ten gallons of tea. The moisture ran out of their pores in never-ending rivulets, and they had to get it back into their bodies somehow; 
so they drank tea.' 

As the Amethyst made it to the mouth of Yangtze, and H.M.S Concord hove into sight: 'A couple of minutes later some one yelled 
exuberantly down the hatch, " Concord in sight!" 

Williams did not try to hide the quaver in his voice. "All right," he said. "We'll go up, one at a time, and have a look. Winfield, you 
take it first." 

The cool air hit Winfield like a wall of water. He stepped out on to the quarterdeck and looked round. Concord was very near to them 
now. He could see the grinning, excitedly pleased faces of her crew, welcoming Amethyst back to the fleet. A great cheer swelled 
across the water. Then Concord turned, her bow pushing into the wide, safe mouth of the river towards the near-by open sea. Winfield 
saw that, around him, some of Amethyst's men were crying, quite openly and without shame. Then he put a hand to his face and 
discovered that his own cheeks were wet. He didn't care. He didn't care at all.' 

Winfield was presented with his Naval General Service Medal by the King at Buckingham Palace, and was honoured by Chesham 
Town Council with a special parade and presented with a watch by the Mayor. He also had a role as an extra in the film Yangtse 
Incident , The Story of H.M.S. Amethyst , starring Richard Todd. Winfield died in April 1982, and was buried at sea: 

'The special service for Ken Winfield, of Britannia Road, and his 20 year-old-son, Martin, took place about three miles offshore near 
Portsmouth and was conducted by a Royal Navy padre who served on SS Uganda , the hospital ship during the Falklands war. Mr 
Winfield, a founder member of Chesham and Amersham Royal Naval Association, was 53 when he died in April of this year. His son 
died in May.' (newspaper cutting included with the lot refers).

'At 2 a.m. on 19 January 1896, distress signals were observed by the Staffordshire in the port of Marseilles, from the Aidar, out at sea. 
The Staffordshire went immediately to the aid of the Aidar which was found in a sinking condition. Three life boats were launched by 
the Staffordshire with great difficulty due to the darkness and heavy seas. Eventually all 24 passengers and crew of the Aidar were 
rescued.' 

A fuller account of the rescue was published in The Strand Magazine: 'At 2 a.m. on the 19th of January, while the steamship 
Staffordshire, of Liverpool, was on a voyage from Marseilles to Port Said, signals of distress were observed from the Aidar, and the 
Staffordshire immediately went to her assistance. The Aidar, it appeared, was on her way from Odessa to Marseilles, and the wreck 
occurred in the Mediterranean, near Messina. As the Aidar was found to be sinking fast, three of the Staffordshire's life-boats were at 
once launched. But their crews experienced immense difficulty in the work of saving life owing to the darkness and the heavy sea. 
Three times was the Staffordshire manoeuvred round to windward, and each time the life-boat was dispatched the rescuing crew were 
in serious peril of their own lives. During one visit, the boat was badly damaged by one of Aidar' s davits, which was just above the 
water. At 6.10 a.m. the only persons left on the wreck were Captain Nutman and an injured and helpless fireman, whom he was 
endeavouring to save, and whom he absolutely refused to abandon. The steamer was now rapidly settling down, and as it was no 
longer safe to remain near her, the officer in charge of the rescuing party from the Staffordshire asked Nutman for a final answer - 
would he leave his helpless charge and save himself? He would not; he persisted in remaining with the injured man, choosing almost 
certain death rather than leave him to his fate. Even the passengers tried hard to induce the captain to come away, but he would not. 
The fireman seemed powerless and paralysed with fear, making no effort to save himself beyond clinging to the broken bridge, then 
down in the water, as the vessel was on her beam ends. As the Staffordshire's life-boat returned each time, Captain Nutman would say: 
"Pull away with those people and come back for me afterwards." It is necessary to explain that the boat could not come quite close to 
the sinking ship, simply because no one knew the moment when the latter might founder and suck down with her anything that 
chanced to be floating in the vicinity; moreover, there was a terrific sea. 

At last, after having given Captain Nutman many chances of life, the men in the rescuing boats were obliged to pull away reluctantly, 
and immediately afterwards, at 6:17 a.m., the Aidar gave one or two heavy lurches and then foundered. Long after this the 
Staffordshire's life-boat returned to the spot, it crew perhaps animated by vague hopes, and the officer commanding it was amazed to 
behold Captain Nutman clinging to the bottom of an upturned boat, still grasping the now unconscious fireman. Another half-hour 
elapsed before the boat could approach, but eventually this hero and his precious charge were picked up and taken on board the 
Staffordshire. In all 24 persons were saved, one only, a boy, being drowned. This was the cabin boy, who was washed over-board 
during the night and not seen after 12:30 a.m. The full details of this action were forwarded to the Queen during Her Majesty's recent 
trip to the Riviera.' ( Strand Magazine refers). 

Charles Hagges, Steward of the Staffordshire, of Liverpool, was one of 19 officers and crew of the Staffordshire awarded the Board of 
Trade Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea in Silver for their rescue of the passengers and crew of the steamship Aidar, also of 
Liverpool. He was presented with his medal, together with a gratuity of £2, at Liverpool. William John Nutman, Master of the Aidar, 
was awarded in total seven medals, including the Albert Medal in Gold, for his role in the rescue.

George Thomas Martin was born at Deptford, Kent, on 20 January 1842, and received his Master's Certificate on 2 January 1867. 
Appointed Master of the S.S. Sibylla , of London, he was awarded the Board of Trade Silver Medal for Humanity for rescuing the crew of 
the bark Jane Rowland, of Aberystwyth. The Sibylla lay by the wreck of the Jane Rowland through the night of 14 February 1879, and at 
6:00 a.m. the following morning sent a boat, manned by Mate Charles Woodruff and six seamen, which took off the crew at great risk. 
For his gallantry Woodruff was awarded the Board of Trade Silver Medal for Gallantry. Both he and Martin received their medals from 
the Mayor of Cardiff on 1 November 1879. 

Only 37 Large 'Humanity' Board of Trade Medals were issued from the institution of the medal in 1855, with the final award being 
made in 1893.

Berkeley James Parker was awarded the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society Silver Medal for the rescue of the crew of the yacht 
Marali, at Taylor's Bank, River Mersey. 

'Silver Marine Medal and Certificate of Thanks each to Lieut. Commander Berkeley James Parker, R.N. (retired), Superintendent of Bar 
Dredging, and Captain Richard William Pritchard, of the S.P.D. Leviathan, and Bronze Marine Medal and Certificate of Thanks each to 
the members of the Leviathan's crew, for rescuing the crew, four in number, of the motor yacht Marali, in distress on the Taylor's Bank, 
River Mersey, on the 8th October, 1930. 

At 5.53 am, whilst Leviathan was outward bound to the deposit site, a red flare was observed from a vessel in distress on Taylor's Bank, 
close behind the revetment and west of C3 Black Beacon Buoy. As it could be seen that the crew of the vessel were in imminent danger 
of losing their lives, steps were immediately taken to render assistance. Volunteers were called and all the men available at the time 
readily answered the call. 

At 6.15 am, the Leviathan's motor boat was successfully lowered and proceeded towards the yacht. Its attempts proved unsuccessful, 
and at 6.35 am the gig-boat was lowered and taken in tow by the motor boat. After some very anxious moments the gig-boat eventually 
reached the yacht and took the crew on board.' {92nd Annual Report, Year ending 1 st July 1931, refers)

Throughout yesterday a scene of excitement prevailed in the vicinity of Lowestoft Harbour. A tremendous East wind had blown on 
Monday night and the seas were very heavy and choppy, showing unbroken foam as far as the eye could reach. In the morning several 
vessels were in difficulty. A barque seen, appeared beyond control. At 8 o'clock she was seen to strike Holm Sand and the lifeboat 
crew with [Bob] Hook as coxswain quickly mustered. The boat [the Samuel Plimsoll] was in the harbour, and 32 brave beachmen 
manifested their anxiety to go by jumping into her. That number was too great and seven unwillingly got out. That left 25, being 6 more 
than the usual compliment. The two large harbour steam tugs were out in the roads, and the small tug in the harbour was not adapted 
for towing the lifeboat. Captain Massingham, Harbour Master, was the right man in the right place at the right time, and equal to the 
emergency - sent out the small tug with orders to the Despatch to return immediately. This she did and took out the lifeboat, and their 
movements were watched closely by hundreds of onlookers. The lifeboat was seen to take the crew off the barque and return towards 
the harbour, and when she came inside the piers, lusty cheers poured forth. The vessel was the Berthon, of Norway, 296 tons, timber 
for Sheerness, and a crew of eight. The crew were taken off about 3 hours after she struck and about one and a half hours after the 
lifeboat left the harbour. She went to pieces 15 minutes after the crew had been taken off. ...' ( Eastern Daily Press, 15 November 1882). 

On 22 November 1882, the Rev. T. A. Nash, Rector of Lowestoft, chaired a meeting, attended by the lifeboat crew, Captain Porter, 
master of the Despatch and Captain Massingham, Harbour Master. The Rev. Nash spoke of the bravery of the lifeboat crew and said 
that some recognition of it was called for. Donations had been given and collections made in respect of the rescue and with the funds 
raised medals were produced and issued to Captains Porter and Massingham and to Coxswain Bob Hook and the crew of the lifeboat. 
'J. Kittle' is listed as one of the lifeboat crew.

Albert Edward Watts was born in Cove, Hampshire, on 3 August 1916, and attested for the Royal Army Service Corps at Aldershot on 
18 October 1939. He served with the British Expeditionary Force in France from 26 November 1939, and after spending a week in No 
1 General Hospital in April 1940 was evacuated from north-west France on 23 June 1940. Posted to Egypt on 3 February 1941, he 
transferred to the Corps of Military Police on 1 August 1941, and was seconded to the police force of the British Military Administration 
in Eritrea on 3 May 1943. He was finally demobilised on 18 January 1946. 

On 20 October 1947 he was appointed an R.S.P.C.A. Probationer, and was advanced to 4th Class Inspector on 28 June the following 
year, being posted to Merthyr Tydfil on 26 July 1948. A very ebullient man, well over 6 feet tall, he threw himself with enthusiasm into 
rescuing various animals from difficult and dangerous places. He was awarded the R.S.P.C.A. Bronze Medal for the rescue of a sheep 
on the river Taff on 10 February 1950, and received additional award bars to that medal for the rescue of two sheep from an island in 
the river Taff at Pontypridd on 22 February 1951; for the rescue of a dog from an air vent at Heolgerrig Mountain, Merthyr, and for the 
rescue of a lamb from a crevice on Gilfach Goch Mountain, Rhondda, both on 25 June 1953; and for the rescue of a pig from a crevice 
on Llandraw Mountain, Pontypridd, on 20 March 1954. His busiest day, for which he was awarded the R.S.P.C.A. Silver Medal, was for 
the rescue of a sheep from a quarry ledge at Ynyshir, for releasing a horse from a cattle grid at Bargoed Golf Course, and for rescuing a 
sheep from a quarry ledge at Pontypridd, all on 7 December 1955. 

Promoted to Sub-Inspector on 31 December 1956, his last Welsh rescue was rescuing a sheep from a disused quarry at Penderyn on 25 
June 1959, for four days later he was transferred to Loughborough. There he rescued nine sheep trapped on an island in the river Soar, 
at Barrow-on-Soar, on 26 January 1960. On 1 October 1962 he transferred to Brighton, and on 31 December of that year was 
promoted Chief Inspector. Despite now having a desk job, he found time for one further rescue, rescuing a swan that had a fishing 
hook and float attached to its beak at Falmer, Sussex, on Christmas Day 1969. He retired soon after, and died in Hove in 1981.

Herbert John Duffy, of the 5th Ebbw Vale Scout Group, was awarded the Scout 
Association Gilt Cross 'in recognition of his gallant but unsuccessful attempt to 
rescue a boy from drowning in a pipe feeder pond at Ebbw Vale on 8th July 
1948/ 

Duffy was born in Marylebone, London, on 5 March 1915, before moving in the 
1930s to Ebbw Vale, where he was employed in the local steel works. Although 
in a reserved occupation, he enlisted for service during the Second World War 
on 6 June 1940, and was posted to the Auxiliary Military Pioneer Corps. He 
served with the Pioneer Corps in the U.K., before transferring to the Military 
Police on 21 November 1944, and was based for the rest of the War at No. 23 
Prisoner of War transit camp at Le Marchant, Devizes, Wiltshire. He was 
discharged to Class 'Z' Reserve on 7 April 1946, and, back in civilian life, 
rejoined his old steel works which, after various mergers, became the Guest 
Keen Company. He also resumed his pre-War interest in Scouting, and was 
appointed Troop Leader, 5th Ebbw Vale (All Saints) Troop. 

'On the morning of 8 July 1948, Duffy was preparing to go to work when he 
saw a number of children running towards a local pond, known as the 'Pipe 

Pond', which fed large amounts of water to the huge steel works. One of them 

shouted that Russell Chambers was drowning. Duffy jumped over the wall and 
climbed over the railings. Without hesitation, he kicked off his shoes and dived 
in fully clothed into the fairly deep pond, and repeatedly dived and swam under 
the water in search of the boy. After diving for about 10 minutes, he was joined 
by Trevor Greenhouse, his next door neighbour. 

Together they continued to search underwater for the boy, and after a further 5 minutes or so, Greenhouse came to the surface and 
gasped that he had felt something under his feet. Duffy then dived again, and found a body lying face downwards at the bottom of the 
pond. He managed to get hold of the body and tow it to the bank, where artificial respiration was applied but without success. 
Recording a verdict of "Accidental Death", the Coroner highly commended Duffy and Greenhouse for their efforts to recover the 
boy.' (Article in the South Wales Argus, 10 July 1948 refers). 

For his gallantry in attempting to rescue the boy, Duffy was awarded the Scout Association Gilt Cross. Four years late he was invested 

as a Knight of St. Colomba by the Guest Keen Company Charter Council. He died in Breconshire in 1976.

William Crouch (listed erroneously as Grooch on the official Roll) was awarded the Norwegian Medal for Heroic Deeds, 2nd Class for 
saving the life of the crew of the Caroline : 

'On the 10th October 1887 the schooner Caroline , skippered by Mr. A. Knudsen, was sailing in ballast from Felixstowe to her home 
port of Kragero in Norway. She encountered very dirty weather when twenty miles north-west of Texel, and at six o'clock in the 
evening the crew were obliged to cut away the rigging. The ballast shifted to the lee side, and a heavy sea striking her shortly after, she 
heeled over on to her beam ends. The men on board had a fearful experience during the night, the angry waves dashing furiously over 
the vessel without a moment's respite. As soon as day broke a distress flag was hoisted but failed at first to attract attention. Eventually 
at five o'clock that afternoon it was observed by the fishing boat John Frederick of Lowestoft, skippered by William Crouch, and he 
hove down upon them. He approached and attempted to go alongside and rescue the Caroline's crew, but after two unsuccessful 
efforts he moved away and sent instead his rowing boat, manned by Charles Wright and John Andrews. After great exertions and with 
considerable danger to themselves they reached the wreck. The younger member's of the Caroline's crew managed to jump into the 
smack's boat without sustaining any injury; but the steward, an elderly man, unfortunately crushed his left hand severely, the ends of 
three fingers being taken completely off. Despite breaking an oar during the return journey, the boat made it safely back to the John 
Frederick, where the rescued crew were most kindly treated by the Lowestoft smacksmen. They then brought them back to Lowestoft, 
where they arrived on the 13th October, and the rescued men were at once taken to the Sailors' Home.' ( Eastern Daily Press, 20 
February 1889 refers). 

For their gallantry King Oscar II of Norway and Sweden awarded William Crouch the Norwegian Medal for Heroic Deeds 2nd Class, 
and Charles Wright and John Andrews the Medal 3rd Class. Crouch was presented with his medal by the Mayor of Lowestoft on 19 
February 1889, and in a short speech said 'he had only done his duty. He hoped he should never be found wanting when the lives of 
his fellow men were in danger.' (ibid).

Medals were prepared for the three Guards regiments for award to non-commissioned officers and other ranks for distinguished 
conduct in the Crimea campaign. They were awarded by Major-General Sir Henry Bentinck, K.C.B., who commanded the Guards 
Brigade and later the 4th Division in the Crimea. In the event medals were only issued to the Grenadier Guards and 3rd Foot Guards, 
being awarded 13 and 5 (plus one to the 90th Foot) named medals respectively. The Coldstream Guards refused theirs after a inter- 
regimental 'squabble'; having discovered that the first issues had gone to the Grenadiers, the Coldstream Guards flatly refused to accept 
their own, arguing that since Bentinck was himself a Coldstreamer, their medals should have been presented first. 

Several of the recipients were also winners of the Victoria Cross, and several of the others appear to have been connected with 
incidents where a Victoria Cross was won.

William Robert Corfield was born at Cawnpore, India, in 1805. He entered the Bengal Army in 1821, and in 1823, while still only an 
Ensign, he dispersed a body of mutinous troops belonging to the King of Oude, and seized the two guns they had brought against him. 
He was present at the siege and storming of Bhurtpore in 1825-26 (medal and clasp). In 1836-37 he was in command of the 31st 
Bengal Native Infantry in the Cole and Santal campaign and received the thanks of the Governor-General. He served throughout the 
Cabul campaign in 1838-40 and was present at the storming of Khelat in 1839, on which occasion he commanded a wing of his 
regiment which forced the gate of the citadel (medal). In 1842 he was attached to the Light Infantry Brigade of the Army of the Sutlej. In 
1843 he served in the Gwalior campaign, including the battle of Maharajpore (bronze star). He commanded the 31st Bengal Native 
Infantry throughout the Punjab campaign, including the actions of Ramnuggur, Sadoolapore, Chilianwala, and Goojerat, and 
subsequent pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to Peshawur (medal, two clasps, and brevet Lieutenant-Colonel). In 1850 he commanded 
the regiment which formed part of the force proceeding to Kohat under Sir Charles Napier (frontier medal and clasp). Lrom 1858 to 
1860 he served in China, in command of the Bengal brigade (medal). During the eleven years he commanded the 31st Bengal Native 
Infantry, the regiment attained a high degree of discipline, so much so that it was the only battalion of the Bengal Army which 
remained loyal throughout the mutiny. He was promoted to the rank of General on 1 October 1877, and died in London on 30 
November 1882. 

Note: General Corfield's medals, including his Army of India Medal with Bhurtpore clasp, named to him as a Lieutenant in the 31st 
Native Infantry, were sold in these rooms in June 2002.

The 80cm tapering shaft profusely and superbly 
decorated with British military personnel and notable occurrences. Commencing with an ornate double cross hatched 
band and laurels, a script capital 'B' followed by the post 1837 Royal Arms. 

The mounted figures of Wellington and Blucher, this with the caption 'The Duke of Wellington and Blucher at 
Waterloo', the mounted and captioned figure of 'Corpl Shaw of the Life Guards', shown cutting down one of his eleven 
or so victims at Waterloo, another already dead lying near his charger. Shaw was later killed in the battle. The next 
displays the killing of Tippoo Sultan at Seringapatam 1799, he is depicted prostrate but with tulwar raised about to be 
clubbed with the butt of a musket, 'The Death of Tippoo Saib' (sic). Next, 'The Death of Genl. Sir T. Picton'. Picton 
who had concealed his severe wound suffered at Quatre Bras on the 16th June was shot through the head on the 18th, 
he is shown slumped and falling from his horse. Beneath is the mounted Earl of Uxbridge correctly attired as a General 
Officer of Hussars about to lead a charge. The caption displays his 'step' in the peerage (July 1815), 'The Marquis of 
Anglesey Charging at Waterloo'. Then the mounted figure of 'Sir H. Smith' (This subsequently famous soldier was a 
Brigade-Major at Waterloo in the rank of Captain and only created a Baronet in 1846 following his great success at 
Aliwal). 'The 92nd Charging', shows a kilted Highlander despatching sundry French infantrymen. Finally a mounted 
figure, 'An Officer of the Siks'. (sic). The decorative band and laurels as described for the top is repeated. 

The top of the cane is surmounted by a swollen baluster knop inlaid with a small bone ring. The overall length is 84cm. 
The workmanship is of the highest quality throughout with quite wonderful and accurate uniform detail, particularly as 
the artist was working on a cylindrical format. Perhaps the only error is the soldier killing Tippoo, as he is wearing an 
1816 pattern shako. 

It is quite probable that the script capital 'B' relates to an army veteran. 

Some slight detail fading to the last figure due to usage as a walking stick , a few minute surface cracks to the shaft and 
the brass ferrule a professional replacement , otherwise in remarkably good condition. £300-500 
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Walking Stick, formally belonging to Major General Sir G. P. Colley, shot by the Boers at the Battle of Majuba Hill in 
1881. Lower section broken off (see reason for this on plaque), 29ins long, one side having a silver coloured plaque 
engraved 'Coomassie 1874', and on the other a much larger plaque engraved I.M.O. [in memory of] Major Genl. Sir 
George Pomeroy Colley killed at the Amujaba [sic] Hill, Natal. March 1881, fighting against the insurgent Boers. This 
stick carried by him during the Ashantee War of 1874 & broken over a native's back for refusing to carry a wounded 
man, was given by him on his return to Lt. Colonel Gosset, 54th Regiment', generally good condition £500-600 

Sir George Pomeroy Colley, after a very distinguished Army career, was the Commander-in-Chief in Natal. At Majuba Hill on 27 
February 1881 British troops had seized the hill after a night march and were overlooking the Boer camp. However, by a sudden rush 
the Boers captured the hill and in the fighting Colley received a rifle bullet through the forehead killing him. His death and the British 
defeat caused the British Government to begin peace negotiations with the Boers.

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT
